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PREFACE. 


The  object  of  the  following  pages  is  to  place  before  the  public 
the  nmnerous  advantages  and  fadlities  which  are  afibrded  by  the 
Universities  and  the  Public  Schools  and  Grammar  Schools 
of  thu  country,  for  the  education  of  the  middle  and  higher  ranks 
of  society.  The  compiler  has  endeavoured  to  render  the  work  a 
practical  guide  for  parents  ia  the  selection  of  schools  for  their  sons, 
that  they  may  be  enabled  to  participate  in  the  benefits  which  the 
munificent  founders  of  those  splendid  establishments  have  pro- 
vided for  them.  To  those  parents  especiallyi  who,  having  a  nu- 
merous offspring  and  but  limited  means,  intend  to  give  their  sons 
a  collegiate  education,  the  work  will  be  peculiarly  acceptable;  as 
it  points  out  those  schools  in  which,  from  their  beneficial  endow-, 
ments,  reputation,  or  locality,  it  may  be  desirable  to  place  them ; 
and,  in  addition,  contains  an  account  of  such  exhibitions  and 
scholarships  as  are  in  the  patronage  of  Chartered  Companies,  &c 
These,  in  most  instances,  are  free  from  restriction  as  to  persons 
or  place.  Several  of  these  endowments  however,  have,  from 
,  want  of  timely  application  for  them,  fallen  into  desuetude ;  and 
the  compiler  is  compelled  to  add,  with  regret,  that  the  reader  will 
find  several  instances,  where  the  trusts  reposed  in  these  bodies 
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have  been  either  but  partially  administered  or  totally  perverted. 
The  account  now  given  of  these  trusts,  by  calling  the  public  at- 
tention to  their  value,  may  tend  to  revive  them,  and  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  similar  neglect 

The  attention  of  Under-graduates  at  the  Universities,  of  mo- 
derate income,  is  particularly  directed  to  this  department  of  the 
work,  as  pointing  out  to  them  a  &ir  and  legitimate  source  of 
increasing  their  means,  and  of  enabling  them  to  uphold  their 
character  and  station  with  respectability  during  their  residence 
at  the  University. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  add,  diat  the  Grammar  Schools  are 
arranged  alphabetically  according  to  their  respective  counties, 
and  that  to  each  county  are  prefixed  the  University  advantages 
attached  to  the  same. 

.  The  compiler,  in  addition  to  the  communications  of  many  pri- 
vate fiiends,  is  lai^ely  indebted  for  the  materials  of  his  work  to  the 
very  Suable  Reports  of  die  Commissioners  for  enquiring  into 
Charities,  and  other  public  documents,  besides  Ackerman's  His- 
tory of  the  Universities  and  Public  Schools,  Carlisle's  Account  of 
the  Grammar  Schools,  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Calendars,  and 
.  similar  publications.

John,  Lord  Craven,  by  will,  dated  May,  1647,  founded 
four  (now  ten)  classical  scliolarsliips  of  252.  (now  502.) 
per  annum  each;  ivoo  (now  five)  from  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  two  (now  Jive)  from  Cambridge ;  for  the 
perpetuity  of  these  scholarships,  he  bequeathed  certain 
lands,  *'  to  the  intent  and  purpose,  that  out  of  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  &c.,  1002.  per  an- 
num should  be  raised  towards  the  maintenance  of  four 
poor  scholars,  whereof,  two  to  be  in  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  two  of  Cambridge.  These  scholars  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  King's  Professors,  and 
Orator,  there,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greatest  part  of 
them.  Yet,  my  will  is,  that  if  any  of  my  name  or  kindred 
shall  happen  to  be  poor,  and  to  be  a  scholar  in  either  Uni- 
versity, he  shall  be  preferred  to  have  the  benefit  of  this 
maintenance  before  any  scholar  whatsoever.  And  my 
win  is,  that  the  said  annuity  and  maintenance  shall  cease 
and  determine  to  any  such  scholar,  after  he  has  been  in 
the  University  ior  fourteen  years.  And  likewise,  it  shall 
cease  and  determine  to  any  such  scholar  that  can  attain 
to  any  preferment  of  a  double  value,  and  then  the  said 
annuity  so  determining,  shall  be  bestowed  on  some  other 
scholar." 

.  William,  brother  and  heir  to  John,  Lord  Craven,  in 
1649>  drew  up  certain  regulations  for  the  management  of 
this  trust,  which  are  as  follow : — 
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1 .  '^  That  when  any  place  shall  be  void^  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor^ the  King's  Professors,  and  the  Orator  for  the  time 
present,  shall,  within  three  day's  notice  thereof,  cause  an 
intimation  to  be  set  upon  the  door  of  the  public  library, 
of  an  election  to  be  made  on  the  tenth  day  following,  if 
it  be  Term  time,  or,  if  it  be  vacation,  the  tenth  day  after 
the  beginning  of  the  next  Term,  in  the  grammar  school. 

2.  That  at  the  time  of  the  election,  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  all  the  rest  of  the  electors  then  present  in  the  Uni- 
versity, meet  together,  and  give  no  promise  or  consent  to 
any  to  be  elected,  before  they  so  meet  together,  and  all, 
or  a  major  part,  agree  to  the  scholar  to  be  elected. 

3.  That  in  the  first  place,  respect  be  had  to  those  who 
are  of  the  Lord  Craven's  kindred  or  name. 

4.  That  in  defect  of  such,  that  scholar  be  preferred, 
who,  upon  good  certificate  of  his  manners,  and  due  exa- 
mination of  lus  learning,  shall  be  found  most  worthy. 

5.  That  none  be  chosen  who  is  a  graduate  in  the  Uni- 
versity, or  Fellow,  or  Scholar  of  any  College,  or  whose 
parents  are  well  known  to  be  of  ability  to  maintain  him 
otherwise,  except  he  be  of  the  kindred  or  name  of  the 
Lord  Craven." 

William,  Lord  Craven,  transferred  the  estate  subject  to 
the  trust,  into  the  hands  of  c^tain  Trustees.  Those  for 
Oxford  now  are,  the  Archbishop  of  Cant^bury,  and  the 
Dean  of  Exet^;  and  for  Cambridge,  the  Bishops  of 
Peterborough,  and  Bath  and  Wells,  and  the  Master  of 
Trinity  College. 

By  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in  1819,  the  in- 
come of  the  scholars  was  augmented  to  502.  Oryear  each, 
and  the  number  increased  to  five  in  each  University ;  the 
additional  scholarships,  however,  are  only  tenable  for 
Hven  years. 


Charles  Vinibb^  Esq.,  by  wiU,  dated  December,  1755, 
left  the  sum  of  12,0002.  to  this  University,  to  fomid  a  pro- 
fessorship, and  to  establish  such  fellowships  and  scholar- 
ships of  the  Common  Law,  as  the  University  might  deem 
fit.  They  are  elected  by  the  Convocation ;  the  numbers 
vary  according  to  the  state  of  Mr.  Vinier's  revenues. 
The  fellows  receive  502.  a-year,  and  the  schdars  30^ 
As  to  the  Fellows,  they  must  be  unmarried,  and  belong  to 
some  College  or  Hall  in  the  University ;  and  must  have 
taken  their  M.  A.  degree,  or  that  of  B.C.L.  Preference  to 
be  given  to  such  as  have  been  scholars  on  this  foundation.

2.  No  scholar  is  capable  of  being  elected  who  has  been 
admitted  three  years,  or  receives  any  benefit  or  advantage 
from  either  of  Lord  Craven's  exhibitions ;  and  if  any  one, 
after  being  admitted  to  this  scholarship,  shall  become  in- 
titled  to  any  emoluments  from  the  said  exhib^ns,  his 
claim  to  this  benefaction  is  void.

Every  scholar  elected  on  this  f oimdation  is  required  to 
take  the  degree  of  B.A.  Where  the  personal  merits  are 
equal,  those  are  to  be  preferred  who  stand  most  in  need 
of  assistance.  If  any  scholar  shall  degrade  or  determine, 
and  go  out  in  a  bye-term,  or  declare  for  law,  or  be  rus- 
ticated or  expelled,  his  scholarship  shall  be  ipso  facto 
vacant.  The  profits  to  continue  for  four  years,  and  no 
more.  No  persons  shall  ever  have  two  sons  scholars,  nor 
shall  there  be  two  orphans,  brothers,  scholars  at  the  same 
time.  If  no  sons  or  oiphans  of  clergymen  shall  be  found 
properly  qualified  for  these  scholarships,  then,  and  then 
only,  the  electors  shall  elect  sons  of  laymen,  being  under- 
graduates, who  stand  in  need  of  assistance.  No  schoto 
to  be  elected  from  King's  College,  or  from  Trinity  Hall. 

The  electors  are,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor of  Divinity,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Law^ 
the  Lucasian  Professor  of  Mathematics,  and  the  Public 
Orator.

Two  Colleges,  according  to 
the  cycle  of  Proctors  commencing  with  the  year  1817» 
shall  respectively  nominate  an  elector.  But  if  the  Vice- 
(chancellor,  the  Public  Orator,  and  the  Greek  Professor, 
or  any  two  of  them,  be  members  of  the  same  College,  no 
elector  in  that  case  shall  be  appointed  by  that  College, 
according  to  the  cycle  of  Proctors,  but  the  appointment 
shall  be  made  by  the  University.

.  3.  The  first  examination  commenced  on  Monday, 
January  17, 1814 ;  and  the  Vice-ChanceUor  or  his  deputy, 
the  Public  Orator,  and  the  Greek  Professor,  shall,  in  fu- 
ture, on  or  before  the  Ist  day  of  December,  after  every

3.  That  out  of  the  net  annual  proceeds  of  Mr.  Tyr* 
wbitfs  benefaction^  the  sum  of  1602.  be  divided  among 
the  six  scholars  in  the  proportions  hereinafter  specified. 

4.  That  the  electors  to  these  scbolarahips  shall  be  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  the 
Professor  of  Arabic,  and  two  Members  of  the  Senate,  to 
be  nominated  by  the  different  Colleges,  aceordbg  to  the 
cyde  of  Proctors.

Arabic ;  but  if  in  any  case  the  Lord  Almoner's  Reader  shaU 
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dedkie'tiie  office  of  deputy  exanuner,  or  shall  b^  prevented 
Irom  undertaking  the  said  office,  a  deputy  examiner  shall 
be  appointed  in  his  pkoe  by  grace  of  the  Senate. 

7*:  That  if  the  Vic^Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Hebrew,  the  Professor  of  Arabic,  or  any  two  of  them, 
shall  be  members  of  the  same  College,  no  elector  shall  in

10.  That  should  it  appear  in  any  case  to  the  majority 
of  the  electors  that  no  one  of  the  cauMdates  is  deserving 
of  a  scholarship  of  the  first  dass,  it  shall  be  competent 
for  them  to  elect  one  of  the  second  dass  only. 

11.  That,  in  the  event  of  one  scholar  only  bei^ 
dected,  the  examiners  be  empowered,  at  the  election  of 
the  following  year,  to  elect  three  scholars  upon  this 
foundation :  viz.,  two  of  the  first  class,  and  one  of  the 
second :  that  the  first  in  the  order  of  merit  be  the  scholar 
of  the  first  dass  iot  that  year ;  the  second  in  the  order  of 
merit  supply  the  vacancy  left  at  the  preceding  election, 
a^  be  entitiied  to  all  the  emoluments  assigned  to  that 
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scholarship :  viz.,  the  stipend  of  the  preceding  year,  and 
also  the  regular  stipends  of  the  two  succeeding  years, 
during  which,  and  no  longer,  he  shall  remain  upon  this 
foundation :  and  that  the  third  be  the  scholar  of  the  se- 
cond class  for  that  year. 

12.  That  if  any  scholarship,  reserved  under  the  powers 
of  the  tenth  regulation,  be  not  filled  up  at  the  examina- 
tion of  the  following  year,  the  whole  proceeds  of  such 
scholarship  shall  be  appropriated  in  the  manner  herein- 
-after  mentioned. 

13.  That  the  residue  of  the  net  annual  proceeds  of  Mr. 
Tyrwhitt's  benefaction,  not  already  disposed  of  by  the 
third  of  these  resolutions,  together  with  aU  accumulationB 
which  may  arise  under  the  tenth  and  twelfth  resolutions, 
form  a  fund  to  be  employed  in  the  following  manner : 
viz..  That  a  premium  of  not  less  than  50/.  be  given,  as 
often  as  this  fund  wiU  allow,  for  such  a  LaHn  disserta- 
tion, upon  some  subject  connected  with  Hebrew  litems 
ture,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  electors  or  the  ma- 
jority of  them. 

14.  That  the  subject  of  such  dissertation  be  published 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  and  that  the  disser- 
tations be  sent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  the  usual  manner^ 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  the  same  year. 

15.  That  any  member  of  this  University,  who  has 
taken  his  first  degree,  may  be  a  candidate  for  the  above 
premium. 

16«  That  the  examiners,  if  they  think  it  expedient,  be 
empowered  to  print  any  prize  dissertations  at  the  expense 
of  this  fund ;  and  that  all  prize  dissertations  not  printed 
imder  their  direction,  be  deposited  in  the  public  library. 

If,  That  the  forgoing  regulations  continue  in  force 
until  the  first  day  of  January,  1830.

«  There  are  about  400  educated  here,  besides  those  on  the  foundation ; 
and  the  terms  do  not  vary  much  from  the  foundation  scholars. 
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from  this  College.  The  election*  for  scholars  on  the 
last  Monday  of  July  in  every  year;  at  which  time  an 
examination  takes  place  of  the  senior  boys  of  Eton  Col- 
lege, when  twelve  of  the  head  boys  are  put  on  the  roll  to 
succeed  at  King's  College,  as  vacancies  occur  there ;  but 
two  years  must  intervene  before  their  names  can  appear 
in  the  indentures  for  King's  College.  Preference  given 
to  boys  bom  in  those  parishes  where  Eton  or  King's  Col- 
leges have  estates,  provided  they  are  bom  in  England  or 
Wales;  next,  to  those  bom  in  the  coimties  of  Bucks  and 
Cambridge,  if  the  electors  judge  them  competent. 

It  has  been  stated  in  evidence  before  a  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  that  the  charges  for  educating, 
boarding,  &c.,  a  scholar  on  the  foundation,  including  tra- 
velling chaiges  to  their  friends  on  vacations,  does  not 
exceed  60^.  per  annum :  to  those  parents  who  reside  in  or 
near  Eton,  the  charge  is  very  trifling.  The  average  num- 
ber in  two  years  who  proceed  to  King's  College,  from 
the  foundation  at  Eton,  is  mne»

John  Williams^  Bishop  of  Lincohi^  in  l62d>  bequeathed 
an  estate  to  found  an  establishment  here  for  four  hoys, 
who  are  called  Bishop^ a  Boys,  in  the  appointment  of  the 
Dean  of  Westminster ;  they  have  their  education  firee  of 
expense,  and  wear  a  purple  gown.  The  Bishop  directed

Candidates  for  admission  to  New  College  are  of  three

The  school  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  parish  of  Harrow, 
whose  parents  are  exempt  from  aill  payment  for  education ;

Bt  the  statutes  of  the  school,  drawn  up  by  the  founder^ 
it  is  directed,  that  there  shall  be  taught  in  the  school 
children  of  all  nations  and  countries  indifferently,  to  the 
number  of  153,  free  of  all  expense.  The  statutes  further 
direct  that  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  of  the 
Mercers'  Company,  shall  have  the  governance  of  the 
school,  and  management  of  the  estates  and  property  be* 
longing  to  the  same,  and  that  they  are  to  choose  every  year 
two  of  their  Company,  as  Surveyors  of  the  school,  who 
are  to  take  the  charge  of  the  same  for  a  twelvemonth. 
The  Master  of  the  Company,  and  the  Member  of  the 
Company  neict  in  succession  to  the  mastership,  are  the 
two  Surveyors.  The  revenues  of  the  school  are  upwards  of 
5,000^.  a-year.  The  appointment  of  scholars,  as  vacancies 
occur,  is  in  the  Master  of  the  Company,  as  senior  Sur- 
veyor. The  boys  admitted  on  the  foundation  are,  gene- 
rally speaking,  from  the  neighbourhood  of  St.  Paul's,  and 
are  principally  the  children — of  the  clergy,  professional 
gentlemen,  and  respectable  tradesmen. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Nine  exhibitions,  of  lOOl.  a-year  each,  tenable  for 
seven  years. — In  addition  to  the  mimificent  endowment 
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of  Dean  Colet,  the  school  enjoys  a  valuable  benefaction 
for  the  establishment  of  exhibitions  at  Trinity  College, 
Cambridge,  under  the  will  of  Viscount  Campden,  about 
1685,  who  devised  a  moiety  of  the  tithes  of  Woodhome, 
Seaton,  Wytherington,  CresweU,  Horton  alias  Hometon, 
Hirst,  Errington,  and  Linton,  parcel  of  the  rectory  o( 
Wbodkome,  in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  to  the 
Mercers'  Company,  for  the  better  maintenance  and  ad- 
vancement of  such  scholar  and  scholars  as  should  be, 
from  time  to  time,  preferred  from  St.  Paul's  School  *to 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge  j  and  when  such  scholar  and 
scholars  should  come  to  better  preferment  from  Trinity^ 
College,  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  such  other  scholajr 
or  scholars  of  St.  Paul's  School,  that  should  be  fitting  to 
be  preferred  to  Trinity  College,  should  have  the  benefit 
of  this  his  gift.  The  value  of  the  tithes  is  about  435^.  per 
anniun.  Savings  have  been  made  from  this  fund,  princi- 
pally during  the  earlier  period  of  the  Company's  posses- 
sion of  this  trust,  which  have  been  invested  from  time  to 
time,  and  now  amount  to  the  sum  of  18,834/.  ISs,  three  per 
cent,  reduced  annuities,  yielding  an  annual  dividend  of 
565/.,  thus  making  the  whole  average  income  of  this  fund 
1,000/.  From  this  fund  nine  exhibitioners  are  now  paid 
I0O/«  a-year  each.

the  sole  purpose  ofqwdifying  themselves,  by  being  in  the 
school,  for  becoming  candidates  at  the  next  dectlon.

Whatever  is 

offered  is  received  without  any  observation,  and  all  pa* 

rents  who  make  inquiry  are  told,  that  the  entrance  money 

and  cockpenny  are  merely  gratuitous.  The  usual  entrance 

gratuity  is  three  giiineas  and  a  half,  of  which  the  Head 

Master  receives  two  guineas,  the  Usher  one,  and  the 

Writing-Master  half  a  guinea.    The  cockpenny  generally 

amounts  to  the  same  sum,  and  is  divided  in  the  same 

manner.    Some  few  persons  pay  five  guineas  entrance, 

and  the  same  sum  annually. 

The  general  course  of  instruction  in  the  school  is  clas* 

sical ;  but  if  the  parents  wish  it,  their  children  are  taught 

reading,  writing,  and  accounts  only.    The  Head  Master 

takes  twenty  boarders.     The  other  boys,  who  are  not 

sons  of  inhabitants  of  St,  Bees,  board  and  lodge  in  the 

village.

John  Pinsbnt,  of  Combe,  in  the  parish  of  Ctoydon, 
Surrey,  in  1667,  purchased  a  piece  of  ground  in  Chud- 
high,  and  built  thereon  a  school  and  suitable  accommo> 
dation  for  a  Master;  and  gave  besides  2007.,  and  also  en- 
dowed the  same  with  a  rent  charge  of  30Z.  per  annum 
upon  his  lands  at  Combe,  for  the  salary  of  the  Master ; 
that  the  said  school  should  be  a  free  school  for  all  the  pa- 
rishioners and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Chud- 
leigh,  for  ever,  without  payment  of  any  sum  of  money, 
or  other  thing,  to  the  Schoolmaster  for  teaching  of  the 
children  of  the  inhabitants.  This  endowment  was  con- 
firmed by  Mr.  Pinsent's  will,  dated  June,  1668.

The  number 
of  such  scholars  is  very  few ;  in  1823  they  did  not  exceed 
two.  The  sons  of  all  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Exeter 
or  county  of  Detfon  are  entitled  to  be  admitted  into  the 
school  as  day  boys,  the  Master  being  restricted  from 
charging  or  receiving  more  for  then-  instruction  than 
61. 6s.  per  annum.  The  Master  is  allowed  to  take  boarders.

The  Rev.  Lewis  Stephens,  D.D.>  Archdeacon  of  Ches-'  • 
ter,  and  Rector  of  Drostfofd,  in  the  county  of  Southamp^ 
ton,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  14th  November,  1745, 
cBrected  that  3,000^.,  after  the  decease  of  certain  an-» 
nuitants,  was  to  be  employed  for  ever  in  the  assisting  six 
exhibitioners  at  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or 
Cambridge  J  two  for  sons  of  freemen  and  natives  of  the  city 
of  Exeter,  two  for  natives  of  the  county  of  Devon,  and  twa 
for  natives  of  the  county  of  ComwaU,  all  bred  three  years 
at  least  in  they^ee  school  of  Exeter,  and  chosen  to  the  Uni- 
versities by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  (except 
the  six  first  exhibitioners,  who  might  be  chosen  from 
other  schools  for  want  of  persons  qualified,)  and  to  con- 
tinue exhibitioners  seven  years,  and  no  longer.    And  by 
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his  will  he  excludes  all  sons,  grandsons,  nephews,  and 
first  cousins,  of  all  Bishops  of  Exeter,  Deans  c^  Exeter, 
dignitaries  and  Canons  of  the  cathedral  church  there, 
from  enjoying  the  said  exhibitions,  intending  the  benefit 
of  them  for  the  laborious  part  of  the  parochial  clergy, 
the  sons  of  coimtry  gentlemen  of  small  fortunes,  and  for 
the  advantage  of  the  city ;  and  he  desired  that  no  pre- 
ference should  be  had  to  his  relations,  but  that  every 
exhibitioner  should  be  chosen  by  merit  only.  And  he 
desired  that  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  should  choose  out 
of  the  freemen  of  the  city,  a  sober,  frugal,  substantial 
person,  who  should  be  a  tradesman  and  not  an  attorney, 
to  pay  the  exhibitioners ;  which  receiver  should  enter  in 
a  register  the  certificates  of  residence  of  the  exhibitioners, 
and  should  every  year  lay  his  accounts  and  the  said  certi- 
ficates before  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  in  the 
Guildhall,  oif  some  Monday  between  Christmas  and 
Lady-day,  as  the  Mayor  should  appoint ;  and  the  Mayor 
and  Chamber  were  to  assign  him  a  moderate  salary,  and 
enjoin  him,  by  oath  or  otherwise,  to  act  fsdthfuUy  in  his 
office,  and  not  to  take  any  fee  or  bribe  from  the  exhi-> 
bitioners,  who  were  to  be  styled  "  Dr.  Stephens's  Exhi- 
bitioners," And  he  directed,  that  if  the  natives  of  Devon 
or  ContwaU  should  neglect  to  send  their  sons  to  Ex^er 
Dree  School,  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  ^ould  choose, 
into  the  vacant  exhibitions,  sons  of  freemen,  natives  of 
Exeter,  pro  hdc  vice.  And  if  the  Mayor  and  Chamber, , 
through  any  quarrel  amongst  themselves,  or  neglect,  or 
design  of  serving  friends  or  relations,  should  delay  the 
election  of  the  exhibitioners  longer  than  six  months  after 
any  vacancy,  the  vacant  exhibitidns  should  be  filled  up, 
pro  hdc  vice,  within  the  next  six  months,  by  six  Trustees 
and  Guardians  of  the  elections  whom  he  thereby  ap- 
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pointed^  two  of  Exeter ^  two  of  Dewm^  and  two  of  Corn- 
vad,  with  a  power  whenever  any  Trustee  should  die>  for 
the  remaining  Trustee  for  the  same  county  or  city  to  no- 
minate another;  and  after  the  next  six  months,  the  no- 
mination to  devolve  to  the  Mayor  of  Exeter.  And  ha 
desired  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  to  take  to  them  two 
learned  clergymen,  or  more,  of  the  said  city  or  the  county 
of  Devon,  to  examine  the  candidates  publicly  in  the  free 
school,  that  any  persons  might  hear  the  examinations, 
and  judge  of  the  merit  of  the  boys.  And  he  insisted,  that 
every  exhibitioner  who  should  be  elected,  should  within 
two  months  afterwards  repair  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge^ 
and  enter  in  some  CoUege  or  Hall,  and  reside  therein  nine 
months  out  of  the  twelve,  every  one  of  the  first  four  years,, 
from  the  day  of  his  election.  And  he  required  that  every, 
exhibitioner  should,  for  the  four  first  years,  send  a  certi« 
ficate  of  such  residence  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber, 
signed  by  his  tutor,  and  the  bursar  or  steward  of  his. 
College,  otherwise  the  next  payment  of  his  exhibition  ta 
be.stopt;  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,  at  farthest, 
he  should  take  the  degree  of  B.A.,  or  quit  his  exhibition. 
And  if  any  of  the  exhibitioners  should  be  chosen  scholars 
orfeUows  of  any  College  or  Hall,  it  should  not  deprive 
them  of  their  exhibition  if  they  should  continue  there, 
and  send  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  a  certificate  of  nine 
months'  residence  in  the  University;  but  if  any  exhi- 
bitioner should  enter  into  holy  orders,  and  accept  a  cup> 
racy,  he  should  enjoy  the  exhibition  one  year  longer,  and 
no  more;  and  the  exhibition  of  that  last  year  should  be 
delivered  in  divinity  books,  and  not  in  money,  to  such 
exhibitioner  becoming  curate  of  a  parish,  such  books  to 
be  bought  by  order  of  the  Mayor  and  Chamber,  upon 
their  request  to  some  clergyman,  to  direct  them  what  the 
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books  should  be.  And  he  directed  that  209.  of  the  last 
payment  of  every  exhibitioner  should  be  kept  back  by 
the  receiver,  and  employed  by  the- Mayor  and  Chamber 
for  baying  books  towards  fonning  a  library,  for  the  use 
of  the  Master  and  scholars  of  the  free  school  of  Ex^er. 
And  he  also  directed,  that  any  exhibitioner  having  kept 
four  years'  residence,  and  taken  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  one 
of  the  Universities,  and  desiring  to  employ  the  remaining 
years  in  the  study  of  the  law  in  the  Inns  of  Court  in  Loi^ 
don,  or  the  study  of  physic  in  the  Hospitals  there,  or  the 
study  of  civil  law,  divinity,  or  physic,  in  any  foreign  Uni- 
versity, might  receive  their  exhibitions  to  the  full  end  of 
teoen  years,  on  sending  a  certificate  once  a-year  to  the 
Mayor  and  Chamber,  signed  by  the  chiefs  where  they 
should  reside,  setting  forth  where  they  were  residing,  and 
what  they  were  studying.  And  he  directed,  that  any 
person  didy  qualified  might  be  chosen  undor  the  age  oi 
twenty-two,  and  that  before  every  election  of  an  exhi- 
bitioner, notice  thereof  should  be  given  in  the  public 
news  to  the  gentlemen  and  dergy  of  the  county  for  which 
he  was  to  be  chosen,  and  that  there  should  be  no  feast- 
dinner  or  entertainment  at  the  expense  of  the  benefaction 
or  the  exhibitioner,  aa  any  day  of  election,  or  at  any  time 
else.  And  he  allowed  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  to  choose 
one  of  the  exhibitioners  for  the  city  of  Exeter ,  to  travel 
abroad  for  the  benefit  of  trade,  to  spend  four  years  in 
trading  towns  m  foreign  nations,  and  the  other  three  years 
in  trade  at  home. 

Dr.  Stephens's  will  extends  to  considerable  length,  but 
the  above  abstract  contains  the  most  important  of  the 
provisions  relating  to  the  exhibitions. 

Upon  the  death  of  all  the  annuitants,  the  sum  of  2,942L 
was  received  in  October,  1799,  by  the  Mayor  and  Cham- 
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ber  of  Exeter,  and  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
4>8622. 16«.  2d.  *  three  per  cent,  consols^  in  the  name  of 
the  mayor^  bailiffs,  and  commonalty  of  Exeier,

have  arisen  flrom  a  want  of  candidates  for  them.  In  one  instance,  an  ezhi- 
Utioo  was  given  up,  and  another  was  reftised,  on  account  of  the  extent  of 
residence  at  the  Univerrity  required  by  the  foundation.

the  exhibitioners. 

The  exhibitioners  are  elected  by  the  Chamber  from  the 
Free  Grammar  School  of  Exeter.  In  February  1821, 
there  were  two  exhibitioners  on  this  foundation  of  the 
county  of  Devon,  Bud  four  of  th^  city  of  Exeter,  two  of 
the  latter  having  been  appointed  in  consequence  of  thei'e 
having  been  no  boys  of  the  county  of  ComwaU  in  the 
school,  qualified  according  to  the  terms  of  Dr.  Stephens's 
win.  Certificates  are  required  from  the  Schoolmaster  of 
the  candidates  having  been  three  years  at  the  school; 
and  there  has  usually  been  an  examination  by  two  clergy- 
men, previously  to  the  appointmoit  of  an  exhibitioner; 
but  there  does  not  hitherto  appear  to  have  been  more 
than  one  candidate  upon  any  election. 

It  is  requhred  of  the  exhibitioners,  that  they  shall  go  to 
the  University  within  two  months  after  their  election, 
and  that  they  shall  take  the  degree  of  B.A.  by  the  end  of 
the  fifth  year.  Certificates  of  nine  months'  residence  at 
the  University  have  been  also  required  from  their  re- 
spective Colleges,  during  the  first  four  years,  but  not 
alter  that  time.  The  last  year's  allowance  to  each  exhi-. 
bitioner,  who  has  taken  orders,  and  accepted  a  curacy, 
has  been  laid  out  in  books  of  divinity.

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Dr,  Vilvayn^s  six  Scholars. 

Robert  Vilvayne,  Doctor  of  Physic^  gave  certain  me»- 
fiuages  in  1660,  among  other  uses,  for  the  yearly  payment 
of  32/.  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  oi  four  poor 
scholars  in  the  University  of  Ostford^  and  the  said  Robert 
Vilvayne  left  several  instructions  in  writing  for  the-elec* 
tion,  government,  and  continuation  of  the  said  scholars, 
as  follows  :— 

Ist.  ''I  give  for  ever,  32/.  yearly,  to  be  paid  quarterly 
to  four  scholars*  pensions,  viz,  40s,  a  quarter,  towards 
their  maintenance  in  the  said  University,  which  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Rector  and  Sub-rector  of  Exeter  CoUege  for  the 
time  being,  by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter p  out  of 
my  brewhouse  and  malthouse,  built  or  shortly  to  be  built 
in  the  manor  of  Exe  Island^  belonging  to  the  said  city. 

2d.  **  These  four  pensioners  are  to  partake  of  this  ez<p 
hibition  who  have  not  of  their  own,  and  whose  parents 
are  not  of  ability,  to  maintain  them  in  the  University. 

3d.  "  There  shall  be  chosen  two  out  of  the  High 
School  in  Exon,  and  two  out  of  the  Free  Grammar 
School ;  and  this  order  is  still  to  be  observed  in  the  hos* 
pital,  which  the  Master  of  the  schools,  when  they  are  to 
be  chosen,  shall  present  with  some  others  that  are  fittest, 
sans  partiality,  to  the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the  said 
city  for  the  time  beiog,  who  shall  be  electors  after  my 
death,  together  with  the  Schoolmaster  of  that  school  out 
of  which  he  or  they  are  to  be  chosen,  or  any  two  of  themi 
who  shall  choose  city-bom  children  before  strangers,  c<fr* 
teris  paribus,  if  they  be  so  well  qualified  for  learning,  be- 
haviour, toward  lives,  and  poverty^  without  partial  respect 
of  persons^ 

4th.  **  These  shall  enjoy  this  pension  setm  years,  if 
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they  80  long  reside  in  the  University  and  have  no  better 
preferment ;  but  if  they  take  any  cure  or  benefice,  or  aca- 
demical fellowship,  or  other  advancement  exceeding  the 
sum  of  20l.  per  annum,  or  if  they  be  absent  from  the 
University  more  than  two  months  in  each  year,  not  giv<^ 
ing  a  satisfactory  reason  for  such  absence  to  two  or  one 
of  the  electors,  that  then  his  or  their  places  and  pensions 
shall  be  ipaofaeto  void,  and  the  electors  shall  instantly 
proceed  to  election  for  supply  of  the  place  or  places  which 
shall  become  void,  that  no  time  may  be  lost. 
'  5th.  **  If  any  of  those  places  shall  be  void,  and  thd 
school  wherein  the  election  is  to  be  made  have  no  scholar 
at  that  time  qualified  to  be  elected,  then  the  place  or 
places  void  shall  be  supplied  out  of  the  other  school,  if  it 
hath  any  fit  or  eligible. 

6th.  "  What  exhibition  shall  come  to  the  receivers* 
hands  during  such  vacancy,  the  same  shall  be  given  to 
the  scholar  or  scholars  who  shall  be  next  chosen  to  sue* 
ceed. 

7th.  *'  It  is  not  the  donor's  intent  to  diminish  or 
abolish  the  present  or  future  bounty  of  any  well-disposed 
person  towards  the  maintenance  of  any  poor  scholars 
\7h0se  parents  are  unable  to  maintain  their  children  in 
either  University ;  but  he  much  desires  that  people  would 
be  so  weU  minded  as  to  advance  learning  by  free  contn* 
butions. 

*  8th.  "  If  hereafter  the  two  grammar  schools  in  the 
said  city  shall  be  turned  into  one,  then  from  thenceforth 
bU  the  said  four  scholars  shall  be  chosen  out  of  the  school 
remaining,  by  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Schoolmaster* 
or  any  two  of  them,  as  aforesaid. 

9th.  **  The  pensions  shall  be  paid  unto  them  from 
quarter  to  quarter^  or.  a  week  or  fortnight  before  each 
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^qtuoter,  by  the  Rectors  or  Sub-rectors  oi  SsmUt  CdOegB 
<th6ir  battds  or  commons  first  deducted) ;  but  if  it  ex- 
ceeds the  said  40$.  quarterly,  they  shall  battel  or  common 
no  more  till  they  have  discharged  or  satisfied  the  over- 
plus, for  security  and  indemnity  of  the  College/' 

And  reciting  also,  that  the  said  Robert  Yilvayne 
shortly  afterwards  died,  and  that  Simon  Snow  proved  the 
will,  about  the  month  of  April  1666,  which  gave  to  the 
Chamber  of  Exeter ,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  the  said 
brewhouse  and  malthouse  with  the  appurtenances,  to  be 
by  their  care  and  oversight  managed  for  the  public  good 
of  the  said  city,  and  particularly  for  the  payment  of  the 
aforesaid  pension  of  32/.  per  annum  to  four  pensioners, 
called  and  to  be  called  **  Dr.  VUvayn^s  Pensioners/'  and 
to  be  taken  out'  of  the  free  school  next  to  the  east  gate  of 
the  said  city,  whereof  Mr.  Bradford  was  then  School- 
master ;  and  that  he  directed  that  the  Mayor  and  Justices 
of  the  city  should  for  ever  appoint  after  his  death  who 
should  succeed  in  the  place  of  the  said  four  that  should 
enjoy  the  benefit  ofi;hat  pension  at  his  death;  and  that  as 
many  as  they  should  think  fit  and  capable  of  the  said 
pension  shoidd  (if  any  such  at  any  time  should  be  there) 
be  taken  out  of  St,  John's  Hospital  and  afterwards  sent  to 
.Exeter  CoUege,  there  to  be  and  continue  so  long  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  said  Dr.  Yilvayne  in  his  instructions 
made  in  that  behalf  did  desire  as  aforesaid. 

Sir  John  Aclan^s,  Bart,,  two  Scholars. 

Sir  John  Acland,  Bart,  amongst  many  other  munificent 
endowments  in  1649>  directed  that  after  his  decease, 
16/.  should  be  paid  out  of  the  said  residue  yearly  for 
ever,  for  the  yearly  pensions  of  tu)o  such  scholars,  to  be 
chosen  from  time  to  time  oat  of  theyrce  SQhool  qf  Exeter, 
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and  resident  within  the  college  called  EtBeter  CoUeg^  in 
the  Univenity  of  Oa^fbrd,  (viz.  to  each  of  the  said  scho^ 
Ian,  8/.  per  annum,)  as  for  the  time  being  should  be 
•appointed  to  receive  the  same,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Rector  for  the  time  being  of  Exeter  College, — the  owner 
for  the  time  being  of  the  capital  messuage  or  mansion- 
house  of  Cohmb  John, — the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the 
city  of  Exeter, — and  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  free  school 
aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Reynolds,  one  of  the  Canons  of 
Exeter,  founded  six  exhibitions  si  Exeter  College,  three 
for  scholars  brought  up  in  Exeter  School :  in  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  Dean  and  Chapter;  and  the  remaining 
three  for  superannuated  collegers  of  Eton. 


HEAD  MASTER,  Rev.  ROBERT  LAME 

Thomas  Crispin  by  will,  bearing' date  the  31st  Ja» 
nuary,  1689,  gave  52.  per  annum  to  the  teaching  twenty* 
five  poor  children  of  the  town  of  Kingsbridge,  to  be  able 
to  read  English;  also,  6l,  per  annum  for  the  teaching 
twelve  poor  children  of  the  said  town,  to  write  and 
cypher ;  also,  20/.  either  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  or  to  be 
put  out  at  interest,  as  his  Trustees  for  the  school  should 
think  fit,  and  the  profits  of  it  to  be  laid  out  in  buying 
books  and  paper  for  the  children  of  the  aforesaid  schools. 
And,  reciting  that  he  had  erected  a  house  and  grammar 
school  in  the  town  of  Kingsbridge,  he  gare  15^  per  an* 
10 
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nnm  for  ever,  to  be  yearly  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  said 
sehool^  sach  as  should  be  chosen  and  appobited  by  his 
said  TVnstees.  And  he  directed  tha\  the  said  Master 
should  teach  at  least  fifteen  boys  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  town,  and  that  in  case  so  many  were  not  to  be  found 
in  that  town,  it  should  be  left  in  the  discretion  of  his 
Trustees  to  fill  up  that  numbcHT  from  any  other  place,  but 
l^t  no  stranger  should  be  placed  there  so  long  as  any 
oould  be  found  in  that  town. 

He  also  gave  towards  the  repairing  the  said  grammar 
school,  and  towards  the  charges  the  Trustees  should  be 
at  in  coUectiDg  the  monies  for  the  said  schools,  5/.  per 
annum,  which  he  left  to  their  discretion.  And  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  sums  of  5Z.  yearly  to  the  reading 
school;  5/.  yearly  to  the  writing  school;  I5l.  yearly  to: 
the  grammar  school,  and  5/.  yearly  towards  r^)airing  the 
grammar  school,  and  other  charges  about  the  schools,  the, 
whole  being  30/.  per  annum,  he  gave  all  his  estate  of  in- 
heritance in  fee*«imple,  in  a  tenement  called  Washbear^ 
hay$f  in  the  parish  of  Brodninchy  Devon, 

The  estate,  called  Washbearhays,  consists  of  a  dwelling- 
house,  outbuildings,  nineteen  cloees  of  land,  and  a  cop- 
pice, the  whole  containing  (according  to  a  map  made  in: 
1778)  78a.*  3b.  4p.    The  estate  now  lets  for  321.  per 
annum. 

There  are  on  an  average  thirteen  free  boys  at  the  gram- 
mar school,  all  of  Kingabridge,  and  appointed  by  the 
Trustees,  who  i^point  strangers  if  they  do  not  find  sons 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  sufiicient  to  complete  the 
number.  They  are  chiefly  poor  boys  who  attend  the 
school,  with  a  vieW  to  being  apprenticed  to  trades  from 
Dunoo^be's  Charity,  hereafter  mentioned,  as  aquaMca- 
tion  for  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  attend  two  years 
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at  the  school;  few  exceed  this  tenn^  and  as  they  are 
taught  only  Latin,  it  wiU  easily  he  perceived  of  how  little 
advantage  such  an  education  must  he  to  hoys  of  their 
condition. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

William  Duncomhe,  schoohnaster  of  the  free-school  at 
Kingsbridffe,  erected  hy  Mr.  Crispin,  by  will  dated  on  or 
about  20di  April,  1691>  gave  all  his  lands,  tenements,  and^ 
hereditaments,  and  all  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate^ 
which  he  desired  might  soon  after  his  death  be  duly  ap- 
praised, to  Trustees  in  trust,  to  be  laid  out  in  purchaedng' 
such  estates  or  lands  of  inheritance  in  fee-simple,  as  the 
value  of  his  said  estates  should  amount  to,  according  to 
the  best  discretion  of  his  executors ;  and  directed  that  all 
such,  estate  as  after  the  decease  of  his  wife  and  sister, 
should  come  to  his  executors  by  virtue  of  his  will,  they,  his 
said  executors,  should  soon  after  cause  to  be  publicly  valued 
and  appraised,  and  that  they  should  lay  out  the  whole  as 
thereinafter  was  mentioned  in  trust,  among  other  things, 
to  give  10/.  per  annum  to  each,  by  equal  quarterly  pay- 
jnents,  to  one,  two,  three,  or  more  such  boys,  being  poor«, 
as  the  estate  would  permit,  and  they  should  think  fit,  who 
should  have  had  their  education  in  the  said  free  school  of 
Kingsbridge,  for  fowr  or  three  years  at  least,  and  should, 
from  thence  go  to  the  University  of  Oosford  or  Cambridge, 
as  an  help  or  assistance  to  them,  towards  their  mainte-*: 
nance  in  the  University  for  four  years,  and  no  longer ; 
and  at  all  times  afterwards  for  the  maintenance  and  edu-> 
cation  of  such  other  two  or  three,  or  more  poor  boys, 
when  the  time  of  the  former  was  expired,  as  should  have 
been  three  or  four  years  scholars  in  the  free  school  of 
Kingsbridge,  and  should  go  from  thence  to  one  of  the 
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Univeraities,  and  continue  there  four  years,  by  the  ap- 
probation oi  the  executors  and  of  the  Schoohnaster,  for 
the  time  being;  and  if  the  scholars  sent  to  the  Uni- 
versity took  not  good  courses,  but  proved  debauched,  he 
declared  that  their  maintenance  should  be  withheld  by  the 
Trustees. 

In  the  year  1816,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  Court 
of  Chancery  with  regard  to  this  trust.  This  petition 
tras  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  court,  who,  by 
hie  report,  dated  18th  June,  1819»  certified  that  in  pur- 
•oance  of  the  directions  of  the  court,  a  scheme  had  been 
had  before  him  by  the  Trustees  for  the  application  of  the 
income  of  the  charity,  and  that  he  had  approved  thereof; 
whereby  it  was  proposed  that  the  Trustees  and  the  School- 
master of  the  free  school  for  the  time  being,  should  give 
$01.  per  annum  to  one,  two,  three,  or  fnore  poor  boys,  as 
the  funds  would  permit,  and  they  slunild  think  fit,  who 
should  have  had  their  education  in  the  free  scImiqI  of 
JRngdfH^e  for  four  or  three  years  at  least,  and  should

FoTTNDBD  by  King  Henry  VIII.  "  out  of  his  particular 
love  and  affection  towards  the  young  subjects  of  his  county 
of  Devon/*  and  that  the  said  school  ''  should  be  called 
the  King's  New  Grammar  School  of  St.  Mary  of  Ottery." 
The  salary  of  the  Master  is  about  602.  per  annum.  No 
children  are  admitted  for  gratuitous  instruction  at  thia 
school,  except  those  admitted  on  Salter's  Gift»  whose  ez-^ 
hibitions  for  this  school  are  now  detailed. 


EXHIBITIONS. 

Edward  Salter,  in  1732,  gave  to  Trustees  an  annuity 
of  6h ;  arising  from  a  certain  messuage  called  Cro89  in 
Whimple,  upon  trust,  and  to  the  intent  that  the  said 
Trustees  shouldupon  the  Wednesday  before  Easter,  yearly, 
assemble  in  the  free  school  of  Otteiy  St  Mary,  and  that 
they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  elect  out  of  the  then  scho-*^ 
lars,  one  of  them  bom  within  the  said  parish,  and  then  ap^ 
proved  by  the  Trustees  as  fit  for  the  University,  and  sud^  as 
his  parents  be  not  of  ability  to  maintain,  if  there  should  be 
any  such  in  the  said  school ;  and  after  such  choice,  if  his  pa- 
rents or  friends  should  send  him  to  the  University  of 
(kfford,  and  procure  him  to  be  admitted  within  one  of  the 
Colleges  or  Halls  there,  that  then  the  Trustees  for  his 
better  maintenance  should  pay  him  for  his  use  the  said 
67.  by  the  year,  at  Midsummer,  Michaelmas,  Christmas, 
and  Lady-day,  such  payment  to  continue  (or  four  years, 
if  he  should  so  long  be  resident  at  the  said  University ; 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  four  years,  or  sooner. 
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if  by  death  or  non-residence  it  should  become  necessary, 
the  Trustees  were  to  iffisemble  on  the  Wednesday  before 
Easter,  and  choose  one  other  scholar  with  the  same  qualifir 
cations,  who  should  receive  the  like  annuity  of  61.  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  if  he  should  so  long  continue  resident 
at  the  said  University,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever;, 
and  if  at  any  such  election  there  should  be  an  equal  num- 
ber of  votes  for  two  or  more  candidates,  the  Schoolmaster 
in  such  case  should  have  a  voice,  and  should  elect ;  and 
that  until  the  Trustees  should  pay  the  said  6/.  a-year  to 
such  scholar  as  aforesaid,  they  should  pay  to  two  of  th& 
Scholars  of  the  school  of  Ottery  St.  Mary,  likely  to  be 
qualified  and  fitted  for  their  election,  for  their  better 
maintenance  and  education,  3/.  each;  and  such  payment 
to  be  made  to  such  two  scholars  as  often  as  it  should 
happen  that  th^re  should  be  no  such  scholar  at  the  Uni- 
versity, and  so  to  continue  for  ever ;  and  it  was  ordered, 
that  when  four  of  the  Trustees  should  die  or  depart  out 
of  the  parish,  then  the  residue,  together  with  some  of 
the  chief  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  should  elect 
others  of  the  parish  to  make  up  the  number  eight,  and 
should  convey  the  said  annuity  to  such  new  Trustees!* ^^^' 
and  that  two  of  the  Trustees  should  be  chosen  yearly,  to 
be  receivers  of  the  rent,  who  should  keep  a  book  of  their 
receipts  and  payments,  and  of  the  names  of  the  scholars^ 
elected  in  the  school,  or  for  the  University.

The  date  of  the  foundation  of  this  school  cannot  pre- 
cbely  he  ascertained — ^the  management  of  the  fimds.  Sic, 
is  hy  Act  of  Parliament  vested  in  the  Duke  of  Bedford. 
The  Schoohnaster  instructs  in  Latin  and  Greek  as  many 
hoys  as  the  Steward  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford  thinks  fit  to 
send^  charging  the  parents  of  each  hoy  1/.  Is.  on  entrance, 
and  2if.  2s.  per  annum.  The  Master  has  the  privilege  of 
taking  pupils  without  the  intervention  of  the  Duke  of 
Bedford,  and  In  such  cases,  he  charges  an  additional  two 
guineas  per  annum. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Sir  John  GlanviDe,  Knight,  of  BroadJmUon,  WUtsJdre, 
Serjeant-at-Law,  hy  indenture,  dated  the  29th  March, 
1649,  granted  to  certain  Trustees  hy  himself  appointed^ 
all  his  customary  messuage  or  tenement,  with  appurte- 
nanced,  in  South  Brent,  alias  South  Brent^Tor,  in  the 
parish  of  Lamerton,  Devon,  with  all  his  houses,  lands^ 
meadows,  and  pastures  there,  upon  trust  that  the  pre* 
mises,  and  all  the  issoesand  profits  thereof,  should  be 
disposed  of  from  time  to  time  for  ever  in  manner  follow* 
ing,  viz.  That  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  part  of  then^ 
that  should  be  present  in  the  school-house  in  Tavistock, 
on  Friday  in  Easter  week,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and 
twelve  of  the  same  day,  yearly  for  ever  should,  according 
to  their  discretion,  for  the  maintenance  of  one  such  boy, 
of  the  best  ingenuity  and  towardliness,  that  should  be 
lawfully  bom  of  honest  parents,  within  the  said  borough, 
a  grammar  scholar  in  the  free  school  in  Tavistock,  under 
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the  principal  Master  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being, 
for  his  bringing  up  in  good  literature,  whose  parents  or 
friends  were  poor,  or  without  deceit,  reputed  to  be  unable 
to  Tnaintain  such  boy,  son,  or  kinsman  s  and  he  directed 
that  no  less  than  6L  IZs.  4d.  yearly,  for  the  better  main- 
tenance of  one  such  boy  or  youth  as  before  described, 
when  such  boy  or  youth  might  be  found  in  the  said 
school,  to  be  promoted  therefrom  at  the  University  of 
Oarfcrd  or  Cambridge ^  from  time  to  time,  until  such* 
youth  should  obtain  a  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  by 
reason  of  his  learning  and  behaviour,  according  to  the' 
custom  of  such  University,  should  obtain  or  be  worthy, 
of  it,  and  no  longer ;  so  that  there  might  be  one  such  boy 
or  youth  in  one  of  the  said  Universities,  to  receive  the 
benefit  of  the  said  gift,  for  his  better  use  in  good  learn- 
ing. And  he  directed  that  in  the  election  of  such  boy  or 
youth  to  be  promoted  from  the  said  school  to  the  Univer- 
sity, the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Master  of  the  said  school 
for  the  time  being,  in  the  school-house  there  should  be 
asked,  and.be  maturely  consulted  by  his  said  feoflfees,  who 
should  happen  to  be  present  upon  such  Friday. 

The  premises  conveyed  by  the  above  abstracted  deed» 
consist  of  a  dwelling-house,  bam,  and  out-houses,  a  gar- 
den, and  thirteen  small  plots  of  ground  lying,  dispersed^ 
all  situate  in  the  parish  of  LamerUm,  The  value  of  the 
estate  is  now  estimated  at  20/.  per.  annum.  There  is 
about  200/.  Consols  bebnging  to  this  trust,  arising  from> 
accumulations.

Pktbr  BLUNDKLLy  of  Tiverton^  by  will,  l^armg  date 
the  9tb  of  June,  1599>  directed  that  his  executors  should 
erect  upon  a  convenient  piece  of  ground  in  Tiioerton,  to- 
be  purchased  for  that  purpose,  a  school-house,  with 
offices  and  rooms  over  it,  and  that  there  should  be  a 
garden  and  other  appurtenances  adjoining  thereto ;  and 
that  2,400^.  should,  if  necessary,  be  bestowed  thereupon.  > 
He  further  directed,  that  there  should  not  be  above  150 
scholars  at  one  time,  and  those  to  be  boys,  not  above  the 
age  of  eighteen,  nor  imder  six,  bom  or  for  the  most  part 
before  the  age  of  six  brought  up  in  the  town  or  parish  of 
Thertom  and  that  if  the  number  should  not  be  filled  up, ' 
the  want  should  be  supplied  by  the  children  o[ foreigners, 
to  be  admitted  with  the  assent  and  allowance  of  such  ten 
householders  of  Tiverton,  as  for  the  time  being  should  be 
most  in  the  subsidy  books  of  the  Queen  and  her  successors ; 
and  that  they  should  choose  the  children  of  foreigners, ' 
vfithout  regarding  the  rich  more  than  the  poor.    And  the 
Schoolmaster  was  to  have  the  use  of  the  rooms  and  build- : 
ings  aforesaid,  and  50/.  a-year,  and  an  Usher  was  to  have- 
one  chamber  in  the  building,  and  twenty  marks  a-year« 
And  the  testator  declared  his  desire  and  will  to  be,  that 
they  should  be  satisfied  therewith,  without  exacting  more 
of  parent  or  children ;  his  meaning  being,  that  it  should 
be  a  free  school,  and  not  a  school  of  exaction.  And  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  said  free  grammar  school,  he  devised 
all  his  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  in  the  county 
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of  Devon,  to  twenty-seven  Trustees  and  their  heirs,  in 
trust,  to  pay  the  said  salaries  to  the  Master  and  Usher, 
and  408.  a-year  to  a  derk,  for  keeping  the  accounts,  &c., 
and  8/.  a^year  for  the  repairs  of  the  school  and  other 
things  necessary  to  the  same.  And  he  directed  that  the 
Trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  most  part  of  them» 
should  make,  abolish,  and  set  down  such  orders,  && 
touching  the  school  and  all  matters  thereof,  and  all 
.parties  interested  therein,  as  to  them  or  the  most  part  of 
them  for  the  time  being  should  be  thought  meet;  and 
that  the  Schoolmaster  and  Ushe^  should  be  appointed 
and  displaced  by  them,  with  the  approbation  as  to  such 
appointment  of  the  ordinary  of  the  diocese,  and  that 
when  the  Trustees  were  reduced  to  thirteen,  the  number 
should  be  made  up  to  twenty-five.  And  as  his  lands  in 
Devon  were  not  of  sufficient  value  to  supply  his  will  coor 
ceming  the  said  school,  &c.,  he  directed  that  his  execo- 
tqrs  should  purchase  lands  or  rents  for  a  full  supply 
thereof,  the  overplus  to  be  employed  to  the  peiformanoe 
of  the  rest  of  his  will. 

All  free  boys  (as  defined  by  Mr.  Blundell's  will)  are 
considered  admissible,  and  are  admitted  on  being  sent  ta 
the  school  when  they  are  six  years  of  age,  and  fit  to  enter 
upon  grammar;  they  receive  a  classical  education  with 
the  other  scholars,  and  may  continue  at  school  till  they 
are  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  school  buildings  are  well  adapted  for  a  large  esr 
tablishment.  The  Master,  who  has  the  care  of  the 
upper  school,  has  a  house  capable  of  containing  abou^ 
100  boarders,  with  a  garden  and  meadow.  The  Usher 
or  Under  Master,  who  instructs  the  lower  school,  has  a 
house  capable  of  contsdning  about  forty  boarden,  with  a 
garden. 
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FELLOWSHIPS  and  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Mr.  Blundell  directed  his  executors  to  bestow  2,000/. 
in  establishing  six  scholarships  at  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge:  and  with  that  view 
ihey  were  directed  to  purchase  lands  and  tenements,  the 
yearly  profits  whereof  should  be  employed  in  their  main- 
tenance for  ever ;  such  scholars  to  be  elected  by  his  Trus- 
tees or  the  most  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Schoolmaster,  out  of  the  said  grammar  school  at  Ther- 
ton,  of  the  aptest  in  learning,  and  such  as  were  least  able 
to  maintain  themselves. 

In  consequence  of  the  direction  in  Peter  Blundell's 
will,  that  2,000/.  should  be  bestowed  in  founding  six 
scholarships  in  the  Universities  of  Oa^fbrd  ox  CambridgSi 
deeds  of  composition  were  in  1615  and  1616,  entered  into 
with  BaMiol  CoUege,  Oxford^  and  Sidney  Sussex  College, 
Cambridge,  respectively,  from  which  it  appears  that  7002. 
were  expended  by  the  executors  towards  purchasing  lands 
at  Woodstock,  Oxfordshire,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
fellow  and  scholar  at  BcdHol  CoUege,  and  1,400/.  toward^ 
^purchasing  lands  at  Cka,  Lincolnshire,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  two  fellows  and  two  scholars  at  Sidney  Sussex 
-CoBege.  In  1676,  another  fellowship  and  scholarship 
Vere  established  at  BaJUol  College  in  the  same  man- 
ner; for  which  purpose  the  sum  of  650/.,  which  had 
arisen  from  fines  and  surplus  of  income,  was  paid  by  the' 
feoffees  of  the  charity  to  that  College.  These  fellows  and 
flcholais  now  form  a  part  of  the  foundation  of  their  re- 
spective Colleges;  but  the  scholars,  in  addition  to  the 
emoluments  derived  from  the  College,  receive  an  allowance 
of  30/.  each  per  annum,  from  the  funds  of  this  charity. 

.Under  the  terms  of  agreement  with  the  Colleges,  it 
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sometimes  happens  that  a  fellowship  to  which  a  scholar 
is  entitled  to  succeed,  becomes  vacant  before  he  is  of  suf-- 
ficient  age  or  standing  to  be  admitted  thereto^  and  in  sach 
cases,  this  augmentation  is  continued  till  he  is  in  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  emcdument  of  his  fellowship.  But  as  a  new 
scholar  is  aohnitted  by  the  College  upon  the  fettowship 
becoming  vacant,  the  average  number  of  scholars  receiv- 
ing this  augmentation  is  about  five. 

Ham^9  Scholarship. 

'  John  Ham,  by  will  bearing  date  the  1st  May,  1678^ 
directed  his  executor,  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  Blun- 
dell's  feoffees,  to  bestow  200/.  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a  scholar  at  Sidney  Sussesf  College,  Ctanbridge,  or 
BaUiol  Collie,  Owford,  to  be  chosen  by  the  feoffees 
for  the  time  being,  out  of  the  scholars  taught  in  7¥rer- 
ton  School,  and  bom  in  the  same  town,  if  any  be  fit, 
and  in  default  of  such,  then  open  to  the  parishes  nearest 
adjacent  that  should  be  fit,  and  there  taught^  accord* 
ing  to  such  agreements  and  compositions  as  the  said 
feofibes  should  make  with  the  Master  and  Fellows  of 
either  of  the  said  Colleges.  And  upon  the  contingency  of 
his  son  John  succeeding  by  the  death  of  his  brother 
Robert,  to  a  certain  estate  in  his  will  mentioned,  he  gave 
100/.  more  to  Mr.  Blundell's  feoffees,  for  the  same  pur- 
poses  as  the  before-mentioned  200/. 

From  the  Master's  report  in  1740,  in  a  cause  of  the 
Attorney-General,  it  appears  that  proposals  were  laid  b»« 
fore  him,  and  approved  of  by  him,  for  the  disposal  of  the 
fliarplns  produce  of  Mr.  Blunddl's  charity,  either  in  aug- 
mentation of  the  stipends  of  the  seholais  on  his  founda- 
tion at  BaUiol  CoUege,  (kefi>rd,  and  Sidney  Sussess  Col- 
kge,  Cambridge,  or  in  the  addition  of  new  schokarsl^s 
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or  exhibitions,  as  the  Trastees  should  from  time  to  time 
think  fit ;  and  also  for  applying  the  produce  of  the  Old 
South  Sea  Annuities,  arising  from  Mr.  Ham^s  donation* 
in  one  or  more  exhibitions  at  any  College  at  Qrford  or 
Cambridge,  as  the  Trustees  should  from  time  to  tims 
think  fit.  At  that  time  the  income  from  844Z.  18#.  9d., 
being  Ham's  gift,  amounted  at  fourpercent.to33/.  15i.  lOd., 
and  troo  exhibitions  were  established  therewith  at  161.  per 
annum  each.  In  1766,  the  capital  of  844/.  ISs,  9d,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  reduced  to  7901,  Bs,  2|c/.,  the  produce 
cf  which,  at  three  per  cent.,  the  interest  at  that  time,  was 
(after  deducting  expraoses)  23if.  6«.  4^d.  From  1766  to 
1792,  two  exhibitions  were  given  at  111.  lOf.  each  per 
annum,  and  from  1792  to  th6  present  time,  there  has  been 
only  one  exhibition  on  this  foundation,  at  23/.  per  ammm. 

Down's  Scholarship. 

By  indenture  bearing  date  the  20th  October,  1806,  and 
made  between  Richard  Down,  Esq.  of  the  one  part,  and 
the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  Tiverton,  of  the  other  part> 
reciting  that  the  said  Richard  Down  had  transferred  7002.* 
3  per  cent,  consols,  to  the  said  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  it 
was  declared  that  they  i^ould  stand  possessed  of  such 
stock  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends  thereof  to  such 
one  scholar  of  Blunddl's  school,  as  should  be  nominated 
by  the  said  Richard  Down  during  his  life,  and  after  his 
death,  by  his  son,  Bdward  Down,  and  after  the  death  of 
the  said  Edward,  by  the  Mayor  of  Tiverton,  the  Upper 
Master  of  Blundell's  School,  and  the  Rector  of  the  portion 
of  Tideombe,  in  the  parish  of  Tiverton,  the  said  scholar 
to  be  a  native  of  Tiverton,  and  educated  at  that  school 
three  years  before  such  nomination;  not  to  be  more 
than  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  nomination,  nor 
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to  receive  the  emohiments  until  entered  at  some  College 
at  0(rford  or  Cambridge,  and  to  continue  to  receive  the 
same  for  seven  years  from  such  his  entrance,  unlest 
within  that  time  he  should  cease  to  be  a  member  of  some 
College,  or  being  of  the  age  of  twenty-three  should  re^ 
fiise  to  take  orders,  or  accept  any  benefice  with  cure  of 
souls  of  the  annual  value  of  150/. ;  provided  that  such 
scholar  should  be  entered  at  some  College  within  three 
months  from  the  time  of  such  nomination ;  and  that  aa 
often  as  no  fit  and  proper  scholar,  bom  in  Tiverton,  and 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  should  be  found,  the  dividends 
^uld  accumulate  till  some  scholar  properly  qualified 
should  be  nominated ;  and  the  money  accumulated  during 
that  time  should  be  paid  by  the  said  Mayor  and  Bur- 
gesses,  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  such  scholar  to  be  next 
thereafter  nominated,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  persons  so  nominating  should  direct  or  appoint. 

Richard  Down,  Esq.  died  in  1813,  having  himself  nomi- 
nated the  first  exhibitioner  under  his  gift,  which  he  did 
soon  after  the  date  of  his  trust  deed.  This  exhibitioner 
received  the  emoluments  until  1813,  and  no  other  scholars 
became  digible  to  this  exhibition  until  1817,  when  another 
was  appointed  by  Mr.  Edward  Down.  The  700/.,  3  per 
cent,  consols,  is  vested  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and 
Bmrgesses  of  Tiverton, 

Newte's  Scholarship. 

Certain  lands  were  also,  in  1715,  given  by  the  will  of 
John  Newte,  to  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  BaSitd  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  the  annual  profits  thereof  to  be  bestowed 
by  them  in  an  exhibition  on  a  scholar,  to  be  chosen  out 
of  Blundell's  School,  by  the  three  Rectors  of  Twerton 
for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  of  them.

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QUbenPs  EnMbiHmu. 

Benjamin  Gilberd,  by  will,  bearing  date  8tb  November, 
1783,  gave  to  Trustees  sufficient  money  to  purcbase 
2,000/.  consols ;  tbe  dividends  arising  from  tbe  same,  to 
be  paid  to  Agnes  Nott  during  ber  life,  and  after  ber 
decease,  tbe  stock  to  be  transferred  to  tbe  Trustees  of 
Blundell's  Free  Latin  Scbool  at  Tiverton,  to  be  employed 
for  tbe  benefit  of  tbe  said  scbool,  and  tbe  scbolars  educated 
tberein.  Tbis  donation  accrued  to  tbe  cbarity  in  1801, 
upon  tbe  deatb  of  tbe  person  to  wbom  be  gave  a  life  in- 
terest in  tbe  same.  Until  tbe  year  1814,  201.  a-year  were 
paid  out  of  tbe  dividends  tbereof  to  an  exbibitioner,  and 
iO/.  a^year  to  four  scbolars  on  Blundell's  foundation; 
but  since  tbat  time,  tbe  wbole  of  tbe  dividends  bave 
been  given  to  two  exbibitioners  on  Mr.  Gilberd's  founda- 
tion^ of  30/.  per  annum  eacb.

By  letters  patent,  bearing  date  8  Ricliard  IL,  tlie  said 
King  granted  his  royal  licence  to  Catharine  Lady  Berke- 
ley,  to  found  and  endow  here  a  free  granunar  school,  to 
consist  of  a  Master  and  two  poor  scholars ;  collegiately  to 
live  together,  and  to  have  perpetual  succession,  and  also 
to  endow  the  said  school  with  certain  real  estates.  In  the 
reign  of  James  the  First,  this  school  was  re-established 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  greater  number  of  scholars,  and 
accordingly  extended  to  five  poor  scholars,  and  that  when 
the  revenues  of  the  school  increased,  more  scholars  were  to 
be  admitted.

By  a  decree  of  commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  made 
at  Blandford  in  1624,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  land 
and  tithes  should  for  ever  stand  charged  with  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  yearly  sum  to  the  Constables  and 
Churchwardens  of  the  several  places  above  mentioned, 
as  the  gift  of  the  said  Thomas  Lyne.  And  it  was  also 
ordered,  that  the  Vicar,  Consta];)les,  and  Churchwardens 
of  Bingwood  should  meet  together  at  Bingwood,  and 
elect  one  poor  scholar  out  of  and  amongst  the  scholars 
of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Bingwood,  and  send  him 
to  the  Universities  of  Oirford  or  Cambridge,  to  study 
there,  if  there  should  be  any  such  poor  scholar  fit  and  ca- 
pable thereof,  which  poor  scholar  should  continue  there 
for  the  space  of  four  years.  And  that  during  that  time 
the  said  Constables  and  Churchwardens  of  Bingwood 
should,  on  receipt  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  61.,  pay  the 
same  to  him  towards  his  maintenance,  as  the  gift  of  the 
said  Thomas  Lyne,  and  so  in  like  manner  for  ever  should, 
after  four  years,  or  before,  if  the  poor  scholar  should  die

educated  in  the  schools  there. 

.  Robert  Rose^  oi  Bishopsboumef  in  1618,  gave  twenty- 
six  -acres  of  land  in  Bamney  Marsh  for  the  endowment  of 
four  scholarships  at  either  University,  for  scholars  edu- 
cated in  the  King's  School. 

WiUiam  Heyman,  of  Canterbury,  in  1625,  gave  twenty- 
seven  acres  of  land  at  Warehom,  Kent,  to  certain  trustees, 
to  apply  five  parts  out  of  six  of  the  rents  upon  two  poor 
scholars  only,  to  be  placed  in  the  King's  School;  such 
scholars  to  be  descended  from  the  body  of  his  grand- 
father, Peter  Heyman,  Esq.,  or  to  be  natives,  or  bom  of 
such  as  are  natives  of  SeUinge,  The  scholar,  when 
chosen,  to  be  at  least  eight  years  old ;  who  should  enjoy 
the  exhibition  for  nine  years,  and  on  going  to  any  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge,  to  be  continued  for  seven  years  from 
his  leaving  school ;  and  if  he  should  take  orders  in  the 
first  five  years  of  the  seven,  the  same  to  be  continued  for 
three  years  more. 

Henry  Robinson,  in  1643,  by  will,  gave  certain  lands, 
&c.,  called  Gore  End,  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  to  St.  John's 
CoUege,  Cambridge,  for  founding  two  fellowships  and  ^100 
scholarships  for  natives  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  and  edu- 
cated at  the  King's  School,  Canterbury;  and  in  failure 
then  open  to  the  county  of  Kent,  if  educated  at  the  same 
school.  By  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  1652, 
it  was  ordered,  that  in  future  four  scholarships  should  be 
established  in  that  College  for  ever,  instead  of  the  original 
appointment ;  and  that  the  revenues,  according  to  the  di-» 
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rectioQ  of  the  donor,  should  for  ever  be  employed  towards 
the  niaintenaiice  of  the  four  scholars  only,  each  of  whom 
are  to  be  allowed  by  the  CoUege,  in  commons,  10^  a^-year. 

Dr.  George  Thorp,  Prebendary  of  Canterbury,  m  1719> 
by  will  gave  to  Emanud  CoUege,  Cambridge,  lands  at  Ash, 
near  Sandwich,  to  enable  Bachelors  of  Arts,  to  the  num- 
ber oifive,  to  reside  in  CoUege  till  they  take  their  Master^s 
degree :  but  should  there  be  none  such,  others  might  be 
elected,  after  two  years,  from  their  first  residence  in  Col- 
lege ;  such  exhibitioner  not  to  be  possessed  of  an  estate  of 
40Z.  per  annum,  and  his  friends  to  certify  their  intention 
of  keeping  him  there  until  he  proceeds  to  M.A.,  and  to 
declare  his  inability  so  to  continue  there  without  such 
assistance,  and  that  he  purposes  to  make  divinity  his 
study :  a  preference  to  be  given  to  the  sons  of  orthodox 
ministers  of  the  Church  of  England  and  of  the  diocese  of 
Canterbury,  and  such  as  have  been  brought  up  in  the 
King's  School  there.  These  exhibitions  are  about  24/. 
per  annum  each,  and  may  be  holden  with  other  exhibi- 
tions and  scholarships  of  other  foimdations  attached  to 
Emamuel  CoUege, 

John  Brown,  B.D.,  in  1736,  founded  at  Emanuel  Col- 
lege, two  Greek  scholarships,  amounting  to  about  SL  per 
annum  each.  These  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Master  and 
Fellows  of  Emanuel,  from  scholars  educated  at  this 
school;  in  default,  from  any  other  school  in  Kentj  and 
in  default  from  thence,  open  to  the  whole  kingdom. 

Dr.  George  Stanhope,  formerly  Dean  of  Canterbury, 
bequeathed  in  1728,  250Z.  New  S.  S.  Ann.^  to  found  one 
exhibition  of  lOZ.  per  annum  for  a  scholar  from  this  school 
for  seven  years,  in  the  appointment  of  the  Dean  and 
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MASTER,  Bev.T.  WAITE,  D.C.L. 

The  Rev.  Abraliam  Colfe,  by  his  will  dated  7th  Septem- 
ber, 1656,  devised  certain  estates  to  the  Leathersellers 
Company,  in  trust  for  various  charitable  uses,  and 
amongst  others  for  founding  two  schools  in  the  parish 
oiLevoishamj  one  for  teaching  reading  and  writing,  the 
other  for  classical  instruction. 

For  the  foundation  of  the  grammar  school,  the  testator 
orders  that  30Z.  shall  be  paid  yearly ''  to  a  learned  scholar 
and  exact  grammarian,  who  is  sound  in  the  true  religion, 
for  teaching  freely  thirty-one  youths,  or  male  children  of 
the  kity,  (besides  the  children  of  the  ministers  incum- 
bent,) chosen  out  of  all  the  parishes  of  the  hundred  of 
Blackheath.**  The  Schoolmaster,  before  his  election,  is 
to  be  examined  and  approved  by  the  persons  mentioned 
in  the  will,  and  must  be  "  a  very  able  and  sufficient  scho- 
lar to  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues  both  in  prose 
and  verse,  and  also  able  to  teach  the  Hebrew;  and  so  to 
make  every  way  fitting  scholars  to  be  sent  to  the  Univer- 
sities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge''  The  thirty-one  free 
scholars  are  to  be  taken  from  different  parishes,  in  the 
proportion  directed  by  the  will,  "  and  if  any  of  the  pro- 
per pastors  and  ministers  incumbent  of  the  several  pa- 
rishes of  the  hundred  of  Blackheath,  and  also  of  ChisU- 
hursty  have  any  sons,  every  one  of  them  shall  have  power 
to  send  one  son,  yet  but  one  only  at  once  out  of  one  house 
to  the  grammar  school,  to  be  taught  freely.'' 

From  the  present  alleged  insufficiency  of  the  fimds 
arising  from  the  estates  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Colfe,  the, 
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following  exhibitions  have  not  for  many  years  past  been 
filled;  but^  from  the  reports  of  the  Commissioners  for 
inquiring  into  charities,  it  is  supposed  that,  at  no  distant 
date,  the  LeatherseUers  Company  will  be  in  possession  of 
sufficient  fiinds  to  meet,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
testator,  the  following 

EXHIBrnONS. 

Seven  scholars,  after  being  strictly  examined  and  found 
in  every  way  fitting  for  their  skill  in  the  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Hebrew  languages,  by  one  of  the  chief  Schoolmasters 
in  London,  and  the  Ministers  of  Lewisham,  Greenwich, 
Deptford,  Lee,  and  Chislehurst,  are  to  be  sent  to  either 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  and  to  have 
each  an  exhibition  of  10^.  per  annum  for  seven  years^ 
These  exhibitioners  are  to  be  children  of  persons  not  re- 
puted to  be  worth  above  500^. ;  and  natives  of  Lewisham 
to  be  preferred.  Provision  is  made,  in  case  at  any  time  a 
scholar  fit  for  the  University  should  not  be  found  in  the 
school  at  Blackheath,  that  an  exhibitioner  shall  be  chosen, 
first,  out  of  the  children  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Com- 
pany of  LeatherseUers ;  next,  out  of  the  King^s  School, 
Canterbury:  and,  lastly,  from  Christ's  Hospital.

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MASTER,  (Vacant.) 

The  foundation  and  original  endowment  of  this  school 
are  involved  in  some  degree  of  obscurity. 

In  the  year  1661,  Queen  Elizabeth  having  required  of 
Archbishop  Parker  an  account  of  all  the  schools  and  hos- 
pitals in  his  diocese,  he  certified,  "  that  there  was  a 
school  erected  at  Maidstone  at  the  charge  of  the  Mayor 
and  commonalty  of  the  town,  who  had  purchased  of  the* 
King  (Edward  the  Sixth)  certain  lands  to  that  intent, 
amounting  to  9h  6s.  Sd," 

The  whole  of  the  revenues  of  the  school,  amounting  at 
present  to  43/.,  are  paid  to  the  Master,  who  lives  in  the 
school-house  rent  free.  There  are  no  rules  or  regulations 
relative  to  the  admission  of  scholars;  but  the  Master 
considers  himself  bound  to  receive  any  children  of  free- 
men, and  to  give  them  classical  instruction  gratis;  for 
other  instruction  they  pay  four  guineas  a-year.  The 
children  of  non-freemen  pay  six  guineas  a-year,  and  these 
he  considers  it  at  his  option  to  take,  or  not. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

There  are  four  scholarships  at  University  CoUege,  Ox- 
ford, foimded  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Gunsley  in  1618,  for 
the  maintenance  of  tvoo  scholars  from  this  school,  and 
two  from  the  granmiar  school  at  Rochester,  who  are  to 
be  allowed  chambers  and  15/.  a-year  each.  No  scholar 
has  been  elected  from  this  school  since  the  year  1796. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  JOHN  GRIFFITHS,  D.D. 

This  school  was  founded  by  King  Henry  VIII.,  and  the 
management  of  the  same  is  vested  in  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  the  Cathedral. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

Four  exhibitions  of  51,  per  annum,  two  at  each  Uni- 
versity; to  be  increased  to  6L  when  commencing  M.A.; 
and  after  that,  61, 13^.  4d, 

This  school  is  entitled  ff^ide  Maidstone)  to  two  of  the 
four  exhibitions  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Gunsley,  of  152.  per 
annum  each. 


MASTER,  Rev.  W.  WODSWORTH,  M.A. 

Sir  Roger  Manwood  gave  in  1566,  to  the  Mayor 
and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  certain  premises  in  that  town, 
and  other  property,  for  the  use  of  the  free  grammar 
school  at  Sandwich,  which  had  then  lately  been  founded 
under  letters  patent  from  Queen  Elissabeth,  granted  to 
the  said  Roger  Manwood,  dated  October  Ist,  1563,  by 
which  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  were  appointed 
Governors  of  the  said  school. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

There  are  two  exhibitions  for  scholars  from  this  sehool 
to  lAncoln  College,  Oscford,  founded  by  Joan  Trapps,

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of  London,  widow,  1568 ;  one  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Rector  and  Fellows,  and  the  other  by  the  Governors  of 
the  school. 

Sir  Roger  Manwood  in  1581,  conveyed  to  the  Master 
and  Fellows  of  Caius  College,  Cambridge,  a  messuage 
with  fifty-seven  acres  of  land,  called  Bodkins,  in  Swak- 
cliff,  near  WhUstable,  Kent;  in  consideration  of  which, 
the  said  Master  and  Fellows  did  covenant  to  pay  an- 
nually to  four  scholars  of  their  College  lOl.  I3s.  4td,,  four 
marks  to  each.  The  said  scholars  to  be  nominated  by 
the  Governors  of  this  school,  and  by  the  said  Master  and 
Fellows  alternately. 


MASTER,  Kev.  J.  T.  WILORESS,  H.A. 

Sib  William  Sbnnockb,  by  will  dated  July,  1432, 
gave  to  the  Rector,  Vicar,  Churchwardens,  and  other 
parishioners  of  the  church  of  Sennocke,  in  the  county  of 
Kent,  all  his  lands  and  tenements,  with  a  wharf  adjoining, 
and  the  buildings  thereon  built,  with  the  appurtenances, 
in  Petty  Wales,  in  the  parish  of  All  Saints^  Barking, 
London,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  to 
the  intent  they  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  find 
and  maintain  for  ever  one  Master,  sufficiently  instructed 
and  experienced  in  the  science  of  grammar,  bachelor  of 
arts,  in  holy  orders  lawfully  constituted,  who  might  keep 
a  grammar  school  in  some  convenient  house  in  Sennocke. 
Queen  Elizabeth  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  1st  July,. 
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1560^  granted  and  ordained,  that  there  should  be  ever 
thereafter  a  grammar  school  m  the  town  of  Sevenoaks, 
to  be  called  The  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
for  the  education  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youths  in 
grammar  and  other  learning. 

There  are  generally  not  more  than  seven  boys  on  the 
foundation ;  and  for  many  years  past,  the  average  num- 
ber does  not  appear  to  have  much  exceeded  this.  The 
Master  lives  in  the  school-house  and  premises  (which  are 
extensive,  comprising  about  three  acres,)  rent  free,  a  sa- 
lary of  50/.  per  annum,  and  maintains  there  a  considerable 
boarding  school.  The  foundation  boys  are  taught  with 
the  boarders,  and  learn  Greek,  Latin,  and  English  read- 
ing, gratis ;  but  if  they  also  learn  writmg  and  arithmetic, 
they  pay  three  guineas  a-year.  All  these  boys  are,  at 
present,  from  the  town  of  Seoenoakss  but  there  appears 
no  limitation,  either  in  the  founder^B  will,  or  the  charter^^ 
or  the  ancient  ordinances,  as  to  the  place  from  whence 
the  scholars  are  to  come. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

Four  of  15/.  per  annum  each,  for  four  scholars  from 
this  school,  to  either  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  arising  from 
property  belonging  to  the  school. 

Dame  Margaret  Boswell  conveyed  in  1675,  to  Trustees 
therein  named  a  farm,  called  HaUyweU  Farm,  containing 
by  estimation  306  acres,  with  the  salt  marsh  thereunto 
belonging,  containing  by  estimation  sixty  acres,  in  the 
parish  of  Bamham,  Essex,  in  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the 
rents  thereof  12/.  (now  75/.)  per  annum  to  each  of  twa 
scholars,  to  be  chosen  by  them  in  the  first  place  out  of 
Setsmoaks  School ;  and  if  there  were  none  there  qualified,, 
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then  out  of  Ikmbridge  School^  to  be  sent  by  them  to 
Jents  College,  Cambridge,  and  to  be  called  ''  Sir  William 
Boswell's  Scholars.'^ 

An  exhibition  of  4L  a-year,  now  increased  to  Sh,  de- 
vised by  Robert  Hohnden,  and  in  the  gift  of  the  Leather- 
sellers  Company  of  London,  for  one  scholar  from  this 
school  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  and  in  default  of  such, 
for  one  from  Tunbridge  School.

MASTER,  Mr.  BUCKLAND. 

William  Lambb>  of  the  City  of  London,  clothworker, 
by  letters  patent  obtained  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  directed 
and  ordained  that  there  should  be  one  grammar  school  in 
the  town  of  Sutton  Faience,  which  should  be  called  The 
Free  Grammar  School  of  William  Lambe,  for  the  educa- 
tion of  boys  and  youths  in  grammar  for  all  time  to  come ; 
and  that  after  the  death  of  the  said  William  Lambe,  the 
Master  and  four  Wardens  of  the  guild  or  fraternity  of 
Clothworkers  in  the  City  of  London,  should  be  and  be 
called  ''  Governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and 
goods  of  the  grammar  school  of  Sutton  Valenee,**  by 
which  name  her  Majesiy  incorporated  them,  and  gave 
them  power  to  purchase  and  hold  lands  for  the  use  of  the 
school ;  and  she  thereby  also  authorized  them  to  name 
and  i^>point  the  Master  of  the  school,  and  to  make  sta- 
tutes and  ordinances  in  writing,  touching  the  government 
of  the  Master  and  scholars,  and  the  management  and  dis- 
position of  the  revenues  and  goods  of  the  same  school. 
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EXHIBITIONS. 

Francis  Robins,  of  Stitton  Valence,  senior  Fellow  of  Sf. 
John's  College,  Cambridge,  by  will,  dated  7tli  July,  1721,. 
gave  to  the  said  Collie  the  sum  of  200/.  to  found  two 
exhibitions  of  10/.  a-year  each,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Col- 
lege to  two  poor  deserving  lads  of  the  name  or  kindred  of 
Bobins  or  Sabb,  bom  in  Kent,  and  for  want  of  such,  to 
two  poor  and  apt  lads  bom  in  Chart,  Sutton,  Leeds,  Lang^ 
ley,  or  Lenham,  and  educated  at  Sutton  Valence  School. 


MASTER,  Rev.  THOMAS  KNOX,  D.D. 
Second  Matter,  Rev.  Thomas  Brown. 

Sir  Andrew  Judd,  an  alderman  of  London,  was  the 
founder  of  this  school,  who  for  that  purpose  procured  a 
grant  by  letters  patent  of  the  7th  of  King  Edward  th» 
Sixth,  for  erecting  and  establishing  a  school  for  the  va- 
struction  of  boys  in  the  town  of  Tunbridge,  and  the 
country  there  adjacent ;  it  was  granted  and  ordained  that 
there  should  be  one  grammar  school  in  the  town  of  Tun- 
bridge, which  should  be  called  The  Free  Grammar  School 
of  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  in  the  said  town  of  Tmbridge,  for 
the  education,  institution,  and  instruction  of  boys  and 
youths  in  grammar,  to  continue  for  ever,  under  one  Master 
and  one  Usher ;  and  that  the  Company  of  Skinners  should 
be  the  *'  Governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and 
gooids  of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Sir  Andrew  Judd, 
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in  the  town  of  Tunbridge,"  and  power  was  also  given  to 
the  Company  to  take  lands  and  tenements  to  them  as  such 
governors  hy  their  said  corporate  name,  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  said  school. 

Sir  Andrew  Judd,  by  his  will,  stating  that  he  had 
erected  a  free  grammar  school  at  Tunbridge,  in  Kent,  for 
the  maintenance  thereof,  did  bequeath  unto  the  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Skinners,  of  the  city  of 
London,  certain  premises  therein  described,  as  all  that  his 
croft  of  pasture,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  the 
Sandhills  *,  situate  and  being  on  the  backside  of  Holbom, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Pancras,  Middlesex  j  and  other  estates 
situate  in  the  parishes  of  AUkaUows,  Gracechurch-street: 
St.  Lawrence,  Pountneyj  St.  Peter^s,  ComMUj  St.  Helen's, 
Bishopsgatej  and  St.  Mary  Axe. 

In  1820,  a  suit  having  been  instituted  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  touching  the  school  estates,  and  the  applica* 
tion  thereof,  and  for  the  establishment  of  the  school,  by 
the  decree  made  therein,  it  was,  amongst  other  things,  re- 
ferred to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  said  court,  to  approve 
of  a  scheme  for  the  future  establishment  of  the  free  gram- 
mar school,  having  regard  to  the  then  annual  rents  of  the 
school  estates. 

By  the  report  of  the  said  Master  in  December,  1824,  he 
certified,  that,  having  considered  the  several  schemes 
which  had  been  laid  before  him,  together  with  the  said 
letters  patent  and  the  said  orders  or  statutes  of  the  said 
Sir  Andrew  Judd,  he  had  thought  it  expedient  and 

f  This  estate  is  now  let  on  building  leases,  and  consists  of  Burton  Cres- 
centf  Judd  Place  East  and  West,  Tunbridge  Place,  Mabledon  Place,  JBtdbo- 
rough,  Hadlow,  Speldkurst,  Leigh,  and  various  other  streets  in  that  neigh- 
bourhood.  The  Income  of  this  school  is  about  5,000/.  per  annum,  and,  by 
a  recent  decision  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  whole  of  the  same  is  appli- 
cable to  the  uses  of  the  school. 
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proper  that  the  privileges*  of  the  said  frde  grammar 
school  should  not  only  extend  to  boys  and  youths  whose 
par^its  or  guardians  should  bond  fide  reside  within  the 
town  and  parish  of  TSaibndgef  but  also  to  such  boys  and 
youths  whose  parents  or  guardians  should  reside  in  any 
other  parish  or  place  in  the  county  of  Kent,  within  the 
distance  of  ten  miles  by  the  ordinary  roads  and  ways  from 
the  church  of  the  said  town  of  Tunbridge  j  which  boys 
and  youths  should  be  considered  as  constituting  the 
FiasT  CLASS ;  and,  that  there  might  be  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  youths  to  receive  the  exhibitions  thereinafter  men- 
tioned, he  had  thought  it  proper,  and  advisable,  that 
there  should  be  another,  or  second  class,  comprehending 
all  boys  and  youths  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Bri^ 
tain,  who,  being  qualified  under  the  regulations  therein- 
after mentioned,  should  be  capable  of  receiving  the  said 
exhibitions:  and  the  said  Master  being  of  opinion  that 
exhibitions  for  youths  going  from  the  said  school,  to  either 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  might  be 
most  beneficially  established,  he  had  prepared  such  artU 
cles  as  appeared  to  him  to  be  necessary  for  effectuating 
that  purpose,  and  also  such  other  new  articles,  as  from 
the  then  present  circumstances  appeared  to  him  to  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  future  government  and  establishment  of 
the  said  free  granmiar  school,  and  that  the  several  articles 
thereinafter  set  forth  in  his  said  report  formed,  and  he 
had  approved  of  the  same  as  a  proper  scheme  for  the  fu- 
ture establishment  of  the  said  free  granmiar  school  from 


»  A  controversy  arose  in  1764,  upon  the  construction  of  the  charter,  re* 
specting  the  limits  to  which  the  privileges  of  the  school  extended,  which 
was  then  settled  by  the  (pinions  of  Mr.  Yorke,  Sir  F.  Norton,  and  Sir  W. 
Blackstone,  taken  upon  a  case  stated  to  them  by  the  governors.'  This 
point  is  now  finally  set  at  rest.

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Ghristmas,  1824,  having  regard  to  the  then  annual  rents 
of  the  said  school  estates. 

Among  the  new  regulations  the  Master,  with  a  salary 
of  5001.  is  allowed  to  take  sixty  boarders ;  and  the  Usher, 
with  a  salary  of  200L,  forty  boarders.  No  boy  to  be  ad- 
mitted till  eight  years  old ;  and  every  boy  not  comprised 
in  ihe  first  class,  to  pay  annually  to  the  Master  7^>  lOs., 
and  to  the  Usher  3/.  for  his  instruction  in  the  school.

EXHIBITIONS. 

That  sixteen  exhibitions  of  one  hundred  pounds  a-year 
each  be  founded,  as  part  of  the  establishment  of  the  said 
School,  for  the  boys  thereof,  who  shall  go  off  to  the  Uni- 
versities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  under  the  regulations 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

That  such  boys  as  shall  be  of  the  first  class  of  scholars, 
and  shall  be  duly  qualified  to  receive  such  exhibitions, 
shall  he  preferred  to  those  of  the  second  class. 

That  the  said  exhibitions  shall  be  held  by  the  said  ex- 
hibitioners for  four  years,€rom  the  commencement  of  the 
University  Term  next  after  the  presentation  of  such  exhi- 
bitioner, and  for  such  portion  of  the  said /oar  years  only, 
as  they  shall  be  bond  fide  resident  at  one  of  the  Uuiver- 
sities  during  the  usual  terms ;  and,  in  case  any  of  the 
said  exhibitions  shall  cease  before  the  expiration  of  such 
period  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  exhibitions,  for  the  re- 
sidue of  the  said  period,  shall  be  given  by  the  Governors 
of  the  said  school,  for  the  time  being,  to  any  youths  then 
or  formerly  members  of  the  said  school,  who  shall  have 
unddfgone  the  aforesaid  examinations,  and  proved  them- 
selves qualified  for  the  exhibitions,  although  they  failed 
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in  obtaining  the  same,  and  who  shall  be  then  resident 
members  of  one  of  the  said  Uniyersities,  and  be  under  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts ;  always  preferring  the  youths 
of  ihe  first  class  to  those  of  the  second  class. 

In  January,  1827>  the  Skinners  Company  ordered  that 
no  boy  shall  be  eligible  to  an  exhibition  from  Tkmbridge 
School,  until  he  shall  have  been  for  the  space  of  five 
years  a  scholar  of  the  same. 

Henry  Fisher,  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  as  well  for  the  better  support  of  the  free  gram- 
mar school  of  the  said  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  in  the  town  of 
^Timbridge,  then  founded  and  erected,  as  for  the  support 
of  a  student  at  the  University  of  Oxford,  granted  and 
confirmed  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Skinners 
Company,  certain  messuages,  shops,  rooms,  and  pre- 
mises, situate  in  a  certain  alley  called  Harrovd*s  AUey, 
otherwise  Fisher^ s  Alley,  Gracechurch  Street,  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Peter's,  ComhiU;  and  also  all  and  singular,  his  mes- 
suages, tenements,  and  hereditaments,  whatsoever,  in  the 
said  parish  of  St.  Peter's  j  and  the  reversion  and  reversions 
of  the  same  premises,  with  all  and  singular  their  appurte- 
nances, to  hold  to  the  said  Master  and  Wardens  and 
their  successors,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  scholar  from 
this  school,  as  an  exhibition  at  Brasejiose  College,  OX" 
ford,  the  proceeds  of  the  same :  which  exhibition  now 
amoimts  to  17^.  9£-  6^.  per  anniun. 

Sir  Thomas  Smythe,  by  will,  bequeathed  to  the  Mas- 
ter and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Skinners,  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  certain  houses  in  the  Old  Chasige,  and 
a  house  in  lAme  Street,  to  certain  charitable  uses  therein 
mentioned ;  and  amongst  other  things  he  directed  that  the 
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said  Company  should,  for  the  better  encouragement  and 
advancement  of  the  poor  scholars  of  the  free  school 
of  Tunbridge,  yearly  pay  for  and  towards  the  maintenance 
of  siso  poor  scholars  at  the  Universities,  to  be  from  time 
to  time  elected  out  of  the  said  school,  the  yearly  sum  of 
60/.  (that  is  to  say)  to  each  of  the  said  six  poor  scholars 
10/.  by  the  year,  by  even  portions  quarterly,  viz.  60*.  each 
quarter,  such  payments  to  be  continued  for  the  space  of 
seven  years,  and  vacancies  to  be  filled  up  as  they  should 
occur  by  the  Company. 

This  school  is  intitled,  in  default  of  a  scholar  from 
Seoenoaks  School,  {which  see)  to  an  exhibition  of  8/.  per 
annum,  in  the  gift  of  the  Leathersellers  Company : — and, 

Further,  in  default  from  the  same  school,  to  two  exhibi- 
tions of  the  annual  value  of  75/.  per  annum  each,  at  Jesus 
CoUege,  Cambridge. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Worral  foimded  two  exhibitions  of  6/. 
per  annum  each,  at  St,  John's  CoUege,  Cambridge,  for  two 
scholars  from  this  school.    (See  p.  82.) 

An  exhibition  of  2/.  13^.  4d,,  given  by  a  Mr.  Lampard, 
and  left  to  be  paid  to  a  poor  scholar  from  this  school  to 
either  of  the  Universities,  in  the  nomination  of  the  Mas- 
ter, and  appointment  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens. 
This  small  annual  sum  is  charged  upon  a  house  and  lands 
at  Lamberhurst,  in  this  county. 

FELLOWSHIP. 

Sir  Thomas  White,  founder  of  St.  John's  College,  Ox^ 
f&rd,  out  of  respect  to  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  made  provision 
for  electing  o/ne  scholar  to  a  fellowship  at  that  College, 
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out  of  T^mbridffe  School,  to  be  nominated  by  the  **pratorea 
vel  semores**  of  the  town  of  Tutdnidge:  the  election  to 
this  fellowship,  from  the  fomidation  boys  of  the  school^ 
is  regularly  made  upon  every  vacancy  by  the  elder  and 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  town,  convened  by  public 
notice  for  that  purpose. 


MASTER^  Hie  CURATE  of  WITS. 

Kino  Charles  the  First  granted  to  Robert  Maxwell  and  hia 
heirs,  the  rectories  of  Boughton  Ahqth,  Brenset^  and  New^ 
mffton,  and  other  premises,  provided  that  he  and  his  heirs 
should  provide  and  maintain  at  Wye,  a  Schoolmaster 
sufficiently  learned  in  grammar,  to  teach  boys  and  youths 
in  the  art  of  grammar,  and  pay  to  the  said  Master  yearly 
16/.,  and  other  payments  therein  specified. 

The  Rev.  Granville  Wheeler  in  1759>  founded  an  exhi- 
bition of  10/.  a-year,  to  a  poor  scholar  at  Lincoln  CoUege, 
Oxfwd,  bred  up  at  this  school :  since  augmented  by  his 
son  to  20/.  per  annum.

James  Barker,  who  by  his  will  proved  November,  1670, 
to  testify  his  love  to  his  native  town  of  Kirkham,  and  to 
make  some  addition  to  the  yearly  stipend  of  the  Master  of 
the  free  school  of  the  said  town,  and  some  provision  for 
an  exhibition  to  a  poor  scholar  of  the  said  town,  for  his 
maintenance  at  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and  for  other 
purposes,  directed  his  executors  to  treat  with  the  Bailiffs 
and  Chief  Burgesses  of  the  town  of  Kirkham,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  lands  and  tenements,  of  the  value  of  301,  per  an- 
num, or  upwards,  so  as  the  purchase  should  not  exceed 
5002. ;  to  ^e  intent,  that  out  of  the  rent  and  profits,  there 
should  be  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  free  school  at  Kirkham, 
lOl.  per  annum,  as  an  augmentation  to  Ids  stipend,  and  for 
his  better  encouragement  to  take  pains  with  the  scholars  of 
the  said  town;  and  further,  that  there  should  be  paid 
yearly,  to  such  poor  scholar  of  the  said  town,  as  should 
be  then  admitted  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  the 
sum  of  12/.  to  be  paid  half-yearly,  as  an  exhibition  or 
allowance  for  his  maintenance  in  the  said  University,  so 
long  as  he  should  continue  a  student  there,  and  should 
not  have  obtained  a  fellowship  in  the  College  to  which  he 
should  belong,  to  be  and  continue  for  ever  to  such  poor 
scholar,  bom  in  the  said  town,  and  bred  at,  and  sent  from 
the  free  school  there  to  the  University  aforesaid,  as  should 
from  time  to  time  be  thereunto  elected  by  the  feoffees ; 
but  in  a  subsequent  part  of  his  will  he  limited  the  term,

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seven  years.    An  estate  for  these  purposes  was  bought  at 
Nether  Methop,  in  Westmoreland,  for  530/. 

All  the  boys  resident  in^  and  belonging  to  the  parish  of 
Kirkham,  (i.  e,  the  fifteen  townships,)  are  admissible^ 
and  their  names  are  entered  in  the  register  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  4(i.  to  the  Third  Master,  2d.  being  allowed  by  the 
Statutes. 

EXHIBITION 

Mr.  Barker's  estates  having  increased  very  considerably, 
on  application  to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  it  was  ordered,, 
by  the  decree  of  the  24th  March,  1806,  that  the  annual 
siun  of  80/.  should  be  paid  to  such  poor  scholar  as  should 
be  qualified  and  nominated  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
will  of  the  founder,  and  the  feoffment  dated  14th  Novem-» 
ber,  1673,  above  abstracted. 

Subsequently  to  this,  it  has  been  decreed  that  the  sum 
to  be  allowed  out  of  this  charity,  for  an  exhibition,  or 
pension  to  scholars  at  one  of  the  Universities,  should  be 
increased  from  80/.  to  120/. ;  and  it  is  also  proposed,  that 
the  Trustees  should  have  power,  in  case  their  funds 
shall  be  sufiScient  for  that  purpose,  to  grant  to  a  se- 
cond exhibitioner  or  pensioner  at  one  of  the  Univer^ 
sities,  such  annual  sum  as  they  shall  think  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding 100/.;  no  abatement  to  be  made  out  of  the  other 
allowances  to  provide  for  this  second  exhibition,  and  if 
the  funds  should  be  deficient,  a  proportional  abatement  to 
be  made.  And  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  number 
of  persons  qualified  to  take  the  benefit  of  the  said  exhi- 
bition or  allowance,  it  is  also  proposed,  that  the  qualifica-^ 
tion  of  an  exhibitioner,  as  fixed  by  the  will  of  the  said 
James  Barker,  and  thereby  confined  to  a  poor  scholar 
bom  in  the  town  of  Kirkham,  be  extended  to  any  poor 
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scholar  bom  in  any  part  of  the  parish  of  Kirkham,  and 
bred  at,  and  sent  from  the  said  school,  but  that  a  prefe- 
rence should  be,  in  all  cases,  given  to  a  poor  scholar  bom 
in  the  said  town  of  Kirkham,  in  case  one  shall  appear  duly 
qualified. 


MASTER,  Rev.  J.  ARCHER. 

This  school  was  foimded  by  Alexander  Nowell,  D.D. 
Dean  of  St.  Paulas,  in  1 572,  who,  at  the  same  time,  foimded 
thirteen 

EXHIBITIONS 

at  Brasenose  College,  Oxford,  for  boys  from  this  or  the 
schools  of  JVhaMey,  or  Bumly,  or  in  failure,  any  other 
school  in  Lancashire  j  but  the  value  of  them  is  so  very 
small,  that  they  have  not  been  claimed  for  many  years 
past.  This  school  is  also  intitled  to  Dr^  Radclifie's 
scholarships  at  Brasenose.

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By  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  ul  1815^  amongst 
the  rules  for  the  regulation  of  this  school,  the  following

'^  That  the  surplus  of  the  rents,  &c.  of  the  estates  belong, 
ing  to  this  school,  should  be  applied  and  appropriated  to- 
wards the  founding,  creating,  and  maintaining  of  one  or 
more  exhibitions  at  either  Oaford  or  Cambridge^  as  the 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  Grantham,  with  the  advice 
and  concurrence  of  the  Bishop  of  LincoJn,  may  be  agreed 
on,  for  such  scholars  as  may  have  been  educated  at  this 
school ;  preference,  in  the  first  instance,  to  those  on  the 
foundation;  in  feulure,  then  those  educated  in  the  schooL 
No  scholar  eligible  to  such  exhibitions,  unless  he  shall 
have  duly  attended  and  have  been  educated  at  least  two 
years  immediately  preceding  his  going  to  any  College  at 
either  of  the  Universities,  and  shall  have  obtained  from 
the  Schoolmaster  a  certificate  of  such  attendance,  and 
also  certifying  that  such  scholar  so  offering  himself  a 
candidate  for  such  exhibition  is  duly  qualified  in  respect 
to  learning,  and  of  good  morals  and  behaviour.

Mr.  Thomas  Truesdale,  by  will  in  1700,  vested  50/. 
in  the  hands  of  the  Corporation  of  Stamford,  for  free- 
bom  scholars  belonging  to  the  free  school,  going  directly 
from  thence  to  the  University,  who  pay  five  per  cent,  in- 
terest for  the  same.

indenture  of  the  same  date,  made  between  the  King  of 
the  one  part,  and  the  Mercers  Company  of  the  other

mar School  of  Robert  Johnson,  clerk,  with  a  Master  and 
one  Usher,  and  an  hospital  by  the  name  of  the  Hospital 
of  Christ  in  Oakham:  and  that  there  should  be  a  gram- 
mar school  in  Uppingham,  to  be  called  the  Free  Grammar 
School  of  Robert  Johnson,  clerk,  in  Uppingham,  with  a 
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Master  and  Usher,  and  an  hospital  there  for  the  relief 
and  support  of  poor  persons,  to  be  called  the  Hospital  of 
Christ  in  Vppingligm:  and  that  th««  should  be,  for 
ever,  twenty-four  discreet  and  honest  men,  who  should 
be  Oovemors  of  the  said  schoolB  and  hos^ntals :  and  Her 
M^eaty  appointed  the  then  Bishops  of  LcmAm  and  Pe- 
UrboToagk,  the  Deans  of  WetlmmtttT  and  Peterborongk, 
and  the  Archdeacon  of  Northarnptim,  the  Masters  of 
IHnily  and  St.  John'a  CoUegea  in  Cambridge,  and  seven- 
teen other  persons  the  fint  Governors,  and  constituted 
them  a  body  corporate.

lands  in  the  same  parish,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  Sir 
Richard  Onslow,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  yearly  pay 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  for  and  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  at  either  of  the  Universities 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge;  the  said  scholar  to  be  the  son 
of  a  freeman  of  and  within  the  liberty  of  the  town  of 
Guildford,  who  should  have  been  taught  and. fitted  for 
the  University  in  Guildford  free  grammar  school,  and 
who  should  have  read  and  learnt  some  Greek  author,  and 
be  well  instructed  and  knowing  in  the  Latin  tongue,  and 
should  be  tried  and  examined  therein,  and  be  approved  by 
the  Master  of  the  said  school,  and  the  Rectors  of  the  pa- 
rishes of  Stoke  next  Guildford,  and  St.  Nicholas  in 
Guildford,  or  any  two  of  them  ,*  and  he  directed,  that 
they  should  certify  their  approval  to  the  Mayor  of  Guild' 
ford,  and  such  scholar,  when  admitted  at  any  GoUege, 
should  receive  the  rents  of  the  lands  above  mentioned  for 
six  years  ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  or  on  the 
death  of  such  scholar,  or  his  removal  from  the  Univer- 
sity, that  another  scholar  should  be  elected  and  should 
receive  the  rents  aforesaid,  in  manner  aforesaid,  •  and  so 
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from  time  to  time,  for  ever ;  and  in  case  there  should  be 
a  vacancy,  by  reason  that  no  freeman's  son  be  ready  to  be 
sent,  he  directed,  that  the  next  scholar  s^ointed  should 
receive  the  arrears  over  and  above  the  current  yearly 
profits.  The  rents  amoimt  to  231,  per  annum,  and  the 
exhibition  is  tenable  for  six  years. 


MASTER,  Rev.  F.  D.  LEMPRIERE,  M.A. 

Queen  Elizabeth,  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  the  27th 
day  of  July,  in  the  13th  year  of  her  reign,  reciting  that 
the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St,  OUwe,  had  lately 
erected  a  grammar  school,  in  which  children,  as  well 
of  the  rich  as  the  poor,  being  inhabitants  within  the 
aforesaid  parish,  were  instructed  in  grammar,  &c.,  ap- 
pointed sixteen  inhabitants  of  the  parish  to  be  Governors 
of  the  possessions  of  the  said  school,  and  incorporated 
them  by  the  name  of  the  */  Governors  of  the  possessions, 
revenues,  and  goods  of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  of  the  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  St.  Oktoe, 
Southwark,  in  the  coimty  of  Surry." 

The  original  endowment  of  this  school  consisted  of  a 
large  field  in  Horskydoum,  containing  about  sixteen 
acres.  This  ground  is  now  covered  with  houses,  erected 
under  building  leases,  many  of  which  have  fallen  in,  and 
the  houses  have  been  re-let  by  advertisement,  at  improved 
rents,  for  terms,  in  some  early  instances  of  thirty,  but  of 
late,  uniformly  of  twenty-one  years.  The  income  of  the 
school  is  now  about  1,6001.  per  annum.    The  school  con- 
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sists  of  250  boys^  taken  from  the  two  parishes  of  St, 
Olav^s  and  St,  Johii%  into  which  the  old  parish  is  now 
divided. 

SCHOLARSHIPS, 

By  subsequent  letters  patent  of  King  Charles  II.  dated 
the  2d  of  May,  in  the  26th  year  of  his  reign,  the  letters 
patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth  were  confirmed,  and  power 
given  to  the  Governors  to  found  two  scholarships  at  either 
University,  to  be  elected  out  of  the  school,  until  they 
take  their  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  to  be  allowed 
such  maintenance  as  to  the  Governors  should  seem  fit. 
The  Governors  have  given  80/.,  and  sometimes  50/.  as  an 
exhibition. 


MASTER,  Re?.  W.  I*  FANCOURT,  D.D. 

This  school  obtained  a  charter  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  in 
the  4th  year  of  her  reign,  at  the  request  of  certain  inha- 
bitants of  the  parish  of  St.  Saviour,  in  the  Borough  of 
Southwark,  who  had  erected  a  school  at  their  own  costs 
and  charges,  in  the  said  parish,  for  the  instruction  of 
youth,  as  well  poor  as  rich,  inhabiting  within  the  said 
parish,  in  grammatical  learning;  her  said  Majesty  did 
Uiereby  constitute  the  said  persons  so  named  to  be  the 
first  Govenunrs  of  the  possessions,  &c.,  of  this  free  gram* 
raar  school,  and  made  them  a  corporate  body.  The  num- 
heat  of  scholars  not  to  exceed  100.  The  endowment  of 
the  school  smalL 
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EXHIBITIONS. 

John  Bingbam,  Esq.  one  of  the  Governors  of  this 
school,  founded  two  exhibitions  of  10/.  per  annum  each, 
for  two  poor  scholars  at  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  and  he 
directed  that  the  Governors  should  choose  none  for  this 
exhibition  but  poor,  and  such  as  were  forward  in  learning, 
and  might  be  fit  for  the  University.  The  choice  first  to 
be  made  from  the  legitimate  sons  of  decayed  Governors  of 
the  school,  or  Vestrymen  of  the  parish ;  next,  such  as 
had  been  bom  of  honest  parents  in  the  parish ;  thirdly, 
the  sons  of  any  parishioners  in  the  parish,  though  residing 
out  of  it.

MASTER,  Rev.  GEORGE  PROCTER,  M.A. 

This  school  derived  its  origin  and  earliest  endowment  by 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Agnes  Morley,  in  1512,  who  bequeathed 
for  the  purposes  of  the  said  school  an  annuity  of  20/. 
chargeable  upon  some  lands  and  premises  belonging  to  her 
near  Lewes,  as  a  salary  for  the  Master.    A  Mrs.  Jenkins 
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wa8  also  a  considerable  benefJEustress  to  this  school.  It  is 
open  to  boys  resident  in  Lewes,  subject  to  a  very  trifling 
payment. 

EXHIBITION. 

George  Steers^  late  of  Newdigate,  in  Suny,  clerks  de- 
ceased, by  will  dated  Ist  November,  1661,  gave  and  be- 
queathed all  and  every  his  messuages,  &c.,  in  the  town  of 
Lewes,  in  the  county  of  Sussex,  to  the  inhabitants  within 
the  said  town  of  Lewes,  and  the  liberties  thereof,  and  to 
their  heirs  and  successors  in  the  said  town  for  ever,  only 
to  the  uses  therein  declared,  viz.  that  all  the  rents  and 
profits  yearly  accruing  from  the  said  premises,  should  be 
employed  and  bestowed  for  and  towards  the  education  and 
maintenance  of  one  fit  person,  the  son  of  godly  parents, 
in  or  near  to  the  said  town  of  Lewes,  especially  the  son  of 
a  godly  poor  miidster,  who  hath  truly  laboured  and  en- 
deavoured to  win  souls  unto  Jesus  Christ,  at  one  of  the 
Universities  of  Cambrk^e  or  Ooeford,  by  and  during  the 
term  of  four  years,  and  at  the  end  of  the  said/our  years, 
then  to  another  during  the  said  term  of  four  years ;  and 
so  to  continue  successively  to  one  after  another  for  the 
like  term  for  ever.  The  nomination  of  such  exhibitioner 
to  be  made  by  the  chief  officers  and  four  others  of  the 
most  able  inhabitants  within  the  said  town  successively 
for  ever. 

The  property  at  present  consists  of  four  houses,  pro- 
ducing a  rental  of  about  40^  per  annmn,  and  after  de- 
ductmg  for  repairs,  there  is  about  361.  applicable  to  the 
exhibition.

This  school  iiras  founded  in  1552,  and  tbe  original  en- 
dowment of  it  now  produces  a  rental  of  about  3,000/. 
This  school  has  been  for  many  years  in  great  repute,  and 
of  very  considerable  benefit  to  the  populous  town  of  Btr- 
mingham.  The  number  of  boys  admissible  on  the  founda- 
tion is  limited  to  130.  The  Masters  are  privileged  to

ten  in  number,  of  ZSl.  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  seven 
years,  at  any  College  in  either  University. 
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MASTER, 

This  school  was  founded  by  Sir  Grevill  Vcmey,  of  Ccmp- 
ten  Vemey,  in  1641^  who  charged  his  estates  with  an  an- 
nuity of  251.  for  the  support  of  the  same.  Lord  Wil- 
loughby  de  Broke,  who  is  now  in  possession  of  the 
estates,  pays  this  sum  to  the  Schoohnaster. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

In  the  year  1763,  Lady  Tryphena  Vemey,  in  satisfac- 
tion of  a  bequest  of  300/.  given  by  the  will  of  her  husband, 
George  Vemey,  conveyed  to  Trustees  an  estate  at  South 
Littleton,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  for  the  maintenance 
of  two  scholars  at  Trinity  CoUege,  Cambridge,  to  be  chosen 
by  the  heirs  of  Sir  Grevill  Vemey,  and  Richard  Samwell, 
out  of  the  school  at  Combrook,  if  any  scholars  should  be 
there  fit  for  the  University,  and  in  default  of  such  scholars

MASTER,  Rev.  W.  BROOKES,  B.D. 

Founded  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  by  John 
Hales,  Esq.  1546.  Freemen's  sons  without  limitation  ad- 
mitted into  the  school.     Sir  Thomas  White,  the  founder

boys  educated  at  this  graniinar  schooL 

Thomas  Lane,  of  Coventry,  in  1656,  by  will,  bequeaitjied 
certain  property  to  the  corporation,  for  fitting  poor  scho- 
lars of  Coventry  for  the  University,  and  towards  their 
maintenance  there,  for  the  space  of  seven  years  and  a  half. 

There  is  a  bye-fellowship  and  a  scholarship  at  Catherine 
UaU,  Cambridge  J  for  persons  educated  at  Coventry  school^ 
founded  by  a  Mr.  Frankland.

MASTER,  Rev. BUCK. 

This  grammar  school  was  founded  by  the  Rev.  Richard 
Hill,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  First,  open  to  children 
bom  in  the  parishes  of  Hampton  Lucy,  Charlcote,  Alves- 
ton,  and  Waspertonj  this  school  received  further  aug- 
mentation to  its  endowment  from  George  Lucy,  Esq.  in 
1710;  the  rental  is  about  1451. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Rev.  William  Lucy,  D.D.  by  will,  dated  the  28th 
January,  1723,  gave  to  St.  Mary  Magdalen  Hall,  in  Ox- 
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ford,  the  sum  of  2,000/.  to  be  gradually  raised  out  of  his 
several  estates  in  Warwick,  or  elsewhere ;  and  his  will 
was,  that  the  yearly  interest  of  that  sum  should  go  towards 
the  education  of /our  young  gentlemen  for  eight  years, 
from  their  first  admission  as  members  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  no  longer,  and  that  they  should  during  that 
time  take  their  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Master  of  Arts^ 
as  soon  as  they  were  of  proper  standing,  and  had  qualified 
themselves  for  those  degrees  :  his  will  further  was,  that 
that  benefaction  (which  should  be  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  Lucy's  Scholarships)  should  be  confined  to  such 
children  as  should  have  had  their  education  (three  years  at 
least  before  they  should  go  to  Oxford  at  Hampton  Lucy 
school,  in  JVarunckshire,  the  nearest  relatives  to  the 
family  of  the  Lucies  to  be  first  preferred,  if  of  equal  learn- 
ing with  the  rest  of  the  children  in  the  said  school ;  and 
if  any  children  should  come  out  of  Somersetshire  to  the 
said  school,  preference  to  be  always  given  to  those  who 
should  come  out  of  the  parish  of  Hilton,  in  that  covaatj:; 
and  his  wiU  was,  that  one  of  the  four  scholars  to  be 
elected  should  be  a  native  of  the  county  last  mentioned. 
As  there  are  not  now,  nor  have  for  many  years  been, 
any  classical  scholars  educated  at  this  school,  none  such 
have  of  course  availed  themselves  of  these  scholarships ; 
but  it  has  occurred,  that  boys  educated  elsewhere  have 
been  brought  to  the  school  for  examination  as  to  their 
fitness,  and  appointed  to  the  scholarships  by  the  Col- 
lege. 

The  Rev.  William  Rogers,  of  Warwick,  founded  a  schor 
larship  at  Hertford  Collie,  Oaford,  in  1749>  for  a  boy 
from  this  school ;  but  i^>on  the  dissolution  of  that  Col- 
lege, this  endowment  escheated  to  the  Crown.     . 
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HASTES,  Rev.  GEORGE  INNES,  M.A. 

This  school  was  founded  by  Henry  VIIL ;  and  he  gave 
certain  lands  for  the  support  of  the  same>  and  other  pur- 
posesy  to  the  Corporation  of  Wanoickj  nowproducmg 
nearly  2^800^.  per  annum.  Open  to  aU  boys  resident  in 
Warwick:  on  entrance  required  to  pay  1^.  11«.  6d,  and 
Ss,  every  half-year. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Fulk  Weale,  of  Warwick,  woollen-draper,  by  will, 
dated  1st  of  February,  1729»  gave  and  bequeathed,  after 
payment  of  his  debts,  legacies,  and  funeral  expenses,  all 
the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  certain  Trustees,  and 
directed  that  the  same  should  be  placed  at  interest  in  the 
names  of  his  Trustees,  imtil  a  convenient  purchase  of 
lands  of  inheritance  could  be  met  with ;  and  that  the  said 
money,  with  the  interest  thereof,  should  be  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  lands  of  inheritance  within  two  years 
alter  his  decease,  or  as  soon  after  as  possible,  which  lands 
should  be  settled  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  such  a  num- 
ber of  Trustees  as  the  major  part  of  them  should  in  their 
discretion,  or  by  the  advice  of  counsel,  deem  necessary, 
to  the  end  and  intent  that  the  dear  yearly  profits  of  such 
lands  should  be  applied  towards  the  maintenance  and 
education  of  two  young  men  at  a  time,  natives  of  the  town 
of  Warwick,  and  in  dtfauit  of  such  natives,  then  to  one  or 
two  other  boys,  in  some  of  the  Colleges  at  Oxford,  for 
the  space  of  seven  years;  which  said  young  men  should 
from  time  to  time  be  such  as  should  be  bred  up  in  the 
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hei  school  at  Warwick  till  they 'Mai v  At  the  age  of  se- 
venteen years,  and  as  should  b^qTraufied  and  recom- 
mended fit  to  be  sent  to  the  University,  and  approved  of 
as  so  qualified  by  the  Trustees ;  and  in  case  of  the  death 
of  either^of  the  said  young  men  in  the  said  seven  years, 
then  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  other  young  man  so 
qualified  as  the  Trustees  should  send  in  his  room,  so  that 
each  young  man  should  receive  the  benefit  of  half  the 
dear  profits  of  the  estate  for  the  space  of  seven  years  in 
the  said  University,  and  no  longer ;  and  then  two  other 
young  men  to  be  sent  from  the  said  school  so  qualified 
and  approved  of  as  aforesaid  for  other  seven  years,  and 
so  for  ever ;  and  he  desired  that  a  preference  might  be 
given  to  any  relations  of  his  own  duly  qualified. 

The  residue  amoimted  to  upwards  of  2,000l. ;  with 
which  sum  two  estates  were  purchased,  one  at  Hampton 
Curlieu,  and  the  other  at  Langley,  both  in  this  coimty. 
The  exhibitions  are  of  the  annual  value,  at  present,  of 
70/.  per  annum ;  but  an  addition  is  likely  to  be  made  in 
consequence  of  an  increase  in  the  rents,  as  the  Trustees 
have  recently  expended  a  large  sum  in  repairs  on  the  two 
estates;  so  that  the  farm  at  Hampton  Curlieu,  for  the 
future,  wiU  be  let  at  ilOl,  and  that  at  Langley  at  lOOl. 
per  annum. 

The  exhibitioners  have  always  been  qualified  by  passing 
some  period  of  their  education,  immediately  previous  to 
their  attaining  the  age  of  seventeen,  at  this  school,  but  it 
sometimes  happens  that  this  portion  of  time  has  not  been 
of  long  duration. 

The  exhibitioners  appointed  are  required  by  the  Trustees 
to  produce  certificates  of  their  baptism,  ascertaining  that 
they  have  attained  the  age  of  seventeen  years  while  at  the 
school;  they  are  considered  ineligible  if  within  that  age. 
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or  if,  after  hayjB|ra|||^ned  it,  they  have  quitted  \ht 
school  before  appiyR^for  the  appointment. 

It  is  further  required  that  the  exhibitioner  should  enter 
upon  the  receipt  'of  his  exhibition  only  from  the  day  of 
his  commencing  his  residence  at  a  CoU^e  or  Hall  in 
Oitford,  and  that  the  exhibition  should  determine  in  se- 
ven years  from  the  date  of  the  order ;  and  a  certificate  is 
further  required  from  the  head  of  the  College  at  which 
the  candidate  enters,  of  his  having  so  commenced  resi- 
dence. 

This  school  is  also  entitled,  in  default  of  applicants  at 
Combrook  School,  to  the  exhibition  bequeathed  by  Lady 
Tryphena  Vemey.

The  school  is 
open  to  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough^ 
upon  the  payment  of  2s,  6d,  a  quarter  to  the  Master. 

SCHOLARSHIPS, 

Five,  at  Queen's  College,  Oxford,  founded  by  Thomas, 
Earl  of  Thanet,  in  1720,  who  gave  1,OOOZ.  to  that  Col- 
lege, on  condition  of  their  paying  40Z.  a-year  to  five  poor 
scholars  educated  at  this  school,  provided  they  are  native? 
of  Westmoreland, 

This  school  is  entitled  to  participate  in. the  jEoe. va- 
luable exhibitions  of  60/.  per  annum,  on  the  foundation 
of  Lady  Elissabeth  Hastings,  at  Queen's  CoUege,  Oxford; 
(detailed  hereafter). 


MASTER,  R«v.  GEORGE  WILSON. 

Edward  Wilson,  in  1619,  in  order  to  increase,  main- 
tain, and  continue  religion,  good  learning,  and  discipline, 
in  the  parish  of  Heversham,  by  the  help  of  a  good  school, 
conveyed  to  four  Trustees  certain  property  for  the  sus-

EXHIBrnONS. 

The  same  benevolent  founder^  by  Mrill,  dated  19th  De- 
cember, 1652,  charged  upon  tythes  at  Lech,  in  the  parish 
of  TunstaU  in  this  coimty,  belonging  to  him,  two  sums 
of  6L  I3s.  44.  a-piece  yearly,  to  be  paid  each  unto  Queen's 
CoUegey  Oxford^  and  TrinUy  College,  Cambridge,  for  the 
maintenance  of  iwo  poor  scholars  one  at  each  College,  one 
of  which  scholars  he  appointed  should  be  taught  at  and 
sent  to  the  University  from  Heversham  School,  by  him 
formerly  founded  and  furnished  with  maintenance,  and 
not  any  other  school  whatever ;  and  that  the  said  scho- 
lars should  be  poor  men's  sons,  whose  fathers  should 
not  be  able  to  allow  them  competent  maintenance,  and 
that  they  should  be  nominated  to  the  said  Colleges  by 
the  said  Thomas  Wilson,  and  his  heirs  male,  or  in  his  or 
their  de&ult,  by  the  several  Colleges;  the  said  yearly 
payments  to  be  given  to  them  for  four  years  next  after 
their  going  from  school,  and  no  longer,  unless  there 
should  be  wanting  other  young  scholars,  in  which  case 
the  payments  might  continue  for  two  years  longer,  unless 
another  should  be  qualified  for  the  place  sooner ;  but  none 
to  be  capable  to  receive  the  same  longer  than  they  were 
admitted  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts;  and  in  case 
none  should  be  qualified,  he  directed  the  said  pensions  to 
be  employed  yearly  for  the  maintenance  of  poor  scholars 
at  Heversham  School,  till  they  should  be  fit  to  send  to 
College. 

In  consequence  of  Mr.  Wilson's  executors  not  paying 
these  exhibitions,  application  was  made  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery  on  the  subject;  and  by  two  several  decrees. 
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viz.^  of  December,  1672,  and  October,  \696,  tbe  executors 
had  to  pay  all  arrears,.  wMdi  led  to'  a  very  considerable 
augmentation  of  the  exhibitions.  The  consequence  is, 
that  now  the  sum  of  106^.  7s.  6d,  is  annuaUy  divided  be- 
.ttreen  two  exhibitioners  from  this  school;  one  at  Queafs 
CoUege,  Oxford,  and  the  other  at  7V*ii%  CoUeg^  Cam- 
bridge.  For  the  last  nine  years,  at  least,  there  have  been 
always  two  exhibitioners  enj  oying  this  charity.  If  no  new 
exhibitioner  offers  at  the  end  of  four  years,  the  old  one 
continues  it  for  two  years  longer;  but  there  is  only  one 
instance  of  an  exhibitioner  keepfing  it  a  fifth  year  during 
the  last  ten  years.  The  exhibitioners  are  nominated  by 
Daniel  Wilson,  Esq.,  of  BaUam  Tower,  the  heir  of  Ed- 
ward WUson  the  donor. 

This  school  is  also  entitled  to  participate  in  Lady  Eliza- 
beth Hastings's  exhibitions :  particulars  hereafter  detailed. 

Tbe  Rev.  Iliomas  MiJner,  Vicar  of  BesbhiU,  Smsex,  by 
will,  dated  1722,  gave  to  Magdalen  CoUege,  Cambridge, 
1,000^.  fpr  the  mamtenance  of  three  scholars,  tenable  till 
they  take  their  Master  of  Arts  degree,  from  this  school 
and  those  of  Halifax  and  Leeds,  To  this  sum  was  added 
200/.  by  his  sister,  to  be  applied  by  the  College  for  the 
same  purpose.    Value,  about  20/.  per  annum  each. 

Queen*s  CoUege,  Oxford,  have  at  their  disposal  two 
exhibitions  of  the  annual  value  each  of  4/.,  for  two  seho* 
lars  ;from  this  school,  on  the  foundation  of  a  Mr.  Rigg. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  WILLIAM  THOMPSON. 

This  school  was  founded  by  Adam  Pennyngton,  of  Bos- 
ton, Ldncolnshire,  in  1535.  The  school  is  strictly  clas- 
sical :  open  to  all  boys  from  whatever  quarter  they  come. 
The  endowment  is  but  small. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

There  are  three  exhibitions  of  51,  a-year  each  for  scho- 
lars going  from  this  school  to  Queen's  College,  Oxford, 
payable  out  of  the  Farleton  tithes,  by  the  will  of  Henry 
Wilson,  in  1638.  {See  Kirkby  Lonsdale  School.) 
These  are  in  the  gift  of  the  College. 

An  exhibition  of  81,  a-year,  paid  by  the  Chamber  of 
Kendal,  to  a  scholar  from  this  school  going  to  the  same 
College.  The  Corporation  of  Kendal  appoint  the  scholar, 
and  there  is  always  an  exhibitioner  receiving  this  stipend. 
It  is  continued  to  the  same  person  for  four  years. 

Mr.  Henry  Park,  Alderman,  by  his  will,  dated  8th 
April,  1631,  gave  to  the  Aldermen  of  Kendal  lOOl,  upon 
trust,  that  the  interest  thereof  be  given  to  a  poor  scholar 
from  Kendal  School  to  Oxford,  (without  mentioning  any 
College,)  for  four,  years.  The  said  scholar  to  be  of  the 
parish  o£  Kendal,  Millom,  (in  Cumberland,)  or  Heversham. 

Mr.  Joseph  Smith  gave  20s.  a-year  for  a  poor  boy  from 
the  said  school  to  Queen's  CoUege,  Oasford,  to  be  paid 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen;  and 

Mr.  Jopson  gave  an  exhibition  of  40«.  a-year  to  a  boy 
going  from  Kendal  School  to  the  said  College. 
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MASTER,  Hev.  J.  D0B80N. 

A  Mr.  Godshalis  gave,  in  1587>  to  certain  Trustees  100/. 
toward  a  free  grammar  school,  to  be  bad  and  erected  at 
Kirkby  Lonsdale  j  and  in  1591)  by  the  aid  of  other  bene- 
£atctor8,  a  rent-charge  of  20/.  a-year  was  purchased  as  the 
endowment  of  this  school.  All  boys  in  the  town  and 
neighbourhood  are  admitted  into  the  school  by  the  Mas- 
ter,  free  of  expense,  for  classical  instruction. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Henry  WHson,  by  wiU,  dated  November,  1638,  devised 
the  tithes  of  Farkitm^  in  the  parish  of  Beethamf  which 
he  directed  diould  be  collected  by  the  Mayor  and  Alder-* 
men  of  Kendal,  and  the  Governors  of  this  school,  upon 
trust,  to  pay  thereout  36/.  yearly,  to  Queei^i  Go/Z^, 
(kfford,  for  seven  poor  scholars  there— ^biir  from  Kirkby 
Lonsdale,  and  three  from  Kendal  School. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  three  scholar- 
ships, of  5/.  per  annum  each,  at  Christ  CoBege,  Cam- 
bridge,  founded  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Wilson,  by  will, 
dated  9th  August,  1626 ;  for.  which  purpose  he  gave  to 
the  Master  and  Fellows  of  that  College  200/.,  for  the 
purchase  of  lands  to  be  so  expended. 

Three  other  scholarships,  at  the  same  College,  founded 
by  the  will  of  Thomas  Otway,  Bishop  of  Ossory,  who 
died  in  1692. 
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MASTER,  Mr.  HESLOP. 

Thomas^  Lord  Wharton,  obtained  letters  patcait  in  the 
eighth  of  Queen  Elizabeth  (1586)  to  found  a  granunar 
school  in  this  parish,  and  endowed  the  same  with  a  house 
and  garden^  and  a  rent-charge  of  12Z.  per  annum  on  the 
rectorial  tithes  of  the  parish  of  Winton.  Out  of  this  en- 
dowment he  directed  there  should  be  paid  two 

EXHIBITIONS, 

of  3/.  6s,  8d,  esjch,  for  two  scholars  from  this  school  at 
either  University,  tenable  for  seven  years.  These  exhi- 
bitions not  haying  been  applied  for,  for  many  years,  the 
same  have  been  left  to  accumulate ;  and  in  1822  the  Go- 
vernors of  the  school  were  in  possession  of  200L,  appli- 
cable for  this  purpose,  with  which  they  purchased  a  small 
freehold  in  the  parish ;  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Go- 
vernors to  allow  these  exhibitions  to  accumulate,  until 
proper  persons  apply  for  the  same. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  an  exhibition  of  51.  at  jS^^ 
Join's  CoUege,  Cambridge,  for  a  scholar,  bom  in  the  pa- 
rish of  Kirkby  Stephen,  and  educated  at  this  school;

This  free  school  was  founded  by  John  Bentley^  Esq.,  of 
lUchmond,  Surrey,  in  1660,  for  teaching  only  English 
and  arithmetic;  but  in  consequence  of  the  munificent 
exhibitions  of  Sir  Francis  Bridgeman^  five  of  the  boys 
educated  here  are  brought  up  to  qualify  them  for  the 
same.

This  school  was  originally  founded  by  King  Edward  the 
Sixth,  for  twelve  boys,  who  endowed  the  same  with  71- 
per  annum,  payable  out  of  the  crown  lands  :  the  muni- 
ficent founder,  however,  of  Worcester  CoUege,  Oxford,  Sir 
Thomas  Cookes,  Bart,  of  Bentley,  in  Worcestershire, 
directed  that  the 

SCHOLARSHIPS, 

six  in  number  at  his  College,  should  be  filled  up  from  the 
following  schools,  and  have  priority  of  claim  to  the  same, 
in  the  order  now  described : — 1.  Bromsgrovej  2.  Fechen- 
hamj  3.  Worcester;  4.  Hartlebury ;  5.  Kidderminster; 
and  the  founder  further  directed,  that  in  default  of  per- 
sons properly  qualified  in  these  schools,  then  from  any 
other  endowed  school  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of  the  College. 

These  scholarships  lead  to  the  six  fellowships  at  the 
same  College,  as  vacancies  occur.

This  school  was  founded  by  King  James  the  First,  in 
1611,  with  a  small  endowment. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

This  school  stands  second  for  the  six  scholarships  at 
Worcester  CoUege.    {See  Bromsorove  School.) 
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MASTER,  Rev.  JOHN  HARWARD,  llA. 

The  founder  of  this  school  unknown^  but  the  revenues  of 
the  same  can  be  traced  back  as  far  as  the  year  1400.

This  free  grammar  school  was  founded  by  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, in  1651,  for  twelve  boys.

This  school  stands  fourth  for  the  six  scholarships  at 
Worcester  College.     {See  Bromsgeoye  School.) 

The  Rev.  John  Meek,  by  will,  bequeathed  to  Magdalen 
HaU,  Oxford,  in  1665,  certain  messuages  and  lands  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  metropolis,  (East  Smithfield,  8^.  Ca- 
therine's, and  Aldgate,)  then  of  the  value  of  lOOL  per  an- 
num, to  ten  poor  scholars  from  this  school;  and  that  if 
the  rents  should  increase,  then  there  was  to  be  ^  addition 
to  the  number  of  scholars  from  the  same  9chool>  9nd  also 
the  same  allowance.

MASTER,  Rev.  G.  P.  RICHARDS,  M.A. 

A  Grammar  School  has  existed  in  Beverley  for  a  very 
considerable  length  of  time>  but  no  satisfactory  account 
can  be  obtained  of  its  origin  and  foundation.  As  far  back 
as  can  be  traced,  it  has  been  a  fsee  school,  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  sons  of  the  Burgesses  in  grammar  learning. 
The  endowment  of  the  school  is  trifling. 

FELLOWSHIPS  and  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Robert  Metcalfe,  D.D.  by  will,  dated  9th  October, 
1652,  reciting  that  he  had  purchased  a  farm,  situate  in 
Gilden  Morden,  Cambridgeshire^  with  101  acres  of  arable 
land,  and  seven  acres  and  a  half  of  pasture,  with  the  ap- 
purtenances, yielding  the  yearly  rent  of  47'.>  gave  and 
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bequeathed  the  said  fana  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the  town  of  Beverley, 
and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  they  should 
employ  the  yearly  rent  of  the  said  farm,  namely,  to  pay 
yearly  for  ever  unto  the  Preacher  or  Lecturer  of  the  said 
town  of  Beverley,  and  his  successors,  the  sum  of  107., 
and  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  his  successors  in  like  man- 
ner, the  sum  of  10/.,  and  to  pay  201.  yearly  for  ever  unto 
three  poor  scholars  of  the  school  of  Beverley,  commonly 
called  the  Free  School,  naturally  bom  in  the  said  town,  for 
their  better  maintenance  at  the  University,  to  every  one 
of  them  61,  I3s,  4d,,  the  said  scholars  to  be  appointed  and 
approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  said  Mayor,  &c.,  and 
by  the  Lecturer  and  Schoolmaster,  and  their  successors ; 
and  the  said  maintenance  to  be  continued  to  every  of  the 
poor  scholars  until  they  should  have  taken  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts,  if  they  so  long  continued  students  at  the 
University,  and  upon  condition  that  they  should  take  the 
said  degree  at  the  due  time,  within  eiffht  years  after  their 
admission  into  the  University. 

William  Coates,  by  will,  dated  the  5th  November, 
1681,  bequeathed  to  the  Mayor,  Governors,  and  Bur- 
gesses of  Beverley,  100/.  upon  trust,  yearly,  to  pay  unto 
a  poor  scholar  bom  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  and  to  be 
sent  from  the  grammar  school  of  the  said  town  to  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  the  sum  of  6/.  for  his  better 
maintenance  at  the  said  University,  such  scholar  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Mayor,  Governors,  and  Burgesses; 
and  the  said  yearly  payment  to  be  paid  to  such  scholar 
until  he  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  according  to 
the  statutes  of  the  College  whereof  he  should  be  admitted, 
if  he  should  so  long  continue  there;   but  the  testator 
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willed,  that  the  scholar  to  be  nominated^  should  not  have 
the  benefit  of  that  gift,  if  he  should  be  the  son  of  any 
parent  at  such  nomination,  who  should  be  reputed  able 
to  maintain  such  scholar  at  the  said  Uniyersity  at  his  own 
costs  and  charges. 

The  legacy  was  received  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Burgesses ;  and  as  interest  thereof,  they  pay  61*  a^year, 
which  is  given  as  an  exhibition  to  a  scholar  at  Cambridge, 
brought  up  at  this  granpnar  school. 

In  pursuance  of  the  will  of  William  Lacie,  D.D.  dated 
7th  September,  1670,  and  in  consideration  of  350/.  paid 
by  his  executrix,  as  thereby  directed,  an  annuity  of  16/. 
was  charged  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses,  by 
indenture,  dated  26th  Jime,  1688,  made  between  the  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Michael  Warton,  and  four  others,  of  the  other  part,  on 
certain  closes  at  Beverley,  called  Gyles*8  Crofts,  upon 
trust,  that  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Bmgesses 
should  pay  to  two  scholars  bom  at  Beverley,  and  educated 
at  the  free  school  there,  and  sent  from  thence  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge,  and  entered  students  at  St.  John's 
College,  8l,  a-piece  yearly,  till  they  should  go  out  Masters 
of  Arts,  provided  they  go  out  Masters  of  Arts  within  eight 
years  after  their  admission,  and  so  successively  to  such 
two  scholars  as  should  be  sent  from  the  said  free  school, 
for  ever. 

John  Green,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  by  his  will,  bearing 
^te  17th  August,  1778,  bequeathed  to  the  Mayor  and 
corporation  of  the  town  of  Beverley,  and  to  their  succes- 
sors, 1,<XX)2.  three  per  cent,  consols,  in  trust,  out  <^  the 
dividends  to  arise  therefrom,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  10/. 
as  an  exhibition  for  the  benefit  of  such  scholar,  the  son 
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of  a  freeman  of  Beverhtf,  as  the  Mayor  and  corporation 
of  Beverley  should  from  time  to  time  nominate  and  ap- 
pointj  to  be  sent  from  the  free  school  there,  to  Corpus 
Christi  or  St.  John^s  Colleges,  in  Cambridge,  and  who 
should  have  been  educated  at  the  said  school  at  least 
three  years  immediately  preceding  such  nomination ;  and 
he  directed,  that  the  said  exhibition  should  be  continued 
to  be  paid  to  such  scholar  for  seven  years  after  his  admis- 
sion into  either  of  the  said  Colleges,  if  he  should  so  long 
live,  and  continue  a  member  thereof,  or  until  he  should 
be  of  sufficient  standing  to  take  the  degree  of  A.M.,  upon 
condition,  nevertheless,  that  such  scholar  should  proceed 
regularly  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  after  that 
time  should  continue  to  reside  in  one  of  the  said  Colleges 
for  two  months  at  the  least  in  every  succeeding  year, 
duriog  the  time  above  specified,  and  after  such  exhibi- 
tioner should  have  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  the  exhibition 
for  the  term  of  seven  years,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  or  of 
his  ceasing  to  be  a  nfember  of  either  of  the  said  Colleges 
within  that  time,  and  before  he  were  of  sufficient  stand- 
ing to  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  should  lose 
the  benefit  of  that  his  will,  by  not  residing  within  the 
College  of  which  he  was  a  member,  after  taking  the  de- 
gree of  B.A.,  then  the  Mayor  and  corporation  should  no- 
minate and  appoint  another  scholar,  sent  off  from  the  said 
school,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  succeed  to  the  said  exhi- 
bition, and  who  should  enjoy  the  same  for  the  like  term, 
and  upon  the  like  conditions,  and  so  upon  any  future  va- 
cancy ;  and  if  in  case  of  any  vactmcy,  there  should  be  no 
such  person  ready  to  ofifer  himself,  or  who  should  be 
judged  by  the  Mayor  and  corporation  not  to  be  a  proper 
candidate  for  such  exhibition,  then  he  willed  and  directed, 
that,  all  arrears  of  the  said  10/.  which  should  accrue,  until 
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a  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  should  be  found,  or  daring 
any  vacancy,  should  be  paid  to  the  person  next  offering 
himself,  and  who  should  be  chosen,  over  and  above  the 
said  10/.  a-year,  as  an  augmentation  thereof. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  corporation  when  there  has 
been  no  scholar,  to  allow  the  lOh  a-year  to  accumulate^ 
and  pay  the  accumulation  to  the  scholar  next  appointed  to 
receive  the  exhibition,  and  about  80/.  was  paid,  as  the 
amount  of  accumulations,  in  1819,  to  an  exhibitioner 
then  appointed. 

Margaret  Ferrers,  by  will,  dated  18th  August,  1669, 
devised  unto  George  Saville  and  Samuel  Royle,  the  sum 
of  150/.,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them, 
should,  after  her  decease,  lay  out  and  dispose  of  the  same 
in  purchasing  lands  in  the  names  of  such  persons,  as  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  town  of  Beverley  should  no- 
minate and  appoint,  upon  trust,  to  employ  and  dispose  of 
the  rents  and  profits  to  the  following  purposes ;  viz.  to 
pay  Ss.  a-piece  to  twelve  poor  women  yearly,  209.  for 
preaching  a  sermon  yearly,  and  40s,  for  the  schooling  of 
a  boy,  a  child  of  some  honest  person,  an  inhabitant  of 
the  said  town,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen : 
and  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  kept  for 
the  benefit  of  such  boy,  if  he  should  be  capable  and  fit  to 
be  sent  to  the  University ;  and  she  further  directed,  that 
the  said  whole  residue  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  towards 
his  maintenance  at  the  said  University,  should  be  for  seven 
years,  if  he  should  not  in  the  mean  time  get  some  better 
preferment ;  and  if  such  boy  should  not,  by  the  Master  of 
the  said  school,  be  thought  fit  and  capable  to  be  sent  to 
the  University,  another  should  be  chosen  in  his  place,  and 
have  the  same  allowance  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldennen;

and  slie  directed,  that  when  there  should  be  but  two  of  the 
Trustees  living,  they  should  convey  over  the  lands  so  to 
be  purchased  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  eight  other 
sufficient  persons,  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  and  their 
heirs,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  from 
time  to  time,  that  her  said  charitable  gift  might  have  con- 
tinuance for  ever. 

Land  was  purchased  agreeably  to  the  will  of  Mrs. 
Ferrers ;  but  there  appears  to  be  some  matters  in  dispute 
with  the  Corporation  of  Beverley,  who  are  in  possession 
of  the  estate,  under  the  impression  that  a  rent-charge  of 
9/.  per  annum  was  only  payable  out  of  the  same  for  the 
purposes  of  Mrs.  Ferrers'  will.  The  matter  is  in  train  for 
an  amicable  adjustment,  and  it  is  expected  that  there  will 
be  a  ccmsiderable  residue  for  the  exhibition  to  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Margaret  Darcey,  by  will,  dated  14th  April,  1626,  be- 
queathed the  siun  of  40Z.  to  the  use  of  the  parish  of  St, 
Mary,  Beverley^  the.  interest  thereof  to  be  given  for  the 
maintenance  of  poor  scholars  at  the  University,  or  towards 
binding  poor  children  of  the  said  parish,  apprentices ;  and 
if  no  need  of  such  purpose,  to  be  added  to  the  AQl.  to  in- 
crease the  stock  for  the  said  use.  Four  pounds  a-year  is 
paid  on  account  of  this  benefaction,  as  an  exhibition  to  a 
scholar  at  St,  Jokn^s  College,  Cambridge,  from  the  town  of 
Beverley, 

A  fellowship,  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  for  a 
person  bom  in  Beverley  and  educated  at  this  school,  on 
the  foundation  of  a  Lady  Rokeby :  to  be  'in  Priests'  or- 
ders at  his  election^  or  within  six  months  afterwards. 

Another  fellowship,  at  the  same  College,  on  the  foun- 
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dation  of  a  Mr.  Halitreholme,  for  a  person  bom  in  Be- 
verley and  educated  at  this  school :  to  be  in  Priests'  or- 
ders at  his  election,  or  within  a  twelvemonth  afterwards. 


MASTER, 

This  school  was  founded  by  William  Hutchinson,  Esq., 
of  element's  Inn,  Lcmdon,  in  1693 :  the  school,  however, 
since  the  year  1813,  has  been  conducted  as  a  charity 
school  on  the  national  system;  but  this  school  is  en- 
titled to  a 

SCHOLARSHIP, 

at  Pembroke  College,  Cambridge,  of  the  annual  value  of 
40/.,  founded  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Parkyn,  formerly 
Rector  of  Oxburgh,  Norfolk,  for  a  scholar  educated  at 
the  free  school  of  Bowes,  The  same  benevolent  founder 
established  six  similar  scholarships  at  Pembroke  College, 
for  superannuated  scholars  at  Merchant  Taylors  School 
{Vide  p.  120.) 
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MASTER,  Rev.  SAMUEL  SLACK,  M.A. 

This  school  is  supposed  to  have  been  founded  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  is  well  endowed.  The 
management  of  the  school  is  vested  in  thirteen  Governors, 
consisting  of  individuals  of  respectability,  resident  in  the 
town  and  neighbourhood ;  and  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the 
parish,  free  of  expense. 

EXHIBinOK 

This  is  one  of  the  schools  entitled  to  send  a  candidate 
for  one  of  the  exhibitions  of  Lady  Elixabeth  HastbigB. 
(Particulars  hereafter  detailed.) 


MASTER,  Rev.  U  J.  HOBSON. 

This  school  was  founded  by  the  Corporation  of  Don- 
caster,  and  the  sons  of  freemen  are  entitled  to  a  classical 
education  here,  free  of  expense. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

One,  at  Jesus  CoUege,  Cambridge,  of  10/.  per  annum, 
from  either  tUs  or  from  Arhsey  Schools. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  ROWLAND  INGRAM,  B.D. 

This  school  was  founded  and  well  endowed  (producing 
now,  at  least,  1,000Z.  per  annum)  by  King  Edward  the 
Sixth,  in  the  seventh  year  of  his  reign.  The  Head  Mas- 
ter's salary  is  510/.  per  annum.  The  school  is  free  for 
instruction  in  classical  learning  to  aU  boys  for  whose  ad- 
mission application  is  made,  the  charter  containing  no  re- 
striction as  to  residence  or  place. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

William  Clapham,  by  will,  dated  5th  July,  1603,  de- 
vised to  the  Governors  of  the  free  school  in  Giggles- 
wick,  to  the  use  of  the  said  school,  the  advowson  of  the 
churches  and  rectories  of  Fulmodeston,  Croxton,  and 
Kettlestone,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  the  yearly 
pension  payable  out  of  them  of  47. ;  and  he  willed  that  4/. 
thereof  should  be  yearly  employed  towards  maintaining  a 
poor  scholar  of  the  said  school,  being  of  the  parish  of 
GiggUswick  or  Clapham,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Go- 
vemors^  in  some  College  in  Cambridge,  to  have  the  said 
yearly  allowance  of  4Z.  for  seoefn  years,  if  he  should  con- 
tinue at  Cambridge  so  long,  provided  that  such  scholar 
should  be  one  of  the  Clapham's  or  Claphamson's,  if  there 
should  be  one  of  those  names  fit  for  the  same. 

Henry  Tennant,  by  deed,  dated  29th  June,  1604, 
granted  to  the  Governors  of  the  school  100/.,  upon  trust, 
to  purchase  therewith  lands  or  a  rent-charge  in  their 
names,  to  the  intent  that  the  yearly  revenues  and  profits 
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thereof  should  be  employed  towards  maintaining  a  scho- 
lar in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  bom  within  the  parish 
of  Giggleswicky  and  brought  up  at  the  free  grammar 
school,  to  be  elected  by  the  Master  and  Governors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  and  to  have  such  allowance,  un- 
til of  standing  to  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  if 
such  scholar  should  abide  in  the  University  so  long ;  but 
if  he  should  die  or  remove,  then  the  said  yearly  revenues 
and  profits  should  be  employed  for  the  maintenance  of 
another  scholar,  bom  and  brought  up,  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner,  and  so  on  from  time  to  time. 

The  said  Henry  Tennant,  by  his  will,  dated  5th  July, 
1604,  devised  to  the  Governors  his  lands  and  heredita- 
ments in  Settle  and  Settt^ld,  of  the  ancient  yearly  rent 
of  5^.  towards  obtaining  an  exhibition  for  a  poor  scholar 
or  sizar  in  some  College  in  Cambridge,  until  he  should  be 
Bachelor  of  Arts ;  such  scholar  to  be  bom  within  the  pa- 
rish of  Gigglesioick,  and  brought  up  in  the  school  there, 
and  to  be  elected  by  the  Master  and  Governors  of  the 
school,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

The  advowsons  of  the  rectories  in  Norfolk,  and  the 
yearly  pension  of  4Z.  issuing  out  of  the  same,  were  sold 
and  conveyed  by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  of  20th 
Jime,  1604,  by  the  Governors  to  Simon  Paycock  and 
Robert  Claphamson,  derk,  in  consideration  of  100  marks, 
as  well  as  the  estate  in  Settle  and  Se^lqfieldj  and  the 
only  sum  now  accruing  from  these  bequests  and  gift,  is 
I4cl,  IZs.  4cd,  per  annum. 

Josias  Shute,  of  Settle,  by  will,  dated  30th  June,  1642, 
devised  certain  parcels  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Qigglei^ 
wick,  called  Eshton  Close,  Capplerigg's  Close,  and  Himt- 
wait  Fields,  to  the  Governors  of  the  free  school  of  Giggles^ 
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wick,  among  other  purposes,  to  pay  5/.  a-year  for  main- 
taining a  poor  scholar  of  the  parish  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities, tiU  he  should  he  Master  of  Arts,  if  he  should 
continue  there  so  long. 

The  sum  of  51.  a-year  is  paid  out  of  the  rent  of  the  land 
devised  towards  an  exhibition,  as  directed  by  the  will. 

In  consequence  of  the  exhibitions  not  having  been  uni- 
formly called  for,  there  has  been  an  accumulation  of  in- 
come, which  has  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  stock 
now  amountmg  to  462/.  New  Foiu*  per  Cents,  standing 
in  the  names  of  some  of  the  Governors,  which  produces 
an  annual  dividend  of  ISL  9s.  7d, 

The  several  annual  sums  above  mentioned,  together 
with  3s.  6d.  a-year,  being  a  rent-charge  on  a  close  at 
Langcliffe  in  the  parish  of  Gigglesvoick,  the  property  of 
John  Green  Paley,  Esq.,  are  paid  to  a  student  at  the 
University,  being  a  native  of  the  parish  of  Gigglesvoick 
or  Clapham,  and  who  has  been  a  scholar  for  not  less  than 
one  year  at  Gigglesujick  School.  The  exhibition  is  paid 
for  seven  years  to  the  same  student,  and  is  acciunulated 
during  vacancies. 

There  are  six  scholarships  at  Christ  CoUege,  Cambridge, 
for  persons  educated  at  this  school. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  R  WILKINSON,  KD. 

This  school  was  founded  in  1585,  and  a  charter  ohtained 
from  Queen  Elizaheth,  on  the  petition  of  the  Vicar  and 
other  inhabitants  of  Halifax.  The  school  is  open  as  a 
granunar  school  to  all  boys  of  the  parish,  free  of  expense. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

This  school  is  entitled,  with  those  of  Heversham  and 
Leeds,  to  the  three  scholarships  founded  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Milner,  at  Magdalen  CoUege,  Cambridge,  and 
increased  by  his  sister.     {See  Heversham  School.) 


MASTER, 

This  school  was  founded  by  Sir  John  Constable,  of 
Kirkby  Knowle,  in  the  county  of  York,  Knight,  as  a  free 
school  for  eight  poor  scholars,  and  a  hospital  for  eight 
poor  men  and  two  poor  women.  The  endowment  consists 
of  a  yearly  rent-charge  of  80?. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

It  appears  from  an  inquisition,  dated  the  2d  of  August, 
1672,  taken  under  a  commission  of  charitable  uses,  from 
the  decree  of  the  Commissioners,  and  from  a  deed  for  ap« 
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pointment  of  new  Tnistees,  dated  the  7th  of  May>  1688, 
that  Dame  Catherine  Constable,  by  her  will,  dated  the  4th 
of  August,  1590,  gave  the  sum  of  lOJ.  yearly,  for  ever, 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  to  be  sent  from  HcdsJum 
School  to  Trinity  CoUege,  Oxford,  and  to  receive  the  ex- 
hibition for  seven  years,  such  annual  paym^it  to  be  issuing 
out  of  her  portion  of  tithes  in  BaMersby,  in  the  coxmty  of 
York:  that  the  Mayor  of  Hedon  and  Parson  or  Rector  of 
Halsham  respectively  for  the  time  being,  Christopher 
Hildyard,  of  York,  Christopher  Hildyard,  of  HuU,  Es- 
quires, and  Christopher  Carter,  of  York,  Gentleman,  were 
decreed  and  appointed  to  be  Trustees  for  receiving  and 
disposing  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  10/.,  and  electing  the 
scholar  and  scholars  to  receive  the  same ;  and  that  upon 
the  decease  of  Christopher  HUdyard^  of  Hull,  and  Chris- 
topher Carter,  the  surviving  Trustees  nominated  two 
other  persons  to  be  Trustees  in  their  place. 

It  is  imderstood,  that  the  portion  of  tithes  charged 
with  the  yearly  sum  of  lOl,  is  now  the  property  of  Lord 
Grantham;  but  no  scholar  has  ever  been  sent  from 
Halsham  School  to  THnity  College,  Oxford,  and  the  ex- 
hibition has  never  been  either  received  or  called  for. 

Ann  Watson,  by  will,  dated  the  27th  October,  1720,. 
devised  all  her  farms,  farm  houses,  lands,  and  tenements, 
to  her  Trustees  therein  named,  and  the  inheritance  and 
reversion  thereof  to  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  of 
Sutton  Hedon  and  St,  Trinity's,  in  Kingston-vpon-HuU, 
and  their  successors.  Ministers  and  Chiu*chwardens  of 
Sutton,  Minister  of  Hedon,  and  Minister  of  St,  Trinity's 
ip.  HvM,  upon  trust,  that  after  her  death  the  rents  and 
furofits  of  her  said  lands  should  b^  applied  for  various 
{purposes,  and  amongst  the  rest  she  gave  towards  the  main-

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tenance  of  a  scliolar  at  some  College  in  Oxford,  provided 
lie  should  have  been  educated  at  and  sent  from  Halsham 
School  in  Holdemess,  and  have  the  exhibition  left  by  the 
Lady  Catherine  Constable,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a 
scholar  in  Oxford,  sent  from  the  said  school,  the  yearly 
smn  of  Sh  for  the  like  time  Lady  Constable's  exhibition 
was  or  ought  to  be  paid,  for  his  maintenance.  This  ex- 
hibition has  never  been  applied  for,  and  in  consequence 
has  been  expended  on  the  other  trusts  mentioned  in  the 
testatrix's  will.

MASTEB, 

The  only  documentary  evidence  of  the  endowment  of  this 
charity,  now  known  to  exist,  is  contained  in  a  manuscript 
statement  found  amongst  the  papers  of  the  late  Sheldon 
Cradock,  Esq.,  the  last  Trustee,  from  which  it  appears, 
that  this  school  was  founded  anno  1678,  by  Sir  Thomas 
Wharton,  of  Edlington,  Knight  of  the  Bath,  as  a  free 
school  for  thirty  poor  scholars  inhabiting  in  Hartforth, 
GUUng,  Ashe,  Skeeby,  Melsonby,  LaytoUy  and  Carkm, 
and  that  the  endowment  consisted  of  a  school-house  and 
buildings  erected  for  that  purpose,  two  roods  and  twenty 
perches  of  land  in  Hartforthy  and  a  farmhold  in  West 
Rounton,  which  had  been  conveyed  to  Trustees,  on  trust, 
to  pay  201.  per  annum  to  the  Master  the  1st  of  January 
and  Ist  July,  every  year,  and  I5l,  yearly,  viz.  102.  yearly 
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for  putting  out  two  poor  boys  apprentices^  and  the  other 
Bl.  to  a  poor 

SCHOLAR, 

who  should  go  from  that  school  to  either  University,  till 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  provided  he  was  not  absent  a  month  in 
8ryear ;  and  in  case  no  poor  scholar  went  from  that  school 
to  the  University,  then  the  Trustees  (or  any  five  or  more 
of  them)  were  to  employ  the  Si,  for  putting  out  another 
apprentice,  and  so  to  be  continued  till  there  happened  a 
poor  boy  to  go  to  the  University.  No  application  has 
ever  been  made  for  this  scholarship. 


MASTER,  Rev.  JOHN  SIMPSON. 

This  school  was  founded  in  1546  by  Robert  Holgate, 
Archbishop  of  York,  and  is  open  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
place. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

The  Rev.  John  Thurleston  founded  at  St.  John's  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  a  scholarship  for  a  native  of  the  parishes 
of  Wakefield,  Falkirk,  or  Hemsworth  ;  and  directed  that  a 
preference  should  be  given  to  those  educated  at  least  for 
three  years  at  Hemsworth  School.

MASTER,  Rev.  W.  WILSON. 

This  scliool  was  founded  by  John  Alcock,  successiTely 
Bishop  of  Rochester,  Worcester,  and  Ely,  in  1486 :  the 
endowment  small ;  open  to  all  sons  of  Burgesses  ^  as  a 
dassical  school. 

EXHIBrnONS. 

Thomas  Ferries,  by  will,  I69O,  devised  to  the  Mayor  and 
Burgesses  of  Kingston-vpon-HuU,  and  their  successors, 
his  messuages,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  High 
Street  of  HuR,  to  the  end  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the 
same  yearly,  to  the  poor  people  of  that  town,  at  Christ- 
mas time,  3/.  6s.  Sd,  for  ever,  and  %0s.  yearly,  for  ever, 
to  the  poor  of  Howden,  at  the  same  time,  and  give  and 
pay  the  rest  of  the  rents  and  revemies  of  the  said  messuage, 
with  the  appurtenances,  (charges  of  repairs  deducted,) 
for  and  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  a  poor  scholai' 
of  the  town  of  Kingstonr^ipon'HvM,  at  the  University  of 
Cambridge  or  Oxford,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever ;  and 
in  default  of  such  poor  scholar,  or  when  there  should  be 
none  such,  then  for  such  poor  scholar  of  the  town  next 
adjoining,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  Hull  for  the  time  being,  or  most  part  of  them. 

Thomas  Bury,  of  Hud,  scrivener,  by  will,  dated  8th 
June,  I627,  gave  his  estate,  in  Scale  Lane,  HuU,  after 
the  determination  of  tWo  lives,  to  the  Mayor  and  Bur- 
gesses of  Hull,  the  rents  of  the  same  (repairs  deducted) 
to  be  bestowed  upon  some  poor  scholar,  apt  to  learn, 
bom  within  the  town  of  Kingston-vpon-HuU,   or  the 
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town  of  Beverley,  in  the  county  of  York,  whose  friends 
should  not  be  able  to  maintain  them  at  school;  and 
that  when  any  such  poor  child  should  be  fit  for  Cemi- 
hridge,  then  that  the  said  Mayor  and  Burgesses  should 
bestow  the  rent  of  the  said  tenement  upon  such  poor 
scholar  of  HvU  or  Beverley,  as  they  in  their  discretion 
should  think  fit,  for  his  better  exhibition  and  mainte- 
nance in  learning  in  some  of  the  Colleges  or  Halls  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge  ;  and  that  his  gift  should  remain 
and  stand  good  from  one  poor  scholar  to  another  for 
ever,  without  fraud  or  guile. 

These  charities  have  for  a  long  time  past  been  consoli- 
dated and  administered  together  as  one.

Pursuant  to  the  direction  of  Ferries's  will,  the  annual 
sum  of  3/.  68.  Sd,  is  yearly  distributed  among  poor  per- 
sons of  HuU,  under  the  authority  of  the  Mayor  for  the 
time  being,  and  1/.  per  annum  is  paid  for  distribution 
among  the  poor  of  Howden,  to  the  Churchwardens  of 
that  place.

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An  annual  sum  (at  present  402.)  is  paid  as  an  exhibition 
to  a  poor  scholar  of  the  town  of  HuU,  at  the  University 
of  Cambridge,  the  exhibition  being  continued  to  each 
scholar  in  succession  for  three  years.  The  exhibitioners 
are  chosen  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  HuU,  There 
are  sometimes  three  or  four  candidates ;  at  the  last  elec- 
tion there  was  but  one. 

The  annual  exhibitions  since  1798  have  been  usually

This  school  was  founded  in  1552,  and  is  splendidly  en- 
dowed. The  Master's  salary  is  5107.  per  annum.  The 
school  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  town  of  heeds,  free  of 
expense,  for.a  classical  education. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  send  a  candidate  for  one  of 
Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings's  exhibitions  (detailed  here- 
after) ;  and  is  also  entitled,  with  the  schools  of  Heoersham 
and  HaUfaas,  to  the  three  scholarships  founded  by  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Milner,  (and  increased  by  his  sister,)  at 
Magdalen  College,  Cambridge. 
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MASTER,  Ber.  JAMES  WILKINSON. 

The  date  of  the  foundation  of  this  school  is  involved  in 
some  obscurity.  The  endowment  is  small ;  and  it  is  now 
used  only  as  a  parochial  charity  school. 

EXHIBrnONS. 

This  school  is  entitled,  in  case  of  failure  from  thiTham 
School,  to  five  scholarships  at  Peterhouse,  Cambridge^ 
founded  by  John  Cosins,  D.D.  Bishop  of  Durham. 

John  Kettlewell  conveyed,  in  March,  1694,  to  the  Vicar 
and  two  substantial  inhabitants  of  Northallerton  and 
Brompton,  a  messuage  and  farm,  commonly  called  Loio^ 
fields,  and  all  his  lands  and  hereditaments  belonging  there- 
unto, with  their  appurtenances,  containing,  by  estimation, 
eighty  acres,  situate  within  the  township  of  Brompton 
and  parish  of  NorthdUerton,  now  producing  a  rental  of 
601. ;  and  desiring  the  said  Vicar  and  the  two  inhabitants 
of  the  parish,  to  apply  the  proceeds  for  various  charitable 
purposes ;  but  he  farther  directed  his  Trustees  and  their 
successors,  that  if  it  should  happen  that  there  were  any 
youth  of  either  of  the  said  townships  of  piety,  parts,  and 
good  improvements  in  school  leariiing,  whose  friends  were 
not  able  of  themselves  to  maintain  him  at  either  of  the 
Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  but  who  might  be 
educated  there  by  the  help  of  such  a  sum  yearly  as  that 
charity  might  supply,  the  said  Mmister  and  Trustees 
when  they  should  see  cause,  should  employ  part,  or  the 
whole,  as  need  should  be,  of  the  yearly  rent  and  profits  of 
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the  said  premises  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  youth 
at  either  of  the  aforesaid  Universities,  for  the  full  space 
of  four  years,  and  no  longer.  And  for  preserving  the 
said  trusts,  it  was  declared,  that  the  two  inhabitants  to  be 
appointed  for  the  execution  of  the  trust  as  aforesaid, 
should  be  chosen  by  the  major  part  of  the  surviving 
Trustees  from  the  substantial  inhabitants  of  NorthaUerton 
and  Brompton,  one  out  of  each  township. 

The  charity  has  continued  imder  the  management  of 
the  Vicar  for  the  time  being,  and  two  substantial  inha- 
bitants, one  from  each  of  the  townships  of  Northallerton 
and  Brompton,  chosen  from  time  to  time  as  the  deed  di- 
rects. 

No  part  of  the  income  has  ever  been  apphed  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  at  either  of  the  Universities. 
Mr.  Kettlewell,  who  was  a  very  eminent  divine,  was^ 
educated  at  this  school. 


MASTER,  Rev.  THOMAS  SHIELD,  B.D. 

This  school  was  founded  and  well  endowed  by  John 
Dowman,  LL.D.,  Archdeacon  of  Suffolk,  and  Canon 
Residentiary  of  St,  Faults,  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  reign 
of  Henry  the  Eighth.  The  Master  and  Usher  of  the 
school  are  a  body  corporate,  and  the  Master  has  the  sole 
controul  of  the  estates  belonging  to  the  school ;  the  re-t 
venue  of  which,  now  amounts  to  at  least  900/.  per  an- 
num ;  after  paying  200/.  a-year  to  the  Usher,  he  retains 
the  residue  to  his  own  use. 
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The  mastership  of  the  school  is  in  the  appointment  of 
the  Master  and  senior  Fellows  of  St,  John's  CoUege,  Cwa^ 
bridge  j  the  Master  of  which  College  is  the  Visitor  of  the 
school. 

From  the  minutes  of  evidence  before  the  Select  Com- 
mittee  of  the  House  of  Commons^  in  1818,  it  appears 
that  at  that  period  the  school  had  so  dwindled,  as  to  have 
but  one  scholar ! '  The  school  is  open  to  all  children  re- 
sident in  the  town  of  Pochlington  for  a  classical  edu- 
cation. 

EXHwrnoNS. 

Dr.  Dowman>  the  founder  of  this  school,  also  esta-> 
biished  at  St,  John's  CoUege,  Cambridge,  five  scholarships 
for  scholars  educated  here,  who  have  rooms  foimd  them« 
and  various  other  emoluments. 


MASTER,  Rar.  E  L  BENWELL. 

Kino  Edward  thb  Sixth  was  the  original  founder  of 
this  school,  about  the  year  1549)  with  a  small  endow- 
ment.   The  school  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  town. 

EXHLBmONS. 

This  school  is  intitled  upon  certain  conditions,  (see 
NoRMANTON  ScHOOL,)  to  two  Scholarships  at  Emanuel 
CoUege,  Cambridge,  foimded  by  John  Frieston,  of  AUofts, 
in  the  county  of  Yorh;  and  the  same  benevolent  indi- 
vidual gave  certain  lands  in  the  town  of  PwUefraet  to 
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Unwerrity  CoUege,  Oxford,  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  of  tlie 
same  10/.  per  annum,  as  an  exhibition,  and  51.  per  annum 
for  ttDO  scholars  from  this  school,  with  the  addition  of 
rooms,  &c. 


MASTEB,  Rot.  JAMES  TATE,  M.A. 

Queen  Elizabeth,  by  letters  patent,  in  the  ninth  year  of 
her  reign,  on  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bichmond, 
founded  a  grammar  school,  for  the  education  and  instruc- 
tion of  boys  and  youths  inhabiting  therem,  and  appointed 
the  Bailiffs  of  the  town,  the  Governors  of  the  same.  The 
amount  of  the  present  rental  of  the  estates  is  about  340/., 
and  the  Master's  salary  is  310/. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

John  Bathurst,  M.D.  by  his  wiU,  dated  April,  1659, 
devised  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita- 
ments, in  the  town  and  town  fields  of  Bichmond,  in  the 
county  of  York,  to  Trustees  therein  named,  in  such  man* 
ner  as  therein  set  forth,  charged,  nevertheless,  in  such 
sort  as  they  his  said  Trustees  should  think  fit,  with  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  12/.  by  the  year,  for  ever,  unto  the 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  Bichmond  for  the  time  being, 
to  be  by  them  employed  as  foUoweth ;  that  is  to  say,  SL 
part  thereof,  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  two  poor 
scholars  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  that  should  be 
found  to  be  pious,  virtuous,  and  competently  learned. 
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during  their  continuance  at  the  Univenity,  until  they 
were  Masters  of  Arts ;  but  he  directed  it  should  cease  to 
such  as  should  discontinue  above  one  quarter  of  a  year 
together^  or  such  as  should  be  employed  out  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  any  other  calling  or  employment 

These  exhibitions  are  stated  to  have  been  formerly 
given  without  reference  to  the  place  where  the  candidate 
was  educated  or  had  resided ;  but  the  Trustees^  considering 
this  to  be  contrary  to  the  Testator's  intention,  passed  a 
resolution,  in  1795,  to  confine  the  benefit  of  the  charity 
to  boys  brought  up  as  free  scholars,  at  the  grammar  school 
in  this  town,  and  such  only  have  since  been  appointed. 

The  scholars  are  elected  by  the  Trustees,  as  vacancies 
in  the  exhibitions  occur,  and  the  children  of  poorer  parents 
obtain  a  preference.  They  receive  the  benefit  of  any  ac- 
cumulations on  the  fund  since  the  last  vacancy,  and  when 
there  is  only  one  candidate  he  is  allowed  to  enjoy  both 
scholarships,  receiving  his  appointment,  however,  only 
from  year  to  year.  The  scholarships  are  seldom  held  by 
the  same  individual  for  more  than  three  years,  and  be- 
come void  on  quitting  the  University,  though  otherwise 
tenable  till  M.A. 

William  Allen,  L.L.D.  Rector  of  Swanrngtoni  and 
Yicar  of  WooddcHUng,  Norfolk,  by  will,  dated  1730,  be- 
queathed his  estate  at  Bures  St  Mary,  in  Suffolk,  and  vil- 
lages adjacent,  to  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge,  for  the  found- 
ing of  two  scholarships  of  10/.  per  annum  each,  more  or 
less ;  his  nearest  kindred  to  have  a  preference  to  the  said 
scholarships  before  all  others ;  for  want  of  such,  then  two 
scholars  from  the  free  grammar  school  of  Richmond  j  in 
failure  there,  then  two  scholars  from  any  school  in  York» 
shire  j  again,  in  failure,  then  for  two  scholars  from  the 
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Diocete  of  Norwich,  or  two  scholan  out  of  the  town  or 
county  of  Cambridge,  These  scholarships  are  worth  now 
17/-  per  annum,  but  the  leases  are  on  the  eve  of  expi- 
ration, when  it  is  more  than  probable  a  considerable  ad- 
dition will  be  made  to  them.

The  Rev.  Thomas  Kay,  Rector  of  Melsonby,  near 
JRichmond,  by  will,  dated  1782,  founded  an  exhibition  of 
sol.  per  annum,  at  Worcester  CoUege,  Oxford,  for  a  native 
of  that  part  of  the  county,  commonly  called  BAchmond- 
shire,  if  two  candidates  from  thence  offer  themselves ;  if 
only  one,  then  for  a  native  of  the  coimty  at  large. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  send  candidates  for  the  exhi- 
bitions of  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings,  at  Queen's  College, 
Oxford,    (Detailed  hereafter.) 


MASTER,  Rev.  W.  PLUES. 

This  school  was  founded  and  endowed  by  King  Philip 
and  Queen  Mary,  in  1555  ;  ten  individuals  of  respectabi- 
lity in  the  neighbourhood  are  the  Governors  of  the  same. 
The  number  of  free  scholars  unlimited,  and  are  educated 
free  of  expense. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  send  candidates  for  the  exhi- 
bitions of  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings,  at  Qaeen*s  College, 
Oxford.    (Detailed  hereafter.)

EXHIBITIONS. 

John  Wheelwright^  gentleman^  by  his  will>  dated  the 
i4th  day  of  October,  1724,  devised  all  his  messuages, 
lands,  &c.,  in  the  county  of  York,  and  elsewhere,  unto 
John  Wheelwright  and  others,  upon  trust,  to  convert  into 
a  free  school,  and  convenient  apartments  for  the  habita- 
tion of  a  Schoolmaster,  a  house  the  Testator  had  built  at 
Dewshuryy  in  the  county  of  ForAr,  for  the  teaching  of  two 
poor  boys  and  girls  there ;  and  upon  further  trust,  that 
the  said  Trustees  should  out  of  the  Testator's  personal 
estate  apply  the  sum  of  150Z.  for  building  a  school  at 
Bkhnoorthy  in  the  county  of  York,  to  contain  twenty  boys 
and  girls ;  and  should  also  out  of  his  real  estates  pay 
the  yearly  sum  of  401.  to  a  Schoolmaster,  sufficiently 
skilled  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  of  soimd 
principles,  according  to  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  of 
England;  the  children  to  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees 
from  amongst  the  poorest  tenants  living  on  any  of  the 
Testator's  estates;  and  the  Testator  directed  that  so 
many  of  the  said  boys  and  girls  as  should  not  be  elected 
of  his  said  tenants'  children,  shotdd  be  chosen  by  his  Trus- 
tees out  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  where  the  said  school 
stood,  the  said  Master  to  teach  them  to  read  and  write, 
and  to  prepare  as  many  of  the  boys  for  the  Latin  and 
Greek  tongue,  as  the  Trustees  should  judge  to  have  capar 
eities  to  learn  the  same ;  and  he  directed  that  his  dwelling* 
house  in  BitsikmoHhy  should  be  made  convenient,  and  so 
continued  by  the  Trustees^  for  the  lodging  of  the  -School- 
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mastery  and  also  for  the  lodging,  boarding,  and  enter- 
taining of  the  twenty  boys  and  gills.  And  he  farther 
directed,  that  one  of  the  boys  of  the  school  that  should 
be  best  capable  of  University  education,  which  he  thereby 
ordered,  should,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  so  soon 
as  he  should  have  school-learning  sufficient,  be  sent  to 
Cambridge  or  Oxford,  and  should  be  there  maintained 
by  the  Trustees  out  of  his  said  estate,  at  the  rate  of 
40^.  per  annum,  for /our  years,  and  no  longer ;  after  the 
expiration  of  which  four  years,  another  boy  should  be 
sent  upon  the  same  footing  as  the  former,  and  so  to 
be  continued  one  after  another,  for  ever,  all  and  every 
such  boy  and  boys  to  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees,  with 
the  advice  of  the  Head  Schoolmaster  for  the  time ;  and 
the  Testator  thereby  bequeathed  unto  the  said  John 
Wheelwright  and  others,  all  his  personal  estate  upon  the 
trusts  therein  mentioned.  In  case  of  the  non-performf^ 
ance  of  these  trusts  by  his  Trustees,  and  on  complaint 
made,  he  authorized  and  empowered  the  Archbishop  of 
York  for  the  time  being,  to  inquire  into  and  rectify  all 
and  every  such  abuse  or  defatdt,  and  to  put  the  same 
again  upon  the  footing  thereby  intended ;  and  he  ordered 
the  clear  yearly  sum  of  100^.  to  the  person  appointed 
to  manage  the  several  estates ;  and  that  whatever  surplus 
might  arise  out  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  over  and 
above  the  discharges  of  the  several  trusts,  should  go  and 
be  applied  by  the  Trustees  to  the  purchasing  of  lands, 
and  that  the  profits  thereof  should  always  be  applied  to 
and  for  the  better  maintenance  and  support  of  the  said 
twenty  children,  and  to  the  enlarging  of  the  number  ofscha* 
kars  thereof  or  for  the  sending  of  more  of  them  to  the  Uni- 
versitg,  as  the  said  augmentation  might  aUow  of,  in  such 
manner  as  his  said  Trustees  should  think  Jit, 
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-  An  iii£onnation  concerning  tliis  charity  was  filed  in  tiie 
C!ourt  of  Chancery  in  the  year  1816,  among  other  things, 
praying  that  directions  might  be  given  for  the  future  re< 
golation  of  the  charity,  by  increasing  the  allowances  for 
ihe  Master  of  Biskworth  School,  &c.  &c* 

By  a  r^ort  of  the  Master,  on  the  21st  January,  1826, 
h0  ai^inted  as  Trustees  John  Wheelwright,  Samuel 
Knight,  and  George  Priestley,  for  the  fature  management 
0f  this  charity,  and  also  reported  that  he  found  that  the 
annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity-estates  had  been 
greatly  increased  since  the  decease  of  the  Testator,  and 
that  the  then  rental  of  the  charity-estates  amounted  to  the 
mmual  sum  of  1,939^. ;  and  that  there  was  standing  in  the 
loame  of  the  Accountant-General,  in  trust,  in  the  cause, 
in  Bank  3/.  per  cent.  Annuities,  7>476i.  7^*  9d,,  and  in 
cash,  the  sum  of  1,521/.  lOs.  Id. ;  and  he  found  that  the 
school  or  building  used  as  the  school  at  Bishworth,  was  a 
large  building,  containing  one  room  only,  and  also  the 
house  of  the  Master,  &c.  were  in  a  very  dilapidated  state ; 
and  under  such  circumstances,  it  was  desirable  that  a  new 
school  and  convenient  building  should  be  erected  upon 
the  site  of  the  school,  or  on  some  other  more  convenient 
and  eligible  part  of  the  charity-estates  within  the  town- 
ship of  Biskworth,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees ;  he 
had  thought  fit  to  adopt  and  approve  of  the  following  as 
a  proper  scheme  for  the  application  of  the  surplus-fimds, 
accumulations,  and  increased  rents,  in  the  augmentation 
and  extension  of  the  charities,  according  to  the  directions 
contained  in  the  Testator's  will,  (that  is  to  say)  that  there 
should  be  maintained  at  BMhworih,  out  of  the  trust- 
funds,  tfoo  schools,  to  be  conducted  respectively  upon  the 
following  plan  (that  is  to  say) ;  the  first  as  a  preparatory 
school ;  secondly,  a  grammar  school,  to  consist  of  at  first 
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<ft^  %«,iko  be  eleetedin  the  irst  instance  by  thftThu- 
teee»  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will»  and  upon 
future  vacancies  to  be  selected  from  the  boys  at.  the  pre* 
paratorjr  school ;  and  the  Master  fiirther  reported,  that 
one  should  be  selected  eoery  second  year,  and  sent  to  ode 
<^  ^e  Colleges  M  Oxford  or  Caanhridgey  with  an  ezhibi- 
tion  of  150/.  aryear  for  four  ymrs :  that  upon  ^e  exami^ 
nation  of  the  candidates  for  the  University,  to  be  con* 
ducted  as  thei^inafber  provided,  the  Trustees  should  be  at 
liberty  to  apply  lOOl.  for  the  benefit  of  the  boy  who  should 
dppear  next  in  merit  to  the  successful  candidate :  that 
the  salary  of  the  Head  Mast»  should  not  exceed  200Z. : 
that  the  Tnuftees  should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  out  a  sunk 
'  not  exceeding  4,000/.  under  the  direction  of  the  Master,, 
(to  whom  tlus  cause  teas  referred,)  in  the  erection  of  ai 
new  school-house  at  Bishworth,  "tvith  proper  accommo-» 
dation  for  the  Master,  Sic  And  tiiat  there  should  be  ap^ 
pointed  by  the  Archbishop  of  York  for  the  time  being,  an 
able  and  sufficient  person  to  examine  in  public,  before  the 
Trustees  imd  the  Master,  all  the  boys  in  thdr  reqwctive 
dasses  onee  a*year,  on  the  feast^y  of  St.  John  the  Bi^ 
tisti' who  should  state  in.  writing  to  the  Archbishop,  and 
to  the  Trustees,  his  unbiassed  opinion  of  the  progress  of 
the  boys,  for  which,  and  his  expenses,  he  shotdd  receive 
20/.,  such  examiner  to  be  a  graduate  M.A.,  or  highier,  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge :  that  the  surplus-rents  and  profita 
should  be  invested  to  accumulate ;  and  that  such  accumu-. 
lations,  with  the  balance  of  the  funds  in  court,  in  trust  in. 
the  cause,  after  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  suit,  and  the* 
expenses  of  the  school  and  buildings  thereinbefore  pro- 
posed to  be  erected,  together  with  any  increase  in  the 
rents,  and  from  the  sale  of  the  timber,  should  go  and  be 
applied  by  the  Trustees  to  the  enlarging  the  number  of 
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boys  in  the  school,  or  fift  the  sending  of  more  of  them  to 
the  Vmversity,  as  the  said  augmentation  might  allow  of, 
in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
inajority  of  them,  might  think  fit :  that  inasmuch  as  the 
Testator  appeared  to  have  intended  to  maintain  a  school- 
house  and  Schoolmaster  at  Dewshury,  the  Trustees  should 
be  at  liberty  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  100/.  a-year 
in  maintaining  the  school-house  there. 

By  an  order  made  in  the  suit,  dated  the  24th  May, 
1826,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  Master's  report  be 
confirmed* 


MASTER,  Rev.  B.  BIRKETT. 

Lawbbncb  Woodnett,  Esq.  of  Lincoln's  hm,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Anthony  Collins,  Esq.  of  London,  founded  this 
school  in  1584,  and  endowed  the  same  with  lands,  &c.  in 
and  near  Botherham,  The  school  is  open  to  aU  boys  of 
the  town  for  classical  instruction. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

This  school,  with  certain  restrictions,  is  entitled  to 
tfoo  scholarships  at  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  on  the 
foundation  of  John  Frieston,  Esq.  (5ee  Noemanton 
School.) 
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MJiSTEB,  Rev.  H.  WILKINSON. 

This  grammar  school  was  originally  fomided  by  Dr. 
Roger  Lupton,  who  endowed  the  same  with  the  rents  and 
revenues  of  the  lands  and  possessions  of  a  certain  chauntry> 
called  Lupton  chauntry ;  which  lands^  &c.,  fell  into  the 
hands  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  reason  of  the  Act 
for  dissolving  chauntries,  &c. ;  but  on  the  petition  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Sedbergh  to  King  Edward  the  Sixth  to  re-' 
establish  this  school,  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to  accede  to 
the  wishes  of  the  inhabitants,  and  ordered  that  there  should 
be  one  Master  and  an  Usher;  and  His  Majesty  ordained 
that  there  should  be  within  the  town  and  parish  of  Sed- 
bergh, twelve  men  of  the  more  discreet  and  honest  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  town,  who  should  be  called  Governors 
of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and  goods  of  the  said  school* 
The  lands  given  for  the  purpose  by  King  Edward  VI., 
now  produce  a  rental  of  about  5007.  per  annum ;  the 
whole  of  which  sum  is  given  to  the  Master,  who  pays  out 
of  the  same  1002.  a-year  to  the  Usher.  The  appointment 
to  the  mastership  is  vested  in  the  Master  and  Fellows  of 
8t,  John's  College,  Cambridge,  who  are  the  Visitors  to  the 
school.  The  school  has  always  been  maintained  as  a 
grammar  school,  free  for  all  boys  properly  qualified  to 
enter  upon  an  education  in  grammatical  learning,  without 
restriction.  This  school  has  long  been  considered  one  of 
the  principal  grammar  schools  in  the  north  of  England. 

FELLOWSHIPS  and  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Dr.  Roger  Lupton,  the  original  founder  of  this  school, 
founded  two  fellowships  and  eight  scholarships  at  St.  John's 
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College,  Cambri^e^  as  dffneaM  from  ihe  ^eeds  in  the  poB- 
i|eB0|i9n  of  the  Ck^yemofs,  viz.  /^  Aa^^-A^fc^  reciting,  that 
in  consijleration  of  1>000/.  given  by  the  said  BogerLuptooK 
to  the  Master  and  Fellows  and  Scholars  of  the  College  of 
St.  John  the  Evottffeliet  in  the  University  of  Camhrukfe, 
it  was  agreed  and  consented  between  the  said  Rog«r- 
Lupton  and  the  said  Master^  Fellows^  and  Scholars,  that 
the  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  among  the  rast 
of  the  statutes  which  by  the  executors  of  Margaivt, 
Countess  of  Bichmond  and  Derby,  foundress  of  the  same 
College,  were  drdained  to  be  incorporated,  should  make 
certain  statutes  and  ordinances  for  two  fellows  and  eight 
scholars  to  be  maintained  in  the  same  College,  over  and 
above  the  scholars  instituted  for  the  foundress  aforesaid^ 
and  for  other  benefactors  of  the  same  College,  which  twd 
fellows  and  eight  scholar^  should  come  instructed  from 
the  grammar  school  of  Sedbergh,  founded  as  aforesaid  by 
the  said  Roger  Lupton,  according  to  certain  writings, 
covenants,  and  ordinances,  in  that  particular  made,  by 
virtue  of  which  the  ^d  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars^ 
had  always  theretofore  maintained,  and  ought  to  main-' 
tain  in  the  same  College,  two  fellows  and  eight  scholars 
coming  instructed  from  the  school  of  Sedberg;  His  Ma- 
jesty therefore  thereby  ordained  that  the  same  two  fellows 
and  eight  scholars  to  be  maintained  in  the  said  College 
should  thenceforth  come  instructed  from  the  school  in 
Sedbergh  thereby  erected,  as  they  used  to  come  and  be 
elected  from  the  school  erected  by  the  said  Roger  Lupton 
in  Sedbergh,** 

One  fellowship  and  two  scholarships  at  St,  John's  CoUege; 
Cambridge,  foimded  by  Henry  Hebblethawyte,  citizen  and 
draper  of  London;  for  the  maintenance  of  poor  and 
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friendless  scholars,  especially  such  as.  slutU  come  from 
Sedbergh  grammar  school.  The  fellow  to  be  elected 
from  such  who  is>  or  has  been  one  of  his  scholars* 

Francis  Harrison  left  by  will  in  1619,  to  the  Gover- 
nors, the  smn  of  60^.,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  interest  to 
the  use  of  the  scholars  of  the  grammar  school  of  Sed- 
bergh, with  a  preference  to  his  kindred,  and  in  default  of 
his  kindred  within  five  degrees,  of  the  poorest  of  the 
scholars  bom  in  Sedbergh, 

Posthumous  Wharton  left  by  will  in  1710,  20/.,  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  applied  by  the  Governors  towards 
maintaining  a  poor  scholar,  bom  within  the  parish*  and 
educated  at  Sedbergh  School,  at  St  John's  College,  in 
Cambridge. 

Richard  Holmes,  of  Lowther,  derk,  left  by  will  in 
1735,  100^,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  interest  as  an  ex- 
hibition, towards  the  maintenance  of  some  scholar  of  the 
poorer  sort,  being  Sedbergh  bom,  that  should  go  from 
Sedbergh  School  to  St,  John's  College,  Cambridge,  to  be 
continued  so  long  as  the  Governors  should  think  fit. 

The  interest  of  the  above  three  bequests  is  bestowed  in 
a  single  exhibition  on  a  student  at  one  of  the  Universi- 
ties, bom  and  belonging  to  Sedbergh,  and  who  has  re- 
ceived his  education  at  the  grammar  school.  The  exhi- 
bition is  conferred  by  the  Governors,  on  the  Master  of 
the  school  certifying  that  the  candidate  is  fit  to  be  entered 
at  the  University,  and  it  is  paid  for  three  years.  In  cases 
of  vacancy  the  arrears  are  accumulated  for  the  benefit  of 
the  boy  who  next  succeeds.

Bt  a  deed  poll,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Right 
Honourable  Elizabeth,  Viscountess  Luamky,  dated  the 
8th  of  October,  1657>  and  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, which  directed,  that  Sir  John  Mayne  and  John  Pen- 
rice,  Esq.,  should,  with  the  monies  arising  by  sale  of  cer- 
tain lands  and  hereditaments  therein  mentioned,  erect 
two  hospitals,  one  at  Thornton  or  Smningtony  in  the 
county  of  York,  and  another  in  the  parish  of  SU  Botolph, 
Aldgate,  or  St,  Botolph,  Bishopsgate  j  and  another  build- 
ing, for  the  habitation  of  a  Schoolmaster,  in  some  conve- 
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nient  place,  upon  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  Sin- 
nington  or  Thornton,  containmg  ten  acres,  to  he  purchased 
by  the  Trustees,  who  should  teach  the  children  of  the  in- 
habitants of  Sinnington  and  Thornton,  free  of  expense. 

EXHiBinom, 

In  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  Viscountess  Lumky, 
a  school-house,  with  conuuodious  buildings  for  the  habi-^ 
tation  of  a  Schoolmaster,  were  erected  at  Tliomton.  And

after  that  time  other  three  boys  of  the  same  to  be  sent  up« 
and  maintained  there  three  years  successively^  for  ever; 
and  he  desired  his  friends,  Mr.  John  Morewood,  of  AI-* 
Jretouy  and  Mr.  Andrew  Morewood,  of  the  Hallows,  to 
see  that  the  same  was  settled  accordingly.

Keg- 
wcrth  and  Osgathorp,  in  the  county  of  Leicester,  to  the 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Company  of 
Bowyers,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  the 
Master  and  Wardens  should  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  d 
the  said  manor  and  other  premises,  pay  and  bestow  upon 
three  scholars  within  the  University  of  Ostford,  and  upon 
two  more  scholars  within  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
fireemen's  sobs  of  the  Company  of  Bowyers,  if  there

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Edward  Pilsworth,  citizen  and  doth-worker,  by  his 
will  dated  the  7th  of  July  1603^  gave  and  devised  aU  his 
messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  within 
the  city  of  London,  with  the  appurtenances,  &c.,  amongst 
various  other  purposes,  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  5/.  to- 
wards the  exhibition  and  maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar 
in  MagddUn  College,  Oaeford, 

The  Company  pay  iOZ.  per  annum  instead  of  5/.  to  a 
scholar  at  Magdalen  College,  Oaford,  who  is  appointed  by 
the  Court  of  Assistants,  and  who  holds  the  exhibition  for 
SUB  years,  unless  he  previously  obtains  preferment.

said  Company  for  the  maintenance  of  two  scholars  at  the 
Universities  of  Cambridge  and  Ossford, 
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Thomas  Buckb,  citizen  and  cutler  of  London,  by  will 
dated  3d  December  1566,  gave  to  the  Master  and  Wardens 
of  the  commonalty  and  mystery  of  Cutlers  of  Lond^, 
and  their  successors,  certain  property,  in  trust,  for  cha- 
ritable purposes,  and  amongst  the  rest,  that  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens  should  pay  an  annuity  of  3l.  ds,  Sd, 
to  the  Master  and  scholars  of  the  house  or  college  called 
8t  John's  CoUege,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and 
their  successors,  towards  the  finding  of  some  scholar  of 
his  name  or  kindred  within  the  Isle  of  Ely,  or  elsewhere^ 
if  any  might  be  found ;  and  for  want  of  such  of  his  name, 
then  towards  the  finding  of  some  other  scholar,  whose 
father  should  be  free  of  the  said  Company  of  Cutlers  of 
London,  if  any  such  should  be  thereunto  thought  meet 
by  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  said  mystery  of  Cut- 
lers, for  the  time  being,  and  the  Vicar  of  the  parish 
church  of  St  Sepulchre  without  Newgate,  of  London,  for 
the  time  being,  for  ever ;  trusting  in  God,  that  the  said 
Company  of  Cutlers  would  help  to  augment  and  increase 
it,  so  that  there  might  be  one  scholar  found  and  main- 
tained by  the  said  Company  of  Cutlers,  for  ever,  in  the 
College  aforesaid,  that  it  might  be  to  the  praise  of  God. 

With  regard  to  this  annuity,  and  other  trusts  under 
the  will  of  Mr.  Bucke,  the  Commissioners  for  inquiring 
into  Charities,  state,  "  that  the  annuity  of  3^.  6s,  8d,,  de- 
vised for  an  exhibition  to  St  John's  College,  Cambridge, 
appears  to  have  been  regularly  paid  till  1793,  but  smce 
that  time  it  has  been  withheld.  There  is  an  order  in  the 
minute-book  of  the  Company,  dated  Apiil  1796,  that  the 
exhibition  to  St  John's  CoUege  should  be  discontinued, 
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till  there  should  appear  to  be  a  scholar  in  the  College  ac- 
cording to  the  intention  of  the  donor's  will.  We  are  in- 
formed, that  no  person  has  since  been  named  to  the  Com- 
pany as  of  that  College,  who  was  of  the  testator's  name 
or  kindred,  and  that  no  son  of  a  freeman  of  the  Company 
has  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  exhibition ;  but  we  are 
not  aware  that  the  Company  have,  in  the  mean  time, 
taken  any  steps  to  invite  appUcations.  We  have  the  au- 
thority of  the  clerk  of  the  Company  for  stating,  that  they 
tu%  ready  to  pay  the  arrears  which  have  accrued  in  re- 
spect of  this  branch  of  the  charity,  whenever  they  are  le- 
gally called  on  so  to  do,  as  well  as  those  which  have 
arisen  since  the  discontinuance  of  the  other  payments  di- 
rected by  the  testator.  It  remains  for  us  only  to  express 
a  hope,  that  as  the  sums  due  in  respect  of  the  several 
gifts  are  ascertained,  the  Company  will  lose  no  time  in 
discharging  the  claims  upon  them;  and  that  they  will,  in 
future,  make  the  annual  payments  with  punctuality.^' 


John  Craythome,  by  wiU  dated  21st  November  1568, 
gave  the  reversion  of  the  messuage  or  tenement  called 
the  Bell  Savage,  situate  within  the  parish  of  iS^.  Bride*s, 
in  Fleet  Street,  London,  after  the  decease  of  Margaret, 
his  wife,  to  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of 
the  Company  of  Cutlers  within  the  city  of  London,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  upon  condition,  that  the  said 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonalty,  should  yearly  give 
and  bestow,  after  the  decease  of  his  said  wife,  10/.  in 
coals,  viz. :  every  quarter  of  a  year  50;.,  and  the  same 
coals  to  be  given  and  distributed  to  and  among  the  poor 
people  dwelling  within  the  said  parish  of  St,  Bride,  by 
the  oversight  of  the  two  Churchwardens  thereof,  for  the 
time  being,  and  six  of  the  chiefest  householders  within 
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the  same  parish ;  and  also  should  yearly  pay  61.  iZs.  4d. 
towards  the  finding  and  keeping  of  two  scholars  within 
the  Universities  of  Oftford  and  Cambridge,  (that  is  to 
say,)  to  either  of  the  scholars  3i.  6#.  %d.^  to  be  paid  to 
them  quarterly,  for  ever ;  and  the  same  two  scholars  who 
should  first  take  benefit  by  force  of  his  said  will,  should 
be  named  by  his  wife,  or  by  suqh  other  as  she  should  ap-> 
point  in  or  by  her  last  will;  and  afterwards  the  said  scho^ 
lars  should  be  always,  from  time  to  time,  named  and  ap- 
pointed for  ever  by  the  said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Com- 
monalty of  Cutlers,  and  their  successors,  provided  that 
neither  of  the  said  two  scholars  should  enjoy  that  his  le- 
gacy longer  than  they  were  abiding  in  and  within  the 
said  Universities,  nor  any  longer  than  they,  or  any  of 
them,  should  othemirise  be  preferred,  to  the  yearly  value 
of  10/.  or  upwards.  The  inn  called  the  Bell  Saioage,  to- 
gether with  the  premises  adjoimng  it,  and  forming  a  part 
of  the  establishment,  are  supposed  to  include  the  mes- 
suage wher^  the  testator  dwelt,  called  *'  the  sign  of  the 
Base  in  FUet  Street."  These  are  altogether  let  by  the 
Company  at  the  rent  of  1,101/.  105.  per  annum.  The 
several  annuities  mentioned  in  the  will  have  been  regu- 
larly paid ;  but  the  Company  have  increased  the  ttoo  ex- 
hibitions, since  the  year  1800,  to  6/.  138,  4d,  each.  The 
exhibitioners  are  appointed  by  the  Company,  and  their 
annual  stipend  is  paid  to  them  until  they  take  their  Mas- 
ter's degree,  or  are  otherwise  preferred,  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  testimonials  of  their  good  conduct  and  regular 
residence  in  the  University. 
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Sir  Thomas  Knesewortb,  Knt.,  bequeathed  a  veiy  con- 
siderable property  to  the  Company  for  various  charitable 
purposes ;  the  iucome  of  which  is  now  but  little  short  of 
3,000Z.  per  annum ;  and  he  directed  that  they  should  pay, 
annually,  4/.  each  to /our  priests,  studying  arts  or  divinity 
in  one  of  the  Universities  of  Orford  or  Cambridge,  to  pray 
for  his  soul,  &c.  From  the  revenues  of  this  estate,  however, 
the  Company  have  for  some  years  past  established  twelve 
exhibitions  for  poor  students  at  the  Universities  of  Oapfiord 
or  Cambridge  J  eleven  of  the  exhibitionerB  receive  from 
this  fund  202.  a-year,  and  the  remaining  one  l6l,,  his  ex- 
hibition being  made  up  202.  by  the  addition  of  a  sum  of 
4h,  derived  from  the  benefaction  of  Bernard  Randolph, 
hereafter  mentioned.  Prior  to  1804,  the  exhibitions  were 
102.  a^year.  The  exhibitioners  are  nominated  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Court  of  Assistants,  in  rotation,  and  elected 
by  the  Court.  It  is  required,  that  the  person  nominated 
be  already  a  member  of  some  College  in  one  of  the  Uni- 
versities, and  that  a  certificate  be  produced  from  the 
heads  of  the  College  of  his  being  entered  and  resident, 
and  a  declaration  from  the  student  himself,  that  he  has 
not  any  certain  annual  income  of  502.  On  receiving  their 
stipends,  the  exhibitioners  are  required  to  produce  similar 
declarations,  and  certificates  of  actual  residence  during 
the  half  year  for  which  the  payments  are  claimed.  They 
hold  the  exhibitions  for  seven  years  from  their  matricu- 
lation, or  for  such  part  thereof  as  they  are  actually  re- 
sident. 


Leonard  Smith,  citizen  of  London,  founded  one  fellow- 
ship and  one  scholarship  at  Sidney  Sussex  CoUege,  0 
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bridge  J  the  appointment  to  tbe  same  he  Vested  in  the 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Court  of  Assistants  of  tbe  Fish- 
mongers Company.  It  is  a  foundation  fellowship,  and 
is  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  the  other  fellows  at 
that  College. 


Bernard  Randolph,  Esq.,  Common  Sergeant  of  the 
city  of  London,  in  1582  gave  to  the  Company  2007.,  in 
trust,  for  charitable  purposes ;  and  amongst  others,  that 
they  should  pay  4/.  yearly,  by  quarterly  payments,  to 
some  towardly  scholar  that  should  study  divinity  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  the  said  scholar  to  be  appointed 
from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  next  after  the  death 
or  advancement  of  any  such  scholar,  by  the  Bishop  of 
London  for  the  time  being,  and  (cede  vacante)  by  the 
Lord  Mayor  of  London  for  the  time  being,  the  name  of 
the  person  nominated  to  be  signified  to  one  of  the  War- 
dens of  the  said  Company  of  Fishmongers ;  and  in  de- 
fault thereof,  then  the  same  scholar  to  be  nominated  and 
appointed  by  the  said  Wardens  and  their  successors. 


Robert  Carter,  by  will  dated  November  1563,  gave  a 
tenement  in  Thames  Street,  called  the  WMte  Lyon,  after 
the  death  of  his  wife,  to  his  cousin,  Richard  Carter,  who 
should  convey  the  same,  in  case  of  his  decease  without 
issue  of  heirs  male,  to  the  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of 
the  mystery  of  Fishmongers,  London,  and  that  the  said 
Wardens,  &c.  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  should  pay 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  t^ement,  4/.  a 
year  to  a  poor  scholar  or  student  in  8t,  John's  GoUege, 
Cambridge,  such  scholar  not  having  above  4l.  by  exhi- 
bitions, or  other  ways  or  means.  The  Company  are  in 
possession  of  the  house  in  Thames  Street,  but  have  never 
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fioUmed  the  mtaation  of  the  testator  by  the  payment  of 
this  exhibition. 


Mark  Quested^  citizen  and  fishnuwger  of  Londim,  by 
will  dated  January  1642,  bequeathed  to  the  Company  oi 
Fishmongers  an  estate  at  HoUingboum,  Kent,  now  pro- 
ducing aooZ.  per  annum,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
twelve  alms-houses  at  Hcarrietsham,  and  for  the  support  of 
twelve  alms-people,  &c.  He  directed  also,  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  estate,  that  the  sum  of  SL  a  piece  yearly 
should  be  paid  to  four  Masters  of  Arts,  and  to  four  sta* 
dents  4l,  a  piece  yearly,  so  long  as  they  should  abide  in 
either  of  the  Universities  of  Oasford  or  Cambridge.  These 
payments  have  never  taken  place,  the  funds  not  having 
hitherto  been  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  But  from  the 
recent  renewal  of  the  leases,  the  estates  are  let,  as  before 
mentioned,  for  3002.  per  annum,  and  the  disbursements 
are  short  of  2002. ;  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Company 
will  shortly  be  enabled  to  commence,  after  a  lapse  ap- 
proaching to  two  oeiUuries,  carrying  into  execution  the 
charitable  designs  of  the  testator,  as  r^;ards  these  Uni- 
versity payments. 


Philip  Stbbllet  bequeathed,  in  1603,  an  estate  to  the 
Company,  then  of  the  value  of  55/.,  in  trust,  among  other 
purposes,  that  they  should  pay  lOJ.  per  annum  out  of  the 
said  yearly  rent  for  and  towards  the  exhibition  and  nudnte- 
nance,  in  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  ,and  Oseford,  oi 
two  such  poor  scholars  as  should  be  poor  men's  sons, 
bom  within  the  counties  of  Derby  and  Nottingham,  and 
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town  of  Ncttmgham,  and  city  of  Wmrceiter,  or  any  of 
them;  and  for  lack  of  such  within  the  said  counties  and 
city,  then  towards  the  mamtenance  of  such  poor  scholars 
as  should  be  the  sons  of  poor  men  of  the  said  Company 
of  Goldsmiths ;  and  for  lack  of  them,  then  of  such  other 
poor  scholars  at  the  said  Universities,  as  the  said  War- 
dens, Renters,  and  Goldfiners  of  the  said  mystery  for  the 
time  being  should  think  meet ;  (that  is  to  say,)  to  every 
of  the  said  poor  scholars  the  sum  of  51.  for  the  space  of 
seven  years  together,  with  a  like  preference  to  the  sons  of 
his  tenants  bom  within  his  manor  of  Ogcartharpe,  and 
of  others  of  his  name  and  kindred.  The  two  exhibi- 
tions are  regularly  paid  to  two  schplars,  one  at  each 
University,  and  continued  for  seven  years,  provided  they 
reside  so  long.  In  the  appointment  of  these  exhibi- 
tioners, the  order  of  preference  directed  by  the  donor  is 
adhered  to. 


John  Perryn,  formerly  of  East  Acton,  Middlesex,  Esq., 
by  will  dated  the  18th  of  December,  1656,  gave  and  de- 
vised all  his  freehold  messuages,  farms,  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments  in  Acton  aforesaid,  to  the  Wardens  and 
Commonalty  of  the  mystery  of  Goldsmiths,  London,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  among  other  things, 
to  pay  &L  a-year  toward  the  maintenance  of  one  scholar 
that  should  be  bred  up  in  Christ's  Hospital,  and  sent  to 
either  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  This  hi.  was  transferred  to 
the  Governors  of  Christ* s  Hospital,  and  is  merged  ih  their 
exhibitions  as  detailed  in  p.  116. 

Under  this  will,  the  Company  acquired  an  estate  at 
Acton,  Middlesex,  consisting  of  two  farms,  &c.,  which 
now  produces  a  rental  oi  10571  ISs.  Mr.  Perryn  only 
specified  in  his  wiU  certain  payments  to  be  made  out  of 
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Ills  estate^  to  the  amount  of  about  821/ per  amuim;  but 
he  willed  aU  ike  remainder  of  the  rents  and  nrofitb  of  the 
said  premises  in  Acton  aforesaid,  ^ehould  be  (by  the  'War- 
dens of  the  Company  of  Goldsmiths,  and  six  of  the  most 
discreet  and  able  men  of  the  same  Company)  disposed  of 
and  distributed  to  pious  and  charitable  uses ; — some  part 
thereof  to  poor  members  of  that  Company,  andf&r  exhi- 
bitions for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  Scholars  in  the 
Universities,  and  such  other  charitable  uded  as  they  should 
think  meet.  The  Company  have  built,  at  very  great 
cost,  alms-houses  at  Acton,  and  with  pensions  to  poor 
freemen  of  the  Company,  expend  annually,  on  account  Of 
this  trust,  127  TL  The  Company,  however,  have  never 
established  exhibitions  at  the  Universities,  under  the  resi« 
duary  clause  of  this  will;  all  applications  for  the  same 
they  have  rejected,  on  the  ground  that  the  estate  is  in- 
debted to  the  Company  for  its  large  disbursements  in  the 
erection  of  the  alms-houses  at  Acton.  As  the  establish- 
ment of  these  exhibitions  is  mentioned  by  the  testator, 
fall  as  explicitly  as  that  a  portion  should  be  applied  to 
poor  members  of  the  Company,  no  just  reason  can  be 
assigned  why  the  whole  should  be  devoted  to  this  latter 
purpose:  aiid  the  Company  are  botmd  in  justice,  to 
found,  at  all  events,  some  exhibitions,  even  if  the  charge 
of  the  same  is  defrayed  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the 
Company. 


Ehme  Backhouse,  by  will  bearing  date  27ih  August 
1587^  gave  a  house  in  which  she  d^velt,  and  all  the  tene- 
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ments  thereto  belonging,  after  oertam  limitations  therein 
mentioned,  to  the  use  of  the  Master  and  Wardens  oi  the 
Grocers  Company,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  out  of  the  pro- 
fits of  the  same  40^.,  yearly,  towards  the  maintenanfie» 
educating,  and  bringing  up  of  four  poor  scholars  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  and  four  scholars  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Ostford,  to  each  5/.,  to  be  named,  placed,  and 
displaced  by  the  said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Company,  at 
their  discretion,  hoping  that  they  would  prefer  some  of 
her  own  kindred  to  such  scholarships,  being  fit  for  the 
same,  before  strangers ;  and  the  residue  of  the  profits  of 
the  said  premises  to  be  disposed  to  such  good  uses,  as  by 
the  said  Corporation  should  be  thought  convenient. 

The  Company  derived  under  the  will  of  Emme  Back- 
house two  houses  in  Wood  Street,  and  also  a  house  in 
Steyning  Lane,  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  Haber- 
dashers Company,  charged  with  the  payment  of  2Sh  per 
annum  to  four  scholars  in  the  University  of  Ostfordj 
and  also  with  the  sum  of  10/.  per  annum  to  two  scholars 
in  the  University  of  Cambridge :  but  the  scholarships  aX 
Jesus  CoUege,  Oxford,  appear  to  have  been  derived  from  a 
legacy  of  5002.  given  by  Mary  Robinson,  next  herein 
mentioned,  and  are  stated  in  the  account  given  of  her 
benefaction,  to  have  been  charged  upon  the  houses  in 
Wood  Street,  by  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Assistants.  The 
four  scholarships  at  Cambridge,  and  the  same  number  at 
Oxford,  established  by  Mrs.  Backhouse,  appear  to  have 
been  thus  reduced  to  two  at  the  former  University  oftiy. 
The  reason  for  making  this  reduction  has  not  been  yet 
satisfactorily  accounted  for. 

The  premises  given  by  Mrs.  Backhouse  now  consist  of 
warehouses,  &c.,  being  No.  104,  in  Wood  Street,  let  in 
three  divisions,  to  Thomas  Green,  Robert  Wilson,  and 
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Thomas  Hunter,  at  rents  amoanting,  after  the  deduction 
of  land-tax,  to  233^.  Ifs.  6d.  The  Company  are  not  now 
in  possession  of  the  house  in  Steyning  Lanej  but  an  an^ 
nual  sum  of  20l.  6s.  8d.,  considered  as  a  fee-farm  rentj 
received  from  the  Haberdashers  Company,  subject  to  a 
deduction  of  4/.  for  land-tax,  is  also  understood  to  be  de- 
rived from  this  gift.  This  estate,  for  many  years  previous 
to  1805,  produced  only  51/.  I4s,  2d.  per  annum. 

The  two  exhibitioners  at  Ccanbridge  are  appointed  by 
the  Grocers  Company,  upon  petitions  from  the  candi- 
dates, and  certificates  of  the  residence  and  good  conduct 
of  the  petitioners,  from  the  colleges  to  which  they  belong. 
They  are  allowed  to  hold  the  exhibitions  tiU  they  take  the 
degree  of  B.A.,  when  others  are  appointed. 


Mary  Robinson,  by  her  will  bearing  date  13th  F&r 
bruary  1617,  gave  to  the  Grocers  Company  5002.,  upon 
condition,  trust,  and  confidence,  that  they  should  pur« 
chase  so  much  land,  or  otherwise  raise  so  much  mainte-t 
nance  or  yearly  increase,  as  should  amount  to  251.  a-year 
for  ever  above  all  charges,  the  same  to  be  given  yearly  to 
four  poor  scholars  of  Jesus  CoUege,  Oxford,  at  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  said  Company,  to  be  paid  quarterly  to  the 
said  poor  scholars,  so  as  they  should  proceed  and  become 
students  in  divinity,  and  so  become  preachers  of  the 
Gospel;  and  when  any  of  them  should  attain  better 
preferment,  or  die,  their  portion  to  be  bestowed  upon 
others. 

The  manner  in  which  the  pa3anent  of  252.  per  anniun 
in  respect  of  this  gift  was  charged  upon  the  property 
given  by  Mrs.  Emme  Backhouse,  has  been  ahready  no- 
ticed in  the  account  of  her  gift;  and  this  annual  sum  is 
remitted  by  the  Company  to  the  Principal  of  Jesus  CoU 
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lege,  to  be  divided  amongst  the  four  exhibitioners.  The 
occurrence  of  a  vacancy  upon  each  exhibitioner's  taking 
the  degree  of  B.A.  is  certified  to  the  Company  by  the 
Principal^  who  at  the  same  time  sends  a  list  of  candidates 
to  succeed  to  the  exhibition.  Petitions  are  also  some- 
times received  from  the  candidates  themselves,  and  the 
appointment  is  made  by  the  Company. 


Andrew  Bayning,  by  will  dated  4th  October  1610, 
gave  120Z.  to  the  Grocers  Company,  to  be  disbursed  upon 
a  purchase  of  some  house  or  lands  of  the  yearly  value 
of  5/.  above  all  charges,  to  the  end  that  they  should 
give  yearly,  for  ever,  5/.  towards  the  maintenance  of  a 
poor  scholar,  to  be  brought  up  in  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, 


Robert  Cocke  gave  by  his  will,  the  date  of  which  does 
not  appear,  to  the  Grocers  Company,  100/.,  on  trust,  to  be- 
stow the  same  in  lands,  and  dispose  of  the  benefit  thereof 
yearly,  for  ever,  towards  the  maintenance  and  bringing 
up  of  one  poor  scholar  in  the  University  of  Oxford  or 
Cambridge,  as  to  the  Wardens  of  the  said  Company 
should  seem  meet. 

Extracts  of  the  two  last-mentioned  wills  appear  in  an 
old  book  of  wills  belonging  to  the  Grocers  Company; 
but  these  gifts  are  not  mentioned  in  the  inquisition,  and 
no  trace  is  found  of  them  in  the  account  books  of  the 
Company;  it  is,  therefore,  conjectured  that  they  never 
were  received  by  the  Company.  ■ 
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Mb.  Nicholas  Culverwell,  by  will  dated  the  22d  day  of 
October  1669>  gave  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  art 
or  mystery  of  Haberdashers  in  Ixmdon  300/.,  whereof 
1002.  was  to  be  for  ever  put  forth,  by  advice  of  the  As* 
siBtants,  to  five  of  the  poorest  young  men  of  the  same 
Company,  which  should  begin  housekeeping,  and  should 
occupy  some  trade;  that  is  to  say,  every  man  to  have 
20L  for  five  years,  putting  in  sufficient  bond  for  repay- 
ment thereof,  and  then  other  five  to  have  it  for  other  five 
years,  and  so  forth,  for  ever;  and  the  other  2002.  was 
given  conditionally,  that  the  Master  and  Wardens,  upon 
receipt  thereof,  should  be  bound  for  the  payment  of  102. 
yearly,  for  ever,  to  two  of  the  poorest  preachers  studying 
divinity  in  the  Universities ;  that  is  to  say,  one  at  Christ 
College,  Cambridge,  and  the  other  in  Magdalen  College, 
Oaford,  each  of  them  52.  a-year,  and  they  to  be  named  by 
Mr.  Culverwell's  wife  during  her  life,  and  after  her  death 
by  the  Bishop  of  London,  for  ever. 

Two  preachers  studying  divinity,  one  at  Magdalen  Col- 
lege, Ospford,  the  other  at  Christ  College,  Cambridge,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop  of  London,  regularly  receive  the 
two  exhibitions  of  52.,  the  payment  of  which  is  secured 
by  separate  bonds  to  each  College  from  the  Company, 
dafted  the  4th  December  1572,  in  the  penalty  of  1502. 
each. 


Mr.  Robert  Offley,  by  will  dated  April  1596,  be- 
queathed  to  the  Company  2002.  for  the  founding  of  ttoo 
scholarships  for  the  study  of  divinity  in  the  Universities 
of  Oxford  and  Caimbridges  one  of  the  scholars  to  be  no- 
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minated  by  the  Court  of  Assistants  of  the  Company, 
with  a  preference  to  llie  son  of  a  member  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  the  other  to  be  nominated  by  the  Mayor,  Al- 
dermen, and  forty  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of 
Cheater,  with  a  preference  to  the  son  of  a  citizen  of  the 
said  city,  each  scholar  to  receive  51.  a-year,  and  to  retain 
the  exhibition  as  long  as  he  should  remam  at  his  studies 
in  the  University  without  promotion. 

It  appears  from  the  Company's  books,  that  the  two 
exhibitions  of  51.  each  were  paid  to  the  year  1674,  but  in 
that  year  that  which  was  in  the  gift  of  the  Company  was 
discontinued.  The  other,  to  which  the  exhibitioner  was 
mminated  by  the  city  of  Chester,  and  which  appears  to 
have  been  established  at  Brasenase  CoUege,  Oarfdrd,  con- 
tinued to  be  paid  till  the  1st  August  1775,  when  that  ex- 
hibition became  vacant,  and  notice  thereof  was  given  to 
the  Corporation  of  Chester,  and  also  to  the  Principal  of 
Brasenoee  CoUege,  Osefordj  but  no  applications  have  been 
dnce  made  respcctiBg  it  to  the  Company. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  for 
inquiring  into  Charities,  the  Company  have  resolved  that 
both  these  exhibitions  should  beset  up,  and  that,  in  com* 
pensation  for  all  arrears,  lOL  a-year  should  be  paid  to 
each  exhibitioner,  to  commence  from  Christmas  1822. 


By  indenture,  dated  the  20th  January  1608;  the  Ha^ 
berdashers  Company,  in  consideration  of  200L  paid  to 
them  by  Mrs.  Frances  Clarke,  covenanted  with  her  to 
pay  yearly  to  tvpo  poor  scholars  5L  each,  one  of  them  to 
be  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  and  the  other  of  any  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge  J  the  scholars  not  to  hold  the  exhibi- 
tions more  than /our  years. 

These  two  exhibitions  appear  to  have  been  paid  to  the 
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year  1670>  when  one  of  them  ceased..   The  other  was  pakl 
4o  Michaehnas  1692^  whea  that  also  was  discontinued. 

The  Company  have  re-established  these  exhibitions, 
doubling  the  amount,  as  a  compensation  for  the  arrears 
unpaid,  as  in  the  case  of  OfBey's  exhibitions. 


Roger  Jeston,  by  will  dated  the  2d  April  1622,  devised 
all  his  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments, 
with  their  appurtenances,  situate  in  or  near  Grvbb  Street, 
in  the  parish  of  St,  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  Londtm, 
unto  the  Master  and  four  Wardens  of  the  fraternity  of 
Haberdashers,  in  the  city  of  London,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  for  ever,  chargeable  for  ever  with  the  payment, 
amongst  other  things,  to  three  poor  scholars  studying  di- 
vinity in  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  such  as  the  Master 
and  eight  seniors  of  the  College  should  appoint,  whereof 
he  would  that  the  children  of  any  of  the  Company  of  Ha- 
berdashers, or  any  Staffordshire  man,  (having  need,) 
should  be  first  preferred,  the  sum  of  201.  amongst  them 
yearly;  that  is  to  say,  61.  13«.  4d.  ar-piece.  These  exhi- 
bitions are  regularly  paid  to  three  scholars  appointed  by 
the  College.  No  claim  has  been  for  many  years  made  by 
sons  of  members  of  the  Company. 


By  indenture,  dated  the  4th  September  1629,  reciting, 
that  Dame  Rebecca  Ronmey  had  dehvered  to  the  Master 
and  four  Wardens  of  the  Haberdashers  Company  1,200/. 
for  certain. purposes  therein  mentioned;  the  said  Master 
and  Wardens  covenanted  with  the  said  Dame  Rebecca 
Romney,  that  they  would  pay,  among  other  things,  24/. 
a-year  to  four  poor  scholars,  two  of  Enumuel  CoUege, 
and  two  of  Sidney  Sussex  College,  Cambridge,  likely  to 
become  good  scholars,  and  to  take  upon,  them  the  study 
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of  divinity,  «ach  and  for  so  long  a  time  as  the  Master, 
Wardens,  and  Assistants  of  the  said  Company  should  from 
time  to  time  nominate  and  appoint,  to  each  6h,  payable 
half-yearly,  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas. 

No  appointments  to  Lady  Homney's  exhibitions  appear 
to  have  been  made,  nor  any  payment  on  account  thereof, 
since  the  year  1739.  It  has  been  recommended  to  the 
Company  in  this  case,  by  the  Commissioners  for  in* 
quiring  into  Charities,  (as  in  those  of  the  exhibitions 
founded  by  Mr.  OfHey  and  Mrs.  Frances  Clarke  before 
mentioned,)  that  they  should  re-establish  these  exhibi- 
lions,  doubling  the  amount  in  future  to  each  exhibitioner, 
by  way  of  compensation  for  the  arrears  unpaid,  which 
they  have  accordingly  done. 


Mrs.  Martha  Barrett  by  will,  between  1580  and  1590, 
gave  to  the  Haberdashers  Company  200/.  to  be  lent  to 
four  young  men,  for  four  years,  and  so  from  four  years 
to  four  years,  for  ever.  The  interest,  at  five  per  cent., 
arising  from  100/.  out  of  the  200/.  to  be  applied  to  the  use 
of  a  scholar  studying  divinity  in  Mdgdalen  College,  Cam^ 
bridge.  This  exhibition  was  paid  till  the  year  1700,  when 
it  is  supposed  that  the  100/.  was  lent  out  and  lost,  by 
the  fBilijre  of  the  security,  no  further  trace  of  it  appearing 
in  the  books,  and  the  exhibition  is  not  now  paid. 


Thomas  Lbwin,  by  will  dated  the  20th  April  1555,  de- 
vised his  messuage,  with  its  garden  and  appurtenances, 
in  the  parish  of  St,  Nicholas  Olave,  Bread  Street,  and 
fourteen  other  messuages  in  the  same  parish,  subject  to  a 
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life  estate  therein  to  his  wife,  to  the  Master,  Wardens, 
and  Company  of  Ironmongers,  and  their  successors,  upon 
condition,  that  they  should  provide  for  the  performance 
of  certain  superstitious  rites  and  uses  therein  mentioned, 
and  find  a  good,  sad,  and  honest  priest  to  celebrate 
mass  for  souls,  four  times  a  week,  within  the  parish 
church  of  St  Nicholas  OUwe,  at  a  yearly  salary  oi  lOl:, 
(for  which  he  was  also  required  by  the  will  to  attend  the 
Company's  feasts  and  quarter  days,  saying  grace  beforiB 
them,  deprojvndis^  and  other  prayers,)  and  should  per- 
mit four  honest  and  sad  impotent  poor,  aged,  and  decayed 
men  of  the  Company,  for  the  time  being,  to  inhabit  for 
their  lives,  (behaving  themselves  honestly  and  quietly,) 
four  tenements,  which  the  testator  (as  thereby  declared) 
intended  to  erect  in  the  church-yard  of  St,  Ntchoku,  and 
should  pay  quarterly  to  every  one  of  the  said  four  per- 
sons,  20d.  towards  their  sustentation  and  living,  and  also 
upon  condition  that  the  said  Master  and  Wardens  for  the 
time  being,  and  their  successors,  should  yearly  pay  to  two 
poor  scholars,  the  one  to  be  of  Oseford,  the  other  of  Cam' 
bridge,  towards  their  sustentation  and  maintenance  ther^ 
5/. ;  that  is  to  say,  to  each  of  them  608,,  to  be  paid  quar^ 
terly. 

Under  the  above  devise,  the  Company  are  possessed  of 
twelve  houses  in  Bread  Street  HtU,  erected  after  the  fire 
of  London,  on  land  awarded  in  respect  of  the  site  of  the 
houses  mentioned  in  the  will. 

Pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  will,  the  Company 
pay  to  four  almspeople,  freemen  of  the  Company,  1/.  6s.  8d, 
per  annum,  equally  amongst  them,  and  to  two  students, 
one  at  Oxford,  the  other  at  Cambridge,  2l.  iOs.  per  annum 
a-piece.  The  stipends  or  exhibitions  to  the  two  students 
have  always  been  regularly  paid.  The  students  are  chosen 
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fit  quarterly  courts)  tbey  are  required  to  be  resident  at 
the  respective  Universities,  and  receive  the  payments 
until  the  time  of  their  taking  a  degree. 

Margaret  Dane^  by  wiU  dated  the  16th  day  of  May 
•1679,  bequeathed  to  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Company 
t>f  Ironmongers,  2,0002.,  upon  condition  that  the  Master 
and  Wardens,  amongst  other  things,  should  pay  to  the 
•Universities  of  Ovfard  and  Cambridge,  to  each  51.,  for  the 
relief  and  bringing  up  in  learning  two  poor  scholaro,  the 
4ioe  to  be  in  Oxford,  and  the  other  in  Cambridge,  It  is 
«tated  in  an  entry  of  the  books  of  the  Company,  that  this 
2>000l.  was  taken. by  the  Parliament  during  the  civil 
wars,  and  never  repaid  to  the  Court ;  and,  in  conse- 
quence, among  other  reductions,  the  exhibition  to  Oxford 
has  for  many  years  been  discontinued:  that  to  Cambridge, 
however,  is-  regularly  paid,  and  the  exhibitioner  is  nomi« 
mated  by  the  University. 


William  Chapman,  by  will  dated  the  8th  day  of  August 
1579,  bequeathed  200L  to  the  Master,  Wardens,  and 
Commonalty  of  Ironmongers,  and  their  successors,  to 
the  intent  that  they  should  find  and  maintain,  in  Oriel 
Colhge,  Oxford,  yearly,  two  poor  •  scholars  to  study  di- 
vinity there,  until  they  should  be  of  the  age  of  thirty 
years,  when  they  should  be  displaced,  and  two  other 
poor  scholars  appointed  in  their  room  to  study  divinity 
in  the  said  College,  and  so  on  from  time  to  time;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  should  yearly  pay  out  of 
the  said  stock  and  employment  of  the  said  200/.  to  the 
finding  of  either  of  the  said  scholars  hi.  a-piece. 

The  sum  of  \&l.  a-year  is  paid  to  two  students  of  Oriel 
College,  Oxford,  bh  each.    The  students  are  nominated

by  the  College^  and  continue  to  receive  the  payment  until 
they  are  thirty  years  of  age.  ,  .    ^ 


Thomas  Hallwood,  by  will  dated  the  20th  April  1622, 
ordered  his  executors  to  pay  the  Wardens  and  Company 
of  Ironmongers  4001.,  upon  trust,  that  the  Wardens,  to^ 
gether  with  his  executors,  should  make  choice  of  four 
poor  scholars,  viz.,  two  scholars  of  Magdakn  CoUegey  in 
Oxfbrd,  and  two  other  scholars  of  Christ  CoUege,  in  Ctem- 
bridge,  or  such  two  other  Colleges  as  the  Wardens  and  his 
executors  should  allow  and  appoint,  imto  whom  he  de- 
sired that  the  said  Wardens  and  executors  should  pay 
such  rents  and  profits  as  should  grow  or  be  made  out  of 
the  said  4002.  every  half  year  during  the  space  of  three 
whole  years,  for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  said  four 
poor  scholars,  if  they  should  so  long  continue  thor  stu- 
dies, and  be  resident  in  either  of  the  said  Universiiaes, 
and  should  study  and  proceed  for  divinity,  and  from  the 
end  of  the  three  years,  or  sooner,  discontinuance  by  either 
of  such  poor  scholars  of  his  residence  in  one  of  the  said 
Universities,  that  they  should  pay  the  like  rents  and  pto- 
fits  to  some  other  poor  scholars,  by  them  to  be  elected 
for  other  three  years,  and  so  in  succession  for  ever;  and 
he  desired,  if  any  of  his  own  kindred  should  happen 
thereafter  to  make  suit  for  the  said  exhibition,  then  such 
his  kinsman,  being  of  one  of  the  said  Universities,  and 
studying  divinity,  and  standing  in  need  thereof,  should  be 
preferred  before  any  other;  and  to  the  end  the  said 
Wardens  should  have  some  benefit  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, he  willed,  there  should  be  deducted  out  of  the 
said  rents  and  profits  the  sum  of  AOs,  aryear,  for  ever. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  400Z.  was  paid  to  the 
Company  in  1625,  and  lent  out  on  bond  at  interest  of  42. 
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p«r  cent.    It  was  afterwards  repaid  and  carried  to  the 
general  account  with  the  other  funds  of  the  Company. 

Ever  since  the  donation^  the  Company  have  paid  16^. 
per  annum,  in  exhibitions  of  4/.  a-piece,  to  two  scholars 
at  Oatfcrdf  and  two  at  Cambridge,  chosen  by  the  Company 
at  their  Quarterly  Courts.  The  payment  of  the  exhibi* 
tion  is  continued  to  each  scholar  for  three  years,  unless 
before  the  expiration  of  that  time  he  takes  a  degree,  or 
ceases  to  reside  in  the  University. 


RoBSRT  RooBRs,  by  wiU  bearing  date  11th  September 
1601,  directed  that  400/.  should  be  delivered  to  the  Lea- 
therseUere,  to  be  employed  in  lands,  the  best  pennyworth 
they  could  get,  and  that  the  house  should  have  40«.  of  it 
a^year  for  ever,  and  the  rest  to  go  to  four  poor  scholars, 
students  of  divinity,  two  of  them  to  be  of  Cambridge,  and 
two  of  Oxford^  to  be  maintained  with  the  overplus  of  the 
same  revenue,  to  be  equally  divided  betwixt  the  said 
scholars,  and  to  be  continued  with  them  for  four  years ; 
and  then  BXfour  years'  end,  four  other  scholars  to  have  the 
pension ;  and  so  to  continue  for  ever ;  but  if  any  of  them 
should  remove  from  the  University,  then  the  said  pension 
to  be  employed  to  other  poor  scholars,  as  before. 

The  manner  m  which  the  sum  of  400/.,  directed  to  be 
laid  out  in  land,  was  disposed  of,  will  appear  from  the 
following  deed : — 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  14th 
December  1602,  between  George  Lee  and  Philippa  his 
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wife,  of  the  first  part;  the  Wardens  of  the  nyatery  oi 
LeathersellerSf  of  the  second  part;  and  Nichoka  Bkn-^ 
cowe  and  several  others/ citizens  and  leatherseUers,  of 
the  third  part :  reciting  the  said  gift  of  400/.  hy  the  wiUr 
of  Rohert  Rogers ;  and  also,  that  the  said  Robert  Rogers,, 
by  his  said  will,  gave  all  the  residue  of  his  goods  and 
chattels,  unbequeathed,  for  the  further  maintenance  of 
poor  scholars,  and  other  charitable  uses,  at  the  discretion 
of  his  executors,  who  had  paid  to  the  said  Wardens  the 
sum  of  12/.  lOs.  out  of  the  unbequeathed  residue,  to 
make  up  the  said  legacy  412/.  10^.,  for  the  purchase  of  a 
MOIETY  of  the  lands  and  hereditaments  thereinafter 
mentioned ;  and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Wardens 
had  in  their  hands  divers  sums  of  money,  of  the  gift 
and  bequest  of  Elizabeth  Gravener,  which  had  pro- 
ceeded from  the  sale  of  the  manor  of  Shabcome  and  other 
lands  in  the  county  of  Devon  j  which  sums  of  money 
were,  by  the  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Gravener,  ap- 
pointed to  be  distributed  and  given  in  alms,  as  well  to* 
wards  the  reparations  and  amending  of  highways,  &c. ; 
(as  stated  in  the  abstract  of  her  will;)  and  that  for 
the  better  performance  of  part  of  the  will  of  the  said 
Elizabeth  Gravener,  concerning  the  employment  of  the 
said  sums  of  money,  the  Wardens,  or  the  more  part  of  the 
said  Company,  had  thought  fit  to  bestow  402/.  lOs,  m 
purchasing  the  other  moiety  of  the  lands  and  heredita- 
ments therein  mentioned,  the  profits  of  the  same  moiety 
to  be  distributed  in'  alms,  and  other  charitable  uses,  ac« 
cording  to  the  meaning  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Gravener, 
in  her  will  specified;  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said 
George  Lee  and  Philippa  his  wife,  in  consideration  of 
412/.  lOs,,  paid  to  them  by  the  said  Wardens,  as  <^  the 
gift  and  bequest  of  the  said  Robert  Rogers,  granted  to  the 
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and  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  heirs  and  aaaigns,  all 
that  moiety  of  the  messuage,  tenement,  or  inn,  commonly 
called  the  George,  and  the  moiety  of  one  cottage  to  the 
same  adjoining,  and  of  all  buildings  and  appurtenances 
thereto  belonging,  in  the  parish  of  Chipping  Bartut,  in 
the  county  of  Herts  j  and  the  moiety  of  a  close  or  parcel 
oi  land  to  the  said  messuage  belonging  and  adjoining, 
containing  by  estimation  two  acres ;  and  of  eight  fields

That  lease  contains  no  covenant  for 
building,  but  no  house  is  mentioned  as  being  demised  by 
it ;  and  it  appears,  from  a  reference  to  the  minute  book 
of  the  company  for  that  year,  that  the  lease  was  granted 
upon  an  agreement  that  the  lessee  should,  instead  of  the 
cottage  then  standing,  lay  out  at  least  80Z.  in  building  a 
farm-house  on  some  more  convenient  part  of  the  premises. 
It  is  supposed  that  the  house  on  No.  1,  now  occupied  by 
Mr.  Fitzgerald,  was  built  in  pursuance  of  this  agreement. 
This  house  is  erected  at  the  extremity  of  the  estate,  and 
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considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  it  on  the  adjoin- 
ing land. 

The  lessee  of  this  estate  under  the  Company  for  the 
term  of  sixty-one  years,  obtained  from  the  Lord  of  the 
Manor  a  copyhold  grant  of  a  piece  of  waste  gromid, 
lying  on  the  side  of  the  road,  and  adjoining  to  this  es- 
tate, and  built  the  houses  now  occupied  by  Miss  Grant 
and  Mr.  Blacklock;  and  in  consequence  thereof,  upon 
the  expiration  of  that  lease  in  1813,  the  exact  boundary 
of  the  property  became  a  matter  of  dispute,  which,  after 
an  action  had  been  brought  by  the  Company,  was  referr^ 
to  arbitration,  and  the  arbitrator,  under  the  powers 
vested  in  him,  defined  the  boundary,  and  directed  the 
Company  to  grant  the  existing  lease  for  sixty-one  years, 
of  the  small  parcels  of  land,  comprised  in  No.  5.  All  the 
residue  of  the  premises,  included  in  the  lease  of  1752, 
was,  upon  the  expiration  thereof,  let  by  auction.  Very 
high  rents  were  thus  obtained,  which  it  is  feared,  upon 
a  re-letting  of  the  property,  will  not  be  supported. 

The  premises  Nos.  3  and  4,  were  let  in  1813,  in  two 
lots,  to  two  persons,  who  were  unable  to  pay  their  rent, 
and  became  insolvent,  by  which  a  considerable  loss  was 
sustained.  They  were  permitted  to  surrender  their  leases 
in  1816,  when  No.  3  was  let  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  and 
No.  4  to  Mr.  Bingham.  This  last  letting  was  by  tender, 
and  it  has  been  since  found  necessary  to  make  a  deduc- 
tion from  Mr.  Bingham's  rent  of  twenty  per  cent,  before 
noticed. 

In  1813,  the  land-tax  of  this  estate  amounting  to 
25^.  19«.  6d,  per  annmn,  was  redeemed  by  the  Company 
at  an  expense  of  322/.  13«.  3d, 

The  Commissioners  for  inquiring  into  Charities  state 
/'  that  the  only  sums  paid  in  respect  of  Rogers's  gift,  con- 
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BlBt  of  frnur  exhibitions  of  \U.  each>  paid  to  tmo  scholan 
of  Oxford,  and  two  of  Cambridge,  appointed  by  the  Court 
of  Assistants  of  the  Company,  llbese  exhibitions  are 
continued  for  four  years,  and  are  paid,  upon  certificates 
of  residence  transmitted  from  the  respective  Colleges  of 
which  the  scholars  are  members.  Till  18 10,  their  amount 
was  only  U.  each.  In  that  year  they  were  increased  to 
8/.,  and  in  1814,  to  their  present  amoimt. 

'*  It  appears,  from  Mr,  Rogers's  toiU,  that  all  the  rents 
and  profits  of  a  moibtt  of  this  estate,  being  the  produce 
(f  his  bequest,  ought,  with  the  exception  of  40«.  per  an- 
num, to  which  the  Company  are  entitled,  to  be  equaUg 
divided  amongst  his  four  exhibitioners  j  and  with  regard 
to   the    other  moiety,    purchased   with  part  of  Mrs. 
■  Gravener's  gift,  we  apprehend  that  the  rents  and  profits, 
after  a  reasonable  allowance  to  the  Wardens  of  the  Com- 
pany for  their  pains,  ought  to  be  disposed  of  for  such 
charitable  purposes  as  are  mentioned  in  her  win.    As 
those  purposes  are  not  very  accurately  defined,  it  may  be 
proper  that  an  application  should  be  made  to  the  Court 
of  Chancery  for  the  future  government  of  this  lady's 
charity.    And  as  the  surplus  of  the  rents  of  this  property 
has  been  very  considerable,  more  especially  since  the 
great  increase  thereof  in  1813,  we  conceive  that  it  may 
be  a  proper  question  to  be  submitted  to  that  court, 
whether  the  Company  should  be  subjected  to  a  retro- 
spective account  in  favour  of  these  two  charities. 

''  If  it  should  be  thought  fit  by  the  Court  that  such  ac- 
count should  be  taken,  we  apprehend  that  the  Company 
would  be  entitled  to  daim  allowances  for  the  sums  ex- 
pended by  them  in  the  purchase  of  the  land-tax,  as 
before  mentioned,  and  for  the  es^vsea  of  leasing  the

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property,  and  of  the  legal  proceedings  wliich  took  place  in 
1813." 


William  Moseley,  citizen  and  leatherseller  of  London, 
by  will  dated  the  5th  of  September  1617,  devised  that  his 
executors  should,  within  the  space  of  eighteen  months 
next  after  his  decease,  pay  to  the  Wardens  and  Company 
of  Leathersellers  of  the  city  of  Lojtdon,  the  sum  of  200/. 
upon  special  trust  and  confidence,  that  the  said  Wardens 
and  Company  should,  with  as  much  convenient  speed  as 
might  be,  purchase  and  buy  with  the  same,  unto  the 
Wardens  and  commonalty  of  the  Leathersellers  of  London 
aforesaid,  by  such  name  or  names  as  they  are  incorporated 
and  called,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  lands  or  tene- 
ments of  the  best  worth  and  value  they  could ;  and  that 
the  said  Wardens  and  Company  and  their  successors, 
should  have  and  deduct  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
same  twemty  shillings  a-year  for  ever,  to  the  common  use 
and  benefit  of  the  said  Company ;  and  should  well  and 
truly  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  half-yearly  for  ever,  the  re- 
ndue  and  rest  of  all  such  rents  and  profits,  in  manner  and 
fbrm  following ;  that  is  to  say,  two-third  parts  thereof  to 
some  good  and  godly  preacher,  to  be  chosen  from  time  to 
time  by  and  with  the  good  liking  of  the  Wardens  and 
Assistants  of  the  said  Company  for  the  time  being,  which 
preacher  should  preach  every  week  on  the  Sabbath-day 
publicly,  in  the  parish  church  of  Kinver,  in  the  county  of 
Sttxffbrd;  and  the  other  tlurd  part  of  the  said  residue  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  free 
school  in  Kinver  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  the  same 
payments  to  have  continuance  for  ever. 

He  also  willed  and  devised  the  sum  of  100/.  more  to  be 
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by  bis  ezeeatore  paid  to  the  said  Wardens  and  Company 
of  Leathersellers,  that  they  therewith  should  in  like  man- 
ner purchase  to  them  and  their  successors  lands  or  tene- 
ments, and  should  deduct  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  same  ten  shillings  a-year  for  ever,  to  the  common  use 
and  benefit  of  the  said  Company ;  and  should  well  and 
truly  pay  half-yearly  for  ever,  the  residue  of  aU  such  rents 
and  profits,  in  manner  following ;  that  is  to  say,  that  the 
said  Wardens  and  Company  should  make  choice  of  some 
poor  scholar,  either  in  the  University  of  Cambridge  or 
(ktford,  unto  whom  his  desire  was  that  they  should  pay 
the  whole  residue  of  all  such  rents  and  profits  half-yearly, 
during  the  space  oifioe  whole  years,  for  and  towards  his 
better  maintenance,  if  such  poor  scholar  should  so  long 
continue  his  studies,  and  be  resident  in  either  of  the  said 
Universities,  and  from  and  after  the  end  of  the  said  five 
years  or  sooner  discontinuance  by  such  poor  scholar^ 
either  of  his  study  or  residence  in  one  of  the  said  Univ^- 
sities,  then  that  the  said  Wardens  and  Company  should 
pay  the  same  to  some  other  poor  scholar,  by  them  to  be 
elected  for  other  five  years,  in  such  manner  and  form  as 
aforesaid,  and  so  from  the  end  of  fi/oe  years  to  five  years 
for  ever,  giving  a  preference  to  his  own  kindred,  if  any 
should  make  suit  for  this  his  said  exhibition. 


Anne  Ettiott,  by  her  will  dated  the  1st  of  June,  l605i 
gave  and  bequeathed  the  sum  of  2002.  to  be  paid  to  the 
Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Leathersellers  of 
the  city  of  London,  at  such  time  as  they  should  and  would 
purchase  and  buy  with  the  same^  unto  the  Master, 
Wardens,  and  Conunonalty  of  the  Leathersellers  afore- 
said, by  such  name  or  names  as  they  are  incorporated  or 
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called,  and.  to  their  succesaon  for  ever,  lands  or  tene- 
ments of  the  dear  yearly  value  of  ten  pounds  by  the  year, 
to  be  weekly  given  and  bestowed  to  and  upon  the  poor 
almsmen  and  almswomen  for  the  tune  being  of  the  said 
Company  of  LeatherseUers,  for  ever;  and  by  the  said 
will,  after  reciting  that  she  had  already  begun,  and  so  did 
resolve  to  continue  for  ever,  the  payment  of  five  pounds 
yearly,  to  some  one  poor  scholar  in  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
and  had  made  choice  of  one  Andrew  Castleton,  thm 
scholar  in  Cambridge^  upon  whom  she  had  conferred  her 
said  allowance  or  exhibition  for  the  term  of  ten  yeai« 
from  Midsummer  then  next,  the  said  Anne  EUiott  for  the 
better  performance  of  that  her  intention  unto  the  said 
Andrew  Castleton  and  other  poor  scholars  successively, 
gave  and  bequeathed  the  sum  of  \QOh  unto  the  sidd 
Wardens  and  Company  of  Leathersellers,  that  they  there- 
with might  purchase  to  them  and  their  successors,  so 
much  land  as  the  rent  or  value  thereof  might  arise  unto 
five  pounds  the  year,  which  she  desired  might  be  einployed 
for  ever,  in  manner  following ;  (that  is  to  say),  that  the 
said  Wardens  and  Company  should  continue  the  payment 
of  five  pounds  a^year  unto  the  said  Andrew  Castleton 
during  the  said  term  of  ten  years,  and  after  the  expiration 
thereof,  that  the  said  Wardens  and  Company  should 
make  choice  of  some  poor  scholar,  either  in  Cambridge  or 
Oxford,  unto  whom  her  desire  and  request  was,  that  they 
should  pay  five  pounds  yearly,  during  the  space  of  Jive 
whole  years,  for  and  towards  his  better  maintenance,  if 
such  poor  scholar  should  so  long  continue  his  study,  and 
be  resting  in  any  of  the  said  Universities  $  and  she  de? 
sired,  that  if  any  of  her  own  kindred  should  happen  tq 
make  suit  for  the  said-exhibition»  they  should  be  pre- 
ferred. 
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in  ^  year  1627>  the  kgacies  given  by  these  bene* 
hcton  were  invested  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  at  Sy^ 
deaham,  which  was  conveyed  to  the  Company  by  the  fol- 
lowing deeds : — 

By  indenture  df  feoffinent^  dated  the  12th  of  June 
1627,  George  Andrews,  William  Yeats,  and  Simon  Yeo- 
stans,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  6001,  granted,  bar- 
gained, sold,  and  enfeoffed  to  the  Wardens  and  Society  of 
Leathersellers,  their  successors  and  assigns,  for  ever,  all 
that  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  si- 
tuate in  Pemf  Street,  in  Sydenham,  in  the  parish  of 
Lewisham,  in  the  coimty  of  Kent,  then  or  late  in  the  oc^ 
eupation  of  the  said  George  Andrews  and  Richard  Run- 
dell,  or  one  of  them;  and  also  aU  those  two  several  closes 
of  land  or  pasture,  some  time  being  one  close,  and  then  di- 
vided into  two  parts,  containing  in  the  whole  by  estimation 
four  aoes,  to  the  said  messuage  adjoining ;  and  also  all 
those  two  parcels  of  land  or  pasture,  containing  by  esti-; 
mation  one  acre  aiid  a  half,  commonly  called  Tanners, 
lying  in  or  near  Perry  Street  aforesaid,  abutting,  north- 
ward towards  a  parcel  of  land  there  commonly  called  An- 
nobles,  and  towards  the  way  leading  to  a  certain  field 
commonly  called  Roger*8  Field  on  the  South,  and  towards 
the  King's  highway  on  the  West;  and  also  all  those 
pieces  and  parcels  of  land  and  pasture,  lying  in  a  certain 
close  commonly  called  Jack  RoMn^s  Close  and  Tanner's 
Widd,  in  Sydenhnwn  aforesaid,  or  elsewhere  in  the  parish 
of  Leioisham,  in  the  said  county  of  Kent,  or  in  any  or 
either  of  them ;  and  also  all  those  several  inclosures  or 
parcels  of  land,  meadow,  pastmre,. and  wood  ground,  Com-f 
monly  known  by  the  several  names  of  Hawkes,  Priest 
FbOd,  AmabUs,  Beeeheroft,  SwaOands,  TomUn's  Croft, 
Hiffh  Field,  alias  Piys  HiU,  More  Mead,  More  Mead 
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Qrooe,  Pokcroft,  Pole  Hill  Qrow,  and  Chds  QrooCy  con- 
taining by  estimation  forty-eight  acres,  together  with  att 
woods.  Sec;  to  hold  the  same  to  the  only  proper  and  ab- 
solute use  and  behoof  of  the  said  Wardens  and  Society, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  for  ever.  * 

The  Commissioners  for  inquiring  into  Charities,  8tate„ 
that  5L  Brjeai  was  paid  to  an  exhibitioner  till  the  year. 
1654,  when  the  payment  was  reduced  to  4L,  at  which  it. 
continued  tiU  1811,  when  it  was  increased  to  8/.  a-year,. 
at  which  it  now  remains ;  the  reason  of  the  reduction  is 
not  very  satisfactorily  explained.  It  is  dear,  however, 
that  Moseley's  exhibitioner  is  entitled,  under  his  wiU,  to  the. 
whole  of  the  clear  rent  of  the  land  purchased  toith  the  KX)/. 
given  to  found  the  exhibition,  alter  deducting  I0s<,  a-year, 
for  the  use  of  the  Company ;  and  his  share  of  the  present 
rent  (after  deducting  that  lOs.)  would  be  27h  l&s.  6d,, 
subject  to  his  proportion  of  charge  for  collecting  the  rents, 
and  managing  the  property. 

The  exhibitioner  is  appointed  to  either  University  in^. 
differently,  by  the  Court  of  Assitants,  and  receives  his 
exhibition  on  a  certificate  from  his  College,  that  he  is  a 
resident  member.  Till  1777,  the  exhibition  was  heldjSoe 
years,  as  directed  by  Moseley*s  will ;  since  that  time  it 
has  been  held  only  for  four  years.  The  reason  for  du$  de- 
parture from  the  express  directions  of  the  founder,  is  not 
satisfactorily  explained. 

Mrs.  Elliott's  exhibitioner  is  appointed  and  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  Moseley's.  The  exhibition  was  at  first* 
Si ;  in  1654  it  was  reduced  to  4l,  and  in  1811  raised  to 
8/.,  and  from  1777  has  been  held  for^bur  years  only,  in* 
stead  of  Jive,  The  same  observation  occurs,  as  in  the. 
former  case,  as  to  the  impropriety  of  shortening  the  < 
duration  of  the  exhibition;  and  there  appears  to  have 
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been  a.  moie  maiked  impropriety  in  the  reduction  of 
the  payment  to  4/.,  as  it  was  expressly  fixed  in  this 
case,  by  the  donor,  at  5^.,  which  was  not  so  in  the 
former. 

Mrs.  Elliott  does  not  direct  that  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  lands  to  be  purchased  with  her  two  legacies  shall  be 
paid  to  the  objects  of  her  bounty,  and  seems,  from  the 
terms  of  her  will,  only  to  have  contemplated  obtaining 
the  security  of  land  for  the  payment  of  the  annual  sums 
of  10/.  and  51.  to  the  alms-people  and  the  exhibitioner. 
If  so,  the  proportion  of  the  improved  rents  applicable  to 
^e  share  of  the  purchase-money  derived  from  her  bene- 
factions, after  paying  those  sums,  will  properly  remain  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Company.  A  question,  however,  may 
be  raised,  whether,  as  she  made  no  disposition  as  to  any 
surplus  rents  that  might  accrue,  the  annuitants  are  not 
mtitled  to  receive  their  proportions  of  the  improved 
rents ;  in  that  case,  the  alms-people  would  receive,  upon 
Represent  rental,  56/.  1  Is ,  and  the  exhibitioner  28/.  5s.  6c/., 
subject  to  deductions  for  management.  This  question, 
in-  fact,  only  affects  the  exhibitioner ;  for  the  payments 
actually  made  to  the  alms-people,  (even  taking  Mrs. 
Elliott's  donation  at  this  amount)  exceed  the  sum  of  all 
the  benefactions  specifically  appropriated  to  them. 


Robert  Holmden,  by  will  bearing  date  20th  July  1619, 
gave  to  the  Company  of  Leathersellers  his  messuage, 
ealled  the  Qeorge  on  Horseback,  in  Great  East  Cheap, 
upon  condition  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the  said  mes- 
suage, yearly,  the  sum  of  12/.  to  the  uses  following :  4/. 
yearly  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  in  one  of  the 
Universities  of  Cambridge  or  Oatford,  to  be  taken  out  of 
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the  free  gnanmar  school  of  Seven  Oaks,  for  the  space  of 
four  years,  and  so  from  time  to  time ;  and  if  there  should 
he  no  scholar  ready  to  he  preferred  out  of  the  school  of 
Seven  Oaks,  then  that  the  said  4l,  should  he  paid  to  a 
sdbolar  out  of  the  free  school  of  Ikmhridge, 

Under  this  gift,  the  Company  are  the  owners  of  a  house 
in  East  Cheap,  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Curwen,/ 
tea-hroker,  and  of  a  piece  of  ground  hehind  it,  under 
lease  to  the  Trustees  of  the  parish  of  8t.  dement  East 
Cheap, 

The  ezhihition  of  4J.  per  annum  was  paid,  as  directed, 
to  a  scholar,  either  at  drfard  or  Cambridge,  appointed  hy 
the  Company,  till  1817>  wh^i  its  amount  was  voluntarily 
raised  hy  them  to  BL  per  annum. 

Of  late  years,  this  exhihition  has  heen  given  to  a 
scholar  at  either  of  the  Universities,  without  reference  to 
the  place  of  his  previous  education.  There  have  been  no 
applications  for  the  benefit  of  it,  from  scholars  of  either 
of  the  schools  of  Seoen  Oaks  or  Tnnbridge,  except  in  the 
instance  of  the  vacancy  before  the  last,  when  the  Master 
of  Tunbridge  school  apphed  to  the  Company  on  behalf  of 
one  of  his  scholars,  after  that  vacancy  had  been  filled  up; 
but  in  lieu  thereof,  an  exhibition  of  162.  per  annum, 
arising  from  Rogers's  gift,  before  mentioned,  being  y»» 
cant,  was  given  to  the  scholar  thus  recommended. 


George  Humble,  by  will  bearing  date  8th  September 
1638,  gave  to  the  Leathersellers  Company,  for  ever,  his 
house  in  Graceckurch  Street,  then  let  at  9^.  per  annum, 
but  which  after  nine  years  would  be  worth  more,  to  the 
intent,  that  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  the  Mastw 
and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company  should  pay  yearly  to 
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fiDo.poor  scholars,  one  of  Cambridffe,  and  the  other  of 
Oa^ord,  to  be  applied  by  the  Court  of  Assistants  at  Mid- 
smnmer,  during  the  first  four  years  of  their  being  at  the 
University,  4l.  a-year,  and  so  from  thenceforth  for  ever. 
And  he  directed  that  the  remainder  of  the  said  91  per 
annum,  ''and  what  more,''  should  be  divided,  yearly, 
among  such  poor  people  of  the  said  Company  as  the 
Court  of  Assistants  should  think  fit. 
.  Exhibitions  have  always  been  paid  by  the  Company  in 
respect  of  this  gift. to  two  scholars,  one  at  each  of  the 
Universities,  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assistants,  for 
four  years ;  and  in  1815  the  amount  of  each  of  them  was 
Voluntarily  raised  by  the  Company  from  4l.  to  SL  There 
is  no  specific  appropriation  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  of 
these  premises,  to  which,  beyond  the  original  amount  of 
the  two  exhibitions,  being  4l,  per  annum  each,  the  poor 
of  the  Company  are  entitled. 


Martha  BA&a«TT  gave  to  the  Company  of  Mercers  100/., 
to  the  intent  that  they  should  yearly  pay  to  one  of  the 
poorest  scholars  in  Magdalen  CoUege^  Oxford,  studying 
divinity,  to  be  elected  by  the  Master,  Wardens,  and 
Commonalty  of  the  Mercers  Company,  5/.  aryear. 

It  appears,  that  since  the  month  of  October  1763,  two 
appointments  only  have  been  made  of  exhibitioners  to 
Magdalen  College,  no  other  applications  having  been  re- 
ceived for  this  benefiEu^tion.  The  first  of  these  exhibi- 
tioners was  appointed  at  Christmas  1765,  and  omtinuei 
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till  Ofaristmaa  1771 ;  the  other  was  appointed  at  Lady^ 
day  1S18,  and  still  holds  the  exhibition.  From  the  arrears 
which  accumulated  while  the  exhibition  remained  un<4 
claimed,  the  sum  of  286/.  16«.  3d.  was,  at  two  several 
periods  in  the  years  1808  and  1818,  invested  in  the  pur- 
chase of  400/.,  three  per  cent,  consols,  leaving,  at  the 
time  of  the  last  investment,  a  balance  in  hand  of'28/.  16«. 
The  annual  dividends  of  12/.  being  added  to  the  original 
5/.,  makes  the  present  amount  of  the  exhibition  17/.  per 
annum,  which  is  the  sum  now  paid  to  the  exhibitioner.  . 


Alderman  William  Walthall,  by  will  dated  the  leth  of 
July  1608,  gave  to  the  Mercers  Company  the  sum  of 
500/.,  and  he  directed,  among  other  purposes,  that  9^. 
should  be  yearly  distributed  to  three  of  the  poorest  echo* 
lars  in  Cambridge,  towards  their  charge,  that  should 
happen  to  commence  Master  of  Arts,  such  as  might  be 
recommended  to  the  Wardens  of  the  said  Company  to 
have  most  need  to  be  relieved. 

The  payments  to  poor  scholars  have  not  been  applied 
for  for  many  years,  and  the  accumulations  thereof  have 
been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  three  per  cent,  consols. 
The  amount  of  stock  thus  purchased  is  now  900/.,  pro- 
ducing a  yearly  dividend  of  27/.9  which,  added  to  the 
original  annuity,  would  afford  three  exhibitions  of  12/. 
a-year  each.  The  non-appUcation  of  this  benefaction  ap^ 
pears  to  have  arisen  in  a  great  measure  from  a  difficulty 
felt  by  the  Company,  in  ascertaining  who  were  entitled  to 
receive  it  under  the  description  of  persons  '^  commencing 
Master  of  Arts.''  The  Commissioners  state,  that  it  ap- 
pears to  them  that  the  intentions  of  the  donor  would  be 
sufficiently  complied  with,  by  paying  the  money  to  the 
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fKKv  soholarr  on  taldng  tbeir  Master's  degree,  towards 
defraying  the  expense  thereof. 


.  Mrs.  Mary  Robinsoi^  by  will,  proved  in  the  Preroga^ 
txve  Court  of  Ca$Uerlmnf,  the  26th  of  September  1618» 
gave  to  the  Conqnny  of  Mercers  5002.  upon  trust,  dther 
to  purchase  so  much  land,  or  otherwise  sa  much  mainte- 
nance, as  should  amount  to  the  dear  yearly  value  of  26/. 
which  she  directed  should  be  yearly  paid  to  four  poor 
scholars  of  some  College  or  Colleges  in-  Cambridge,  at  the 
nomination  of  the  said  Company,  quarterly,  so  as  they 
should  become  students  in  divinity,  and  preachers  of  the 
;Gospel;  and  when  any  one  of  the  said  poor  scholars 
should  be  preferred,  or  die,  then  she  dbrected  that  his 
portion  should  be  bestowed  upon  soine  other  in  his  place. 
This  money  was  invested,  with  other  sums  for  charitable 
^purposes,  by  the  Company,  in  the  purchase  of  a  farm. 

On  the  balance  of  accounts  of  the  Chalgriwe  estate, 
which  was  purchased  with  this  bequest  and  other  trust- 
monies  by  the  Company,  at  Michaelmas  1802,  there  was 
due  to  this  charity  an  arrear  of  3562. 15«.  5^(2.  This  sum, 
with  other  arrears  of  rent  unapplied,  and  the  proportion 
of  the  produce  of  timber,  have  been  funded,  and  have

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fbvr  ezhibitionen  now  reeeive  24 J.  fr-yeiar  each.  Thef 
are  appointed  by  the  General  Court,  and  the  exhibitions 
are  now  always  kept  full.  It  is  required  that  the  candi- 
dates should  be  entered  at  some  college  in  Cambridge, 
and  that  they  should  produce  from  their  college  testimo^ 
nials  of  good  conduct,  and  further  certificates  of  statutable 
residence  are  required  upon  every  payment  of  the  exhi- 
bitions. They  retain  their  exhibitions  for  xa^m  years; 
unless  they  previously  obtain  church  preferment. 

This  limitation  of  the  duration  of  the  exhibitioniA  ap- 
pears to  have  long  prevailed,  but  it  may  be  doubted, 
whether  it  is  in  strict  conformity  with  the  intentions  of 
Mrs.  Robinson,  who,  from  the  terms  of  her  will,  appears 
only  to  have  contemplated  vacancies  taking  place  by  pre- 
ferment or  death. 

The  surplus  of  the  present  income,  beyond  the  amount 
of  the  exhibitions,  is  carried  to  account,  with  a  view  td 
be  applied  in  a  permanent  increase  of  the  allowances, 
when  it  shall  have  reached  a  sufficient  sum. 


By  indenture,  bearing  date  the  4th  of  December,  17th 
Elizabeth,  between  the  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of 
Mercers  of  the  one  part,  and  Liady  Margaret  North, 
widow  of  the  Right  Honourable  Edward  Lord  North  of 
the  other  part,  reciting,  that  the  said  Lady  Margaret 
North,  pf  a  charitable  intent  to  advance  learning,  and  to 
provide  for  the  relief  of  some  of  her  kinsmen,  was  minded, 
after  her  death,  to  advance  the  persons  and  children 
therein  named;  and,  after  all  their  deceases,  to  have/otcr 
children  continually  for  ever  brought  up  in  some  gram- 
mar school,  and  after,  in  one  of  the  Universities  of 
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(kford  or  Cambridge  :  for  accomplishing  which,  the  said 
Lady  Margaret  North  had  paid  to  the  said  Wardens  and 
Cbinmonalty  the  sum  of  500/. ;  the  said  Wardens  and 
Commonalty,  in  consideration  thereof,  covenanted  with 
the  said  Lady  Margaret  North,  to  pay  to  her  407.  a-year 
for  her  life,  and  after  her  decease,  to  pay  the  same  to  the 
persons  mentioned  in  the  said  indentm'e,  in  the  propor- 
tions therein  specified ;  and  after  the  death  of  all  the  said 
persons,  to  pay  yearly  to  /otir  male  children,  of  the  age 
of  nine  years  or  above,  to  be  brought  up  and  taught,  first 
in  some  grammar  school,  and  after  in  the  Universities  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge  (if  they  should  be  found  apt  to 
learning),  40  marks ;  viz.  to  each  of  the  said/our  scholars, 
6/.  13«*  4c7. ;  provided  that,  if  either  of  the  said  children 
should  not  be  kept  at  learning  in  some  grammar  school  or 
university,  or  should  be  two  years  Master  of  Arts  in  either 
of  the  said  universities,  or  advanced  to  'any  competent 
living,  that  then  the  payment  to  him  should  thenceforth 
cease,  and  that  the  other  should  be  chosen  in  his  place; 
all  which  children  \t^re  to  be  called  the  scholars  of  Lady 
Alargaret  North,  and  should  be  chosen,  appointed,  and 
taken  from  time  to  time  by  the  Wardens  and  Assistants 
of  the  said  Company  for  the  time  being,  out  of  the  mate 
children  proceeding  from  the  aforesaid  kinsmen ;   aiid 
from  lack  thereof,  from  the  kin  of  the  said  Lady  Margaret 
North ;  and  for  lack  of  such,  the  choice  to  be  made  of 
other  children,  apt  for  learning,  according  to  th^good 
discretion  of  the  said  Wardens  and  Assistants  for  the 
time  being.    This  legacy,  the  same  as  Mrs.  Robinson's, 
was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  the  Chalgrave  estate. 

From  the  arrears  of  Lady  North's  benefaction,  which 
have  been  imappropriated  from  time  to  time,  a  sum  of 
1,850/.  three  per  cent,  consols  has  bee^  purchased,  the 
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annual  dividend  on  which  being  552.  IQt.  added  to  the 
original  annuity  of  261.  I3s.  4d,  makes  the  present  income 
of  this  charity  S2L  3$,  4d.  No  children  are  now  kept  at 
school  from  this  fund ;  but /our  exhibitions^  of  20/.  each, 
are  paid  to  four  students  at  either  university,  who  are 
appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assistants,  and  paid  upon 
similar  testimonials  and  certificates,  as  Mrs.  Robinson's 
exhibitioners.  The  surplus  of  income  is  carried  toaccount, 
and  at  the  audit  in  October  1820,  there  was  a  balance  in 
hand  of  23/.  Is,  5|{/. 

These  exhibitions,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Robinson's,  are  held 
for  seven  years,  upon  which  it  may  be  observed,  that  the 
limit  of  duration  fixed  by  Lady  North,  was  until  the  stu- 
dent should  have  been  two  years  Master  of  Arts,  or  have 
obtained  prefennent. 

Thomas  Rich  gave  by  will,  in  1672,  to  the  Mercers 
Company,  his  tenements  in  8t,  Mary  Aae,  (consisting 
now  of  a  house,  let  for  30/.  per  annum,)  which  he  charged 
with  a  payment  of  ttoo  exhibitions*  of  6/.  each,  to  two 
scholars  sent  from  Mercers  School  tp  the  University. 
By  the  same  will,  he  also  charged  the  said  premises  with 
the  further  annual  sum  of  12/.  to  be  paid  to  the  Gover^ 
nors  of  Christ's  Hospital,  for  two  other  exhibitions  of 
6/.  each,  to  two  poor  scholars,  who  should  have  been 
educated  in  Christ^s  Hospital,  and  sent  to  the  university. 
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Walter  Fish,  by  his  will  dated  l7th  of  September,  22d 
Elizabeth,  devised  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the 
Merdiant  Taylors  Company,  a  house  and  tenement  in 
Cannom  Streei,  London,  to  hold  to  the  said  Company  and 
their  successors  for  ever,  upon  trust,  that  the  Company 
should  employ  the  rent  of  the  said  premises  between  JSO0 
poor  studious  scholars  of  St,  John's  College,  (keford, 
which  should  be  most  like  to  bend  their  studies  to  divi- 
nity, to  be  yearly  divided  between  them,  towards  the 
amendment  of  their  victuals  and  batteling. 

The  sum  of  22L  the  present  rental  of  the  premises,  is 
yeaily  paid  to  five  poor  scholars  in  diidnity,  of  St,  John's 
CoUege,  Oxford,  to  each  4/.  8«. 


John  Juzon,  by  will  dated  17th  of  August  1626, 
granted  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merchant 
Taylors  Company,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  upon 
the  discontinuance  of  certain  lectures  by  the  testator 
directed  to  be  held  (which  have  long  since  ceased),  an 
annuity  of  122.  per  annum,  issuing  and  payable  out  of 
certain  lands  purchased  by  him  of  Anthony  Calcot,  situ- 
ate at  Mortlake,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  to  be  by  them 
paid  according  as  they  should  think  fit,  at  or  before  the 
feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  AposUe,  to  some  poor  scholars, 
the  one  year  in  Orford,  and  the  other  year  in  Cambridge, 
for  ever. 
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The  stun  of  12/.  per  anntun  is  answered  by  a  payment 
of  9l.  12s.  by  the  Company  to  a  scholar  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  alternately,  21.  Ss,  heiog  deducted  on  account 
of  land-tax.  The  exhibition  ifi  constantly  in  a  course  of 
pa}'ment. 


John  Vernon,  by  his  will  dated  10th  October  1615, 
gave  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merchant  Tay- 
lors Company  1,5002.  to  purchase  land  to  the  value  of 
83/.  by  the  year,  or  more,  if  the  Master  and  Wardens 
could  with  that  sum  (which  was  after  eighteen  years 
purchase,  and  at  the  rate  of  5/.  lOs.  in  the  hundred), 
which  said  83/.  he  directed,  among  other  things,  should 
be  disposed  of  to /our  poor  scholars,  students  in  divinity 
in  St,  John's  College,  Oxford,  16/.  yearly,  viz.  4/.  a  man, 
to  be  elected  by  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  to. 
continue  no  longer  than  they  should  study  divinity,  and 
remain  in  the  said  college,  or  stand  in  the  liking  of  the 
said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  and  so  to  be  dis- 
posed of  from  one  to  another  for  ever. 


John  Wooller,  by  will  dated  26th  of  March  1617,  de- 
vised to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merchant  Tay- 
lors Company,  an  annuity  of  24/.,  to  be  issuing  out  of 
his  messuage'  or  tenement,  with  the  wharf,  and  all  other 
the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  called  the  Cross 
Keys,  in  Thames  Street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Magnus  the 
Martyr,  near  London  Bridge  :  to  bestow  the  said  yearly 
rent-charge  of  24/.  among  other  purposes,  yearly,  for 
ever,  40«.  to  a  poor  scholar  of  the  college  of  St.  John's 
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in  Orford,  as  slioiild  have  most  need,  and  intending  to 
study  divinity. 

The  sum  of  4/.  per  annum  is  paid  yearly  to  a  poor 
scholar  of  the  college  of  St  John's  in  Ossfbrd. 


Dr.  John  Andrew,  by  will  bearing  date  15th  of  May 
17479  directed  that  his  body  should  be  interred  in  the 
chapel  of  Trinity  HaU,  Cambridge  j  and  in  order  to  make 
a  suitable  provision  for  his  relations,  (relying  on  the 
integrity  of  that  Society),  and  for  the  future  encourage- 
ment of  learning,  he  directed  that,  as  soon  as  a  suitable 
purchase  of  a  freehold  estate  should  be  met  with,  all  his 
three  per  cent,  annuities  in  the  Bank  of  England  should 
be  sold  and  invested  therein,  and  settled  to  the  uses 
thereinafter  mentioned,  viz.  that  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  should  be  paid  to  his  sisters,  Ann  Andrew,  Eliza- 
beth Woodward,  Bridget  Andrew,  and  Lois  Andrew,  for 
their  joint  lives,  and  to  the  survivors  and  survivor  of 
them ;  and  after  the  death  of  the  last  survivor,  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Hall ;  and  he  directed  that /our  new  scho- 
larships should  be  then  founded,  to  be  chosen  from  such 
as  had  been  educated  in  Merchant  Taylors  School,  in  the 
city  of  London,  who  should  have  been  in  the  bench  or 
table  of  the  said  school;  who,  beside  the  usual  allowance 
and  payments  made  to  the  other  scholars  of  the  house, 
should  receive  61,  quarterly  from  the  bursar  of  the  said 
College ;  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  estate  should  be  put  out  on  government  secu- 
rities, until  there  should  be  raised  the  sum  of  20,000/.  to 
be  laid  out  in  additional  buildings  to  the  said  College,  as 
therein  mentioned,  with  certain  allowances  to  the  Master 
and  officers  of  the  College  for  making  up  the  account, 
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and  receiving  and  paying  the  rents  of  the  estate ;  and> 
that  after  the  20,000/.  should  be  so  raised,  he  directed 
that /emr  new  civil  law  fellowships  should  be  erected,  and 
added  to  their  number,  with  a  provision  that  no  person 
should  be  appointed  to  the  same  fellowships,  unless  he 
should  have  been  educated  at  the  same  school;  and  that 
when  the  said  fellowships  should  be  added,  the  said  ac- 
count should  be  discontinued,  and  the  rents  of  the  estate 
or  estates  be  applied  to  the  general  use  of  the  College ; 
but  that  the  salary  of  20/.  a  year  to  the  bursar  therein 
mentioned  should  be  continued,  and  lOli  a  year  be  added 
to  that  of  the  law-lecturer  of  the  said  College ;  and  he 
directed,  that  until  a  purchase  should  be  made,  the  inte- 
rest and  dividends  of  the  aforesaid  three  per  cent,  annu- 
ities should  be  received  by  his  executrix,  for  the  use  of 
herself  and  her  said  sisters,  in  equal  shares. 

The  testator,  among  other  legacies,  gave  to  his  brother^ 
the  Rev.  William  Andrew,  1,050/.  lent  by  the  testator 
upon  the  Huntingdon  and  Canibridge  turnpikes,  to  be 
applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  his  son  John 
Andrew,  during  his  natural  life,  in  such  manner  as  his 
brother  should  direct ;  and  after  his  decease,  he  gave  the 
said  1,050/.  to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  of  the  said 
College,  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  towards  the  better  sup- 
port of  the  additional  scholarships  and  fellowships ;  and 
until  they  were  erected,  the  profits  thereof  were  to  make 
part  of  the  fund  intended  for  the  additional  buildings  ; 
and  the  testator  gave  to  his  brother's  son  William,  the 
interest  and  dividends  of  500/.  Bank  stock,  during  his 
life,  the  said  capital  stock  to  be  transferred  to  the  afore- 
said College ;  and  after  the  death  of  the  said  William, 
to  be  applied  in  like  manner  as  the  said  1,050/. ;  and  he 
directed  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  his  estate,  except 
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1,000/.  East  India  stock,  which  he  devised  to  his  sister 
Ann,  to  be  equally  divided  among  his  sisters,  but  that  in 
case  any  of  them  should  die  before  a  division  was  made, 
their  share  should  go  to  the  survivors. 

And  he  appointed  his  sister,  Lois  Andrew,  executrix 
of  his  said  will. 

By  a  codicil  to  his  said  will,  bearing  even  date  there- 
with, he  directed,  that  in  case  his  sister  Bridget  should 
survive  her  sifters  Woodward  and  Lois,  as  her  health 
would  not  permit  her  to  enjoy  what  he  had  given  her, 
that  the  College  should  pay  her  200/.  a  year ;  and  that 
the  remainder  of  his  three  per  cents,  and  India  stock, 
should  be  applied  to  the  account  towards  additional 
building,  or  the  profits  of  the  estate  purchased  therewith ; 
and  that  whereas  his  sister  Ann  was  then  deceased,  he 
directed  that  the  1,000/.  East  India  stock,  given  to  her 
by  his  said  will,  should  be  added  to  his  three  per  cent, 
annuities,  and  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  with  them. 

By  an  indenture  of  three  parts,  made  6th  February 
1801,  between  Thomas  Harrison  Andrew,  of  Moss  HaU, 
Finchley,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  (therein  described 
as  the  residuary  devisee  and  legatee  of  James  Andrew, 
who  was  heir-at-law  and  only  next  of  kin  of  Dr.  John 
Andrew,  and  also  residuary  devisee  and  legatee,  and 
only  next  of  kin  of  Lois  Andrew,  spinster,  deceased, 
one  of  the  residuary  devisees  and  legatees,  and  next 
of  kin  of  the  said  Dr.  John  Andrew)  of  the  first  part; 
the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company,  of  the 
second  part;  and  the  President  and  Scholars  of  St. 
John's  College,  Oxford,  of  the  third  part ;  reciting  the 
said  will  and  codicil,  and  the  death  of  the  testator  with- 
out issue;  and  deducing  the  representation,  real  and 
personal,  to  the  said  Thomas  Harrison  Andrew,  and 
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Stating  that  the  said  testator  at  the  time  of  makiog  hia 
will  and  codicil,  and  at  his  death,  was  possessed  o£ 
500/.  Bank  stock ;  17,2001.  three  per  cent,  consols, 
1,000/.  three  per  cent,  reduced  annuities  of  the  year 
1726;  1,000/.  East  India  stock;  and  1,050/.  secured 
upon  the  Huntingdon  and  Cambridge  turnpike  tolls ;  and 
that  the  said  several  stocks  had  heen  transferred  into  the 
joint  names  of  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of 
THiUty  Hall  aforesaid,  and  of  Lois  Andrews,  the  then 
executrix  of  the  said  testator  named  in  his  will ;  and  that 
by  a  deed-poll  under  the  common  seal  of  the  same  Ho//, 
dated  17th  May  1755,  reciting  the  before-mentioned 
fects,  and  acknowledging  that  the  above-mentioned  sums, 
standing  in  the  said  several  stocks,  were  all  the  Bank 
annuities.  Bank  stock,  and  East  India  stock,  of  which 
the  said  testator  was  possessed  at  his  decease,  the  said 
Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  agreed  to  stand  possessed 
thereof,  in  trust,  in  the  first  place,  for  the  said  several 
annuitants,  and,  subject  thereto,  to  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  the  will  of  the  said  Dr.  John  Andrew ;  and, 
further  reciting,  that  no  part  of  the  said  sums  mentioned 
in  the  will  had  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  as 
therein  directed;  and  that  after  the  death  of  the  said 
Lois  Andrew,  the  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars, 
had  refused  to  accept  the  said  bequest  of  the  said  Dr. 
John  Andrew,  orto  execute  the  trusts  of  his  will ;  where- 
upon the  attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  the  Merchant 
Taylors  Company,  had  filed  an  information  against  the 
said  HaU;  and  that  by  a  decree,  made  in  the  said  causej 
dated  5th  March  1798,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  said  inforr 
mation  should  be  dismissed,  so  far  as  it  prayed  that  the 
defendants,  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  might  be 
bound  to  execute  the  trusts  of  the  said  will ;  and  that  the 
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said  defendants  should  tranfer  the  seyeral  stocks  and 
funds  before  mentioned^  into  the  name  of  the  accountant- 
general,  in  trust,  for  the  said  cause ;  and  that  it  should 
be  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  said  Court,  to 
take  an  account  of  what  had  been  received  by  the  defend- 
ants for  interest  on  the  1,0502.  turnpike  securities  before 
mentioned,  which  should  be  paid  into  the  Bank  in  the 
name  of  the  accountant-general,  to  the  credit  of  the  said 
cause ;  that  the  relators  should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  pro- 
posals before  the  said  trustees  for  carrying  into  execution 
the  said  intended  donation,  and  to  tax  the  costs  as  therein 
mentioned;  and  further  reciting  in  the  said  indenture, 
that  the  Master  made  a  separate  report,  dated  l6th  Au- 
gust 1800,  whereby  he  found  that  upon  the  turnpike 
securities  to  Midsummer  1799,  a  sum  of  1,8972-  17^-  6(/; 
for  interest,  had  come  to  the  hands  of  the  said  Master, 
Fellows,  and  Scholars ;  and  that  the  funds  so  transferrel 
to  the  said  accountant-general  then  amoimted,  after  pay- 
ment of  costs,  as  follows,  to  26,3942.  ^3«.  Sd.  three  per 
cent,  annuities;  503/.  17 s.  3d.  Bank  stock;  1,000/.  East. 
India  stock ;  1,000/.  three  per  cent,  annuities  of  1726 ; 
and  846/.  lOs.  lid.  cash,  beside  the  said  turnpike  secu- 
rities ;  and  that  a  compromise  respecting  the  said  trust 
had  been  come  to  between  the  Merchant  Taylors  Com- 
pany and  the  said  Thomas  Harrison  Andrew,  whereby  it 
was  agreed,  that  the  sum  of  2,610/.  cash,  with  interest 
for  the  same  at  5/.  per  cent.,  and  also  the  sum  of  2,666/. 
I3s.  4(2.  three  per  cent,  consols,  should  be  allotted  and 
appropriated  out  of  the  said  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  six  civU  law  scholarships  or  eakUntions,  as 
near  as  might  be  to  the  intent  of  the  said  will,  and  that 
the  residue  of  the  funds  in  the  said  cause,  after  payment . 
of  costs,  should  be  transferred  to.  the.  said  Thomas  Har* 
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riaon  Andrew ;  and  that  at  a  meeting  between  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens,  and  the  President  and  Scholars  of 
St  John's  CoUege,  (kford,  proposals  had  been  laid  before 
the  said  P^resident  and  Schokure  for  the  establishing  of 
s%a  cwil  law  schokarshipa  or  exhibUions  at  that  College 
from  Merchant  Taylors  School,  to  the  effect  following, 
▼is.  that  the  said  two  last-mentioned  sums,  and  interest 
and  dividends  thereof,  should  be  paid  to  the  Master  and 
Wardens  of  the  said  Company,  for  establishing  the  said 
scholarships  or  exhibitions,  so  soon  as  the  funds  and 
accumulating  interest  would  admit  thereof,  at  50/.  per 
aanum  each,  to  be  elected  from  the  said  school,  and  taken 
out  of  the  bench  or  table  thereof,  from  among  such  as 
had  been  four  years  at  least  scholars  In  the  said  school, 
or  from  such  other  persons  as  had  been  at  the  bench  or 
table,  and  in  the  school  for  four  years,  but  haid  left  the 
said  school  not  under  sixteen  nor  above  twenty  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  election,  who  were  to  continue  twdoe 
years,  and  not  longer,  and  to  be  accounted  civil  law  scho- 
lars or  civil  law  exhibitioners,  with  such  other  provision 
respecting  their  residence,  and  accommodation,  and  stu- 
dies at  College,  as  therein  mentioned;  and  that  in  case 
of  the  vacancy  of  a  scholar,  not  exceeding  six  months,  the 
pension  should  go  to  the  next  succeeding  scholar ;  if  longer 
than  six  months,  to  constitute  a  part  of  the  accumulating 
fund  after  mentioned;  and  that  until  all  the  scholars  or 
exhibitioners  were  elected,  the  interest  of  the  funds,  or 
such  parts  thereof  as  should  not  be  applied  to  the  paying 
the  pensions,  should  be  an  accumulating  fund,  to  be  dis^ 
posed  of  by  the  Company  as  they  should  think  proper, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  said  scholarB;  it  is  witnessed,  that 
the  said  parties  did  thereby  mutually  covenant  and  agree, 
that  the  said  Master,  and  Wardens  should  and  w<Nild 
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accept  the  sud  ram  of  2,610/.  cash,  and  interest  for  the 
same,  from  the  date  of  the  indenture  now  in  recital,  at 
&ve  per  cent. ;  and  also  the  sum  of  2,6667.  13*.  4d.  three 
per  cent,  consols,  with  their  costs,  in  full  satisfaction  of 
aU  their  right  and  interest  in  the  said  funds,  and  in  the 
money  due  on  the  said  turnpike  securities,  the  said  Tho- 
mas Harrison  Andrew  to  take  the  residue  of  the  said  funds 
and  securities  for  his  own  proper  use  and  benefit,  and  the 
same  to  be  transferred  to  him  accordingly ;  and  that  a 
bill  should  be  filed  in  the  said  Court  of  Chancery,  on  the 
part  of  the  said  Thomas  Harrison  Andrew,  against  the 
said  Master  and  Wardens,  and  also  against  the  said  Pre- 
sident and  Scholars,  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  the  said 
agreement  into  execution. 

The  above  arrangement  was  subsequently  confirmed 
by  a  Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  dated  21st  June 
1802 ;  and  by  the  same  decree  it  was  referred  to  the 
Master  to  compute  interest  on  the  sum  of  2,610/.  from 
the  date  of  the  indenture,  who  accordingly  computed  the 
same,  and  reported,  that  from  the  date  of  the  said  uiden- 
ture  to  the  28  th  November  1802,  being  the  date  of  such 
report,  the  said  interest  amoimted  to  247/.  2s.  Sd.  which 
being  added  to  the  ram  of  2,610/.  made  the  sum  of 
2,857/.  2s,  3d,  to  be  paid  to  the  defendants,  the  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company,  according  to  the 
decree.  The  Master  further  stat^,  that  he  had  not 
taxed  costs,  as  the  parties  had  not  brought  their  bills 
before  him. 

The  above-mentioned  sums,  so  allotted  by  the  said 
agreement  and  decree  to  the  Merchant  Taylors  Company, 
were  transferred  to  them  agreeably  to  the  directions 
thereof.  The  said  sum  of  2,S57/-  2s,  3d,  was  in  February 
1803,  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  4,045/.  9s.  4d.  three 
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per  cent,  consolsy  making,  with  the  2,666/.  I3s.'  4d.  in 
the  same  stock  before  mentioned,  the  sum  of  6,7121. 
Bs,  3d,  three  per  cents. 

This  sum  was  augmented  by  an  accumulating  interest 
till  it  amounted  to  the  sum  of  10,000/.  in  that  stock,  in 
the  year  1818,  at  which  time  the  trust  was  actively  com>- 
menced  by  the  establishment  of  six  civil  law  scholanth^s 
at  St.  John's,  Oxford,  of  601  each. 

There  are  at  present  six  scholarships  of  50/.  each, 
being  the  interest  of  the  10,000/.  consols.  The  scholars, 
as  vacancies  occur,  are  elected  by  the  Company  on  St. 
Bamabas's-day,  from  among  the  scholars  of  Merchant 
Taylor's  school,  as  near  as  may  be,  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  founder.

I,  William  Stuart, 
Doctor  in  Divinity  and  Chancellor  of  the  diocese  of 
Eweter,  heing  in  perfect  mind  and  memory,  and  mindful 
of  my  mortality,  do  make  and  declare  my  last  will  and 
testament,  in  manner. and  form  following:-^ 

"  To  my  beloved  wife,  Mary  Stuart,  I  give,  as  a 
jointure,  the  sum  of  2,500/.,  for  her  to  enjoy  all  the  in- 
terest, income,  or  profits  of  the  said  sum  during  her  na- 
tural life,  and  after  her  decease  to  be  inherited  by  the 
child  or  children  which  God  shall  give  me  by  her. 

''  But,  if  it  shall  please  God  that  I  shall  die  childless, 
then  from  and  after  the  decease  of  my  said  dear  wife,  the

But,  until  the  whole  property 
and  interest  of  the  said  mortgages,  bonds,  notes,  &c.,  be 
in  the  said  Master,  Fellows,  &c.,  aforesaid,  I  will  that  no 
more  scholarships  or  exhibitions  be  settled  than  in  pro- 
portion to  the  interest  money  that  they  are  hereby  entitled 
to  and  do  actually  receive.  And  this  I  leave  to  the  judg- 
ment and  discretion  of  the  said  Master,  Fellows,  &c. 
Whereas  a  considerable  simi  of  interest  money  is  now  due 
and  in  arrear  on  the  mortgages  of  Took  Cosen,  S.  Howard^ 
John  Briston,  &c.,  as  will  appear  from  my  account  books, 
my  desire  is  that  the  same  be  paid  to  my  sister,  Sarah, 
and  Mr.  Christopher  Adamson,  Gent.,  of  Werham,  aa 
soon  as  possible ;  and  with  the  money  arising  from  the 
sale  of  my  goods  and  chattels,  which  I  hereby  order  to  be 
sold,  except  certain  goods  hereafter  mentioned,  I  will  to 
be  put  out  on  good  security,  and  the  yearly  interest  of  it 
so  put  out  to  be  paid  to  my  sister,  Sarah,  for  her  life,  and 
on  her  decease  the  whole  property  and  interest  of  it  to  be 
vested  in  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  of  Pembroke 
HaU  aforesaid,  in  trust,  for  the  uses  before  mentioned. 
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after  deducting  from  the  said  money  my  funeral  charges 
and  debts  (which  are  but  little) ;  also  paying  to  my  sister 
Grace  6L,  to  my  sister  Sarah  107.,  to  Mr.  Christopher 
Adamson,  of  Werham,  lOL,  to  the  poor  of  Oxburgh  4Z., 
to  the  poor  of  Boughton  21, ;  also  twelve  guineas,  at  leasts 
for  a  decent  mural  monument  near  to  my  grave.  And  i 
appoint  my  said  sister  Sarah  and  Mr.  Christopher  Adam- 
son  my  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  And 
I  further  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sister  Sarah  all  my 
plate  and  rings,  with  the  furniture  of  two  rooms,  and 
whatever  other  necessaries  she  shall  choose,  and  what 
English  books  she  shall  desire.  And  to  the  Master  and 
Fellows  of  Pembroke  HaU  whatever  books  they  shall 
choose  and  have  not  in  their  library^  with  all  my  abbey 
seals,  deeds,  manuscripts,  (excepting  that  of  NoffoOeJ* 
The  remainder  of  my  books  to  be  sold  by  them,  and  the 
money  arising  from  their  sale  to  be  given  to  my  said 
sister  Sarah.  And  all  this  said  will  and  testament  I  have 
wrote  with  my  own  hand.  In  witness  whereof  each  page 
is  here  written  and  signed  with  my  name ;  and  have  also 
put  here  my  hand  and  seal  this  17th  day  of  June,  17 SP, 
Charles  Parkin.  Signed,  sealed,  published,  and  declared^ 
by  Charles  Parkin,  to  be  his  last  will  and  testament,  in 
the  presence  of  us  witnesses,  Th*  Womack,  W°^  Rookley^ 
Wm  Johnson. 

**  Proved  at  London,  the  24th  Sept.  1765,  before  the 
judge,  by  the  oath  of  Sarah  Parkin,  sp^r,  the  sister,  and 
Christopher  Adamson,  the  executor,  to  whom  administra- 
tion was  granted,  having  been  first  sworn  by  commission 
duly  to  adnunister.'' 
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It  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  book  of  gifts  of  the  SaU 
ters  Company^  that  William  Robson,  in  his  life  time,  on 
13th  May,  1633,  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Company 
5,000{.  upon  an  agreement  with  them  as  to  2,500/. 
thereof,  that  interest  should  be  paid  to  himself  for  life, 
and  after  his  decease  to  certain  persons  of  his  kindred  for 
their  lives,  and  after  their  decease,  should  remain  freely 
and  wholly  to  the  use  of  the  said  Company ;  and  as  to  the 
other  2,500{.  thereof,  that  the  Company  should  pay  inte- 
rest at  five  per  cent.,  being  125/.  yearly,  for  ever,  among 
other  purposes,  to  St.  John's  CoUege,  Cambridge,  towards 
the  maintenance  of  two  poor  scholars  there,  by  5/.  apiece ; 
also  to  Jesus  CoUege,  Oxford,  towards  the  maintenance  of 
iwo  poor  scholars  there  by  5/.  a  piece. 


Sir  James  Lancaster  by  his  will  dated  18th  April  1618, 
after  various  other  bequests,  gives  certain  lands  and  here- 
ditaments to  the  Company  of  Skinners,  London,  in  trust, 
among  other  purposes,  that  they  should,  out  of  the  rest 
of  tiie  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  t}ie  said  manors,  lands, 
tenements,  and  premises,  for  ev^r,  pay  unto  such  four 
poor  scholars  who  should  study  divinity  in  the  Universi- 
ties of  (kford  and  Cimbridge,  or  such  of  them  as  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens  for  the  time  being  should  think 
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good,  tlie  sum  of  601. ;  viz.  to  the  said  four  poor  8clu>- 
lars,  15/.  a  piece  per  annum;  and  that  as  often  as  any  of 
the  said /our  scholars  should  be  preferred  to  better  means 
of  living,  or  should  depart  from  the  University,  the  said 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonalty,  should  place  and 
prefer  such  other  scholars  studying  divinity  to  the  pen*- 
sions  aforesaid,  as  they  should  think  fitting,  in  their  good 
discretion. 

By  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  July  1713,  it 
was  ordered,  as  to  the  said  four  poor  scholars,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Skinners  Company  as  aforesaid,  two  of 
them  were  to  be  sent  to  Oxford,  and  the  other  two  to 
Cambridge  :  and  to  the  end  that  the  charity  intended  for 
the  said  four  poor  scholars  might  be  duly  answered,  and 
any  abuse  thereof  prevented  for  the  time  to  come,  it  was 
further  ordered,  that  the  Skinners  Company  should  forth- 
with send  to  the  Vice-chancellor  of  each  University,  true 
copies  of  the  testator's  will,  and  of  the  deeds  of  convey- 
ance, attested  by  the  said  Master ;  and  that  as  often  as 
any  nomination  should  be  made  by  the  said  Company 
of  one  of  the  fowr  scholars,  upon  any  vacancy  of  such 
scholarsl^ip  in  either  of  the  Universities,  the  Com- 
pany was  to  certify  to  the  Vice-chancellor  of  such  Uni- 
versity, to  which  the  scholar  so  nominated  was  to  be 
sent,  the  name  of  such  scholar,  and  of  the  school  where 
he  was  educated,  and  the  place  of  his  parents'  abode,. and 
of  the  college  to  which  he  should  be  sent. 

The  practice  of  the  Company  is,  when  vacancies  arise, 
the  exhibitioners  are  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assia^ 
tants,  who  take  care  to  keep  two  at  Oxford,  and  two  at 
Cambridge,  according  to  the  decree.  It  does  not,  how.- 
ever,  appear  that  any  such  certificate  is  sent  to  the  Vice^ 
chancellor  of  the  respective  Universities^as  is  direct^ 
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by  the  will ;  but  when  a  vacancy  happens^  the  course  is, 
not  to  appoint  to  the  benefaction  till  the  person  applying 
brings  a  certificate  of  his  being  entered  at  one  of  the 
Universities,  and  annexes  the  same  to  his  petition.  When 
there  is  a  vacancy,  it  is  declared  at  the  first  court  that 
takes  place  after  its  happening;  at  the  next  ensuing 
court,  the  petitions  of  the  candidates  are  read  and  consi- 
dered ;  and  at  the  third  court  the  appointment  is  made. 
This  is  the  general  rule  :  but  if  a  case  of  merit  comes 
before  the  court  at  the  third  time,  it  is  not  objected  to 
for  not  having  gone  through  the  previous  stages.  Before 
the  annual  pa3nnent  is  made,  the  scholar  is  required  to 
bring  a  certificate  from  his  college  of  his  studying  divi- 
nity,  and  of  his  general  good  behaviour.  If  there  is  any 
arrear,  it  is  added  to  the  payment  of  the  person  next  ap« 
pointed. 

Edward  Lewis,  by  will  dated  3d  March  1673,  (of  which 
there  is  an  extract  in  page  157  of  the  Will-Book  of  the 
Company)  gave  to  the  Company  of  Skinners,  whereof  he 
was  a  member,  the  sum  of  100/.  upon  trust,  tlmt  the 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  of  the  said  Company 
should  yearly,  after  his  decease,  pay,  for  the  better  main- 
tenance of  one  godly  and  religious  poor  scholar  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  for  the  time  being,  one  annuity 
or  exhibition  of  5/.  to  be  paid  half  yearly,  viz.  50*.  every 
half  year ;  for  the  true  payment  whereof,  he  desired  that 
the  said  Company  should  give  a  bond,  under  their  com- 
mon seal,  to  his  executrix. 

No  mention  occurs  in  any  of  the  books  of  the  Company 
of  any  such  sum  having  been  actually  received ;  but  it  is 
presumed  that  the  Company  did  receive  it,  as  it  appears 
by  their  books,  from  the  period  during  which  they  were 
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kept  by  the  father  and  immediate  predecessor  of  the  pre-' 
sent  derk,  viz.  from  1759>  that  the  annuity  has  been  regu- 
larly paid,  and  no  doubt  is  entertained  that  it  has  always 
been  paid  from  the  time  it  was  to  have  had  its  conunenc&- 
ment  under  the  will.  If  there  has  been  any  suspension 
of  the  payment  from  deaths  or  otherwise,  the  arrears  have 
been  always  satisfied  and  accounted  for. 
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Fifteen  Exhibitions  at  Brasenose  CoUege,  Oxford,  on  the 

foundation  of  WiUiam  HiUme,  Esq,— A  Divinity  Ledn- 

rer—and  an  accumulating  Fund,  for  purchasing  Advow- 

sons  J  such  livings,  when  voidable,  restricted  to  those  who 

have  been  Exhibitioners  on  this  Foundation, 

Whbrbas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  10th  year  of  the  reign 
of  George  the  Third,  intituled,  *'  An  Act  to  enable  the 
Trustees  of  the  Estates  devised  by  William  Hulme,  Esq. 
to  grant  Building  Leases  thereof;,  and  to  increase  the 
number  of  Exhibitioners  in  Brasenose  College,  Osford, 
founded  by  the  said  Testator ;  and  for  other  the  purposes 
therein  mentioned ;''  after  reciting  that  William  Hulme, 
theretofore  of  Kearsley,  Lancashire,  Esq.  deceased,  did,  by 
his  last  will  dated  the  24th  day  of  October,  1691>  devise  and 
give  his  messuages,  tenements,  and  lands  of  inheritance  in 
Heaton-'Norris,  Denton,  Ashton-under^LgnefBeddish,  Man- 
chester, and  Harwood,  in  the  said  county,  unto  James 
Chetham,  Esq.  William  Hulme,  Esq.  and  William  Bagu* 
ley,  Gent,  and  their  heirs  for  ever,  to  the  intent  and  pur- 
pose that  the  dear  annual  rents,  &c.  arising,  should  be 
paid  and  distributed  to  and  amongst  such  four  qf  the 
poorest  sort  ^  Bachdors  qf  Arts,  taking  suck  degree  in 
Brasenose  College,  m  Oaford,  as. from  time  to  time  should 
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resolve  to  rende  there  by  the  space  of  four  years  next  after 
such  degree  taken,  equally  and  proportionably  as  the 
same  rents,  &c.  should  annually  amount  unto,  and  so  to 
contmue  to  such  like  four  poor  Bachelors  successively  for 
ever,  such  said  Bachelors  from  time  to  time  to  be  nomi- 
nated and  approved  of  by  the  Warden  of  the  Collegiate 
Church  of  Manchester,  the  Rectors  of  the  Parish  Churches 
of  Prestwich  and  Bury,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  for 
the  time  being,  and  their  succeissors  for  ever ;  and  the 
said  testator  declared  his  mind  to  be,  that  no  such  Bache- 
lors should  continue  to  have  any  thing  of  the  said  testa- 
tor's exhibition,  but  only  for  the  space  of  four  years,  to 
be  accounted  from  the  time  of  such  degree  taken ;  and 
reciting,  that  by  virtue  of  divers  conveyances,  the  said 
several  trust  estates  were  then  become  legally  vested  in 
certain  persons  therein  named  (all  since  deceased),  in 
trust  for  such  uses  and  purposes  as  were  in  the  said  will 
mentioned ;  it  was,  amongst  other  things  enacted,  that 
it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  at  any  time 
thereafter,  to  grant,  demise,  or  lease,  all  or  any  part  of 
the  said  trust  estate,  situate  in  the  said  town  of  itfoii* 
Chester,  or  within  the  liberties  or  precincts  thereof,  for 
such  term,  and  subject  to  such  rents,  covenants,  &c.  as 
in  the  said  Act  are  particularly  mentioned ;  and  by  the 
said  Act  power  was  given  to  the  said  trustees,  from  time 
to  time,  and  when  and  so  often  as  the  annual  rents  and 
produce  of  the  said  trust  estate  should  be  sufficient  for 
that  purpose,  to  increase  the  number  of  exhibitioners  to 
receive  benefit  under  the  trusts  of  the  will  of  the  said 
William  Hulme,  so  as  such  additional  number  of  exhibi-

the  ezhibitionen  who  sHoold  be  thereafter  nominated, 
such  yearly  allowance  as  to  them,  the  said  trustees,  should 
seem  meet  and  reasonable ;  provided  that  such  allowance 
should  never  be  less  than  60/.  nor  more  than  BOL,  or  in 
the  like  proportion  for  less  time  than  a  year,  as  in  and  by 
the  siud  Act  is  more  particularly  provided :  and  whereas 
by  an  Act  passed  in  the  S6th  year  of  the  reign  of  Ge<Hrge 
the  Third,  intituled,   "An  Act  for  amending  an  Act 
passed  in  the  lOth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  present  Ma* 
jesty,"  &c.  to  enable  the  trustees  to  convey  in  fee,  or 
grant  leases  for  lives,  or  for  long  terms  of  years,  with 
or  without  covenants  for  renewal,  or  for  perpetual  re- 
newal, under  reserved  yearly  rents,  the  said  trust  estates ; 
and  to  enable  the  trustees  to  apply  the  trust  monies,  in 
making  such  allowance  to  the  exhibitioners  as  may  be 
thought  proper;  and  for  other  purposes  therein  men. 
tioned ;  after  reciting  therein  the  said  Act  of  the  10th 
year  of  the  same  reign,  and  that  by  virtue  of  divers  con- 
veyances, the  said  trust  estates  were  then  become  vested 
in  certain  persons  therein  named,  in  trust  for  such  uses 
as  were  in  the  said  will  and  Act  mentioned,  it  was  by  the 
Act  now  in  recital  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for 
the  said  trustees,  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter,  abso- 
lutely to  grant  and  convey  in  fee  the  said  trust  estates, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  demise  or  lease  the  same,  in 
such  manner  as  in  the  now-reciting  Act  are  particularly 
mentioned;  and  it  was  thereby  further  enacted,  that  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  from  time  to  time 
to  make  unto  each  of  the  exhibitioners,  who  then  were 
and  should  be  thereafter  nominated  to  take  the  benefit  of 
the  said  trust,  snch  yearly  allowance  as  they,  the  said 
trustees,  should  think  meet  and  reasonable ;  provided  that 
the  same  should  never  be  less  than  601.  nor  more  than 
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llOl.,  or  in  the  like  proportion  for  less  time  tlian  ayear,*^ 
as  in  and  by  the  said  Act  is  more  particularly  provided : 
and  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  54th  year  of  the 
reign  of  his  said  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third, 
intituled,  "  An  Act  for  amending  two  several  Acts  of 
the  10th  and  35th  years  of  the  reign  of  his  present  Ma- 
jesty, relating  to  the  estates  devised  by  William  Hulme, 
Esq.,  and  to  enable  the  trustees  thereof  to  apply  the  trust 
monies  in  making  an  allowance  to  and  provision  for  the 
exhibitioners  of  certain  exhibitions,  founded  by  the  said 
testator  in  Brasenose  College,  Oxford,  and  also  in  found- 
ing and  supporting  a  lecture  in  divinity  in  the  said  col- 
lege ;  and  to  incorporate  the  said  trustees ;  and  for  other 
the  purposes  therein  mentioned;"  after  reciting  therein 
the  said  Acts,  and  that  Edward  Earl  of  Derby,  and  eight 
others,  were  the  trustees  then  acting  in  the  several  trusts 
of  the  said  will,  and  the  said  recited  Acts ;  and  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  said  recited  Acts  there  had 
been,  for  some  time  past,  and  there  then  were,  fifteen 
Bachelors  of  Arts  of  the  said  College  of  Brasenose,  nomi- 
nated to  receive  the  exhibition  of  the  said  testator,  to 
whom  the  yearly  sum  of  llOl.  a  piece  had  been,  and 
was  then,  paid  out  of  the  said  trust  estates ;  and  reciting 
also  the  great  increase  in  the  value  of  the  said  estates ;  it 
was  by  the  now-reciting  Act  enacted,  that  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  from 
time  to  time,  to  make  unto  each  of  the  then  present  and 
future  exhibitioners,  such  yearly  allowance  as  they,  the 
said  trustees,  or  their  successors,  should  think  meet, 
provided  that  the  same  should  never  exceed  the  sum  of 
220Z.  in  any  one  year,  and  that  the  said  allowance  should 
not  be  paid  to  any  of  such  exhibitioners  who  should  not 
regularly  reside  in  the  said  College  from  the  begiiuung 
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of  Michaelmas  term  to  the  end  of  that  term  in  every  year, 
unless  such  exhibitioner  should  have  obtained  such  per- 
mission, as  was  therein-after  mentioned,  from  the  said 
trustees  dispensing  with  his  residence  at  the  said  College, 
and  that  no  such  permission  should  extend  beyond  the 
power  thereby  given ;  and  the  said  trustees  were  by  the 
now-reciting  Act  empowered,  to  provide  rooms  and  lodgings 
in  Oxford  aforesaid,  for  the  residence  and  accommodation 
of  the  exhibitioners  who  were  then,  or  should  thereafter 
be  nominated  to  take  the  benefit  of  the  said  trust ;  and 
for  that  purpose  to  purchase  any  houses,  buildings,  or 
land  in  Oxford  aforesaid,  and  to  alter  and  improve  such 
houses  or  buildings,  and  make  the  same  convenient  for 
the  residence  and  accommodation  of  the  said  exhibi- 
tioners, or  to  erect  any  suitable  and  convenient  buildings 
upon  such  land  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  from 
time  to  time  to  permit  and  allow  the  said  exhibitioners 
to  reside  in  such  houses  or  buildings  rent  free,  in  addition 
to  the  said  annual  stipends,  which  they,  the  said  trustees, 
were  or  should  be  empowered  to  pay  to  such  exhibi- 
tioners by  the  now-reciting  Act,  subject,  nevertheless,  to 
the  regulations  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  of  the 
said  College  o^Brasenoae,  made  or  to  be  made ;  provided 
that  no  exhibitioner  should  be  allowed  to  reside  in  any 
such  houses  or  buildings  for  any  longer  period  than  he 
should  receive  his  exhibition,  or  during  only  such  ^erm 
or  part  thereof  as  the  said  trustees  should  from  time  to 
time  determine  upon ;  and  provided  that  no  greater  sum 
should  be  expended  by  the  said  trustees  in  the  actual 
purchase  of  any  such  houses,  buildings,  land,  or  heredi- 
taments, than  the  sum  of  5,000/.  in  the  whole ;  and  the 
said  trustees  and  their  successors  were  by  the  now-reciting 
Act  empowered  to  pay  to  a  Lecturer,  to  be  nominated  by 
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the  Principal  of  the  said  College  of  Brasenose  for  tlie  time 
being,  for  the  deUvering  lectures  in  divinity  to  the  exbi- 
tioners  therein,  granting  such  yearly  allowance  as  the 
trustees  should  from  time  to  time  think  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  1502.  a  year,  and  that  the  delivery  of 
such  lectures  should  be  under  such  regulations  as  should 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Principal  of  the  said  College,  and 
the  said  trustees ;  and  that  the  regular  attendance  of  the 
exhibitioners,  to  take  the  benefit  of  the  said  trust  at  such 
lectures,  should  be  enforced  by  the  said  trustees,  by 
making  such  deductions  from  the  stipends  and  allow- 
ances by  the  now-reciting  Act  allowed  to  be  made  to  the 
^d  exhibitioners,  or  by  subjecting  the  said  exhibitioners 
to  such  penalties  and  forfeitures  as  the  trustees  should 
think  proper ;  and  tliat  such  divinity  lecture  sho>uld  be 
founded  in  the  said  College  by  the  name  of  *'  Huhne^ 
Divinity  Lecture ;"  provided  that  no  person  should  be 
appointed  to  such  office  of  Lecturer,  except  he  should  fo3 
in  Priest's  orders,  and  have  taken  the  d^^e  of  Bachelot* 
of  Divinity,  or  Master  of  Arts,  in  the  said  University, 
and  be  a  member  of  the  said  College ;  and  it  was  by  the 
now-reciting  Act  further  enacted,  that  the  said  Edward 
Earl  of  Derby,  Sec,  and  such  other  person  and  persons  as 
should  from  time  to  time  be  elected  and  chosen  trustees  of 
the  said  estates,  should  be,  and  they  were  thereby  created. 
One  Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Estates  devised  by  William 
Hulme,  Esq.,*'  and  that  they  and  their  successors  should, 
by  the  same  name,  have  perpetual  succession,  &c. ;  and 
that  the  said  trustees  should  and  might  have  and  use  a 
Common  Seal,  for  the  affiurs  of  them  and  their  succes- 
sors, relating  to  the  said  trust  estates,  and  the  affiiirs  of 
the  said  trust,  on  which  should  be  engraved  the  Coat  of 
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Anns  borne  by  the  said  William  Hulme>  and  round 
which  should  be  inscribed  the  following  words,  "  SigiUum 
Hvimianum ;"  and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  said 
trustees  and  their  successors  should  have  one  General 
Annual  Meeting,  on  the  first  Thursday  after  the  feast  of 
S€dnt  Michael  the  Archangel,  in  every  year,  between  the 
hours  of  twelve  and  two  o'clock,  at  such  place  in  Man^ 
cheater  aforesaid,  as  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
should  agree  upon ;  at  which  General  Annual  Meeting, 
the  said  trustees  should  transact  all  business  whatsoever, 
relating  to  the  said  trust  estates  ;  and  should  have  any 
other  General  Meeting  so  often  as  the  afiairs  of  the  said 
trust  estates  should  require  the  same ;  but  that  notices  in 
writing,  of  every  such  general  meeting,  should  be  given 
to  each  trustee ;  and  it  was  by  the  now-reciting  Act  fur- 
ther enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  nominators 
of  the  said  exhibitioners,  at  any  time  thereafter,  when 
any  vacancy  should  arise  in  the  number  of  the  said  exhi- 
bitioners, to  nominate  to  the  said  exhibitions.  Undergo- 
daates  in  the  said  QoUege  of  Brasenose,  who  should  have 
then  entered  upon  the  thirteenth  term  from  their  matri- 
culation, and  who  should  resolve  and  continue  to  reside 
there  by  the  space  oifour  years,  next  after  the  commence- 
ment of  such  thirteenth  term,  and  who  should  also  re- 
solve to  take  their  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the 
University  of  Oxford,  as  soon  as  they  should  be  of  aca- 
demical standing  for  such  degree ;  and  that  the  Under- 
graduates so  to  be  nominated,  and  residing  according  to 
the  regulations  of  the  now-reciting  Act,  should  from  time 
to  time  have,  and  be  entitled  to  the  allowances  and  yearly 
payments  thereby  authorized  to  be  made  to  the  said 
exhibitioners,  for  the  space  of  four  years,  to  be  accounted 
from  the  commencement  of  the  said  thirteenth  term ; 
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provided  that  the  said  Under-graduates,  so  to  be  nomi- 
nated, should,  if  prevented  from  taking  their  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  as  soon  as  they  should  be  of  standing 
for  the  same,  be  actually  admitted  to  such  deigree,  within 
eight  months  afterwards ;  but  that  in  case  they  should 
not,  within  the  space  of  eight  months,  duly  take  their 
said  degree,  then  their  respective  nominations  should  be 
void,  and  they  should  respectively  forfeit  all  further 
right  to  the  said  allowances  and  payments :  and  whereas 
since  the  passing  of  the  said  last-recited  Act,  the  several 
individuals  who  have  been  from  time  to  time  nominated 
to  receive  the  exhibitions  of  the  said  William  Hulme^ 
have  not  exceeded  at  any  one  time  ffttm,  but  several 
Under-graduates  in  the  said  College  of  Bnzfenostf,  have« 
by  virtue  of  the  said  last-recited  Act,  been  from  time  to 
time  nominated  exhibitioners,  in  common  with  Bachelocs 
of  Arts,  and  the  amount  of  the  exhibitions  has  been  gra^ 
dually  augmented,  and  there  is  now  paid  out  of  the  said 
trust  estates,  to  or  for  the  use  of  each  qf  the  exhibitionert, 
the  yearly  sum  of  155/. ;  namely,  the  yearly  sum  of  1202. 
towards  lus  maintenance  and  lodging,  and  the  further 
yearly  sum  of  35/.  towards  ih.e purchase  of  suitable  books: 
and  whereas  since  the  passing  of  the  said  last-recited 
Act,  a  Divinity  Lecturer  has  from  time  to  time  been 
nominated  by  the  Principal  of  the  said  College  of  Brase^ 
nose,  at  the  yearly  salary  of  105/. :  and  whereas  since  the 
passing  of  the  said  last-recited  Act,  the  incorporated 
trustees  of  the  said  trust  estates  have  used  their  utmost 
endeavours  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  that  Act, 
by  which  they  are  empowered  to  provide  rooms  and 
lodgings  in  Oxford,  for  the  residence  and  accommodation 
of  the  exhibitioners,  as  herein-before  mentioned,  but  such 
theur  endeavours  have  hitherto  proved  wholly  ineffibctnal; 
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and  frmn  the  iafoniiatioii  whidi  the  said  trustees  possess, 
they  do  not  foresee  any  prospect  of  being  enabled,  within 
a  reasonable  period  of  time,  to  procure,  either  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  any  such  rooms  or  lodgings :  and 
whereas  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  said  trustees,  held 
in  Manchester  aforesaid,  on  the  first  Thursday  after  the 
feast  of  St  Michael  the  Archangel,  in  the  year  1826,  for 
the  purpose  of  r^rulating  the  affiurs  of  the  said  trust 
estates,  it  appeared  from  the  accounts  detailing  the  state 
and  condition  thereof,  that  the  gross  annual  income 
arising  from  such  parts  of  the  said  trust  estates  as  consist 
of  lands  and  hereditaments,  amounted  to  the  sum  of 
3,29lL  I7s,  lid,;  and  that  the  accumulated  fund  which 
had  from  time  to  time  arisen  from  the  surplus  rents  and 
prints  of  the  said  trust  estates,  (invested  in  Government 
apd  real  securities,  and  in  cash,)  amounted  to  the  sum 
of  42,203/.  Of.  4d.;   and  that  the  dividends  annually 
accruing  from  such  fund,  produced  the  smn  of  1,658/.  19^. ; 
and  that  the  expenditure  of  the  said  trust  estates  for  the 
last  year,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  3,828/.  0#.  8(1.,  the 
same  being  the  average  annual  expenditure,  which  wiH' 
be  required  for  satisfying  the  trusts  and  purposes  of  the 
said  testator's  will,  and  the  said  recited  Acts,  or  there- 
abouts :  and  whereas  the  state  of  the  funds  of  the  said 
trust  estates  is  such,  as  not  only  to  enable  the  said 
trustees  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  annual  expenditure 
to  which  the  said  trust  estates  are  now  subject,  and  such 
further  annual  expenditure  as  they  may,  at  any  time 
hereafter,  be  made  subject  to,  by  reason  of  any  increase 
in  the  yearly  allowance,  which  the  said  trustees  and  their 
successors  are  authorized  to  make  to  each  of  the  exhibi- 
tioners, and  also  to  fulfil  and  execute  each  and  every  of 
the  trusts  and  objects  in  the  said  recited  Acts  particularly 
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mentioned,  but  also  to  enable  the  said  trustees  to  enlarge 
tbe  charitable  foundation  of  the  said  William  Hulme  to 
a  very  considerable  extent,  by  an  approprioHan,  for  that 
purpose,  as  well  of  a  part  of  the  said  present  accumulated 
fond,. as  also  of  such  farther  accumulated  fimd,  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  arise :  and  whereas  the  said  trustees  do 
not  at  present  consider  it  advisable  either  to  augment  the 
present  number  of  exhibitioners  receiving  benefit  under  the 
trusts  of  the  wiU  of  the  send  William  Hulme,  or  to  increase 
the  yearly  aUowande  uihich  is  novo  paid  to  each  exhibitioner  .- 
and  whereas,  at  the  last-mentioned  General  Meeting  of 
the  4said  trustees,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  by  them, 
that  the  benevolent  and  piou»  objects  of  the  said  testator 
would  be  best  advanced  by  applying  part  of  the  present 
and  future  accumulations  of  the  said  trust  estates  and 
monies  in  the  Purchase  ofAdvowsons  qf  Livings,  and  by 
presenting  thereto  such  individuals  as,  at  the  time  of  the 
avoidance  of  such  Livings,  actually  shall  be,  or  thereto- 
fore shall  have  been,  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of 
the  said  testator,  in  the  said  College  of  Brasenose :  But 
inasmuch  as  the  said  trustees  cannot  effect  an  enlargement 
of  the  charitable  foundation  of  the  said  testator,  William 
Huhne,  in  the  manner  proposed  by  them,  without  the 
aid  and  authority  of  Parliament ;  Wherefore  your  Ma- 
jesty's most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  incorporated 
trustees  of  the  estates  devised  by  William  Hulme,  Esq.,  do 
most  humbly  beseech  your  Majesty,  that  it  maybe  enacted; 
that  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  at  all  times  hereafter,  to  lay 
out  and  expend  such  part  of  the  savings,  &c.  now  made, 
or  hereafter  to  be  made,  from  and  out  of  the  surplus- 
rents,  &c.,  as  they  the  said  trustees  shall,  in  their  discre- 
tion, think  necessary  and  proper,  in  purchasing  the  fee- 
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simple  and  mberitance  of  and  in  Advowsons,  and  rights 
of  patronage  of,  in,  and  to  any  ecclesiastical  Benefices, 
Perpetual  Curacies,  Parochial  Chapelries,  or  Donatives, 
with  all  and  (every  the  rights,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  so  as 
the  same  be  situate  in  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
called  England  J  and  that  the  same,  when  so  purchased, 
shall,  by  good  and  sufficient  conveyances  in  the  law,  be 
effectually  granted,  conveyed,  and  assured  unto  the  said 
trustees,  upon  the  several  trusts,  and  for  the  several'pur^ 
poses,  in  this  Act  mentioned :  provided  nevertheless,  that 
such  part  only  of  the  accumulated  fiind,  which  has  now 
arisen,  or  which  may  hereafter  arise,  from  and  out  of  the 
surplus  rents,  &c.  of  the  said  trust  estates  and  monies,  shall 
be  laid  out  and  expended  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  as 
when  deducted  from  the  entire  accumulated  fund,  for  the 
time  being,  will  leave  a  surplus  accumulation  of  20,0001. 
at  the  least ;  and  provided  also,  that  the  amount  to  be 
paid  for  the  purchase  of  any  one  advowson,  or  right  of 
patronage,  so  to  be  purchased,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  7,000/. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  trustees  shall, 
within  one  calendar  month  subsequent  to  the  feast  of  St. 
Michael  the  Archangel,  next  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
cause  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  oiChes-* 
ter,  a  list  in  writing,  containing  the  names  of  all  the  indivi- 
duals then  living,  who  shall  be,  or  shall  theretofore  have 
been  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of  the  said.  William 
Hulme,  specifying  the  dates  of  their  respective  nomina- 
tions ;  and  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall> 
within  the  same  period,  in  each  succeeding  year,  cause  to 
be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Chester  for 
the  time  being,  a  list  in  writing,  containing  the  names  of 
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all  such  individuals  as  shall  have  been  nominated  exhibi- 
tioners in  the  course  of  the  preceding  year. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  when  any  ecdeaiastioBl 
benefice  shall  happen,  from  any  cause  whateT^»  to  bi^ 
come  void,  the  said  trustees  and  their  successora  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  within  the  space  of 
live  calendar  months  next  after  the  haj^nisg  of  any  such 
avoidance,  to  nominate,  from  and  oat  of  the  number  of 
such  persons  who  shall  either  then  he,  or  shall  have  pre- 
viously been,  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of  the  said 
William  Hulme,  such  individual  as  the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors,  may  think  proper,  and  who  shaU  be 
qualified  as  herein-after  mentioned ;  that  is  to  say,  the 
said  individual  shall  have  taken  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  shall  have  entered 
into  holy  orders,  and  shall  also,  in  all  other  respects^  be 
capable  of  being,  and  shall  be  ready  and  willing  to  be» 
presented  to  any  such  ecclesiastical  benefice. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the 
purchasing  of  any  advowson,  or  right  of  patronage  o&  iil» 
or  to  any  ecclesiastical  benefice,  by  virtue  of  this  Act, 
and  after  the  same  shall  happen  to  become  void,  it  shaU 
be  lawftil  for  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  to 
expend  a  competent  part  of  the  savings,  &c.  now  made» 
or  hereafter  to  be  made,  from  and  out  of  the  leAts,  &c« 
of  the  said  trust  estates  and  monies,  in  the  eorectioa  and 
building  of  any  Parsonage  or  Glebe*House,  for  tbe  re«h 
dence  of  the  Incumbent,  to  be  from  time  to  time  pre- 
sented, in  manner  aforesaid,  to  any  such  ecclesiastieal  bene* 
fice,  and  in  the  erection  of  any  out-buildings  whatsoever, 
or  in  making  such  alterations  and  improvem^ta  in,  or 
addition  to>  any  existing  Parsenage  or  Glebe*Howe,  or 
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out-builiiigs,  as  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  in  their  discretion  deem  necessary :  provided  never* 
theless,  that  the  monies  so  to  be  expended  shall  not  ex- 
ceed,  in  the  whole,  the  sum  of  700^* 


**  This  Indenture  made  the  17th  of  February  1679,  be- 
tween the  Right  Noble  the  Lady  Sarah  Duchess  Dowager 
of  Somerset,  widow,  of  the  one  part ; — ^the  Right  Wor- 
shipful Thomas  Yate,  D.D.,  Principal  of  the  King's  HaU 
and  College  of  Brasenose  in  the  University  of  Osrford,  and 
the  Scholars  of  the  same  College,  on  the  other  part ; — 
witnesseth,  that  the  said  Duchess  for  the  founding,  esta- 
blishing, and  sustentation  of  four  scholarships  in  the  said 
College  to  the, honour  of  God  and  the  advancement  of 
good  learning,  and  to  be  called  for  ever  '  Somerset  Scho- 
larships,' hath  granted,  aliened,  released,  and  confirmed, 
and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  &c.,  unto  the  said  Prin- 
cipal and  Scholars,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  all  that 
tenement  or  messuage,  with  several  pieces  of  arable  and 
pasture  land,  and  all  those  five  closes,  &c.,  in  the  parish 
of  Iver,  in  the  county  of  Buckingham,  which  said  premises 
are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Principal  and  Scho- 
lars, by  virtue  of  a  bargain  and  sale  to  them  thereof  made 
by  the  said  Duchess,  by  indenture  bearing  date  the  day 
before  the  date  of  these  presents  for  one  whole  year  from 
the  day  before  the  date  of  that  indenture,  and  by  force 
and  virtue  of  the  statute  for  transferring  uses  into  pos- 
session, ^to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  premises,  with 
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their  rights,  &c.,  unto  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars 
aiid  their  successors,  to  the  end,  intent,  and  purpose, 
that  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  and  their  successors 
shall  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  use  all 
good  care  and  diligence  to  preserve,  defend,  and  improve 
the  said  premises,  to  he  employed  and  converted  to  the 
sole  and  proper  uses  hereinafter  directed  and  declared, — 
that  is,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  four  scholars 
to  be  bred  and  trained  up  in  good  learning  and  piety  in 
the  said  College  of  Brasenose  for  ever. 
.  *'  Secondly.  The  said  four  scholars  shall  be  nominated 
and  presented  by  the  said  Duchess  during  her  life  to  the 
said  Principal  and  Scholars  of  Brasenose  CoUege,  who 
shall  be  obliged  to  elect  them,  within  three  days  after 
such  presentation,  into  the  scholarship  or  scholarships 
then  vacant,  if,  on  examination,  they  shall  be  found  fit 
and  worthy,  or  else  signify  their  refusal  to  the  said  Du- 
chess, who  shall  nominate  one  or  more. 

''  Thirdly.  After  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all 
scholars  to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the 
said  Principal  and  six  Senior  Fellows  of  Brasenose  out  of 
the  free  school  of  Manchester,  in  the  county  palatine  of 
Lancaster,  within  forty  days  after  the  said  scholarships, 
or  any  of  them  respectively,  shall  become  void;  in  which 
choice  they  shall  always  prefer  such  youths  in  the  said 
school,  as  shall  be  born  in  the  counties  of  Lancaster, 
Chester,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one  of  them :  and  in 
case  that,  at  the  time  when  any  of  the  said  scholarships 
shall  become  void,  there  shall  not  be  in  the  said .  school 
any  poor  youth  whatsoever  that  shall  be  judged  fit  for  his 
learning  to  be  elected,  that  then  they  shall  and  may  elect 
and  choose  into  the  said  scholarships  so  void,  any  other 
youth  or  youths  bom  in  any  of  the  said  three  counties  of 
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Lancaster,  Chester,  and  Herejvrd,  and  not  elsewhere ;  al* 
though  such  youth  or  youths  shall  have  heen  educated  in 
any  other  school. 

''  Fourthly.  That  the  said  Principal  ^and  Scholars  shall 
be  obUged  to  allow  unto  every  one  of  the  scholars  so 
named  and  elected,  the  sum  of  6s.  per  week  for  their  sub- 
sistence, for  sevfin  fuU  and  complete  years  from  the  day  of 
his  or  their  election,  unless  they  die,  or  be  absent  con- 
trary to  the  statutes  of  the  said  College,  or  shall  be  pro* 
moted  to  any  fellowship  or  preferment  in  the  same  or  any 
other  College,  or  shall  be  expelled  for  his  or  their  misde- 
meanour. But  if,  by  reason  of  any  public  calamity,  the 
lands  should  faU  in  their  rents,  the  scholars  shall  be  con- 
tented with  their  allowance  proportionable  to  the  profits 
that  arise. 

'*  Fifthly.  The  Principal  and  Scholars  shall  provide  the 
said /our  scholars  one  chamber  with  four  studies,  where 
the  Somerset  Scholars  may  cohabit  together,  or  else  dis- 
tinct lodging ;  and  they  shall  wear  gowns  of  cloth  with 
open  sleeves,  like  the  students  of  Christ  Church  j  and 
square  caps,  but  without  tassels,  whilst  they  are  under- 
graduates. And  in  satisfaction  to  the  said  Principal  and 
Scholars,  for  the  chambers  and  for  the  biffing  the  first 
gowns  and  caps  for  the  said  scholars,  the  sai4  Duchess 
hath  psdd  to  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  the  sum 
<rf  50/. 

**  Sixthhf,  The  said  scholars  that  shall  afterwards  be 
admitted,  shall  each  at  his  first  admission  be  allowed  a 
new  gown  and  cap;  and  the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the 
third  and  fifth  years ;  the  charge  whereof  is  not  to  be  de- 
ducted out  of  their  allowance  of  5^.  per  week  apiece,  in 
regard  there  is  upon  the  computation  of  the  yearly  value 
of  the  premises,  an  allowance  of  5/.  per  annum  made  by 
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the  said  Duchess  for  buying  the  said  caps  and  gowns,  over 
and  above  the  said  &s,  apiece. 

"  Seventhly.  The  said  Somerset  Scholars  shall  pay  no 
caution  at  their  first  admission;  but  if  they  or  any  of 
them  shall  at  any  time  exceed  their  allowance  in  commons 
or  battling^  and  do  not  pay  for  such  exceedings  within 
fomteen  days  after  the  respective  quarter-day,  then  their 
names  shall  be  crossed^  and  their  allowances  stopped  until 
all  arrears  be  paid. 

*'  Eighthly,  The  four  said  scholars  shall  at  their  ad> 
mission  be  required  to  speak  the  Latin  tongue  in  their 
public  and  private  conferences  with  one  another,  under 
the  penalty  of  two-pence  for  every  default. 

**  Ninthly,  The  premises  to  return  to  the  heirs  of  the 
said  Duchess  in  case  they  should  be  misemployed  to  any 
other  uses,  &c. ;  and  to  be  again  employed  to  the  uses 
above  limited,  either  in  the  said  College  or  any  other 
College  in  the  said  University. 

"  Tenthly,  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  appointed  Visitor^ 
and  is  to  visit  once  in  three  years. 

"  Eleventhly,  Once  in  every  year  a  commemoration  of 
the  said  Duchess  to  be  had ;  and  40^.  distributed  to  the 
Principal,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  then  present  at  prayers, 
giving  to  the  Principal  a  double  share;  and  a  speech 
made  in  Latin  in  the  Hall,  to  be  performed  by  turns  suc- 
cessively by  the  said  Somerset  Scholars.** 

This  Deed  was  enrolled  in  Chancery  in  Hilary  T«in, 
1679. 

The  following  is  the  Deed,  relative  to  Her  Grace's  yfve 
scholarships  at  St,  John's  College,  in  Cambridge: — 

'<  This  Indenture  made  the  12th  of  July  1682,  be- 
tween the  Right  Noble  Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  So- 
merset,   of  the    one  part ;    and  the   Rev.  Humphrey 
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Gower>  D.D.^  Master  of  the  College  of  St,  John  the 
Evangelist,  and  the  Fellows  and  Scholars  of  the  same 
College,  in  the  University  of  Caanbridge,  of  the  other 
past ; — witnesseth,  that  the  said  Duchess  for  the  found- 
ing, establishing,  and  sustentation  of  five  scholarships  in 
the  said  College,  to  be  called  for  ever '  Somerset  Scholar- 
ships,' and  for  and  in  consideration  of  Ss,  in  hand  paid, 
the  receipt  whereof  she  doth  hereby  acknowledge,  hath 
bargained  and  sold^  &c.,  the  manor  of  Thomkitt,  in 
WUts,  &c. 

"  Secondly,  The  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

"  Thirdly,  After  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all 
scholars  to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the 
Master  and  Senior  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  out  of  the 
free  school  of  Hereford,  within  forty  days  after  the  said 
scholarships  or  any  of  them  respectively  shall  become 
void;  in  which  choice,  preference  to  be  given  to  such 
youths  in  the  said  school  as  shall  have  been  bom  in  the 
counties  of  Somerset,  Wilts,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one 
of  them. 

"  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Ninth 
clauses,  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

''  TentJUy.  The  Bishop  of  Ely  for  the  time  being  and 
his  successors  to  be  for  ever  the  Visitor  of  the  said  five 
scholarships,  &c.,  and  the  entertainment  in  the  Hall,  at 
any  one  visitation,  not  to  exceed  3l. 

"  Eleventhly.  A  commemoration,  as  before  expressed.'^ 
.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  Her  Grace's  will, 
dated  the  17th  of  May  1686,  in  the  Registry  of  the  Pre- 
rogative Court  of  Canterbury : — 
.  '^  Also,  I  do  will,  direct,  and  appoint,  that  the  before- 
named  Sir  Samuel  Grimston,  and  his  heirs,  shall  settle, 
convey,  and  assure  by  such  lawful  ways,  means,  and  as- 
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raraBces,  as  the  said  Henry  Lord  Delamere  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Gregory,  and  the  survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs, 
shall  think  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  doing  thereof 
firmly  and  legally  unto  and  upon  the  Principal,  Fellows, 
and  Scholars,  of  Brasenose  CoUege,  in  the  University  of 
Oxfbrd,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  my  manor 
of  ThomMU,,  with  its  rights,  members,  and  appurte- 
nances, in  the  said  county  of  WiUSy  and  all  messuages, 
farms,  lands,  tenements,  meadows,  pastures,  woods, 
rents,  commons,  advantages,  and  hereditaments  whatso- 
ever, unto  the  said  manor  belonging  or  any  wise  apper- 
taining, or  reputed  or  taken  to  be  part,  parcel,  or  member 
thereof,  to  be  for  ever  used  and  employed  for  the  found- 
ing and  maintaming  of  a  further  number  of  scholars  in 
the  said  College  for  ever^  over  and  above  those  that  I 
have  already  founded  there,  in  such  sort,  manner,  and 
foran,  as  is  hereinafter  directed. 

**  And  also,  I  do  likewise  will,  direct,  and  appoint, 
that  the  said  Sir  William  Grimston,  and  his  heirs,  shall 
convey,  settle,  and  assure,  in  such  manner  and  form,  and 
by  such  lawful  ways,  means,  and  assurances,  as  the  said 
Henry  Lord  Delamere  and  Sir  William  Gregory,  and  the 
survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs,  shall  think  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  firm  and  legal  doing  and  establishing 
thereof  unto  and  upon  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars 
of  St.  John's  CoUege,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  the  manor  of  Wootton 
Rhers,  with  the  rights,  members,  and  appurtenances 
thereof,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  and  all  and  singular  mes- 
suages, farms,  lands,  tenements,  meadows,  pastures, 
woods,  commons,  rents,  and  hereditaments  whatsoever, 
unto  the  said  manor  belonging,  or  in  any  wise  appertain- 
ing, or  accepted,  reputed,  or  taken  part,  parcel,  or  mem- 
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ber  thereof^  to  be  for  ever  ^sed  and  employed,  for  the 
founding  and  maintaining  a  further  number  of  scholars  in 
the  said  College,  over  and  above  those  ^oe  scholarships 
which  I  have  already  founded  in  the  said  College,  in  guch 
sort,  manner,  and  form,  as  is  hereinafter  directed.  ' 

*'  And  for  the  better  increasing  both  of  the  number 
and  maintenance  of  the  said  additional  scholars  in  either 
of  the  before-mentioned  CoUeges,  I  do  direct  and  appoint, 
and  I  do  desire  that  it  may  be  so  provided  for  in  the  set- 
tlement thereof,  that  the  said  manors  and  hereditaments, 
to  the  said  Colleges  respectively  appointed,  may  he  or- 
dered and  managed  in  such  sort  and  manner  as  is  herein- 
after directed ;  that  is  to  say,  I  do  will,  direct,  and  ap- 
point, that  no  lease  or  leases  shall  be  granted  or  renewed 
of  any  the  leasehold  messuages,  farms,  lands,  tenements, 
or  hereditaments,  within  the  said  manors  hereby  by  me 
given  or  appointed  to  the  said  Colleges,  or  either  of  them 
respectively,  for  any  longer  or  greater  term  than  one-and- 
twenty  years  in  possession  only:  and  that  upon  every 
such  new  lease  there  shall  be  reserved  the  best  improved 
rent  that  can  be  gotten  for  the  same  farm  so  to  be  leased : 
and  that  there  shall  not  be  directly  or  indirectly  taken  for 
the  making  of  any  new  grant  of  any  copyhold  estate  or 
estates,  any  fine  or  fines  for  more  than  after  the  rate  or 
proportion  of  one  third  part  of  the  improved  value  or  rent 
of  the  said  tenements  or  farm  so  letten;  and  that  full  two- 
third  parts  of  the  improved  yearly  value  of  the  said  tene- 
ment or  farm  shall  be  reserved  in  rent,  and  made  payable 
half-yearly,  for  the  same  to  be  from  time  to  time  em- 
ployed and  applied  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned;  and  that 
in  every  such  new  lease  or  grant  to  be  made  of  the  said 
premises  or  any  part  thereof,  the  tenant  or  lessee  thereof 
shall  be  bound  to  pay  all  manner  of  taxes,  and  to  keep  the 
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Biessuages  and  bmldings  upon  the  same  in  good  and  suf- 
ficient repair. 

"  And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that  the  said  ad« 
ditional  scholars,  in  each  of  the  said  Colleges  respectively, 
shall  be  called  by  the  name  of  '  Somerset  Scholars/  and 
that  their  allowance  for  their  maintenance  and  other  things 
shall  be  equal  and  proportionable,  saving  only  to  those  m 
scholars  in  each  of  the  said  Colleges,  concerning  whom  I 
have  hereinafter  given  particular  directions,  with  those  I 
have  already  founded  there ;  and  that  the  election,  ma-^ 
nagement,  ordering,  and  government  of  all  the  said  addi- 
tional scholars  shall  be  in  the  same  manner,  and  according 
to  the  same  rules,  as  are  given  and  settled  by  me  for  and 
concerning  the  '  Somerset  Scholars'  by  me  founded  tl* 
ready  in  the  said  respective  Colleges;  with  this  alteration 
only  as  to  the  election  of  the  scholars  into  the  said  addi- 
tional scholarships:  for  my  will  is,  and  I  do  appoint, 
that  the  said  additional  scholars  that  shall  be  chosen  in 
Brasenose  CoUege,  in  Oxford,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  for 
ever  be  elected  out  of  Manchester  School,  in  the  county 
of  Lancaster,  and  the  free  school  of  Hertford,  and^  the 
free  school  of  Marlborough,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  by 
turns ;  the  jSrsf  of  them  to  be  chosen  out  of  Manchester 
School,  the  second  out  of  Hertford  free  school,  and  the 
third  out  of  Marlborough  free  school ;  and  that  the  said 
additional  scholars,  that  shall  be  chosen  into  St,  John's 
CoUege,  in  Can^ridge,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever 
be  elected  out  of  Marlborough  free  school,  Hertford  free 
school,  and  Manchester  free  school,  by  turns,  the  first 
of  them  to  be  chosen  out  of  Marlborough  free  school, 
the  second  out  of  Hertford  free  school,  and  the  third  out 
o{ Manchester  free  school;  and  to  keep  the  same  course 
and  turns  for  ever. 
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**  And  I  do  farther  will  and  appoint,  that  if  any  of  my 
said  scholars  shall  be  absent  from  his  said  respective  Col. 
1^  above  three  calendar  months  in  any  one  year,  upon 
any  pretence  whatsoever,  that  then  his  place  in  the  said 
College  shall  be  ipso  facto  void. 

"  Provided  always,  and  my  will  and  mind  is,  that 
upon  any  vacancy  of  any  of  my  said  scholarships,  by 
reason  of  undue  absence,  or  upon  any  other  account  or 
cause  whatsoever  in  either  of  the  said  CoUeges  r^ 
qtectivdy,  if  the  Principal,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of 
Brasenose  CoUege,  in  Orford,  or  the  Master,  Fellows,  and 
Scholars  of  St,  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  or  either  of 
the  said  CoU^^es  respectively,  shall  neglect  by  the  a^iace 
of  thirtg  days  to  give  notice  of  such  avoidance  unto  tho 
Master  of  the  School  out  of  which  the  next  of  the  said 
scholars  is  to  be  chosen  into  the  said  Gdlege,  that  then 
the  College  so  neglecting  shall  lose  the  privilege  of  elect- 
ing any  of  the  said  additional  scholars  for  seven  years 
next  after  such  neglect :  and  that  during  that  seven  years 
they,  the  said  Henry  Lord  Delamere,  Sir  Samuel  Grim«- 
stone,  and  Sir  William  Gregory,  and  the  survivors  and 
survivor  of  them,  and  his  heirs,  shall  .and  lawfully  may, 
from  time  to  time,  nominate  and  present  a  scholar  or 
scholars  out  of  the  aforesaid  schools  respectively,  (and 
qualified,  as  in  the  foundation  of  my  said  scholarships  ia 
direGted,)  unto  the  said  College  or  Colleges  respectively, 
where  such  place  shall  be  void,  to  be  settled  and  placed 
in  all  or  any  such  of  the  said  scholarships  as  shall  happen 
to  be  void  within  the  said  seven  years. 

*'  And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that,  at  the  first 
settlement  thereof,  there  shall  be  one  additional  Somerset 
Scholar  placed  and  settled  in  each  of  the  said  Collegea 
with  provision  to  be  made,  that  when  the  rei^  of  the 
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manor  and  hereditaments  given  to  Brasenose  CoUege,  in 
Oseford,  shall  he  so  improved  that  they  shall  come  to  302. 
per  annmn,  then  there  shall  he  one  other  Somerset  Scho- 
lar placed  in  the  said  College,  and  so  from  time  to  time 
upon  every  increase  and  advancement  of  15Z.  per  annmn 
in  the  rents  of  the  said  manor  and  premises  to  them  ap- 
pointed there  shall  he  (me  scholar  more  added  to  the  So- 
merset Scholars  in  the  said  College;  and  that  in  like 
manner,  when  the  rents  of  the  manor  and  hereditamentft 
herehy  given  or  appointed  to  St  John's  College,  in  Cam' 
bridge,  shall  come  to  he  302.  per  annum,  there  shall  he  one 
other  additional  Somerset  Scholar  settled  in  the  said  Col- 
lege;  and  so  in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
every  increase  or  advancement  of  161.  per  annum  in  the 
rents  of  the  said  manor  and  premises  to  them  given  or 
appointed,  there  shall  he  one  scholar  more  added  to  the 
Somerset  Scholars  in  the  said  CoUege. 

*^  And,  as  touching  the  fines  that  shall  according  to 
the  i«nts  aforesaid  he  taken  or  received  upon  the  granting 
or  renewing  of  copyhold '  estates  in  the  said  respective 
manors,  I  do  wiU  and  appoint,  that  three  parts  out  of  four 
thereof  shall  go  and  be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
respective  Colleges,  to  whom  such  manor  is  hereinbefore 
appointed,  in  recompence  for  their  providing  chambers 
for  the  said  additional  scholars,  and  studies,  gowns,  and 
caps;  and  the  other  fourth  part  of  the  said  fines  to  go  and 
be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Somerset  Scholars  in 
that  College,  to  buy  them  books,  which  advantage  by  the 
said  fines,  although  it  can  be  but  small  at  first,  in  regard 
that  all  the  farms  within  the  aforesaid  manors  are  at  pre- 
sent in  lease  or  grants  under  small  old  rents,  yet  as  the 
present  leases  and  estates  shall  determine,  they  will,  I 
hope,  prove  considerable,  for  by  the  account  I  receive 
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from  my  officers,  I  find  that  tlie  manor  appointed  to 
Brasenose  CoBege  wiU,  when  the  present  lease  and  estates 
are  expired,  be  worth  about  560/.  per  annmn ;  and  that 
the  manor  appointed  to  St.  John's  College  will  then  be 
worth  about  530/.  per  annum. 

**  And  I  do  further  declare  my  will  and  mind  to  be, 
and  I  do  appoint,  that  the  term  now  in  being  of  the  lease- 
hold farm  and  lands  lying  in  the  manor  of  TkomhiU,  which, 
leasehold  farm  and  lands  at  the  full  and  improved  value 
is  worth  160/.  per  annum,  shall  expire  or  determine,  then 
tix  Somerset  Scholars  shall  in  manner  aforesaid  be  chosen, 
and  settled  in  Brasenose  CoUege,  and  that  the  said  six 
scholars  shall  have  for  theif  allowances  for  their  mainte- 
nance the  whole  rent  of  the  said  leasehold  farm  and  lands 
in  Thornhiil,  and  that  none  others  of  the  additional  So- 
merset Scholars,  in  that  College,  shall  have  any  share  or 
part  thereof  with  them ;  and  that  the  said  six  scholars,  or 
any  of  them,  shall  not  have  any  share  or  part  with  the 
other  additional  Somerset  Scholars  of  that  house  of  any 
other  rents,  revenues,  or  profits,  of  the  said  manor  of 
TliornhiU. 

*'  And  my  will  and  mind  further  is,  and  I  ^o  appoint, 
that  when  the  term  now  in  being  of  the  leasehold  &rm 
and  lands  lying  in  the  manor  of  Wootton  Rivers,  which 
leasehtdd  fieum  and  lands  at  the  full  improved  value  is 
likewise  worth  160/.  per  annum,  shall  expire  or  deter- 
mine, then  six  Somerset  Scholars  shall  in  manner  and 
form  aforesaid  be  chosen  and  settled  into  St.  John's  CoU 
lege,  in  Cambridge,  and  that  the  said  six  scholars  shall 
have  for  their  allowances  for  their  maintenance  the  whole 
rent  of  the  said  leasehold  farm  and  lands  in  Wootton 
Bivers,  and  that  none  others  of  the  Somerset  Scholars,  in 
that  College,  shall  have  any  share  or  part  thereof  with 
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them ;  and  that  the  said  m  schcdara,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  not  have  any  share  or  part  with  the  other  Somerwt 
Scholars  of  that  house,  orany  other  rents,  revenues,  or 
profits,  of  the  said  manor  of  Woottou  Bwers, 

**  And  my  will  is,  and  I  do  hereby  appoint  and  direct, 
that  such  youths  shall  be  chosoi  into  the  said  twehe  last- 
Bdentioned  scholarships,  whose  parents  and  friends  €Br€ 
mot  able  to  contribute  any  thing  considerable  towards  their 
maintenance  in  the  University,  and  therefore  I  have  given 
and  appointed  for  them  the  large  allowance ;  and  my  will 
is,  that  the  persons  that  shall  be  chosen  into  the  said 
twelve  scholarships,  ot  any  of  them,  shall  be  such  as  de* 
mga.  or  intend  to  take  upon  them  the  minuteiyj  and  that 
they  shall  in  order  thereunto,  so  soon  as  they  shall  be  fit 
for  it,  incline  and  dispose  themselves  to  the  study  of  dtoi- 
11%/  but  in  all  other  things  relating  to  the  said  additional 
Somers^  scholarships  in  former  rules  and  directions  shall 
stand  and  be  observed,  and  these  last-mentioned  tweioe 
Somerset  Scholars  to  difi[er  from  them  in  nothing,  save 
only  in  their  maintenance,  as  is  hereinbefore  expressed,'' 

On  the  1,2th  of  January  1703,  administration  with  the 
win  and  co^cil  (in  which  she  directs  that  her  scholars  at 
both  the  Colleges  of  Brasenose  and  St.  John  should  be  en- 
titled to  a  preference,  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  to  the  valuabia 
living  of  JVootton  Rivers,  in  the  county  of  WUts)  annexed 
of  the  goods  of  the  Right  Honourable  Sarah  Duchess 
Dowager  of  Somerset  was  granted  to  Wm.  Staunton,  the 
curator  or  guardian  lawfully  assigned  to  the  Honourable 
I<angham  Booth,  Esq.,  a  minor,  the  residuary  legatee, 
named  in  the  said  codicil  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  minor,  until  he  attains  the  age  of  one-and-twenty 
years,  having  been  first  sworn  by  commission  duly  to 
administer,  the  Right  Honourable  Henry  Gomes,  Sir 
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Samud  Giimston^  Baroiiet>  and  Sir  William  Gr^:ory» 
Knight,  tlM  executors,  dying  withottt  taking  upon  them 
the  probate  and  execution  of  the  said  will  and  codicil. 

On  the  19th  of  February  1705,  administration  with  the 
wiH  and  oodicU  annexed  of  the  goods  of  the  Right  Ho* 
nourable  Sarah  Duchess  Dowago:  of  Somerset  was 
granted  to  the  Honourable  Langham  Booth,  Esq.,  the 
residuary  legatee  named  in  the  said  codicil,  he  having 
been  first  sworn  by  commission  duly  to  administer  the 
leUen  of  administration  of  the  goods  of  the  said  deceased, 
granted  in  the  month  of  January  1703,  to  William  Staun- 
ton, Esq.,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  Honourable 
Jiangham  Booth,  Esq.,  then  a  minor,  having  ceased  and 
expired,  by  reas(»i  of  the  said  minor  having  attained  his 
age  of  twenty-one  years;  and  the  Right  Honourable 
Henry  Comes,  Sir  Samuel  Giimston,  Baronet,  and  Sir 
William  Gregory,  Knight,  the  executors  named  in  the 
said  will,  having  departed  this  life  without  taking  upon 
them,  or  either  of  them,  the  probate  and  execution  of  the 
said  will  and  codiciL

By  a  codicil  to  the  will  of  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings,  the' 
daughter  of  Theophilus  Earl  of  Hmtingdon,  dated  the 
24th  of  April  17399  she  bequeathes : — 

**  First, — I  give  and  devise  all  my  manors,  lands,  and 
hereditaments  in  Wheldale^  otherwise  called  Queidak, 
in  the  West  Riding  of  the  cotmty  of  Yorky  with  all  the 
quit-rents  or  chief-rents,  and  royalties  belonging  to  the 
same,  to  the  Provost  and  Scholars  of  Q^een^s  College,  to. 
the  University  of  Oaford,  for  ever, — subject,  nevertheless, 
to  a  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  determinable  upon  the  lives 
of  one  or  more  annuitants,  as  the  case  shall  be,  and  as  is 
more  fully  explained  in  a  former  codicil,  for  charging  an- 
nuities for  lives,  pursuant  to  a  power  reserved  by  my  wilL 

"  And  to  the  end  that  the  Provost  may  have  true  and 
speedy  information  of  the  state  of  the  annuitants,  the 
Bailiff  for  the  time  being,  who  collects  the  rents  of  the 
said  premises,  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  year,  send  a  list 
of  the  names  of  the  annuitants,  then  alive,  to  the  Provost 
of  the  said  College,  signed  by  the  Bailiff  and  one  or  more 
of  the  Trustees ;  as  also  upon  the  death  of  the  last  annu* 
itant,  as  soon  as  he  receives  information  of  it,  immedi- 
ately send  notice  thereof  to  the  said  Provost,  in  writing, 
signed  also  by  himself  and  one  or  more  of  the  Trustees. 

'^  And  I  will  that,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term 
of  ninety-nine  years,  determinable  as  aforesaid,  1407.,  out 
of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  premises,  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  applied  for  ExMbitions,  towards  the 
maintenance  of  five  poor  scholars  of  the  said  College, 
to  be  nominated  and  elected  in  manner  hereinafter  di- 
rected ;  each  of  which  poor  scholars  shall  be  entitled  to 
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8  yearly  payment  of  2Sh,  but  shall  receive  for  tlie  four 
imt  years  (to  hb  computed  from  the  Pentecost  preceding 
the  election)  only  20L  each  year,  by  quarterly  or  half- 
yearly  payments;  my  will  bemg,  that  the  remaining  8/., 
OQt  of  each  sum  of  2BL,  be  laid  up  and  deposited  yearly  in 
the  College  Chest,  and  that  out  of  this  deposited  money, 
S02.  shall  be  paid  at  the  middle  of  the^A  year,  and  20l, 
more  at  the  end  of  the  said  year,  (over  and  above  the  first- 
mentioned  yearly  payment)  to  each  of  the  said  exhibi- 
tioners that  shall  have  taken  their  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree,  and  shall  strictly  and  religiously  conform  to  the 
directions,  limitations,  and  conditions  hereinafter  given, 
madeji  eft  expressed. 

*'  And  in  regard  to  the  qualifications,  nomination,  and 
election  of  poor  scholars,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
exhibitions,  my  will  is,  that  eiffht  of  the  principal  Schools 
m  the  county  of  York,  viz.  those  of  Leeds,  Wakefield, 
Braefford,  Beverley,  Skipton,  Sedbergh,  BiptM,  and  SAer- 
^uffi,  and  two  more  in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  viz. 
AppMfy  and  Haoersham,  and  two  more  in  Cumberland, 
viz.  St.  Bees  and  Penrith,  shall  each  of  them  have  the 
privilege  or  liberty  of  sending  one  poor  scholar,  every  five 
years,  to  the  place  of  nomination  hereinafter  appointed. 

**  Provided,  the  Head  Master  of  each  School  send 
along  with  such  scholar  a  certificate,  that  he  hath  distin- 
guished himself  above  the  rest  of  the  same  rank  in  his 
school  for  his  morals  and  learning, — that  such  scholar  is 
wen  grounded  in  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England 
as  by  law  established, — that  he  hath  competent  parts  and 
remarkable  industry,  and  that  he  hath  applied  himself  to 
the  reading  of  Greek  authors  at  least  four  years. 

''And  provided  also,  that  each  candidate  brings  a  cer« 

tificate  of  his  age  from  the  register,,  signed  by  the  Minis- 
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ter  and  Churchwardens  of  the  parish  he  was  bom  in.  It 
being  required  that  every  candidate  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  nineteenth  year  of  his  age,  and  none  be  allowed  to 
stand  after  his  one  and  twentieth  is  completed. 

'*  I  will  also,  that  fair  copies  of  this  codicil  be  writ  out 
in  parchment,  and  sent  to  every  one  of  the  said  respective 
schools  there,  to  be  safely  kept  by  the  Master  for  the 
time  being,  who  is  desired  to  read  the  same,  or  cause  it 
to  be  read,  to  the  scholars,  candidates  for  the  exhibitions, 
four  times  or  oftener  in  the  two  last  years  antecedent  to 
the  election. 

''  And  I  make  it  my  earnest  request,  that  the  Rectors 
of  Berwick  Spofforth,  and  Bolton  Percy,  and  the  Vicars 
of  Leeds,  Ledsham,  Thorp-Arch,  and  ColUngham,  in  the 
county  of  York,  will,  in  the  year  wherein  the  exhibitions 
shall  commence,  (if  the  year  be  not  too  far  advanced,  for 
giving  notice,  as  is  hereafter  directed,)  and  so  likewise  at 
the  expiration  of  every  five  years,  for  ever  after,  meet 
together  at  the  best  inn  in  Ahherford,  or  Abberforth,  in 
the  same  county,  viz.,  on  Thursday  in  Whitsun-week^ 
before  eight  of  the  dock  in  the  morning. 

'*  Also  all  the  boys  to  meet  at  the  said  best  inn  at 
Abberforth,  the  night  preceding  the  day  of  nomination,  in 
order  to  be  ready  to  begin  their  exercises  the  next  mom-- 
mg. 

'*  And  I  entreat  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  aforenamed

will  be  there  half  an  hour  after  seven,  that  they  may  choose 
the  boys'  morning  exercise,  and  put  them  upon  beginning 
the  same  by  eight  of  the  clock. 

'*  And  my  wiU  is,  that  their  exercise  be  a  part  of  an 
Oration  in  Tully,  not  exceeding  eight  or  ten  lines,  to  be 
translated  into  English  j  and  part  of  an  Oration  in  Demos- 
thenes, about  the  same  number  of  lines,  to  be  translated 
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into  Latin  J  and  two  or  three  verses  of  the  Latin  Testa- 
ment^ to  be  translated  into  Greek  j  and  four  books  of 
each  sort  being  provided,  immediately  put  them  upon  be- 
ginning the  translations, /our  of  the  boys  being  employed 
in  one  kind  of  translation,  four  in  a  second,  and  four  in 
a  third;  and  then  changing  the  books,  till  they  have 
gone  through  the  three  several  translations. 

*'  And  whilst  the  boys  are  making  their  morning  exer- 
cise, the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars,  or  the  greater  number 
of  them,  shall  proceed  to  chuse  the  afternoon  exercise,

Divinity,  out  of  the  Chiurch  Catechism,  upon  which

each  boy  they  belong  to,  and  then  shewed  to  every  nomi- 
nating Rector  and  Vicar,  who  are  desired  impartially  to 
weigh  and  consider,  and  return  ten  of  the  best  of  the  said 
exercises  (each  of  which  ten  to  be  signed  by  the  greater 
number  o(  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  present)  to  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  of  Queen's  College,  in  the  University  of  0«- 
ford. 

.  *'  And  when  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows  have  re- 
ceived the  same,  they  are  hereby  required  to  meet  t<^e- 
ther,  as  soon  after  as  conveniently  may  be,  to  examine 
into  them  carefuUy  and  impartially,  and  choose  out  of 
them  .eight  of  the  best  performances,  which  appear  the 
best,  which  done,  the  names  subscribed  to  those  eight 
^baU  be  fairly  written,  each  in  a  distinct  paper,  and  the 
papers  rolled  up,  and  put  into  an  urn  or  vase  by  the 
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Provost,  or,  in  his  abeence,  by  the  Vice-Provost,  €ft 

Senior  Fellow,  and,  after  having  been  shaken  well  toge« 
ther  in  the  um^  shall  be  drawn  out  of  the  same  by  some 
person  whom  he  or  they  shall  appoint ;  and  those  Jioe, 
whose  names  are  first  drawn,  shall,  to  all  intents,  and 
purposes,  be  held  duly  elected,  and  intitled  to  the  whole 
profits  each  of  his  exhibition,  for  the  space  of  fire  years, 
as  before  provided,  from  Pentecost  then  next  preoecbng 
the  election. 

*'  And  though  this  method  of  choosing  by  kfi,  may  be 
called  by  some  superstition  or  enthusiasm,  yet  as  the 
advice  was  given  by  an  orthodox  and  pious  Prelate  of  the 
Church  of  England,  as  leaving  something  to  Providence, 
and  as  it  will  be  a  means  to  save  the  scholars  the  trouble 
and  expense  of  a  journey  to  Oatfordy  under  too  great  an 
uncertainty  of  being  elected,  I  will  this  method  of  ballot* 
ting  be  for  ever  observed. 

"  Provided  also,  and  my  will  is,  that  no  more  sons 
than  one  of  the  same  person  shall  be  nominated  or  elected' 
to  or  for  any  of  the  said  exhibitions. 

*'  And,  as  my  intention  in  continuing  the  exhibitions 
to  each  person  for  five  years,  is  to  take  away  from  them 
all  necessity  of  entering  precipitately  into  Holy  Orders, 
and  to  give  them  an  opportunity  of  laying  in  some  sort  a 
soimd  foimdation  of  divine  as  well  as  human  learning,  so . 
my  desire  is,  that  the  four  first  years  they  apply  them- 
selves as  they  shall  be  directed  in  their  College  and  Uni- 
versity, chiefly  to  the  arts^  and  sciences;  but  that  the 
fifth  year  be  employed  wholly  in  divinity,  *Church  history, 
and  the  Apostolical  Fathers  in  the  original  tongues. 

**  And  it  is  fJEirther  required,  that,  from  their  first  ad- 
mission into  the  CoUege,  they  be  obliged  to  spend  one 
hour  every  morning  in  the  study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,. 
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md  to  write  their  own  explications  of  such  partisrahur 
places  and  passages  of  Holy  Scripture  as  their  tutors 
shall  think  proper  to  appoint  them,  and  which  their 
tutors  are  required  to  call  for  at  proper  times ;  and  that> 
in  a  convenient  time,  before  the  expiration  of  their  fourth 
year,  each  of  them  shall  be  obliged  to  translate  into 
English,  such  a  portion  of  St.  Chrysostom's  book,  '^  De 
Sacerdatio/'  (published  by  Mr.  Hughes,  or  any  other 
better  edition,  if  such  shall  hereafter  be  published,)  as 
the  Provost  or  their  Tutors  shall  appoint,  or,  if  it  be 
thought  feasible,  to  make  an  abstract  of  the  whole ;  and 
I  beg  of  the  Provost  to  recommend  this,  in  a  particular 
manner,  to  their  tutors, 

*'  It  is  also  enjoined,  that  as  soon  as  any  of  them  shall 
have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  they  shall 
forthwith  apply  themselves  to  the  Provost  or  their  Tu- 
tors, for  their  particular  directions  in  their  Theological 
eitudies,  to  qualify  them  for  Holy  Orders,  and  be  obliged 
to  make  proper  abstracts,  or  observations  in  writing, 
from  the  several  authors  they  are  appointed  to  read, 
which,  at  the  end  of  each  term,  or  at  least  every  half 
year,  shall  be  carried  by  them  to  the  Provost,  that  he 
may  be  a  witness  of  their  proficiency,  or  punish  them  for 
their  neglect ;  and  I  most  earnestly  beg  the  Provost  to 
insist  upon  their  so  doing. 

'*  Also,  my  wiU  and  meaning  is,  that  none  of  the  said 
exhibitions  shall  be  continued  to  one  and  the  same  per- 
son above  the  space  of  five  years,  from  the  time  of  his 
admission. 

''  And,  that  if  any  such  scholar  or  exhibitioner  shall, 
before  the  said  five  years  are  completed,  either  marry,  or 
accept  of  any  ecclesiastical  Benefice,  Curacy,  or  School, 
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or  enter  into  Holy  Orders,  from  thenceforth  his  {ibeft 
shall  become  vacant. 

**  Provided  also,  and  my  will  and  desire  further  is^  that 
in  case  any  of  the  said  Rectifies  or  Vican^es  shall 
happen  to  be  vacant  at  the  time  of  such  meeting  of  the 
nominating  Rectors  and  Vicars,  or  any  of  the  said  Rec- 
tors or  Vicars  shall  be  absent  from  such  meeting,  such  of 
the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars  as  are  present  at  such  meet^ 
ing,  in  case  they  are  five  in  namber,  shall  proceed  to 
examine,  nominate,  and  certify,  in  snch  mannCT  as  is 
before  directed. 

**  And  in  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Vicar  of  Ledtham, 
(who  is  desired  to  have  previous  information  for  a  naonth 
before,  what  pei'sons  will  be  present,  and  to  move  every 
one  concerned  by  letter,  or  otherwise,  for  his  personal 
attendance,)  that  only  four  of  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  can 
be  at  the  i^ieeting,  he  is  hereby  further  desired  to  request 
the  Rector  of  MetAley,  or  the  Vicar  of  PoniffraGt,  to 
make  up  the  fifth ;  and  if  only  two  can  be  present,  to 
desire  the  Vicar  of  Abherford^  and  both  the  said  Rector 
of  MeMey  and  Vicar  of  Fontefract,  to  appear  and  act. 

**  And  in  case  the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars  shall  neglect 
to  nominate  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  be  equally  divided  in 
their  choice,  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of  the  said  College 
are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint,  in  the  last  case,  one 
person  as  an  umpire :  and,  in  the  first  case,  five  proper 
persons,  residing  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  place  of  meeting, 
to  fill  iq>  the  vacancies  within  three  calendar  months  after 
the  time  hereby  appointed  for  the  nomination ;  provided 
they  observe  the  qualifications,  rules,  and  restrictions 
herein-before  prescribed. 

**  Provided  also,  and  my  will  further  is,  ^t  every 
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soeli  exfcibiCioner  shall  regularly  observe,  and  strictly 
eonfarm  himself  to,  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  Col- 
lege, upon  pain  of  forfeiting  the  benefit  of  such  exhibition 
for  such  time  as  the  said  Provost  shall  think  fit. 

*'  And  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Provost 
and  greater  part  of  the  resident  Fellows,  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  said  CoDege,  in  case  of  notorious  obstinacy, 
munorality,  or  neglect  of  duty,  after  three  admonitions 
in  a  public  convention,  called  by  the  said  Provost,  to 
deprive  such  scholar  of  his  exhibition. 

*'  Provided  also,  that  every  fifth  year  notice  be  sent, 
that  the  term  of  ^ve  years  is  near  expiring,  by  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  or  their  agent,  to  the 
said  Vicar  of  Ledskam,  for  the  time  being,  three  months  at 
least  before  the  Thursday  in  Whitsun-week,  who  is  re- 
quired immediately  to  give  notice  of  meeting  on  the  said 
Thursday,  to  the  Rectors  and  other  Vicars,  and  to  the 
Schoolmasters  of  all  the  Schools,  for  the  time  being,  who 
have  any  right  to  send  boys. 

**  Provided  also,  10/.  be  allowed  and  paid  every  ^ve 
years,  out  of  the  premises,  by  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of 
Queen's  CoUege,  for  ever,  to  the  Vicar  of  Ledskam,  and 
his  successors,  1/.  thereof  being  to  the  said  Vicar  for  his 
trouble  in  giving  notice,  and  the  other  9/*  towards  the 
defraying  of  the  expenses  of  the  meeting  of  the  said  Rec* 
tors  and  Vicars,  and  poor  Scholars,  at  the  time  and  place 
before-mentioned,  and  towards  defraying  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  poor  Sch<dars,  each  Scln^lar  from  every 
School  in  Yorkshire  that,  for  the  time  being,  has  the 
privilege  of  sencting,  being  allowed  5s.,  and  each  Scholar 
from  all  the  Schools  in  WestmoreUmd  and  OumberUmd 
that,  for  the  time  being,  hath  the  same  privS^ge,  being 
allowed  lOs, 
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'*  ProYided  also,  if  any  one  or  more  of  tliese  twelve 
Schools  herein  mentioned,  shall  so  far  come  to  decay  as 
to  have  no  scholar  or  scholars  returned  by  the  Rectors 
and  Vicars,  to  take  their  lot  by  ballotting,  as  before  ap- 
pointed, in  four  successive  elections,  I  desire  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  to  place,  constitute,  and 
appoint  one  or  more  other  School  or  Schools,  in  the 
county  where'the  School  is,  which  has  come  to  decay,  in 
the  room  and  stead  of  any  one  or  more  of  these  twelve 
Schools  herein  mentioned. 

'*  And  I  will,  that  the  new  appointed  School  or  Schools 
shall  have  all  the  benefit  and  advanta|][es,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  rules,  restrictions,  and  conditions  as  the  other 
Schools. 

''  And  to  the  end  it  may  be  known  whether  any  School 
has  so  far  come  to  decay,  the  Provost  and  FeUows  of  the 
said  College  are  hereby  requu^d  to  enter  into  a  book,  set 
^>art  for  this  purpose,  the  names  of  all  the  boys  returned, 
as  weU  as  elected,  together  with  the  names  of  each 
School  they  are  returned  from,  in  a  column  over  against 
the  name  of  every  boy  respectively. 

"  And  to  the  intent  that  all  doubts  may  be  removed, 
and  all  disputes  avoided  at  the' time  of  nomination,  with 
regard  to  the  directions  and  appointments  herein  made 
and  given,  as  also  that  proper  books,  at  the  time  and 
place  of  examination,  may  not  be  wanting,  I  do  hereby 
direct,  order,  and  appoint,  that  a  fair  copy  of  this  codicil, 
as  also  a  fair  and  perfect  Greek  Testament,  an  Exposition 
of  the  Church  Catechism  by  the  late  Ardhbishop  Wake, 
the  Orations  of  Tully  and  Demosthenes,  Homer's  Iliad, 
and  VirgiPs  Works,  together  with  three  Dictionaries; 
three  Lexicons,  three  Latin  Grammars,  and  three  Greek 
Grammars,  be  always  and  constantly  provided  by  the 
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Vicar  of  Ledskam,  for  tbe  time  being,  as  often  as  there 
sImU  be  occasion,  and  deposited  in  tbe  bandsof  the  Vicar 
of  Alherforik,  for  all  which  books,  as  well  as  codicils,  the 
said  Vicar  is  to  be  allowed  and  reimbursed  by  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  of  the  said  College. 

"  And  I  do  hereby  earnestly  request  the  said  Vicar  of 
Abberforthy  and  his  successors,  from  time  to  time,  to  take 
the  care  and  charge  of  the  said  codicil  or  codicils  and' 
books,  during  the  intervals  between  the  meetings,  and  at 
the  time  of  the  meetings  to  deliver  them  to  any  one  of 
the  said  Rectors  or  Vicars,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  Rectors  and  Vicars  examiners. 

**  And  as  to  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  issuing 
out  of  the  premises,  after  all  deductions  are  made,  and 
after  all  the  exhibitions  are  answered ;  and  as  to  all  sum 
or  sums  of  money  that  may  arise  by  death,  marriage,  or 
misbehaviour  of  any  of  the  said  exhibitioners,  or  by 
getting  of  Coals,  (which  are  supposed  to  be  in  the  estate) 
or  by  any  other  contingencies, — ^for  the  further  encou- 
ragement of  residence,  my  will  and  mind  is,  that  as  soon 
as  the  said  overplus,  and  the  said  money  arising  by  deaths 
marriage,  misbehaviour,,  coals,  or  other  contingencies, 
shall  amount  to  60/.  the  Provost  shall  pay  it  to  any  one 
of  the  exhibitioners,  whom  he  thinks  in  all  respects  most 
deserving  of  i^;  provided  he  has  already  taken  his  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  is  not  married,  and  has  enjoyed  his 
eshibition  five  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  time  of 
election,  and  consents  to  stay  another  whole  year  in  the 
College,  without  accepting  any  School  or  other  prefer- 
ment whatsoever,  that  may  be  a  means  to  hinder  him 
from  pursuing  his  studies  in  divinity. 

*'  And  in  case  the  said  overplus  and  money  arising 
by  the  said  contingencies,  shall  amount  to  more  than 
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60/.,  the  said  Provost  shall  dispose  of  it  to  two  or  more 
of  the  said  ezhihitioners,  that  have  taken  their  BacheliMr 
of  Arts  degree,  and  enjoyed  their  exhibitions  Are  years, 
under  the  Hmitations  and  conditions  befare  mentioned, 
with  regard  to  residence,  marriage,  and  preferment. 

^'  And  in  case  there 'are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  ex- 
hibitioners so  quailified,  to  take  the  said  overphia,  or 
that  are  willing  to  take  it  upon  the  last-mentioned  limita- 
tions and  conditions,  that  such  part  of  it  as  remains  un- 
disposed of,  be  kept  in  the  College  Chest,  till  there  are 
exhibitioners  one  or  more  that  have  taken  their  Bache- 
lor's degree,  and  have  extjoyed  their  exhibitions  five  years, 
and  that  will  accept  of  it  under  the  said  limitations  and 
conditions,  no  such  person  having  in  the  year  more  than 
60/.  and  no  one  being  entitled  to  it,  or  any  part  of  it, 
after  seota  years  from  his  election  are  completed. 

*'  And  in  case  the  rents  of  the  estate  should  so  increase 
as  to  produce  yearly  25/.,  be  it  more  or  less,  over  and 
above  what  is  sufficient  for  five  exhiifUionSj  at  28/.  by  tha 
year  each,  for  five  years,  in  the  manner  before  directed, 
and  ovor  and  above  what  is  sufficient  to  answer  the  other 
expenses  of  meeting  and  buying  books,  as  is  before  pro- 
vided, my  will  is,  that  the  said  increase  of  rents,  after  all 
deductions  made,  shall  be  divided  into  as  many  shares  as 
there  are  ejch'blaocs,  and  two-thirds  of  each  share  acbled 
to  and  paid  with  each  exhibition,  by  quarterly  or  half-* 
yearly  payments,  and  the  remaining  third  part  of  each 
share  put  into  the  College  Chest,  yearly  to  be  paid  along 
with  each  sum  of  money  saved  and  reserved  for  the  fifth 
year  to  each  eidubitiooer,  by  two  half-yearly  payments* 
as  before  directed, — for  experience  shews,  a$  the  vohie  cf 
kmd  wsretueSy  the  wdm  qf  monej^  decrease^,'* 
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Edward  Careswell,  of  Bobhington,  Stafford,  by  will 
dated  1689,  recites,  that  by  indenture  dated  the  9th  of 
January  in  the  same  year,  he  had  demised  to  certain 
Trustees  therein  named,  all  that  messuage  and  farm  or 
tenement,  called  Walker^ s  Low  Farm,  situate  in  the  parish 
of  Stottesden,  in  the  county  of  Salop  j  and  also  all  that 
messuage  or  farm  called  Sydnal  Fairm,^  in  the  parish  of 
Prior's  Ditton,  in  the  said  last-mentioned  county ;  and 
also  all  that  messuage  or  farm,  called  The  HUl  House,  in 
the  parishes  of  Quatford  and  Quatt,  and  in  Bridgnorth  in 
the  said  county;  and  also  all  that  messuage  or  farm  called 
Barrett's  Farm,  in  the  parish  of  Alveley  in  the  said  county ; 
and  also  that  yearly  rent  of  2s.  issuing  out  of  certain  lands 
and  tenements  of  Sir  William  Whitmore,  Baronet,  in  the 
said  parish  of  Aheley  j  and  also  all  that  messuage  or  te- 
nement, loft  and  meese  place,  with  the  appurtenances, 
called  Astley  Parva,  in  the  said  parish  of  Alveley  j  and 
also  all  that  capital  messuage  or  mansion-house  called 
Bf^bington  Farm,  in  the  parish  of  Bobbington,  in  the 
county  of  Stafford,  and  all  tenths  and  tithes  of  hay  issuing 
out  of  the  said  premises;  and  also  all  that  cottage,  house, 
or  tenement,  with  Hawheal's  FMds  and  Perry  Croft, 
thereto  belonging,  in  the  said  parish  of  BobMngton,  with 
an  other  his  messuages,  cottages,  farms,  houses,  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  in  the  said  counties  of 
Salop  and  Stafford,  or  either  of  them ;  to  hold  to  the 
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said  Trustees,  from  the  death  of  the  said  Edward  Cares- 
well,  for  the  term  of  500  years  from  thence  next  ensuing, 
in  trust,  to  permit  certain  persons  therein  named  to  take 
and  enjoy  the  rents  and  profits  during  their  respective 
lives,  and  after  the  determination  of  those  estates,  in 
trust,  that  the  residue  of  the  said  term  should  attend  the 
inheritance  of  the  premises :  and  the  said  testator  desiring 
and  intending  to  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  said  term 
of  500  years,  or  the  reversion  thereof,  after  the  500  years, 
for  a  public  benefit,  and  taking  notice  that  the  scholars  of 
the  several  free  schools  of  the  said  county  of  Salop  were 
destitute  of  any  place  of  preferment  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities, whereby  learning  in  the  said  free-schools  was 
much  discouraged;  for  the  supply,  therefore,  of  that  de* 
feet,  and  for  the  support  and  encomragement  of  such 
scholars  of  the  free  schools  thereinafter  mentioned,  as 
were  not  sufficiently  enabled  to  maintain  themselves  at 
the  University,  did  by  his  said  will  devise  and  appoint 
that  the  said  premises,  after  the  death  of  the  persons  be- 
fore mentioned  and  determination  of  the  estates  limited 
to  them  during  the  residue  of  the  term  of  500  years,  and 
the  reversion  expectant  on  the  expiration  of  the  said 
term,  should  be  at  all  times  for  ever  thereafter  charged 
and  chargeable  with  the  maintenance  of  eighteen  scholars 
in  the  College  of  Christ  Church,  in  Orford,  (or  in  case  the 
said  scholars  could  not  be  incoiporated  with,  and  made 
part  of  the  foundation,  or  admitted  into  the  society  of  the 
said  College,  and  have  chambers  there,  then,  in  some 
other  College  or  Hall  of  the  said  University,  where  the 
said  scholars  might  best  and  most  conveniently  be  ac- 
commodated,) by  allowing  to  each  scholar  yearly  for  four 
years,  while  he  continues  an  undergraduate,  18/. ;  to  each. 
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after  he  should  commence  bachelor  of  arts,  212.  yearly  for 
three  years,  until  he  should  commence  master  of  arts ;  and 
%7l»  yearly  to  each  for  three  years,  after  he  should  com- 
mence  master  of  arts,  and  no  longer;  and  he  directed  that 
the  said  eighteen  scholars  should  be  chosen  from,  and  out 
of  the  most  ingenious  and  deserving  scholars,  either  na^ 
lives  of  the  several  parishes  where  the  estate  lay,  or  else- 
where, of  the  county  of  Salop,  and  of  the  least  ability  to 
maintain  themsehres,  of  the  six  free  schools  of  the  said 
county  after  mentioned,  whether  the  said  scholars  should 
be  free  or  not  free  of  the  said  schools ;  viz.  fmar  out  of 
the  free  school  of  Shrewsbury  j  three  out  of  the  free  school 
of  Bridgnorth  J  four  out  of  the  free  school  of  Newport  j 
three  out  of  the  free  school  of  Shiffnalj  two  out  of  the 
free  school  of  Wemj  and  two  out  of  the  free  school  of 
Domdngton,  in  the  parish  of  Wroxeter,  in  the  said  county; 
and  he  directed,  that  as  any  vacancy  should  happen  by 
the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  the  said  scholars  i  such 
vacancy  should  be  supplied  by  a  new  election  from  the 
said  school  from  whence  the  person  so  dying  or  removing 
was  elected,  and  not  from  any  other  of  the  said  schools ; 
that  a  catalogue  of  the  names  of  the  scholars  from  time 
to  time  elected,  should  be  carefrdly  kept,  as  well  in  the 
College  as  in  the  schools  from  whence  they  should  be 
elected,  for  the  preventing  any  elections  contrary  to  the 
intentions  of  his  will ;  that  the  elections  should  be  made 
by  the  Chief  Governor  or  Master  of  the  College  where 
the  said  scholars  were  to  be  resident,  or  some  one  de- 
puted by  him  $  and  the  justices  of  the  peace  inhabiting 
or  acting  within  the  hundreds  of  Bradford,  Stoddesden, 
and  BrtMtree,  for  the  time  being,  or  any  three  of  them, 
the  Master  of  the  College  or  his  delegate  being  one  $  and 
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he  further  directed,  that  if  the  rents  of  the  premises  should 
be  improved,  the  increase  of  rent  should  be  applied  to- 
wards the  maintenance  of  a  greater  number  of  scholars 
at  the  University  of  Oxford  aforesaid,  to  be  chosen  pro- 
portionably  from  the  said  six  free  schools,  in  such  man- 
ner, with  such  allowance,  and  for  such  time  as  therein 
above  was  limited  and  appointed ;  and  in  case  the  rents 
should  fall  short  of  what  they  were  then  set  at,  that  then 
the  election  of  one,  two,  or  more  of  the  number  of  scho- 
lars designed  to  be  elected  out  of  the  two  last-mentioned 
free  schools,  should  cease  till  the  premises  should  again 
come  to  be  of  sufficient  yearly  value  to  maintain  the  said 
eighteen  scholars. 

By  a  codicil  to  his  will,  dated  the  24th  February  1689, 
the  testator  devised  the  sum  of  10/.  per  annum  to  be  paid 
yearly  into  the  hands  of  one  or  two  of  the  most  substan- 
tial freeholders  in  the  parish  of  Bobbington,  or  to  the  mi- 
nister himself,  officiating  in  the  parish  church  of  Bo66tii^- 
ton  for  the  time  being,  by  the  tenant  or  tenants  of  the  tes- 
tator's farm  in  the  said  parish  of  Bobbington,  as  an  aug- 
mentation to  the  annual  stipend  of  the  said  minister  for 
ever ;  which  said  102.  he  thereby  ordered  and  appointed 
should  be  annually  deducted  out  of  the  several  allowances 
appointed  for  the  said  eighteen  scholars  when  the  same 
should  become  payable,  by  an  abatement  of  lis.  Hd,  out 
of  each  of  the  said  scholars'  allowance. 

By  a  decretal  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  on 
the  6th  of  July  1741>  in  a  cause  then  depending  in  that 
Court  between  his  Majesty's  Attorney-General,  at  the  re- 
lation of  Leonard  Hodgkiss  and  others,  informant,  and 
William  Hayward  and  others,  defendants ;  it  was  ordered 
and  decreed,  that  this  charity  should  be  established  and 
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carried  into  execution ;  and  that  the  relators  thould  Im  al 
liberty  to  lay  before  the  Master  a  scheme  for  establishing 
and  carrying  the  same  into  execution,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  scholars  mentioned  in  the  will.  And  it  was  further 
ordered,  that  the  said  Master  should  appoint  a  receiver  to 
receive  the  arrears  and  growing  rents,  and  profits  of  the 
estates,  and  allow  him  a  salary  for  his  care  and  pains 
therein,  who  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  set  and  let  the  said 
estates,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
said  Master,  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  should  require  s 
the  said  receiver  having  first  given  security  to  be  an- 
swerable for  what  he  should  receive,  and  to  account 
annually  for,  and  pay  the  same  as  the  said  Court  should 
direct. 

Since  which  period  the  afiairs  of  the  charity  have  con- 
tinued under  the  superintendence  of  the  Court ;  the  ap- 
plication of  the  rents  and  profits  being  from  time  to  time 
regulated  by  new  schemes.

and  on  the  Prior's  Ditton  inclosure  in  1813,  an  allotment 
of  10  a.  1  r.  2f.  was  awarded  to  the  SydnaU  Farm,      ^

Which  scale  was  calculated  to  embrace  the  full  number 
of  eighteen  scholars,  but  as  that  number  has  not  been 
completed,  the  aggregate  of  the  payments  has  not,  upon 
an  average  of  six  years  fending  in  1818)  exceeded  the 
tinnual  sum  of  514/  leaving  an  annual  surplus  of  about 
610/  17*.  Hd. 
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The  surplus  is  from  thne  to  time  paid  into  Court,  after 
the  receiver's  amiual  accounts  have  been  examined,  and 
allowed  by  the  Master. 

The  elections  are  made  by  the  Dean  of,  Christ  Church, 
(the  College  to  which  the  exhibitioners  have  hitherto 
been  sent,)  or  his  deputy,  in  conjunction  with  justices 
of  the  peace  acting  within  the  hundreds  specified  by  the 
testator,  and  they  take  place  on  some  day  or  days  in  the 
month  of  August,  prefixed  by  the  Dean,  in  pursuance  of 
a  decree  of  the  Court,  made  in  1746.  The  vacancies  are 
filled  up,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testator,  from 
the  respective  schools  in  which  they  occur,  if  such  scho<^ 
are  able  to  supply  them,  if  not,  they  are  filled  up  from  any 
other  of  the  said  schools,  by  virtue  of  a  decree  founded 
upon  the  Master's  report  of  the  1 1th  March,  1780. 

The  number  of  exhibitioners  which  the  several  schools 
were  able  to  supply,  had  not,  upon  an  average  of  seven- 
teen years,  ending  in  1811,  exceeded  nine  in  each  year; 
but  since  that  time,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  allow- 
ance to  Under-graduates,  the  average  has  been  thirteen ; 
of  these  one  only,  at  the  period  of  our  inquiry  in  Septem- 
ber, 1819,  was  from  the  school  of  Bridgnorth. 

The  Trustees  of  this  charity  claimed  exemption  from 
the  property-tax  on  10,539^.  8#.  5d.,  three  per  cent,  con- 
sols.

Lord  Crewe  devised  by  his  will,  that  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  his  estates  in  the  counties  of  Nortkumber- 
land  and  Durham,  the  sum  of  201.  yearly  should  be  paid 
to  each  of  the  tw^e  exkibitioners  of  Lincoln  CoUege,  in 
the  University  of  Oxford,  '*  which  I  have  already  named 
and  appointed,  or  which  I  shall  hereafter  name  or  ap- 
point,— and  to  each  and  every  of  twelve  exhibitioners  to 
be  elected  and  chosen  after  my  decease,  as  herein-after 
mentioned,  who  shall  be  Under-graduate  Commoners  iii 
Lincoln  College  aforesaid,  and  whd  are  or  shall  be  natives 
of  the  diocese  of  Dnrham :  and  for  want  of  such  natives, 
of  NorthaUertonshire  or  Howdenshire,  in  the  county  of 
York,  or  of  Leicestershire,  and  particulaiiy  of  the  parish 
of  Newbold  Verdon,  or  of  the  diocese  of  Oxford,  whereof 
I  was  formerly  Bishop,  or  of  the  county  of  Northampton, 
in  which  county  I  was  bom.  ^  And  my  will  is,  and  I  do 
hereby  direct,  that  such  exhibitioner  or  exhibitioners  by 
me  already  named  and  appointed,  or  to  be  by  me  here- 
after named  and  appointed,  or  upon  any  other  vacancy 
or  vacancies  whatsoever,  shall  be  from  time  to  time,  and

This  charity,  for  the  relief  of  Widows  and  Children  of 
loyal  and  orthodox  Clergymen,  was  incorporated  by 
King  Charles  II.,  and  is  possessed  of  landed  and  funded 
property,  which  produce  an  income  of  more  than  15,000/. 
per  annum :  the  principal  part  of  which  is  distributed  (in 
no  instance  exceeding  lOl.  per  annum  each)  to  the 
widows  and  maiden  daughters  of  clergymen.  A  portion 
of  their  funds  are  disposed  of  to  poor  Curates,  and  in 
apprenticing  children.    The  Corporation  also  allow

to  the  two  Universities  for  the  sons  of  poor  Clergymen, 
and  from  their  printed  Report  of  the  last  year,  they 
appear  to  have  expended  on  this  object,  158/.  lOs, 


Ward  of  Bread  Street. 

Mr.  John  Lane,  citizen  and  grocer,  by  will  dated  the  8th 
September  1670,  gave  to  seven  trustees  the  sum  of  50/. 
per  annum,  out  of  lus  estate,  for  sixty  years  next  after 
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hk  death,  in  trust,  to  pay  yearly,  during  the  said  sixty 
years,  to  expend  out  of  the  same  35/.,  and  among  other 
payments,  to  a  poor  scholar  at  one  of  the  Universities, 
the  son  of  some  poor  freeman,  and  horn  within  the  city 
of  Limdon,  Si,  He  directed,  that  the  residue  of  the  60/. 
should  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  trustees, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  rest  of  them,  there  to  remain  till  it 
should  amount  to  507.,  from  time  to  time;  and  that 
every  50/.  which  should  be  so  raised,  should  be  succes- 
sively lent,  gratis y  to  some  poor  young  man,  inhabiting 
within  the  parish  of  JJOmUows,  Bread  Street,  or  within 
the  Ward  of  Bread  Street,  upon  such  security,  and  for 
such  time,  as  his  trustees  should  think  fit,  provided  no 
one  man  should  have  any  sum  of  507.  of  it  above  seven 
years,  nor  above  1007.  in  the  whole,  lent  unto  him ;  and 
when  all  the  monies  raised  out  of  the  surplusage  of  the 
507.  per  annum  should  amount  to  enough  to  punihase 
the  inheritance  of  507.  per  annum,  then  he  directed  that 
it  should  all  be  called  in,  and  laid  out  in  the  purchasing 
of  507.  per  annum,  in  the  names  of  his  trustees,  upon 
such  trusts,  and  to  be  so  employed,  as  the  507.  per  an- 
num so  by  the  testator  given  as  aforesaid,  is  by  hhn  de- 
clared and  intended  to  be ;  and  he  directed,  that  on  the 
death  of  any  of  the  trustees,  the  interest  of  him  dying 
should  be  transferred,  by  the  survivors,  to  such  other 
person  as  the  surviving  trustees  should  from  time  to  thne 
appbint. 

There  is  invested  in  the  Old  South  Sea  Annuities,  on 
this  trust,  16507.  producing  an  annual  income  of  497.  lOs. 
The  payments  directed  by  Mr.  Lane's  will  have  been 
constantly  made,  when  applied  for.  No  application  has 
been  made  for  the  scholarship  since  1817,  and  the  trus- 
tees adopt  no  means  to  invite  applications  for  thie  same. 
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St  Sepuichr^s  Parish, 

James  Shaw^  by  will  dated  5th  May,  1630,  devised  alter 
the  death  of  his  wife,  to  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  of 
the  Farish  of  8t,  Sqndchre,  London,  and  to  their  succes- 
sors for  ever,  the  messuage  or  tenement  in  which  he  then 
lived,  and  which  he  had  purchased  of  Thomas  Smedley, 
to  the  intent  that  they  should  yearly  pay  to  the  Master, 
Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Company  of  Cord* 
wainers,  out  of  the  rent  and  profits  thereof,  the  sum  of 
8/.  per  annum,  to  be  employed  by  the  said  Company  for 
the  maintenance  of  two  scholars  at  the  Universities  of 
Ccembridge  or  Oaford,  (as  see  Cordwainers  Company) ;  and 
should  also  pay  other  S7.  to  the  finding  and  maintaining 
of  two  other  scholars  in  one  of  the  said  two  Universities, 
as  the  Vicar,  Churchwardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  ssdd 
F^urish  of  St.  Sepulchre  should  make  choice  of,  from  time 
to  time,  and  to  continue  from  five  years  to  ^%  years.  The 
exhibitioners  are  always  appointed  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Vicar.

John  Turner,  by  will  dated  8th  March  1677,  devised  to 
the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  St,  Sqnd- 
chre,  «n  London,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  one  amuiiiy 
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or  yearly  rent-cfaaige  of  &l,  dear  of  all  taxes^  to  be 
issiung  out  of  his  messuages,  lands,  and  premises,  in  the 
Parish  of  Stebonheathy  alias  Stepney,  upon  trust  to  dis- 
pose thereof,  for  an  exhibition  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a  poor  scholar,  to  be  resident  in  one  of  the  Universi* 
ties  of  Oseford  or  Cambridge,  such  an  one  as  the  Vicar, 
Churchwardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  said  Parish,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  at  a  general  Vestry,  should  choose, 
to  continue  five  years,  to  such  poor  scholar,  if  he  should 
so  long  continue  in  one  of  the  .said  Unitei^ities,  but  not 
otherwise ;  and  he  directed  that  any  part  of  the  said  an- 
nuity, which  might  be  received  during  a  vacancy,  until  a 
.new  scholar  should  be  chosen,  should  be  paid  to  such 
new  scholar  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

This  annuity  is  received  from  the  Company  of  Propri- 
etors of  the  EasULonddn  Water-works,  out  of  certain  pre- 
mises at  Stepney,  comprismg  a  messuage  and  the  ground 
containing  the  reservoir,  formerly  belonging  to  the  West^ 
Jiaim  Water-works,  and  now  vested,  by  Act  of  Parliament, 
in  the  East-London  Water-works  Company,  subject  to  the 
above  charge. 

The  exhibition  is  constantly  kept  full,  and  the  appoint- 
ment is  made  by  the  Vestry. 


John  Wld,  of  Edmonton,  by  will  dated  l2th  April  1662, 
devised  certain  premises  in  Edmonton,  freehold  and  copy- 
hold, particularly  described  in  the  will,  to  James  Win- 
<stanley  and  others,  upon  trust,,  out  of  the  rents  and  pro- 
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fits  tiiereofy  to  pay,  among  other  tbings,  3/.  per  annum, 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  poor  8ch<dar  in  the  University 
of  CamMdff€,  for  fomr  years  together ;  and  if  the  said 
scholar  shall  continue  longer,  for  three  years  more,  until 
he  shall  or  maybe  a  Master  of  Arts,  4/.  a  year. 


John  Dodclridge,  Esq.  by  his  will  bearing  date  SOth 
January  1658,  gave  a  rent-charge  of  501,  a  year,  for  ever, 
clear  of  all  charges,  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  Rectory  of 
Fremmfftcn,  unto  John  Martin  the  elder,  Richard  Cros- 
sii^,  and  John  Lovering  the  elder,  and  their  heirs,  ear- 
nestly desiring  them,  and  the  survivors,  and  survivor  of 
them,  to  cause  it  to  be  settled  by  good  advice  of  counsel, 
for  the  use  of  a  lecturer  within  the  Fkorish  of  Erenungtcn, 
for  ever. 

He  also  gave  to  the  trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of 
select  scholars  at  the  University,  according  to  the  mode 
drawn  up  by  Mr.  Poole,  and  other  godly  ministers,  the 
yearly  sum  of  10/.  to  be  for  ever  issuing  out  of  his  said 
Rectory  of  F)remingt<m, 

No  settlement  appears  to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Dod- 
dridge's trustees,  for  the  support  of  the  above-mentioned 
lecture.  John  Lovering  is  stated  to  have  been  the  sur- 
vivor of  those  trustees,  from  whom  George  Adand  Bar- 
bor,  Esq.,  the  present  lay-impropriator  of  the  Rectory  of 
F^reminffton  is  descended. 

A  lecture  used  to  be  read  in  the  Rurish  Church  of  Ere* 
mington,  every  Thursday,  in  respect  of  this  donation. 
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tiU  near  the  end  of  the  last  centuxy;  the  Rev.  Charleg 
HiU,  a  former  Ykar  «f  this  Parish,  who  appears  to  have 
died  before  the  year  1790,  used  to  officiate  as  lecturer ; 
that  the  Rev.  Arthur  Harbor  afterwards  held  the  situa- 
tion, and  that  upon  that  gentleman's  goipg  to  India,  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Cook,  the  then  Vicar,  performed  the  duties 
of  the  office,  receiving  from  him  a  portion  of  the  stipend. 
In  1798,  an  application  was  made  to  the  Court  of  King's 
Bench,  by  the  Rev.  John  Rowe,  for  a  mandamus  to  the 
Bishop  of  Eeeter,  to  grant  a  license  to  him,  as  having 
been  appointed  the  lecturer  under  this  gift,  in  1797,  by 
William  Barbcnr,  Esq.,  the  then  impropriate  Rector  of 
F^eminffton,  the  license  having  been  refused  by  the  Bishop, 
on  the  ground  that  the  Vicar,  (who  appears  to  have  been 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Cook,  before  mentioned,)  had  objected 
to  the  applicant's  using  the  Church  for  the  purpose  of 
the  lectmre*. 

This  application  was  renewed  by  Mr.  Rowe,  in  1802 ; 
Mr.  William  Barbor  havings  died  in  1800,  and  having 
been  succeeded  in  the  Rectory  by  his  brother,  Geoige 
Barbor,  Esq.  The  proceedings  in  the  King's  Bench, 
upon  this  second  application,  are  detailed  in  the  second 
volume  of  East's  Reports,  page  462.  The  Court  re- 
fused to  grant  the  mandamus,  upon  the  ground,  that  as 
there  was  no  immemorial  custom  in  the  Parish,  to  ap- 
point the  lecturer  to  the  use  of  the  Church,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Vicar,  but  on  the  contraiy,  the  commence- 
ment of  the  lectureship  was  shown  to  be  in  1658,  during 
the  suspension  of  the  episcopjol  constitiition,  and  there- 
fore it  could  not  have  been  founded  at  that  time,  with 
the  joint  consent  of  the  Bishop,  Rector,  and  Vicar,  the 
applicant  could  show  no  legal  right  to  the  lectureship ; 
and  that  it  would  be  to  no  effect  to  grant  a  mandamus  to 
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the  Bishop  to  license  such  lecturer,  when  he  had  not  ob- 
tained the  Vicar's  consent  to  his  using  the  Church. 

Subseqnently  to  these  proceedings,  about  the  year 
1803,  the  Rey.  John  Dene  was  appointed  by  l^e  before- 
mentioned  George  Barbor,  Esq.  father  of  the  present 
George  Adand  Barbor,  Esq.,  to  the  lectureship,  but  upon 
conmuon  that  he  should  never  read  the  lecture ;  and  Mr. 
Dene  has,  since  that  time,  received  the  stipend  of  60i, 
per  annum,  firom  the  late  and  present  impropriator, 
without  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  as 
expressly  desired  by  the  founder.  It  is  to  be  r^^retted, 
that  his  intentions  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish,  are  thus 
frustrated.  .  . 

The  before-mentioned  annuity  of  lOl.  given  by  Mr. 
Doddridge's  will,  appears  to  have  been  intended  for  tha 
maintenance  at  the  University,  of  scholars  of  a  particnkr 
description.  The  Refv.  John  Dene,  who  now  enjoys  the 
stipend  of  the  lecture,  received  this  exhibition  of  lid*  per 
annum  when  at  the  University.  The  Rev.  Edward 
Thompson  May  preidously  received  the  same,  for  one 
year,  from  the  late  ^miiam  Barbor,  Esq.

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WUiUAM  Bampfield,  ofArUngton,  in  the  county  of  De- 
wm,  derky  by  his  will  bearing  date  14th  August  1719^ 
gave  to  his  nephews^  William  Bampfield  and  Edward 
Bampfield^  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  his  messiifiges, 
lands,  &c,,  in  the  parish  of  Gooc^eigh,  in  the  county  of 
Dewm,  upon  trust,  immediately  after  his  decease,  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  all  times,  for  ever,  to  employ  and 
expend  the  dear  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  maintaining 
and  educating  a  boy  of  his  relation,  called  Bampfield,  at 
school,  until  such  boy  should  be  fit  to  be  removed  to  one 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  so  that  such 
boy  should  not  be  kept  at  school  beyond  the  age  of  nine- 
teen years ;  and  when  such  boy,  at  or  before  such  age, 
should  be  fit  for  one  of  the  said  Universities,  then  to  send 
him  thither,  and  to  admit  him  in  one  of  the  Colleges  or 
Halls  thereof,  and  there  to  maintain  and  keep  him,  out  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits,  for  the  space  of  seven  years, 
from  the  time  of  such  admittance,  and  no  longer;  and  in 
regard  that  the  education  and  maintenance  of  a  boy  at 
school  might  not  in  each  year  exhaust  the  whole  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  his  will  was,  that  the  sur- 
plusage thereof,  beyond  what  should  be  expended  in  the 
maintenance  of  such  boy  at  school,  should  be  employed 
towards  the  increase  of  his  maintenance  at  the  Univer- 
sity; and  he  directed,  that  after  such  boy  should  have 
been  maintained  and  educated  at  school,  and  at  the  Uni- 
versity as  aforesaid,  for  seven  years,  or  should  die,  which 
of  the  two  should  first  happen,  his  said  two  nephews, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  maintain  and  educate  ano- 
ther boy,  of  his  blood  and  name  of  Bampfield,  in  like 
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manner  at  school,  and  at  one  of  the  Universities^  out  of 
the  said  reqts  and  profits,  and  under  such  restrictions  as 
aforesaid,  until  such  other  boy  should  have  continued  in 
the  University  for  the  space  of  seven  years,  and  no  longer^ 
pr  should  die,  and  that  so  in  like  manner  (me  of  his  name 
of  Bampfield  and  blood  should  be  maintained  and  edu- 
cated at  one  of  the  Universities  for  such  time  as  afore- 
said, one  after  the  other,  for  ever;  and  in  case  there  should 
not  beany  boy  of  his  name  and  blood  that  should  be  capable 
wndfit  for  snch  education,  his  will  was,  that  his  said  two 
nephews,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  take,  maintain^i 
and  keep  one  other  boy,  such  as  they,  or  the  survivors  or 
survivor  of  them  for  the  tune  being,  should  think  most 
fit,  at  school,  and  at  the  University,  in  manner  aforesaid, 
and  under  the  same  terms  and  restrictions  as  aforesaid, 
but  that  his  own  relations,  called  Bampfield,  should  al- 
ways be  preferred  before  any  other ;  and  he  also  gave  to 
his  said  two  nephews,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  his  mes* 
suages,  lands,  &c.,  in  Meadenford,  in  the  parish  of  Bam^ 
siaple,  in  the  said  county  of  Devon,  upon  trust,  imme- 
diately after  his  decease,  to  employ  and  expend  the  clear 
rents  and  profits  thereof  in  assisting  to  maintain  and  edu- 
cate Thomas  Harris,  son  of  Thomas  Harris,  butcher,  of 
Barnstaple,  at  school,  and  at  one  of  the  Universities,  and 
afterwards  to  add  the  rents  and  profits  of  Meadenford  to 
diose  of  Goodleigh,  for  the  better  maintenance  of  that  boy 
(whoever  he  should  be)  that  should  then  receive  that  be- 
ne£Etction,  and  so  for  ever ;  and  he  directed  that  his  said 
two  nephews,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  survivors 
or  survivor  of  them,  after  lus  decease,  should  yearly,  for 
ever,  give  and  deliver  an  account,  under  their  hands,  in 
writing,  in  the  chancel  of  the  parish  church  of  Arlington 
aforesaid,  unto  the  Rector  of  Easidown,  to  the  Rector  of 
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Bratton  Fleming,  and  to  the  Rector  of  Ooodleigh,  for 
ever;  and  that  whosoever  should  receive  henefit  by  his 
benefaction,  and  should  have  completed  his  course  both 
at  school  and  at  the  University,  and  should  have  taken 
his  Master  of  Arts  degree,  should  act  as  a  Trustee  with 
the  rest,  nominated  as  aforesaid,  and  after  his  death  the 
second,  and  after  him  the  third,  and  so  on  for  ever,-  in 
hopes  that  they  would  promote  so  good  and  pious  a  de> 
sign,  from  which  they  had  aheady  received  such  benefit ; 
and  he  allowed  10s.  every  year  to  be  deducted  out  of  the 
premises  to  be  expended  in  making  up  their  accounts,  for 
ever,  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  in  Grood- 
leigh  and  Barnstaple,  and  how,  to  whom,  and  in  what 
manner,  particularly,  they  the  said  William  Bampfield  and 
Edward  Bampfield,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  sur- 
vivors and  survivor  of  them,  should  employ  and  expend 
the  same;  and  he  directed  that  each  party  or  parties 
should  sign  such  account  or  accounts;  and  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  the  said  accounts,  his  will  was,  that  they 
should  leave  and  lodge  the  same  in  the  parish  church  of 
Arlington  aforesaid,  in  the  parish  chest  there,  together 
with  a  true  copy  of  his  will,  that  the  same  might  be  re- 
sorted to  upon  all' occasions,  to  the  end  that  his  gift 
might  not  be  misused,  misapplied,  or  lost;  and  he  di- 
rected that,  to  complete  his  benefaction,  his  executors 
should  lay  out  300/.  to  purchase  the  perpetual  donation 
of  some  benefice,  to  receive  a  scholar  of  his  name,  when 
his  time  of  seven  years  should  be  expired  in  one  of  the 
Universities,  and  he  had  taken  his  Master  of  Arts  degree, 
if  it  should  then  happen  to  feOl,  or  whenever  it  should  do 
so,  or  for  want  of  one  of  his  name  and  family,  then  one 
who  should  be  elected  to  receive  benefit  by  his  bene- 
faction. 
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The  above-mentioned  Edward  Bampfield  hanring  died 
in  the  life-time  of  the  said  William  Bampfield  the  testae- 
tor,  he,  by  a  codicil  to  his  will  bearing  date  5th  January 
1720,  directed  that  the  300/.  ordered  to  be  laid  out 
in  purchasing  the  perpetual  donation  of  a  benefice,  as 
above  mentioned,  should,  until  a  proper  purchase  could 
be  had,  be  put  out  at  interest  on  good  security,  by  his 
nephew  and  executor,  William  Bampfield ;  and  that  the 
produce  and  advantage  that  should  be  made  thereof 
should,  together  with  the  said  300/.,  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  such  perpetual  donation,  when  a  proper  pur- 
chase could  be  found ;  and  he  also  directed  that  20#.  per 
annum,  instead  of  lOs.,  should  be  deducted  out  of  the 
profits  of  the  estates,  and  expended  at  the  yearly  meeting^ 
of  the  Trustees,  if  they  should  think  fit ;  and  he  gave  to 
his  said  nephew,  William  Bampfield,  all  the  sums  of  mo- 
ney, lands,  &c.,  which  he  had  before  given  to  his  nephew* 
Edward  Bampfield,  deceased ;  and  he  gave  to  Elizabeth 
Bampfield,  the  widow  of  his  nephew  Edward,  50/.,  to  be 
paid  within  six  months  after  his  decease ;  and  directed 
that  after  her  death,  the  said  sum  should  be  paid  by  her 
executor  or  administrator  to  his  executor  or  his  heirs,  and 
be  added  to  the  benefaction,  for  the  education  of  a  boy, 
as  mentioned  in  his  wUl,  provided  that  the  said  Elizabeth 
Bampfield  should  die  worth  so  much  money ;  and  he  di- 
rected that  the  young  timber  trees  then  growing  on  his 
tenement  at  Meadeitford  should  be  preserved,  and  not  cut 
down  until  they  should  be  full  grown  and  proper  to  be 
felled ;  and  he  also  directed  that,  if  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
cease there  should  be  no  one  of  his  name  and  family  ca- 
pable and  willing  to  accept  of  the  benefaction  mentioned 
in  his  will,  his  cousin  Gregory  Tamlyn  should  have  the 
benefit  thereof,  as  soon  as  he  was  capable  and  qualified  to 
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be  sent  to  a  Latin  school,  except  4/.  per  annum,  which  he 
directed  should  be  distributed  among  his  poor  relations, 
until  one  of  his  name  and  Oemoily  should  be  capable  and 
willing  to  receive  it ;  and  that  until  the  said  Gregory 
Tamlyn  should  be  sent  to  a  Latin  school,  the  rents  and 
profits  of  his  estates  in  Qoodkighy  except  as  aforesaid, 
should  be  preserved  for  the  greater  advantage  of  the  said 
benefaction,  and  of  the  said  Gregory  Tamlyn,  when  he 
should  be  sent  there;  and  he  appointed  his  nephew, 
"V^iam  Bampfield,  his  sole  executor. 

The  testator  died  in  1720,  and  his  nephew  and  execu- 
tor, William  Bampfield,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of 
the  above  abstracted  win  and  codicil,  purchased  the  ad- 
vowson  of  the  rectory  of  Bradford,  in  the  county  of  De- 
wm,  for  the  benefit  of  the  scholars  who  might  be  educated 
under  this  trust ;  that  he  continued  to  act  as  Trustee  of 
this  gift  till  about  the  year  17499  when  he  became  inca- 
pable of  business;  and  that  Henry  Carslake,  who  is  stated 
in  the  proceedings  in  Chancery,  hereinafter  mentioned,  to 
have  married  Elizabeth  Bampfield,  the  daughter  of  the 
testator's  nephew,  William,  then  took  upon  himself  the 
trust,  and  continued  to  act  in  it  till  1757^  from  which 
time  Henry  Carslake,  his  son,  acted  as  Trustee  till  1760, 
when  he  died,  leaving  WiUiam  Carslake,  his  brother  and 
heir  at  law,  who  succeeded  to  the  trust,  and  is  now  living 
hi  his  ninety-first  year. 

The  property  given  by  this  donor,  for  the  purposea 
m^fttioned  in  his  will,  consists  of: — 

1.  A  farm-house  and  out-buildings,  and  about  fifty-four 
acres  of  land,  called  BampfiekPs  Northkigh,  and  Wester^ 
knapp,  in  the  parish  of  GoocReigh,  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Yeo,  under  a  lease  from  Mr.  William  Carslake,  for 
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fourteen  yean,  beuing  date  let  September  1813,  firam 
Lady-day  1814,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  741^  the  tenant  eo- 
venanting  €6  keep  tlie  premises  in  repair,  on  being  al- 
lowed rougb  timber.    A  memorandum  is  endorsed  upon 
this  lease,  signed  by  the  parties  thereto,  dated  9th  Malneh 
1816,  stating,  that  previously  to  the  execution  of  the 
lease,  it  had  been  agreed,  that  in  consideration  of  thie  re- 
duction in  the  value  of  the  produce  of  land,  the  rent 
should  be  reduced  to  S5l.  lOs.  from  the  Lady-day  then 
next,  subject  to  be  again  raised,  if  the  prices  of  the  pro- 
duce of  land  should  increase.    In  1813  an  auction  was 
held  for  letting  this  fsrm,  but  no  sufficient  oSac  w^a 
made,  and  Mr.  Courtenay  Gidley,  who  acted  as  solicitor 
for  Mr.  William  Cardake,  afterwards  canpte  to  an  agree- 
ment for  the  above-mentioned  lease  with  Mr.  Yeo,  who 
had  held  a  prior  lease  of  the  premises  for  fourteen  yearn, 
from  1800,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  37i.,  subject  to  deduc- 
tions for  repairs  and  taxes. 

2.  A  small  house  or  building,  and  16a.  3b.  2p.  of  land, 
called  BampfiMs  Meadenfordy  and  BMs  T&umeni,  in 
the  parish  of  Barngta^le,  in  the  occupation  of  William 
Parkin,  (with  the  exception  of  a  wood  called  Tarroi 
Wood  J  under  a  lease  from  Mr.  William  Carslake,  granted 
by  private  agreement,  bearing  date  14th  Septemb^  1820, 
for  fourteen  years  from  the  Lady-day  preceding,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  30^.,  the  tenant  covenanting  to  repair  tt^e 
gates  and  fences,  on  being  allowed  rough  timber.  In 
1791  a  lease  of  these  premises  was  granted  for  fouilten 
years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  16/.  16«.,  subject  to  deduc- 
tions. .  In  1805  the  rent  was  increased  to  20l.,  and  in 
1812  they  were  let  to  William  P^kin,  the  present  tenant, 
on  a  lease  for  seven  years,  at  40/.  p^  annu|n;  but  in 
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1S15  a  memwwidaiii  wu  made  on  that  laata,  ai  In  Hm 
ease  of  the  QoodUigk  property,  of  the  rent  being  redueed 
from  40/.  to  30i. 

The  Commissioners  for  inquiring  into  Charities,  ob« 
serve:—  • 

**  We  sre  informed  that  fiorther  allowances  have  been 
made  to  the  tenants  out  of  their  rents,  beyond  the  above- 
mentioned  reductions,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  as- 
certRUi  the  precise  amount  of  such  allowances. 

**  We  are  not  enabled  to  state,  whether  the  sum  of  601., 
given  by  the  donor  to  Elisabeth  BampMd,  the  widow  ^ 
his  nephew  Edward,  for  her  life,  was  ever  repaid  by  her 
representatives,  to  be  added  to  this  benefaction. 
•  *'  Mr.  William  Carsiake,  who  has  acted  as  Trustee  of 
this  gift  from  1760  to  the  present  time,  did  not,  although 
summoned  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  respecting 
his  management  thereof,  appear  before  usi  but  Mr. 
Courtenay  Gidley,  his  solicitor,  attended  on  his  behalf, 
and  stated,  that  in  his  opinion,  although  in  point  of  health 
Mr.  Cardake  was  able  to  have  appeared  in  person,  his  fa- 
culties were  impaired  by  his  great  age,  and  that  he  was 
not  in  a  fit  state  to  undergo  an  examination. 

*'  Mr.  Gidley,  on  behalf  of  his  client,  protested  against 
our  inquiry  into  this  case,  on  the  following  grounds : — 
Ist.  That  the  trusts  of  the  donor's  will  were  not  created 
for  any  charitable  purpose.  2dly.  That  if  they,  are  trusts 
for  a  charitable  purpose,  they  cannot  operate  as  such 
until  all  persons  of  the  testator's  name  and  blood  are  ex- 
tmct ;  and,  3dly.  That  supposing  this  gift  to  be  a  cha- 
rity, it  is  exempted  from  our  investigation, .  as  having 
special  visitors  appointed  by  the  foimder. 

«  The  first  object,  of  the  donor  undoubtedly  was  the 
education  of  boys  in  succession  of  his  name  and  blood, 
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but  in  case  of  tkere  being,  from  time  to  time»  no  boy  so 
qualified^  cspabie  and  fit  to  reoeive  thia  benefit,  he  di« 
rected  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates  ^ven  by  him  to 
be  applied  for  the  ediicatum  of  such  odier  b<^  as  his 
Tmstees  should  think  'fit.  We  apprehend,  therrfore» 
that  his  donation  must  be  considered  a  charity  for  educa- 
tion, with  a  preferenee  giYen  to  the  donor's  relations 
bearing  the  name  of  Bampfield;  and  it  appears  to  us, 
that  the  donor's  directions,  that  yearly  account*  should 
be  rendered  to  the  rectors  of  the  parishes  mentioned  in 
his  will,  did  not  invest  those  incumbents  with  such  a  yi- 
aikatorial  power  as  is  sufficient  to  exdude  the  case  firom 
our  investigBtion* 

**  We  are  informed,  that  previously  to  the  time  of  Mr. 
H^^ltiam  Oaridake's  taking  upon  himself  this  trust,  seven! 
persons  oi  the  donor's  name  and  family  were  sucoessivdy 
educated  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates  given 
by  him  for  that  purpose,  but  we  have  seen  no  accounts 
relating  to  this  gift  prior  to  1760,  nor  can  we  learn  that 
any  accounts  have  ever  beoi  delivered  to  the  rectors  of 
the  three  parishes  moitioned  in  the  donor's  wiB,  or  d^NK 
sited  in  Jrlinffton  ehurch,  according  to  his  directions. 

''About  the  year  1783,  Mr.  William  Carslake  iqp- 
pointed  John  Bampfield,  one  of  the  name  and  blood  of 
the  donor,  to  be-educated  under  the  trust,  who  was  sent 
to  school,  and  afterwards  to  the  University  of  (kfford^ 
and  continued  to  receive  payments  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  trust  estates  till  1802,  when  he  was  pre- 
sented to  the  before-mentioned  rectory  of  Bnuffiird,  of 
which  he  is  now  the  incumbent. 

**  In  1801,  Henry  Jos^h  CSardake,  the  ne^tutw  of  Mr. 
William  Carslake,  (there  being  then  no  person  of  the  do- 
nor's name  and  blood  capaUe  of  enjoying  the  benefit  of

tibis  fp%)  mB,  with  the  conseiil  of  Mr.  William  Can* 
hke,  placed  by  his  £ifther,  Baznpfield  Canlake,  at  aehooU 
to  be  educated  under  this  trusty  and  a  considerable  ex- 
pense was  incurred  in  such  education  by  his  fiather,  un« 
der  the  expectation  of  being  reimbursed  by  Mr.  William 
Gaifllake,  which  the  laitter  refused  to  do;  in  consequence 
<Kf  which  a  bill  was  filed  against  him  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery^  by  the  said  Bampfield  Carslake  and  his  son« 
Henry  Joseph,  (then  an  infant,)  and  in  1805»  after  the 
defiendant  had  put  in  his  answer,  the  matters  in  difference 
were  referred  to  a  barrister,  who,  in  August  1 806,  awarded 
that  the  defendant  should  pay  to  the  plaintiff,  Bampfield 
Carslake,  ISO/.,  as  being  at  least  the  sum  which  the  arbi- 
trator found  that  the  former  ought  to  have  appropriated 
out  of  the  trust  estate  to  the  education  of  the  said  infant 
plaintiff,  from  1801  to' the  time  of  the  reference,  and  that 
the  defendant  should,  during  the  time  which,  conformably 
to  the  trusts  of  the  before-mentioned  will,  should  be  re- 
quired for  perfecting  bis  education,  keep  the  said  infant 
at  school,  and  afterwards  send  him  to  the  Uniyorsity,  and 
in  all  respects  fulfil  the  duties  of  the  trust ;  and  the  arbi- 
trate also  directed  that  the  defendant  should  pay  the 
costs  of  the  suit  in  Chancery.  The  sum  awarded  by  the 
arbitrator  was  paid  by  the  defendant,  the  account  thereof, 
mduding  the  rents  of  the  trust  estate  to  Lady-day  1806, 
being  settled  in  January  1807.  Farther  advances  were 
made  by  Mr.  William  Carslake  for  Henry  Joseph  Cars- 
lake's  education  at  school,  tiU  about  1810,  when  the  in- 
tention of  sending  him  to  the  University  was  abandoned, 
and  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  surgeon. 
.  'Mn  1811,  John  Carslake  Dimcan  Yule,  being  of  the 
age  of  nine  years,  the  son  of  Captam  John  Yule,  whose 
wife  is  the  sister  of  the  said  H^iry  Joseph  Carslake,  and 
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niece  of  the  said  William  Gardake^  was  appointed  Irjr  the 
latter  to  be  educated  under  this  trust,  and  placed  at 
school.  Mr.  William  Carslake  discharged  the  expenses 
of  his  first  year's  education,  but  refused  to  pay'the  schocd- 
master's  bOl  for  the  second  year;  in  consequence  of  which 
an  action  was  commenced  against  him,  and  in  1813  he 
wrote  a  letter  to  Captain  Yule,  stating  that  he  claimed 
the  estates  left  by  the  Rev.  William  Bampfield  as  his 
own  property.  This  claim,  however,  was  immediately 
afterwards  abandoned,  and  Mr.  William  Carslake  con- 
tinued to  pay  the  school  expenses  of  Captain  Yule's  son 
till  1821,  since  which  time  he  has  paid  some  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  ferther  prosecution  of  the  education  of  this 
young  man,  and  he  has  also,  with  the  exception  of  the 
first  three  or  four  years  after  the  commencement  of  his 
education  under  the  trust,  provided  clothing  for  him.  At 
the  time  of  our  investigation,  -  (August  1823,)  Mr.  John 
Carslake  Duncan  Yule  had  been  ent^^  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cambridge,  and  we  were  informed  that  Mr.  Cars- 
lake  had  undertaken  to  provide  him  with  iimds  sufficient 
to  enable  him  to  reside  there  in  the  October  fc^owing. 

^'  The  only  accounts  that  we  have  seen,  relating  to  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  on  account  of  this  trust,  are 
contained  in  two  books  produced  to  us  by  Captain  Yule^ 
which  he  states  that  he  received  from  Mr.  William  Cars- 
lake  some  years  since,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  what 
sums  had  been  expended  in  the  education  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  Rev.  John  Bampfield,  and  which  books  were 
afterwards  the  subject  of  an  action  of  trover,  brought 
against  Captain  Ytde  by  Mr.  William  Carslake,  in  which 
the  latter  recovered  202.  damages. 

**  From  these  accounts,  which  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  r^gulaily  kept,  or  to  have  undeigone  any  examimi* 
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iioa4)r  audita  and  ci  the  accmacy  of  whicli  we  can  fonn 
no  opinion,  it  is  to  be  collected,  that  the  dear  rents  of 
the  trust  estates  received  bj  Mr.  William  Carslake,  from 
1760  to  1803,  amounted  to  986/.  lOa.  Bid,,  and  that  the 
flums  expended  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  the  Rev.  John 
Bampfield,  from  1783  to  1802,  amoimted  to  1,0752.  IBs,  3dL, 
thus  exceeding  the  receipts,  during  the  first-mentioned 
period,  by  89'.  4^.  6id ;  but  a  considerable  part  of  this 
expenditure  appears  to  have  been  incurred  after  this  gen- 
tleman had  been  seven  years  at  the  University,  at  which 
time,  under  the  provisions  of  the  donor's  will,  his  dum 
to  any  benefit  from  the  trust  frmd  ceased. 

"  We  have  not  been  frumished  with  any  statement  of 
the  sums  eipended  on  Mr.  Henry  Joseph  Carslake's  edu^ 
cation,  but  the  accounts  between  him  and  the  Trustee 
may  perhaps  be  considered  as  having  been  settled  under 
the  award,  to  1806,  and  &rther  sums  were  ejqiended  on 
his  account  till  1810. 

'*  It  was  at  least  to  be  expected,  that  an  aceonnt  might 
be  produced  to  us  of  the  sums  expended  for  the  education 
and  maintenance  of  Mr.  John  Carslake  Duncan  Yule, 
from  1811  to  the  present  time ;  but  Mr.  Gidley  informs 
ns,  that,  although  Mr.  Carslake  has  furnished  him  with 
some  ps^rs  and  vouchers  showing  the  applicati<m;of 
parts,  of  the  rents  of  the  trust  estate,  these  documents 
are  not  sulGEcient  to  enable  ham  to  make  out  a  regular  ac- 
.count. 

**  The  donor,  by  his  codicil,  dkected  that  the  timber 
«i  his  tenement  at  Meadenford  should  not  be  cut  down 
.tin  it  arrived  at  maturity,  but  no  specific  provision  was 
thereby  made  for  Uie  application  of  the  produce  of  the 
.timber,  when  in  a  fit  state  to  be  felled.  About  the  year 
1805,.  timber  was  cut.  on  the.  trust  estates,  and  .sold  by 
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Mr.  William  Carslake,  producing,  after  the  payment  of 
the  expenses  of  the  sale,  177'.  3«.  4i7.  We  are  informed 
that  this  stun  was  invested  in  the  fonds ;  that  the  stock 
thus  purchased  was  afterwvrds  sold;  and  that,  in  1810, 
the  sum  of  150/.  was  applied  hy  Mr.  William  Oarslake,  in 
payment  of  a  premium  on  the  before-mentioned  Henrjr 
Joseph  Carslake's  being  placed  as  an  apprentice  with  a 
surgeon.  This  application  of  part  of  the  produce  of  the 
timber,  does  not  appear  to  us  to  have  been  in  conformity 
with  the  intentions  of  the  donor,  being  for  the  benefit  of 
a  person  who  had  been  originally  intended  to  receive  the 
full  advantage  of  education  at  school,  and  at  the  Univer* 
sity,  under  this  gift,  but  who  had  relinquished  his  claim 
to  the  completion  of  that  course  of  education.  No  ac- 
.count  has  been  given  to  us  of  the  application  of  the  residue 
of  the  money  produced  by  the  sale  of  timber. 

*^  In  detailing  the  circumstances  relating  to  the  ma> 
nagement  of  this  trust,  we  have  been  unavoidably  led  to 
allude  to  the  differences  which  have  occurred  between  the 
present  Trustee  and  his  relatives. 

**  We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Gidley,  that  Mr.  William 
Carslake  is  willing  to  convey  the  trust  premises,  the  l^^al 
estate  of  which  is  vested  in  him  as  the  heir  of  William 
Bampfield,  the  donor's  nephew,  to  some  person  of  the 
donor's  family,  upon  the  above-mentioned  trusts.  No 
power  was  given  by  the  donor  to  his  nephew  or  hisfaeixs 
to  appoint  other  Trustees ;  and  it  appears  to  have  been 
his  intention,  that  the  persons  who  should  receive  the 
benefit  of  education  at  school  and  the  University,  un- 
der this  gift,  should  successively  act  as  Trustees  thereof, 
but  we  cannot  learn  that  any  of  these' persons  have  inter- 
fered in  the  management  of  the  trust.  We  apprehend, 
that  if  any  appointment  of  Trustees  shall  take  place,  it 
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onglit  in  gtrictiiflM  to  be  made  under  the  directions  of 
iht  Court  of  Chancery. 

"  It  will  be  8een»  &om  what  has  been  stated,  there  has 
been  much  irregularity  in  the  manner  in  which  this  trust 
has  been  conducted,  and  particularly,  that  the  mode 
pomted  out  by  the  donor,  for  making  annual  accounts 
end  depositing  them  in  Arlington  Church,  in  order  to 
prevent  a  misapplication  of  his  gift,  has  been  wholly  dis- 
regarded. Whether  the  trust  estates  may  have  been  at 
all  times  let  to  the  best  advantage,  and  whether  the  sums 
paid  by  Mr.  William  Carslake,  for  the  benefit  of  several 
persons  who  have  received  education  under  this  donation, 
may  or  may  not  have  been  equal  to  the  whole  of  the  clear 
rents  and  profits  received  by  him,  are  points  upon  which 
the  deficiency  of  our  information,  arising  from  the  causes 
before  assigned,  does  not  enable  us  to  form  a  correct 
opinion.'' 


Bblovxp  Wilkes,  of  the  parish  of  Wick  and  Abtm,  by 
his  will  dated  16th  September,  1722,  after  expressing  his 
desbre  that  his  servant,  Ann  Cope,  should  enjoy  all  that 
part  of  his  dwelling-house,  which  he  had  excepted  in  a 
lease  then  lately  granted  by  him,  and  reserved  to  his  own 
nse,  as  long  as  she  lived  and  remained  unmarried,  gave 
to  his  brother,  Francis  Wilkes,  after  the  decease  of  the 
said  Ann  Cope,  the  said  part  of  his  dwelling-house  for 
his  life,  and  sll  the  rest  and  residue  of  his  said  dwelling- 
faonse,  with  the  ont-hooses,  gardens,  orchards,  and  ap- 
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pBrtenaaces,  and  also  those  aev&cdl  closes  o£  meadow  and 
pasture  to  the  same  messuage  belongiBg,  viz.  the  Home 
Close,  the  Island,  David^s  Mead,  the  She^  Leaze,  Mole-^ 
berry,  and  AUoms,  to  hold  to  him  the  said  Francis  WiUces^ 
and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  for  ever,  subject  as  therein 
mentioned ;  and  if  his  said  brother  Francis  should  die, 
and  leave  no  issue  of  his  body,  then  he  gave  the  samo 
premises  unto  Aaron  Strange  therein  mentioned,  and  to 
the  Ministers  of  Pucklechurch  and  Deywton,  in  the  county 
of  Gloucester,  for  the  time  being,  for  and  during  the  life 
of  the  said  Aaron  Strange,  and  after  his  decease  to  tine 
Ministers  of  Pticklechurch,  Deynton,  and  Dirham  afore- 
said, and  their  successors  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  employ 
15«.  a  year,  for  a  dinner  at  his  dwelling-house  for  them* 
selves  and  the  said  Ann  Cope,  and  the  widows  herein- 
after mentioned,  and  also  the  tenant  of  his  said  estate, 
and  his  wife,  once  in  every  year,  as  his  said  trustees 
should  think  most  convenient  for  their  meeting,  and 
taking  care  that  his  will  should  be  duly  performed ;  and 
he  directed,  that  jfrom  and  after  the  death  of  his  brother 
Francis,  and  the  said  Ann  Cope,  his  trustees  should  elect 
two  poor  windows  of  ^topie  Ministers  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  place  them  in  that  part  of  his  said  dwelling- 
house,  which  he  had  appointed  for  the  said  Ann  Cope  to 
live  in,  and  should  pay  to  such  poor  widows,  out  of  the 
rents  of  the  said  estate,  the  dear  yearly  sum  of  10^  a 
piece,  so  long  as  they  should  live,  and  should  allow  to 
such  widows  half  a  load  of  coal  a  piece  yeariy,  and  sucb 
wood  for  their  firing  as  might  be  conveniently  cut  upon 
the  said  estate,  without  doing  any  damage  or  spoil;  and 
that  as  often  as  either  of  the  said  widows,  that  should  be 
placed  in  the  said  dwelling«house  should  die,  his  trustees 
should  el^ct  another  ¥ddow  in  her  room,  and  so  k^eep  vn^ 
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tbe  nid  immber  of  two  «ucb  vidowg  for  tms  j  and  that 
in  caw  mch  widowa  could  not  agree  to  live  together  in 
tbe  said  dweUing-lunue,  then  either  of  them  might  live 
eleewhere,  paying  her  own  hooM'rent,  and  fomiahiiig 
benelf  with  wood  and  coal  at  her  own  expense. 

And  the  said  testator  directed  that  his  truateea  ihoold, 
as  MOD  as  the  yrnvh/  overphu  and  rtmaaider  qf  the  rentt 
tmlprt(fiU  t^  lu  tad  ettaie  ikoald  amount  to  a  mm  ti^ 
dmt  for  that  parpote,  p»rchaae  to  (*<i»  and  their  tttcctt- 
tort,  the  Mkiutert  of  Fudleekarch,  DeytUoa,  and  Dirham 
tforttaid,  landt  qf  the  said  yearly  vohe  qf  201.,  tfing  at 
MOT  kit  ettatt  btfore  mentumed,  at  eoidd  eonoenientlg  be 
gotten;  and  that  the  rente  andprofts  of  tach  laadi,  whe» 
pmvhased,  together  tnUh  the  yearly  oeerplvt  of  the  rent* 
qf  hit  taid  land,  thtndd  be  m^loged  by  hit  smdtnuteet  w 
the  foUomng  mmmer,  vie.,  that  thef  should  pay  lOt.  a 
few  for  ever  to  the  minister  of  Oeynton  aforesaid,  for  the 
time  being,  or  to  some  other  able  man,  whom  he  should 
^ipoint,  for  a  Sermon  to  be  preached  evay  year,  in  the 
church  of  Deynton,  on  Easter-Alonday,  and  thoidd  eng>bnf 
the  retidue  thereqf,  fir  ever,  for  the  mainieHance,  edtKO- 
tion,  tchooUag,  and  qvalifying  for  patting  to  and  iecpin^ 
alt  Omford  qf  a  lad,  in  order  to  make  him  a  minitter  qfthe 
Chitrch  rf  England,  ahiei  taid  lad,  he  directed  hit  taid 
tnateet  thoM  choate  out  of  the  parithet  qf  Wick  and 
Abion,  Pucklechureh,  Deynton,  and  Dirham,  and  of  such 
parentt  who  toere  not  of  abiUly  to  give  him  ntcA  mainte- 
nanee  and  e^ication;  and  that  they  thould  not  choose  one 
of  their  own  «otw;  and  that  when,  and  at  toon  as  aach 
pertm  thould  hate  taken  the  degree  of  a  Bachelor  qf  Arts, 
or  b^fbrt,  if  the  inwme  thereby  appmmtedfor  the  purpose 
VMtdd  admil,  hit  taid  tratlees  should  elect  another  lad  as 
t^itrttaid,  and  nmntain,  and  edacate,  and  iHp  Aim  at 
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I,  im  the  same  maimer,  and  90  m  Kke  mamur  for 


ever* 

And  the  said  testator  appointed  his  brother^  Francis 
Wilkes,  to  be  executor  of  bis  said  will. 

Francis  Wilkes,  the  first  devisee  in  the  above-men- 
tioned will,  died  without  issue,  and  the  estate  so  left  by 
the  said  testator,  became  vested  in  his  trustees,  agreeably 
to  his  disposition  thereof,  and  has  ever  since  been  under 
the  control  and  management  of  the  three  Ministers  of  the 
parishes  of  Puckleckurch,  Deynton,  and  Durham  aforesaid. 

In  the  account-book  kept  by  the  trustees  of  this  cha- 
rity, there  is  a  memorandum  to  the  following  effect,  viz^ 
*'  That  on  Saturday,  2l8t  September  1745,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Henry  Gandy,  Minister  of  Puckkchurck,  and  the  Rey. 
Mr.  Thomas  Coker,  Minister  of  Deynton,  and  Aaron 
Strange,  Schoolmaster,  the  three  then  trustees  of  Mr. 
Wilkes's  charity,  met  together  at  the  late  dwelling-house 
of  the  said  Mr.  Wilkes,  in  the  said  parish  of  Wiok  and 
Abson,  and  began  to  act  in  the  said  charity,  pursuant  to 
the  trusts  in  them  reposed,  and  had  a  dinner  for  them- 
selves, and  for  the  tenant  Thomas  Strange,  and  his  wife, 
and  Ann  Cope.*' 

The  J;rustees  have  not  applied  any  part  of  the  proceeds 
of  this  estate  to  the  purchase  of  other  lands,  to  be  an* 
nexed  to  the  original  donation,  but  the  lands  so  devised 
by  the  said  will  appear  to  be  still  in  the  possession  of  such 
trustees ;  and  in  the  year  1750,  a  plan  of  the  different 
closes  was  made,  according  to  a  regular  survey  and  mea- 
surement thereof,  whereby  it  appears  that  the  quantity 
then  was  30a.  1r.  19p*i  independently  of  th^  house,  the 
garden,  and  the  upper  and  lower  barton.  By  a  recent 
survey,  made  in  1813,  which  includes  the  house,  and  the 
premises,  immediately  around  it,  the  prqierty  is  made  to 
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amoimt  to  31a.  1b.  13p.    The  pariselB^  aceording  to  the

It  maybe  proper  to  notice,  as  to  the  locality  of  the 
premises,  the  whole  of  which  are  stated,  in  the  old  sur- 
vey, to  be  in  the  parish  of  Wick  and  Abson,  that  a  more 
accurate  inquiry  has  ascertained,  that  certain  parts  of 
what  are  called  YaXhms  and  Moleberry,  are  situate  in  the 
parish  of  beynton. 

The  estate  so  left  by  Mr.  Wilkes,  has  been  always  let 
to  one  tenant,  and  usually  upon  leases  for  seven  years, 
and  the  same  has  always  been  kept  in  a  state  of  pasturage, 
agreeably  to  the  injunctions  of  the  will. 

The  earliest  rent  was  451,,  which  was  continued  tin 
about  the  year  1778,  when  it  was  raised  to  50Z.  In  1814 
it  was  again  raised  to  80/.,  at  which  amount  it  remained 
tin  Lady-day  1816,  when  it  was  necessarily  reduced  to 
70/.  per  annum,  which  has  been  the  rent  ever  since. 

All  the  above  funds  remain  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
George  Swayne,  as  the  Minister  of  Puchlechurch  and 
Dirham,  and  the  Rev.  Peter  Gunning,  as  the  Minister  of 
Deynton. 

Soon  after  the  commencement  bf  this  charity,  a  surplus 
of  the  rents  and  profits,  beyond  what  the  objects  required, 
accrued,  but  that  surplus  was  not  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  land,  on  account  of  the  expense  and  diJUcuUy  of  trans- 
mitting  it  to  the  successive  incumbents  of  the  livinys,  such 
surplus  has  therefore  been  accumulating,  and  from  time  to 
time  invested  in  the  fimds.    It  (^ppears  also  to  have  been 
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^xmsidered  by  the  truttHs,  thai  they  would  not  taw  bem 
warrcaUed  to  carry  into  effect,  that  part  of  the  wiU  whiek 
provides  for  the  nusintenanoe  of  a  young  num  at  CoOeye, 
untU  a  purchaee  could  be^made  of  land,  as  the  wUl  dire^ed. 
These  circumstances  have  increased  the  amoumt  of  the  stodt, 
at  the  last  audit,  January  IB26,  to  the  sum  qf5,60bL  Zs.  pd, 
three  per  cent,  consols,  leaning  a  baUmce  cf  4401.  tn  £fte 
handsofthe  trustees;  since  which  time,  an addOionalsum of 
AOOl,  has  been  purchased  in  the  same  stock,  making  the 
total  amount  of  stock,  arising  from  aecu$mdatum  of  suT' 
plus,  6,0061  3s.  9d, 

Two  widows  of  cLergpoeia,  propeiiy  sdected,  have 
always  received  the  10/.  each  under  Mr.  Wilkes's  wiM, 
but  only  one  widow  was  ever  disposed  to  live  in  the  house, 
80  CM  to  entitle  herself  to  the  benefit  of  firing  and  wood; 
that  part  of  the  charity  has,  therefore,  not  been  made  avail- 
able. The  same  two  widows  have  also  received  the  bcne- 
lactions  coming  to  them  under  the  wills  of  the  Rev. 
Peter  Grand  and  Thomas  Coker,  being  generally  about 
Si.  ISs.  5d.  each. 

The  trustees  haoe  applied  to  the  Court  of  Chcmeeryfbr 
directions  how  to  dispose  of  this  large  surplus. 


PsTBR  Symonds  by  will,  bearing  date  24th  April  1586, 
gave  his  manor  and  lordship,  called  IngUby,  in  the  pmiili 
of  Chadwdl,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  and  all  his  lands  in 
West-Ham,  in  Essex,  called  Trinity  Marsh,  with  the 
rents,  profits,  and  cmnmodities  thereunto  belongmg,  after 
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the  detth  of  bk  wife«  to  Mr.  Bflaon,  Ward^  of  the  New 
CMege,'m.Wkuiketier,  the  testator's  brother,  William 
Symonds,  and  four  others,  and  their  heirs  as  feofiees^  in 
trust,  that  they  should  obtain  a  license  from  the  Queen, 
for  an  Hospital  to  be  erected  in  Winchester,  and  an  Act  of 
Psilianient  for  the  confirmation  of  the  same.  And  he 
directed,  that  in  his  Hospital,  which  should  be  called 
Chriefs  Hospital,  ot  by  any  other  name  which. should 
seem  good  to  his  feoffees,  there  should  be  maintained 
eontinuidly,  for  ever,  six  poor  old  and  unmarried  men, 
and  four  poor  young  children ;  and  he  further  directed, 
that  besides  his  Hospital,  there  shoM  hefamd  out  of  his 
mid  kmdi,  every  year  for  ever,  two  poor  scholars,  the  one 
in  Oatford,  the  other,  in  Cambridge,,  that  shoM  study  to 
prea/oh  Qo^s  words  all  which  his  lands,  being. three* 
score  pounds  by  the  year, .  he  hoped  would  perform.  And 
the  testator  fiirther  directed,,  for  the  government  and 
order  of  the  said  Hospital,  that  there  should  be  chosen, 
and  should  always  be,  one  worshipful  person,  called  the 
conservator,  and  six  others  of  the  best  and  chiefest  in  the 
city  of  Winchester,  that  should  be  governors,  and  so 
should  be  called,  which  seven  persons  should  renuun  in 
that  government  during  their  lives,  if  they  should  deal 
painfully,  carefully,  and  justly  in  that  charge ;  but  if  by 
experience  these  persons  should  think  it  convenient  to 
alter  the  governors  once  in  four  or  five  years,  he  referred 
the  same  to  their  discretion.  And  he  directed,  that  the 
conservator,  from  time  to  time,  should  be  Warden  of  the 
J^^  College  of  Winchester,  and  that  of  the  six  governors, 
two  should  be  of  those  citizens  who  should  have  borne 
the  office  of  Mayor  of  that  city>  and  the  other  four,  of  the 
most  substantial  and  honest  citizens  that  should  not  have 
bevne  that  office.    And  he  directed^  that  ill*  should  be 

ar 
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paid  out  of  his  lands,  yearly,  for  ever,  to  the  Mayors  of 
the  two  Universities  of  Ostford  and  Cambridge  j  that  is 
to  say,  52.  10s,  every  year  to  each  University,  to  find  in 
each  of  the  same  Universities  one  poor  scholar  studying 
divinity,  who  should  be  elected  by  persons  from  each 
College,  (for  which  elections  particular  directicms  were 
given  in  the  will) ;  and  that  the  odd  ten  shillings  per 
annum,  should  be  reserved  by  the  Mayor  of  each  Uni^ 
versity,  for  a  dinner  at  such  election. 

The  wUl  extends  to  great  length,. and  contains  various 
other  minor  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  Hos^ 
pital  by  the  conservator  and  governors. 

Amongst  the  regulations  for  the  management  of  this 
trust,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  treasurer  should  pay  an* 
nually,  out  of  the  rents  of  the  Hospital,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  two  poor  scholars  in  the  two  Universities  of 
Oxford  and  Cambrtdge,  51.  to  each,  to  be  paid  quarterly  | 
that  the  scholars  receiving  the  exhibition  should  be  stu* 
dents  in  divinity,  the  one  residing  at  Os^ord,  the  other 
at  Cambridge,  and  should  be  chosen  by  the  Mayor,  Re- 
corder, Bailifis,  and  Commonalty,  out  of  such  candidates 
as  should  be  recommended  to  them  by  the  conservator 
for  the  time  being ;  that  the  said  scholars  should  be  re^ 
spectively  entitled  to,  and  be  paid  the  said  exhibition  for 
four  years,  and  no  longer,  from  the  time  of  nomination 
thereto ;  and  that  in  case  any  such  scholar  should,  before 
the  end  of  such  four  years,  be  admitted  into  Deacon's 
orders,  the  said  exhibition  should  be  no  longer  payable 
to  such  scholar. 

The  annual  payments  to  two  scholars  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge,  who  are  elected,  and  continue  to  hold  their 
exhibitions  in  conformity  with  the  statutes  of  1793,  were, 
in  1804,  raised  from  5/.  to  10/.  each. 
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JoBBPH  Cooke,  of  Spaxton,  in  the  county  of  Somerset, 
Clerk,  by  his  will  dated  IQth  July  1708,  gave  unto  Na- 
thaniel Palmer,  and  others  therein  named,  all  his  lands  of 
inheritance,  and  all  and  singular  his  messuages,  and  se- 
veral pieces  of  land,  which  he  held  and  enjoyed,  either  in 
his  own  possession,  or  in  the  possession  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  to  his  use ;  to  hold  to  them  and  their 
successors,  to  be  chosen  according  to  his  said  will,  for 
1,000  years,  at  a  pepper-corn  rent,  in  trust,  among  other 
things,  that  his  said  trustees  should  elect  two  hopeful 
young  scholars,  bom  and  inhabiting  within  the  Deanery 
of  Bridgewater,  such  as  were  fitted  for  the  University, 
and  to  pay  to  each  of  them  an  annuity  of  5/.  a  year,  for 
the  term  of  seven  years  after  their  election,  provided  they 
constantly  resided  in  the  University  of  Oirford,  and  dili- 
gently applied  themselves  to  the  study  of  good  learning 
in  some  CoUege  or  Hall  in  the  said  University,  they 
brii^ng  every  year  a  certificate  from  the  governors  of 
the  said  College  or  Hall  of  then:  civility  and  study ;  and 
he  directed  the  said  feoffees,  in  the  election,  to  make 
choice  of  the  sons  of  poor  Ministers,  in  the  said  Deanery, 
before  others,  if  they  should  be  equally  qualified ;  and 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  seven  years,  or  at 
the  death,  non-residence,  non-proficiency,  or  ill  behaviour 
of  the  said  two  scholars,  or  either  of  them,  the  trustees 
were  to  choose  others,  qualified  as  before,  to  receive  the 
said  annuity,  and  so  toties  quoties. 

There  are  usually  two  exhibitioners  at  Ospford,  ap- 
pointed by  the  trustees,  receivmg  the  benefit  of  this  cha- 
rity.

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Richard  Huish  by  liis  will^  bearing  date  30tli  January 
1615^  declared  that  it  was  his  intention  to  employ  and 
dispose  of  his  property  for  reUef  of  such  as  were  comfort- 
less ;  and  had,  in  their  lives  and  vocations,  served  and 
feared  God ;  and  that  he  then  proposed  to  employ  the 
best  part  of  his  substance  in  erecting  some  Hospital  for 
the  succour  and  relieving  of  thirteen  poor  and  aged  men, 
&c.  &c. ;  which  said  Hospital,  his  will  was,  should  be 
built,  and  which  he  had  almost  finished,  within  the  said 
town  and  borough  of  Taunton  in  the  Lane,  there  called 
Maudlyn  Lane,  nigh  unto  the  c}iurch  of  St,  Mary  Magda- 
len, as  he  had  then  built,  divided,  and  set  forth  the  same. 
And  his  will  was,  that  there  should  be  appointed  such 
of  his  name  as  should  be  heir  male  of  the  house  of  Huish, 
then  of  Dymford,  in  the  county  of  Somerset  j  and  that  of 
Sand,  in  the  parish  of  Sydbury,  in  the  county  of  Devon, 
so  as,  at  the  time  of  such  election  or  appointment,  they, 
and  every  of  the  said  electors,  should  be  of  the  full  age  of 
thirty  years,  or  in  default  thereof,  by  twelve  of  the  an- 
cientest  gentlemen  governors  of  the  said  Hospital,  all  to 
be  of  the  like  age  of  thirty  years  at  the  least ;  and  that  the 
governors  and  poor  people  of  the  said  Hospital,  should  be 
founded  and  incorporated  by  the  name  of  "  The  Gover- 
nors and  Poor  People  of  the  Hospital  of  Richard  Huish, 
Esq.  in  Taunton/'  which  said  Hospital  should  have 
assured  or  paid  to  it  for  ever,  one  annuity  or  annual  rent 
of  103/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his  houses,  lands,  and 
tenements  within  BlacJ^friars,  London,  to  the  use  of  the 
same  Hospital. 
And  he  further  willed  that  his  devisees,  and  all  oUiers 
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coming  in  under  them,  should  pay  yearly,  oat  of  the 
same  houses  and  lands  in  the  Blackftiars  aforesaid,  for 
ever,  lOOl.  by  the  year,  towards  the  maintenance  of  five 
of  his  name  of  Hjiish,  being  nearest  in  blood;  and  in 
default  of  such  of  his  name,  and  nearest  in  blood,  then 
of  those  that  were  of.  his  name  or  kindred;  and  in  de* 
fault  of  such  of  his  name  and  kindred,  then  of  those  that 
should  be  of  his  kindred,  to  be  scholars  at  one  or  both  of 
the  Universities  of  Oaford  or  Cambridge,  viz.  to  each  20Z. 
by  the  year,  there  to  be  students  in  the  arts,  and  other 
learning,  and  to  proceed  masters  of  the  arts,  to  enable  them 
to  the  study  of  divinity,  which  was  the  only  purpose 
for  which  he  gave  that  allowance ;  and  if  they  or  either 
of  them  should  not  profess  the  same  study  of  divinity, 
within  two  years  after  that  they,  or  either  of  them«  should 
have  so  severally  proceeded  masters  of  the  arts,  and  con- 
tinue the  same  study,  then  they  or  he  so  neglecting  that 
study  of  divinity,  should  presently  lose  that  his  benevo* 
lence  or  gift  of  20/.  by  the  year,  and  another  of  his  name 
and  kindred,  as  was  before  expressed,  should  enjoy  the 
same,  as  he  did  with  the  said  scholars  of  his  name  or 
kindred,  to  be  sent  to  the  said  Universities  as  aforesaid ; 
and  his  mind  and  will  was,  that  they  for  ever  should  be 
such  as  should  be  known,  or  made  known,  to  the  most 
of  the  governors  of  the  aforesaid  Hospital,  and  nine  of 
the  most  ancient  gentlemen,  for  the  time  being,  of  devi- 
sees, to  be  of  his  name  and  kindred,  as  was  aforesaid,  and 
always  should  be  chosen  and  sent  to  the  said  Universities, 
by  them,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  as  was  before  to  them 
limited  and  prescribed,  provided ;  and  his  will  was,  that 
after  those  of  his  name  and  kindred  should  be  so  made 
known  to  the  said  governors  and  devisees,  they  should, 
without  further  examination,  trial,  or  exceptipn,  by  them 
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or  any  otber,  be  sent  to  the  saicl  Umvenitie§,  to  be  sebo- 
lars  there,  so  as  they  before  had  learned  their  gnonmar, 
for  that  his  care  and  meaning  was  specially  for  the  help 
and  preferment  of  them  as  he  in  nature  was  bound,  the 
said  payment  to  be  made  quarterly,  or  half-yearly  at  the 
least,  with  power  of  distress ;-  and  in  dtfaidt  of  tneh  Ata 
name  or  kindred,  then  any  other  as  shoM  be  thought  worthy 
in  their  places,  of -such  as  had  been  bom  in  the  counties  of 
Somerset  and  Devon,  by  the  appointment  of  most  part  of 
his  said  governors,  and  nine  of  the  most  ancient  gentle- 
men of  his  devisees  as  aforesaid,  and  by  them  also,  all  or 
any  of  the  scholars  or  students  aforesaid,  to  be  removed 
and  put  from  his  said  allowance,  and  appointed  and  set- 
tled upon  others,  as  before  was  to  them  limited  and  ap- 
pointed, and  as  they  should  severally  come  to  be  Batche- 
lors  in  Divinity,  or  Fellows  of  houses,  so  as  the  benefit 
of  the  said  house  should  be  treble  of  his  said  allowance 
to  him  so  preferred,  or  be  married  or  promoted  to  a  bene- 
fice to  him,  and  then  his  allowance  to  cease,  and  to  be 
disposed  and  settled  upon  other  like  scholars,  in  like  man- 
ner; from  time  to  time  for  ever,  to  be  sent  as  aforesaid, 
and  that  all  controversies  thereof,  as  also  of  all  other 
parts  of  that  his  will  should  be  decided,  and  his  true 
meaning  therein  guided  and  settled  in  his  due  course  by 
his  said  governors,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  with  the 
advice  of  the  Bishop  of  Bath  and  WeUs,  for  the  time 
being,  for  ever,  if  the  said  governors  could  not  agree, 
and  in  their,  4r  either  of  their  default,  he  hoped  and  de- 
aired,  that  the  Court  of  Chancery,  for  the  time  being,  > 
would  do  the  same,  and  so  for  all  the  rest  of  his  good  in-  1 
tentions  therein  expressed. 

In  regard  to  the  qualifications  to  entitle  persons  to  the 
exhibitions,  the  trustees  htive  ekercised  their  best  judg-  ^ 
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BMQtineanrjwig  tbe  Mtaftor'smteiition  into  effect  When 
any  peiaon  has  o&red  himadf  as  a  candidate  for  an  exhii 
bition,  he  has  been  examined  as  to  his  qualifications  at 
the  general  meetings.  If  he  has  daimed  as  founder's 
kin,  the  trustees  have  considered  him  as  entitled  to'  a 
preference,  but  have  required  him  to  substantiate  his 
pedigree;  and  they  expect  that  every  other  candidate 
should  prove  himself  to  be  a  native  of  .the  proper  county 
by  the  register  of  his  baptism.  They  appear,  however^ 
to  have  felt  some^  embarrassment  with  respect  to  the 
question,  whether  these  exhibitioners,  who  have  ceased 
to  reside,  and  prosecute  their  studies  in  divinity  at  one 
of  the  Universities,  though  they  may  continue  their 
names  on  the  books  of  the  College,  are  entitled  to  receive 
the  annuity  under  the  will,  and  whether  those  persons* 
who,  after  the  expiration  of  two  years,  do  not  continue  to 
study  divinity,  but  enter  upon  some  other  profession,  do 
not  thereby  forfeit  the  said  annuity.  The  general  opi- 
nion of  the  trustees,  however,  is,  that  when  the  students 
have  ceased  to  reside,  or  prosecute  their  study  in  divinity 
at  CNfie  of  the  Universities,  they  are  no  longer  entitled  to 
the  exhibitions,  and  that  they  must  proceed  in  divinity 
<»ly,  which  a{^[>ears  to  be  the  opinion  most  agreeable  to. 
the  spirit  of  the  wilL 


Henbt  Smith,  citizen  and  Alderman  of  London,  from 
whose  numerous  charities  the  public  derive  so  great  a 
bdnefit>.  directed  his  trustees,  in  1620,  to  lay  out  150/.  for 
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the  bufiiig  of  a  /dbnotUp  at  Cambiidgt,  in  some  CoDege 
there,  to  be  enjoyed  by  such  of  hu  kindred  as  sbonld  be 
capable  of  the  place  of  Mowship,  from  time  to  time.  It 
does  not  ^tpear,  however,  that  the  trosteea  ever  fulfilled 
the  diiectiaiu  of  Mr.  Smith  in  thie  particular. 


John  Manhall  by  will,  dated  the  31st  August  1627,  gave 
and  devised  to  Samuel  Browne,  counsellor  at  law,  and 
others,  their  heirs  and  easigna,  for  ever,  certain  estates, 
in  trust,  among  other  things,  to  pay  under  the  several 
rents,  distresses,  penalties,  and  tnieta  after  mentioned,  all 
that  his  moiety  and  half  part  of  the  Yard,  conunonly 
called  the  Axe-Yard,  and  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  with  the  appurte- 
nances in  haah  AiUy,  and  m  Black  Spread  Bogle  Alley, 
and  in  the  Catherine  Wheel  Alley,  and  all  other  his  mes- 
miages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  with  the 
(fipuitenances  situate  in  the  parish  of  Newingtoa,  in  the 
county  of  Surry,  and  all  those  three  -acres  of  land,  l^ng 
together  in  one  place,  in  St.  George's  Fields,  and  the 
half  acre  in  the  same  fields,  with  the  appurtenances,  in 
the  pariah  of  St.  George,  in  the  county  of  Sany,  in  which 
three  acres  and  a  half,  his  mother  had  an  estate,  for  the 
term  of  her  life ;  and  all  Ins.  messuages,  l^nds,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  pariah 
vf  Sutton,  in  the  county  of  Surry/  and  all  his  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, in  Gramthom,  in  the  county  of  Lincoit,  to  the  use. 
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intent,  and  purpose^  that  out  of  the  rents  and  prefits  of 
three  of  his  tenements  in  Newington,  in  the  said  w31  more 
particularly  described,  his  said  trttistees  shoidd,  after  the 
death  of  two  annuitants  for  life,  therein  mentioned,  lay 
out  and  bestow  yearly  the  sum  of  12^.  towards  the 
maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar  in  either  of  the  Universi- 
ties, in  manner  following,  viz.  his  meaning  was,  that  the 
poor  scholar  should  be  chosen,  from  time  to  time,  by  his 
said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  from  among  such 
as  were,  or  should  be,  bom  in  the  borough  of  Southwark, 
or  in  the  town  of  Stanford,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and 
taught  in  the  school  kept  or  to  be  kept  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Saviour,  or  any  other  school,  at  their  discretions ;  and 
that  they  should  pay  unto  such  poor  scholar,  so  from 
time  to  time  to  be  chosen  by  them,  121.  a  year,  for  the 
space  of  seven  years,  for  his  maintenance;  and  if  he 
then  should  take  up  his  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  they 
should  continue  to  him  the  further  payment  thereof  for 
one  year  more,  to  the  end  that  he  might,  at  that  time, 
provide  for  himself  some  place  for  the  employing  his 
talent  and  ability  abroad,  for  the  glory  of  God  and  be^ 
nefit  of  his  Church;  provided  always,  that  such  poor 
scholar  should  continue  for  the  most  part  of  all  the  time, 
until  he  should  be  Master  of  Arts  in  the  University,  and 
give  not  over  his  studies  there ;  and  from  and  after  the 
expiration  of  the  said  eight  years,  or  other  ceasing  of  the 
said  121.  a  year,  to  such  poor  scholar,  his  will  was,  that 
his  said  trustees  should  pay  the  same  yearly  to  one  other 
poor  scholar,  to  be  by  them  speedily  afterwards  chosen,  in 
euch  manner  as  the  former,  and  for  so  many  years,  and 
upon  the  like  conditions  as  the  former ;  and  that  the  said 
yearly  payments  should  be  continued  by  them,  th^ir 
heirs,. and  assigns,  for  ever. 
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Thomas  Cartwraght,  oKoi  Vicars,  by  will  dated  20tii 
June  1  S9f,  reciting  that  lie  had  made  a  testament  by  deed 
indented,  bearing  date  the  2d  August,  29th  £lixabeth« 
unto  Leonard  Wraye,  and  four  others,  of  his  manor  of 
Scawtby,  and  a  capital  messuage  in  Marr,  and  all  other 
his  messuages,  lands,  and  hereditaments,  in  Semosby  and 
Marr,  Arksey,  Bentley,  and  Brodgworth,  to  hold  to  them 
and  then:  heirs,  to  the  uses,  in  a  schedule  to  the  said  deed 
annexed,  mentioned,  or  declared,  and  that  the  said  sche- 
dule declared  that  the  said  feoflSses  and  their  heirs  should 
stand  seised  of  the  premises,  to  the  use  of  him  the  said 
Thomas  Cartwright,  Ma  Vicars,  for  life,  with  the  re« 
mainder  to  the  use  of  such  persons  to  whom  the  same 
should  by  him,  by  deed  or  will,  be  appointed ;  and  fiuv 
ther  reciting,  that  he  had  since  sealed  and  delivered  one 
pair  of  indentures,  dated  the  18th  of  May,  39th  EUaabeth* 
to  limit  and  declare  to  whom  the  said  premises  should 
descend,  go,  and  enure,  and  to  what  uses  the  said  feof- 
fees, their  heirs,  &c.  should  be  seised  thereof  after  his 
death,  for  final  conclusion  and  determination  of  his 
meaning,  and  more  plain  declaration  of  the  intent  of  the 
said  feoffinent,  schedule,  and  indentures,  he  by  his  said 
wiU  appointed  and  bequeathed  all  his  said  manor,  lands, 
and  hereditaments,  in  such  manner  and  to  such  persons 
to  whom  the  same  were  granted,  given,  or  i^ppinted 
successively,  and  with  and  under  the  same  conditions 
and  limitations  as  in  the  said  recited  indentures  had  been 
declared ;  and  he  thereby  declared,  that  the  said  feoffees, 
their  heirs,  &c.  should  stand  seised  of  the  premises,  to 
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the  aaine  pur^^oses  as  in  the  said  recited  indenture  de- 
clared ;  and  his  will  was,  that  the  sum  of  1 5s.  bequeathed 
and  appointed  by  the  w^  of  Thomas  Cartwright,  alias 
Vicars,  his  father^  to  be  given  and  distributed  to  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Brodsworth  yearly,  be  paid  and  given 
yearly,  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  his  last 
will;  and  for  the  accomplishment  thereof,  he  further  de-^ 
dared  and  appointed  that  the  said  yearly  sum  of  159.  bo 
paid  at  the  times  limited  by  the  will  of  his  said  father,* 
OBt  of  his  said  lands  and  hereditaments,  and  the  profits' 
thereof,  for  ever,  to  the  said  poor :  Item,  his  will  was, 
that  as  well  his  executors  and  the  heirs-male  of  his  bro-* 
tb^  Robert,  and  every  other  person  to  whom  the  pre- 
mises were  entailed  by  the  said  indentures,  should  yearly 
distribute  and  pay  out  of  the  sum  of  302. :  lOl.  to  one  of 
his  blood  or  kin,  towards  Ms  education  and  maintenattce  in 
leasmng  in  the  Umversities  of  Cambridge  or  Oafordy  the 
poorest  to  be  prrferred  before  the  rich,  by  the  Dean  and 
Chester  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St,  Peter,  of  York, 
and  by  them  to  be  changed  at  every  ten  years^  end  sueces-' 
sioelyfor  ever. 


William  Ackroyd  by  his  will,  bearing  date  12th  Sep- 
tember 1518,  willed  and  devised  that  Henry  Ackroyd 
and  Bdtnund,  his  brother,  with  Heiuy  Draper,  and  other 
feoffees,  who  then  occupied  the  lands  and  tenements  of 
hhn,  the  said  WiMam  Ackroyd,  should  keep  one  scholar 
at  the  Univferslty  of  Oaefbrd  or  Cambridge,-  until  the  end 
of  the  world,  and  that  such  scholar  should  be  near  unto 
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him,  the  said  William  Ackroyd,  in  blood,  and  of  his 
name;  and  if  there  should  not  be  one  of  his  nai9e  able 
or  fit,  the  said  Hemy  Ackroyd  and  Edmund,  his  brother, 
and  Henry  Draper,  should  choose  one  able  and  fit,. near 
to  him  in  blood,  and  of  another  name ;  and  when  ^t 
scholar  should  be  there  beneficed  to  the  value  of  10 
marks  per  annum,  the  feoffees  should  keep  another  there 
out  of  their  expenses,  to  the  value  of  six  marks  and  one 
noble  by  the  year,  and  not  above ;  and  if  there  should 
be  none  capable  of  his  blood,  the  feofiees  should  choose 
one  out  of  Marston  or  Hutton  who  was  able,  so  that  there 
should  be  always  one. 

By  an  inquisition  and  decree  of  commissioners  of  cha- 
ritable uses,  bearing  date  the  22d  May  1699,  after  reciting 
the  will,  and  that  it  had  been  found  by  the  jurors  that 
one  Richard  Nettleton,  and  others  therein  named,  had 
acted  as  trustees  of  the  lands  given  to  the  charitable  use, 
lying  in  Batley,  being  of  the  value  of  131.  lOs.  per  aimum, 
without  any  authority,  and  had  nominated  a  scholar  in 
Ca$nbfidge  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
lands  in  Batley,  who  was  not  of  the  blood.of  donor,  nor 
belonging  to  Marston  or  Hutton  j  it  was  decreed,  that 
Thomas  Crofts,  and  three  other  persons  therein  named, 
with  the  Rector  of  Long  Marston,  for  the  time  being, 
should  be  trustees  for  the  said  charitable  use,  and  that 
they,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should  from  time 
to  time  demise  the  said  lands  and  tenements  to  the  bdst 
advantage  of  the  scholar,  so  to  be  sent  to  either  of.  the 
Universities,  and  should  from  thenceforth  nominate  such 
scholar,  pursuant  to  the  will,  and  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  premises,  and  pay  the  siuoae  according  to 
the.  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof ;  and.  upon  every 
departure  or  removal  of  such  scholar,  should  elect  ano- 
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ther,  80  as  always  to  keep  a  scholar  at  the  University ; 
and  that  when  any  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  sunri- 
vors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  should  elect  others  in  their 
place,  so  that  the  same  number  of  trustees,  and  no  more, 
might  continue  for  ever. 

The  present  trustees  of  the  charity  are,  Thomas  Per- 
rott,  Esq.  of  Sandford  Park,  Osefordshire,  the  Rev.  Jo^ 
seph  Smyth,  Vicar  of  Ktrby  Moorside,  the  Rev.  Waite 
Robinson,  Rector  of  Badenhamy  in  Herefordshire,  and 
James  Croft,  Rector  of  SaUtoood,  in  the  county  of  Kent, 
and  Alexander  Origan,  D.D.  the  present  Rector  of  Long 
Marston. 

From  a  manuscript  account  of  the  charity,  of  a  very 
early  date,  in  the  possession  of  one  of  the  trustees,  it  has 
been  supposed  that  the  property  comprised  in  the  be- 
quest or  devise  of  the  said  William  Ackroyd,  consisted  of 
lands,  lying  part  in  the  parish  of  Bailey,  and  part  in  that 
of  Buerley,  in  the  West  Riding  of  this  county ;  but  the 
only  property  now  held  by  the  trustees,  or  that  can  be 
traced  into  their  possession  from  the  time  of  the  inqui- 
sition in  \699,  and  even  before  that  period,  is  the  estate 
of  Batleg  therein  mentioned,  which  is  situate  near  Leeds, 
and  consists  of  four  ancient  houses,  a  bam,  and  sundry 
inclosures,  containing  all  together  32a.  1r.  18p.,  in  the 
occupation  of  several  different  tenants  from  year  to  year, 
at  the  annual  rent  of  1082. 13^.  being  the  full  value. 

The  estate  is  under  the  management  of  an  agent,  who 
receives  and  applies  the  rent,  subject  to  necessary  out- 
goings, to  the  use  of  a  student  at  one  of  the  Universities 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  who  continues  to  enjoy  the  same 
as  an  exhibition,  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  a  half, 
when  another  is  appointed  to  receive  the  benefit  of  it. 
The  objects  of  the  charity  are  selected  by  the  trustees 
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from  the  founder's  kin,  and  their  places  are  supplied  as 
vacancies  arise ;  but  from  the  distance  at  which  several 
of  the  trustees  reside  from  each  other,  some  inconvenience 
is  experienced  in  the  execution  of  the  trust. 

An  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements  is  kept  by 
the  agent,  Mr.  John  Moisier,  of  Huntinffton,  near  York, 
and  the  account  is  examined  and  audited  by  the  trustees 
from  time  to  tune.
